Comments: When VFA was formed, the members had various family legends that found its wav into 
print. As we grew in size as well as in expertise, it became apparent many of these ‘accepted’ facts were 
incorrect. These were corrected in updates. This probably does not include every error printed. but it 
does correct the most important ones. A master list seemed important in the event you overlooked the 
update in the NL. Thanks to all who have researched ‘behind the scenes’. 


NL Feb 1985 pg 2. (It is easier to just say ignore this chart) However, some explainations: the birth and 
ancestry of Rev. John Vans incorrect, as well as the third generation on chart - the 1659 Ireland census 
only lists Patrick and William. See later documentation: Apr 1988 pg 52, July 1988 pg 83, Jan 1991 pg 
26. See NL July 1990 pg 104 re Rev. John Vans and Andrew Vance dates. Update on Andrew: We 
cannot document where Andrew, son of Coagh, Ireland migrated to. The confusion with Andrew ( which 
assumed he was the father of all others in Frederick Co. VA) who died 1754, led to suppostion that an 
Andrew who died 1754 was the father of Samuel of Frederick Co., later Abingdon, Va. When that 
proven incorrect, Andrew continued to by a mythical father figure for Samuel See Apr 1986 pg 7 for 
documented children of Andrew d. 1754. See NL Apr 1987 pg 50 for David, James and William line. 


NL July 1994 pg 74/5 Letter from Samuel Vance's (of Frederick Co. VA and Abingdon, VA) grandson 
said Samuel came ‘from Ireland’ with no mention of his father, or that his father came with him This 
article shows deletion of Andrew as father of Samuel, and he is a 'myth’ due to confusion with the 
other Andrew who died 1754. Also note the new list of children for Samuel & Sarah Colville Vance. 
John Vance of Sullivan Co. TN. is identified as a son, as well as Sarah Vance Vail as a daughter. (We 
have some very happy members! See NL Oct. 1994 for article on Sarah Vance Vail. A nineth child is yet 
to be documented - was not named in this letter, nor in Samuel's will. As the descendants of John Vance 
of Sullivan Co. TN. are documented, other lines will have one or two generations added! 


NL April 1994 pg. 51/6 correctly identifies Mary Vance Greer asa daughter of David Vance who died 
1768, Frederick Co. Va. (not Samuel of Abingdon) 


NL July 1986 pg 4. No evidence to prove the father of John who d. 1760 had parents named Andrew and 
Jane Hoge Vance. Also, the brothers for Dr. Patrick are incorrect. See Balbirnie’s notation re Dr. Patrick 
NL July 1987 pg. 55/58. For family of Maj. William Vance 1718-1788 see July 1987 pg 50/53. 


NL July 1986 pg 9. Delete Andrew as father of James, replace with David Sr. (of Hite Trial) See July 
1987 pg 55/58. No new evidence has changed this. 


NL Oct 1986 pg 12. Hite-Fairfax Trial. Further research of the land description was found on Opequon 
Creek, prove the James who died 1751 was the one involved in the trial and not the James who died 1762. 
See NL Oct 1989 pg 118/21. Also Ann Vance was involved in the trial because of her previous husband 
Hugh Deveney's land transactions. Name of her Vance husband unknown, and not mentioned in the trial. 


NL Jan 1987 pg 6. The person who drew this chart and placed with Dr. Foote's work erred in the name at 
the top - Joseph Colville Vance....it was just Joseph Colville, as shown in location of land - see Plat NL 
Oct 1980 pg 120. 


NL Jan 1987 pg 8. Item I C - Later research has disproved the listed names of Samuel's siblings. None 
documented as of 1994. 


NL Jan 1987 pg 10. Item II] A John Vance whose wife was Jane Black was not the son of Samuel and 
Sarah Colville Vance. Later research shows James Vance who died 1762 to be his father. See NL Apr 
1988, pg 39/42. 
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NL Jan 1987 pg 11. Item D. Joseph Colville Vance 1759-1809 married Sarah Wilson.In NL April 1992 
pg 36/7 Joseph Colville Vance's father David signed deed with wife Janet. This deletes long legend of 
Sarah Colville being the wife of David who died 1768. It should be noted that David had no daughter 
named Sarah, but did have a daughter named Jannet/Gennet, surely named for his wife who signed deed 
with him. 


NL Jan 1987 pg. 11, Item F. No evidence ever found that a Joseph married Mary, daughter of David of 
1768 will. See NL Apr 1994 pg. 51/56 proving Mary's line. 


NL jan 1987 pg 12, Item B. This reference to Beaver County Pa. and references to brothers to be 
disregarded..never proven. Also, disregard Mrs. Reed's comments. 


NL Jan 1987 pg 12 Item II 1. Deed 14 Apr 1762 Hampshire Co. Va. shows David Vance's (Jr) wife as 
Janet. No evidence he ever had another wife named Sarah Colville. However, his father David Sr. did 
have a wife named Sarah. See July 1987 pg 51 where Sarah signed deed with David (Sr) recorded 6 Aug. 
1782. This was the land involved in the Hite lawsuit. Also, see NL Oct 1992, pg 99 where David Vance 
Senr. and David Vance, Junr. signed an inventory of John Calvert May 23, 1740. 


NL Jan 1987 pg. 14/16. Land records description prove James Vance who died 1751 was involved in the 
Hite-Fairfax Trial, not James Vance who died 1762 and lived in the Cedar Creek area and did buy land 
from Hite. The Hite-Fairfax Trial and the Vance land involved was located in the Opequon Creek area, 
not Cedar Creek area. See NL Oct 1989, pg. 118/19. 


NL Apr 1987 pg 27. 3rd paragraph, 8th line, typo should read 1769 not 1796.. 


NL Apr 1989 pg 38/40. The legend was that Sarah (generally accepted as Colville) was the first wife of 
David Vance, son of Maj. Wm. Vance 1718-1788 who died at Cross Creek Pa. This conclusion was 
drawn from deeds signed on land known as ‘Oatfield' in Washington Co. Pa. See NL July 1992, 
questioning that conclusion and identity of which David.. Further research by Velma Wilcox concurs 
that the David and Sarah who sold land "Oatfield" was arother one (son of David who d. 1768 Frederick 
Co. Va.), and that the only proven wife of David, son of Maj. William Vance, was Margaret. See NL Apr 
1993 pg. 58. ; 


NL July 1994 pg 88/9. The letter from grandson of Patrick Vance of Chambersburg, PA and Knox Co. 
TN. proves a ‘cousin’ relationship to James Alexander Vance Sr. of PA and SC. Other cousins need to be 
documented. 


Note: Many of these errors were made because only one document was used to draw a conclusion. If you 
find a will, you should follow the probate records, espcially when land is invglved. The Andrew Vance of 
Frederick Co. Va. confusion would not have happened if the land had beén traced. The Vance history 
literally had to be re-written in that area because of drawing a conclusion frou the 1754 will only. If you 
find a grantor in a deed, trace where he received the land - from a grant, another deed or an estate. It 
may just save you hours of time, as well as properly identifying the person involved!

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STEPHEN HENRY, MD 
LT. GOVERNOR OF KENTUCKY

Dr. Stephen Henry, an orthopedic surgeon, is the Lt. Governor of the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky. He is the g-g-g grandson of Joseph and Eliza Vance 
and is the only medical doctor to ever serve in this office. A native of Daviess Co. 
KY, he is a graduate of Western Kentucky University and the University of 
Louisville Medical School. His many hours of volunteer work and advocacy of 
better care for the indigent were factors when he was chosen one of the Ten 
Outstanding Young Men in America by the National Jaycees. While on the faculty 
at the University of Louisville he developed a system of using antibiotic beads in 
the treatment of injuries. Dr. Henry received international acclaim when this 
technique was widely used during the Gulf War and he received personal 
recognition from General Schwartzkopf. 


JOSEPH VANCE FAMILY 
by

(This information has been gathered by Marion W. Vance and Anna Lois 
Vance Beumel as well as the author) 


Joseph Vance, the son of Patrick and Elizabeth Vance, was born 8 
September 1794 in Knox Co TN. He was named in the Will of Patrick Vance, ~& 
probated 1801, Knox Co TN. On 28 December 1819, Knox Co TN, he married 
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Eliza Greer, b. 6 Jul 1799 in VA. We know this couple had at least six and 
possibly, seven children, all b. In Tennessee: Vanirah, Eliza Jane, George P., John, 
Joseph, Jr. and Mary Malinda. US census records list the family in Anderson Co 
TN in 1830. This is verified by KY Vital Statistic records that list Eliza Jane Vance 
b. 1828, Anderson Co TN. Records that survived the fire in Anderson Co TN show 
Joseph Vance serving on a jury, but I do not have other records of the family here. 
US Pension records of George P. Vance give his birth in 1834, Rhone Co TN, and 
the US census of 1840 show the family in Grainger Co TN. 


The earliest land record of Joseph Vance in Kentucky is a Daviess Co 
(DB K, p. 30) deed dated 28 Oct 1850 for 184+ acres on the waters of Buck Creek 
of “land now occupied by said Vance”. Vanirah Vance paid tax on some livestock 
in Ohio Co KY in 1848. My grandfather, John William Vance, told me that “all he 
knew about the first Vances in Kentucky was that they came from Tennessee in an 
ox cart and settled in McLean Co”. Parts of Ohio and Daviess Co were formed 
into Mclean Co KY in 1854. By then the family was settled in the Buck Creek area 
and remained there for many years. Joseph Vance d. 8 Mar 1863 and Eliza Vance 
d. 3 Jun 1869. Both are buried in Old Buck Creek Baptist Church cemetery, 
McLean Co. 


In the 1850 Daviess Co KY US census is one James Vance, b. TN, age 
20, living on an adjoining farm in the household of Jesse Moseley. James H. 
Vance married 26 May 1851 Casa A. Roberts in Daviess Co KY. On 17 Sep 1852 
he was granted a letter of dismissal from Buck Creek Baptist Church. There is a 
113 acre tract of land that records show James Vance paid tax on for one year, but 
the next year Joseph Vance paid the taxes. There is no record of a land transfer 
between this James Vance and Joseph Vance, but in a lawsuit in the Joseph Vance 
estate, a Mclean Co Court decree awarded this 113 acre tract to John Vance. 
Nothing further has been learned about this James Vance. He is not mentioned in 
Will of Joseph Vance and does not appear in the 1860 census in Ohio, Daviess or 
McLean Co KY. We cannot positively identify him as a son of Joseph and Eliza 
Vance at this time. 


There is confusion about the actual name of Vanirah Vance. Records 
show spelling of Venieh, Veniah, Varnard and the death certificate of his son, 
Jefferson Davis Vance lists him as Barnard Vance. The family Bible has his name 
spelled Vanirah and his birth as 10 Nov 1826 and death on 17 Aug 1865 in 
McLean Co KY. He married Mary Ann Nance, daughter of William and Nancy 
Snow, 31 Mar 1846 in Jefferson Co TN. Ohio Co KY US 1850 census show the 
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family with Rosanna aged 7 b. TN, Joseph aged 3 b. TN and Margaret Ann aged 1, ) 
b. KY. I believe Rosanna was Mary Ann’s child by a previous marriage. Other @ 
children were Eliza J., b. 1850 and died 13 Oct 1858; George b. 10 Jun 1850 and d. 

6 Aug 1853; and Martha Elizabeth b. 4 Apr 1852 all in Ohio Co KY.. Mary Ann 

Vance d. 24 Jul 1853 in Ohio Co KY and KY Vital Statistics records give her 

parents’ names. The handwriting on these records is such that the surname of her 

parents is difficult. One abstracter calls it Snow and another, Inavo. Published East 

Tennessee Marriages of the period do not give a marriage for either that would fit 

the time line. 


Vanirah Vance married second, Nancy Brown, daughter of William H. 
And Agnes Flint Brown, 30 Jul 1853 in Daviess Co KY. They had seven children, 
all born in McLean Co KY - Agnes b. 1 Aug 1856 and d. 14 Sep 1857; Millard 
Filmore b. 30 Sep 1856, d. 31 Jul 1932, Bee Co TX; Henry C. b. 4 May 1859 and 
d. 14 Sep 1860; Jefferson Davis b. 27 Feb 1861 d. 21 Oct 1937 McLean Co KY; 
Sidney Johnson b. 15 Sep 1863 and d. 25 Oct 1946 Daviess Co KY; Emma Lee b. 
10 Sep 1864 and d. 12 Oct 1913 McLean Co KY; Vanirah, Jr. b. 23 Feb 1866 and 
d. 28 May 1898 Navarro Co TX. The family lived in the Buck Creek area of 
McLean Co near both their parents, bothers and sisters. They were members of the 
Buck Creek Baptist Church. Minutes of the church reveal that Vanirah paid $4 for 
50 bushels of coal in 1857 “as his contribution to the church”. He was on the roster 
of the Enrolled Militia of McLean Co KY, a home guard type unit under the 
command of the Governor of Kentucky. This unit was subject to be called into duty 
and since Kentucky never seceeded, it was considered part of the Union Forces. The 
Autobiobraphy of Mike Moore,The Jolly Irishman tells of the strong feelings for 
both sides in McLean Co during the Civil War: “The Southern men would not help 
the Union men roll logs, and vice versa. Vanira Vance made no distinction, inviting 
both parties to a big rolling on Buck Creek.” Vanirah Vance d. 17 Aug 1865 and 
Nancy d. 12 Mar 1870. Both are buried in a family plot on their farm 1 mile north 
of Livermore KY on US Hwy. 431, now occupied by the Otto Howard family. 
After their death, the children lived with her sister Matilda and her husband John G. 
Atherton and are listed in the 1870 McLean Co US census. 


Eliza Jane Vance was b. 17 Sep 1827 in TN and d. 25 Jul 
1901. She married James L. Hodgins 31 Oct 1852 in Daviess Co KY. He died of a 
fever while serving as a Cpl., Co H, 17th Vol. Infantry in the Union Army at 
Reynolds Station TN in 1862. Eliza Jane Hodgin was awarded a widow’s pension 
of $8 per month in August 1878, Daviess Co KY. They had three children, Ann 
Mary b. 10 May 1856; Vanirah b. Dec 1858; and Margaret Matilda b. ca. 1860. 
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Eliza Jane Hodgins is buried in Travis Cemetery, KY Hwy. 56 between St. Joseph 
and Elba, KY. 


Most of what we know of George P. Vance has been learned from 
pension records obtained from the National Archives. He was born 1834 in Rhone 
Co TN and died 9 Apr 1863 in McLean Co KY. He served in the Union Army as a 
Pvt., Co. H 17th Vol. Infantry. He was given a disability discharge 15 Sept 1862 
for “insufficiency of Mitral Valve”. After he returned home he was listed on the 
roster of the McLean Co KY Enrolled Militia. He married Martha S. Davis 17 Apr 
1857 in Hopkins Co KY and they had three children, James L., b. 8 Feb 1858, 
Vincent Fugate b. 19 Jul 1859 and George Ann b. 1 Apr 1861, d. 11 Apr 1863. 
Note that the little girl died two days after her Father. Martha S. Vance, widow, 
married William H. Clements 14 Jul 1863. By 1885 they were living in Boydsville, 
Clay Co, AR when they applied for the pension for the surviving children of George 
P. Vance. His brother John Vance, also living in Boydsville, gave an affidavit to 
support their claim. 


John Vance was born ca 1835 and died 23 Aug 1889 in Boydsville 
AR. He married Mary Jane Tucker, daughter of Thompson and Polly Tucker, 24 
Aug 1858. He also served in Co H, 17th Reg. KY Infantry, Union Army, in the 
Civil War. Pension records show in 1891 he had four children under age 16: Emma 
b. 25 Sep 1876, Alfred b. 26 Sep 1878 and d. 18 May 1891; Sadie b. 27 May 1880 
and Melvin b. 7 Sep 1883. Emma m. 9 Oct 1901 Harvey Axton and d. 13 Oct 
1968; Sadie m. 1 May 1899, John W. Harper in Daviess Co KY and d. 17 Oct 
1944; Melvin m. 5 Sep 1907 Mabel Neubauer in Daviess Co KY and d. 8 Apr 
1981. Other children were Alice b. Oct 1861 in Daviess Co KY, m. 28 Dec 1876 
Samuel M. Wells in McLean Co KY, d. Feb 1822 in Kennett MO; Mellissa Frances 
b. 29 May 1866 in Daviess Co KY, d. 26 Mar 1884 in Palestine TX; Columbus 
Americus b. 29 Jan 1870 d. Aft. 1919; William Rufus b. 10 Aug 1872 and James 
Vance b. 1874 d. 1877. John Vance’s widow, Mary Jane, d. 8 Oct 1904 and she 
and their son Alfred are buried in Old Buck Creek Baptist Church cemetery. 


Joseph Vance, Jr. was b. 28 Jun 1836 in TN and d. 5 Jul 1869. He 
served with his two brothers in the Enrolled Militia. He is buried at Old Buck 
Creek in McLean Co KY. His wife’s name was Matilda but we have been unable 
to locate the marriage and do not know her maiden name. US census records 
indicate she was b. 1842 and d. before 1880. They had four children, William 
Virgil b. Feb 1864, m. Laura B. Reeds 11 Nov 1894 Daviess Co KY; Viola b. 1866, 
m. Granville Underwood, 12 Apr 1883 in McLean Co KY; John E. b. 1867 and 
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Josephine b. 1869 and d. Before 1880. After the death of Joseph Vance, Jr., his 
widow, Matilda, married Walker R. Landers. She is buried in Baxter, AR. 


Mary Malinda Vance was b. 16 Oct 1838 in TN and d. 10 Jul 1882 in 
McLean Co KY. She married William Jackson Davis 17 Sep 1857 in McLean Co. 
KY. He was the son of Vincent Fugate Davis of Hopkins Co KY and the brother of 
Martha S. Davis who married George P. Vance. William J. Davis was b. 20 Oct 
1833 and d. 2 Jan 1901. Both are reportedly buried with three of their children who 
died young, in Bethel Baptist Church Cemetery in McLean Co KY. They had nine 
children: Malissa Mary b. 11 Feb 1850, m. 28 Oct 28, 1877, Josh S. Dant, d. 1939, 
buried St. Michaels Cemetery, Louisville KY; Susan b. 24 Feb 1862; d. 20 Mar 
1865; Margaret G. b. 22 Dec 1863, d. 19 Oct 1886; Tilda b. 2 Dec 1866 d. 14 Mar 
1870 McLean Co; Leona b. 15 May 1869 d. 5 Jun 1911, m. William Elliott 7 Aug 
1893; Thomas Overton b. 25 Jun 1871, d. 8 Jan 1916, m. Mary Anna Alvey 13 Feb 
1893; Sarah b. 24 Jan 1873 d 9 Apr 1968, m. William Eugene Alvey 25 Dec 1870; 
Rena Vaden b. 1 Oct 1876 d. 6 Nov 1963, m. Jessie Eubank 8 Nov 1899; Alice b. 
10 Dec 1879, d. 31 Jan 1978, m. Ignatius Nathan Coomes 9 Jan 1900. 


Much information has been found on this large and interesting family. 
And, the more answers you find the more questions you want to ask. Its a mystery 
why Vanirah Vance, while serving in the militia, and with two brothers and a 
brother in law serving in the Union Army, would name two of his sons Jefferson 
Davis Vance and Sidney Johnson Vance? The 17th KY Vol. Infantry, in which 
James Hodgin, John and George P. Vance served, was made up primarily of 
McLean Co men and participated in the battles of Ft. Donelson, Shiloh, 
Chicamauga, Stone Mountain, Atlanta and others. 


Many descendants still live in western Kentucky but others live as far 
away as Washington state. A Vance family reunion was held in the summer of 1997 
in Texas for the “Texas Branch” of the Vance family tree. One of their ancestors, 
Vanirah Vance, Jr. settled in Texas and was killed in a street gunfight 28 May 1898 
in Navarro Co., TX. Wherever the descendants of Joseph and Eliza live they have 
been productive citizens who work hard and rear good families. Through the 
generations since Joseph and Eliza settled in Kentucky, records show them to be 
farmers, teachers, business and professional people who have made contributions to 
their communities and served their country

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WILLIAM AND MARY VANCE OF ALLEGHENY CO. PA

While researching primary records in Allegheny and Beaver Counties in 
Pennsylvania for my Vance and Calvin ancestors, I found the information 
contained in the following article which I believe adds another generation to 
my Vance Line! 


The first Vance that | believe is one of my ancestors is a William Vance who will be referred to as William 
#1 in the narrative that follows. The last will and testament of this William Vance is dated 28 April 1798 and 
recorded in Volume 1, page 174 of the will book for Allegheny Co., Pa. The willl found was an original and 
was very fragile. William probably died in June 1803 because the will was probated on 17 June 1803. The 
will lists the following heirs: 

Wife, MaryVance #1 

son, Andrew Vance 

Son, William Vance #2 

son, JohnVance #1 

Dau., Mary Vance 

Dau., Agnes Vance, otherwise Agnes Cambie (probably Campbell) 

Dau., Jane Vance, otherwise Jane Boyd 

Dau., Ann Vance, otherwise Ann Thompson 

Witnessed by: 
Samuel Searight, Thomas Swaney, Jr. and Thomas Swaney, Sr. 

| believe that this will is that of the first of three William Vances, the first two of which had a wife named 
Mary. 

Beaver Co. was formed from part of Allegheny Co. in 1800. First Moon and Second Moon Townships 
in Beaver Co. were formed from what was Moon Township in Allegheny Co. and are located on the south 
side of the Ohio River west of Pittsburgh. The 1800 census for 2nd Moon Township, Beaver Co., Pa. has 
the following listing: 

William Vance (#1) >45 


Wile >45 (Mary #1) 

Two sons 16-26 (Andrew, William #2), 
One son 10-16 (John #1) 

One daughter 10-16 (Mary) 


The will indicates that the youngest son, John, and daughter Mary are not of age which agrees with the 
census data 
According to the will, the other three daughters were married and therefore not listed with William in the 
census. | believe the following listings from he 1800 census are for these daughters. 
William Campbell 26-45 
Wife 26-45 
Three sons <10 
Two daughters <10 
William Campbell is the only Campbell in Second Moon township in 1800. William and his daughter Agnes 
were heirs in the will of Jane Craig, a sister of Mary Vance #1. 
Daniel Thompson 26-45 
Wife 16-26 (Anne Vance) 
Two daughters <10 
Daniel Thompson is listed next to William Vance in the census. Mary Vance #1’s will states that Ann Vance 
was married to Daniel Thompson. 
There are several Boyd families living in Second Moon Township in 1800, one of which is probably that 
of Jane (Vance) Boyd , but | have not been able to identify which one with any certainty because the

names of wives are not included in the census. 2nd Moon Township no longer exists but in 1800 it 
included the present Greene Township of Beaver Co. Pa. 

To estimate the birthdate of William #1, | made the following assumptions: 

1) His three married daughters were bom before William #2. 

2) Andrew was bom before William #2. 

3) The births of the five oldest children occurred at two year intervals. 

4) William and Mary were married one year before the first birth 

5) Based upon his age of 61 when he died in 1841, William #2 was bom in 1780. When these 
assumptions are used, the estimated marriage date is 1771 and the birthdate for William #1 is 1747 if he 
was 24 years old when he married. 

Using a similar procedure, | estimated that Mary Vance #1 was born in 1750, which would mean that she 
was 21 years old when she married and 87 when she died. This does not seem unreasonable since she 
lived for 34 years after her husband died. Agnes (Vance) Campbell was 26-45 in 1800 according to the 
census. If she was 28 in 1800 she would have been born in 1772 as the oldest child. According to the 
census she gave birth to five children before 1800 which seems reasonable if she married at age 18. 

The Orphan Court records of Beaver County, Volume 2, page 522, dated 2 Oct 1837, and 4 Dec 1837, 
show that Mary Vance #1 died intestate in 1837 and left issue four children, to wit, 

Ann intermarried with Daniel Thompson, 


Wiliam Vance #2 
Mary Vance 
John Vance =s #1 


Note that Ann (Vance) Thompson, two Mary Vances, William Vance and John Vance are in both the will 
and the Orphan Court Record, and both are witnessed by Samuel Searight. Her son, William Vance #2, is 
named as the administrator of her estate. Her only asset was a 37 acre parcel of land in Greene Township 
which was sold to Henry Campbell for $350 to pay her debts. The record also states that the parcel was 
bounded by land owned by Henry Campbell, James Campbeil and Samuel! Searight. These names 
become important in subsequent maps and documents. 

| have not been able to locate the tombstones of William (#1) and Mary (#1). It appears that Andrew, 
Agnes (Vance) Campbell and Jane (Vance) Boyd died before their mother did The last will of Ann (Vance) 
Thompson is recorded in Volume B of the Beaver Co. will books. Ann’s will was written on 19 April 1841 
and probated on 12 Nov. 1841. Her brother William #2 died in Carroll Co., Ohio on 13 Feb 1841. 

There are two other wills which provide clues as to the maiden name of Mary Vance #1. The first will is 
that of Jane Craig dated 13 Dec 1812, which is located in Beaver Co. Will Book Vol. A, p. 52, and lists 
three of her sisters as Mary Vance, Martha Wilson, and Catrine Swaney. The old census and tax records 
for Second Moon township in Beaver Co.lists all of these surnames. Katherine Swaney is listed in the 
1800 census for Second Moon township with 4 sons and one daughter. Her husband Thomas Swaney, 
Sr. died on 6 Feb. 1800. The second will is that of Henry Craig husband of Jane Craig dated 18 Sept. 
1801, which is located in Allegheny Co. Will Book, Vol.1, p.174, adjacent to the will of William Vance #1. In 
the will he refers to Jane as “my wife Jane Craig otherwise Jane Montgomery”. | therefore believe that the 
maiden name of Mary Vance #1 was Montgomery. 

William Vance #2, her oldest living son, was named as administrator of the estate of Mary Vance (#1) in 
Letters of Administration in the Beaver County Registers Docket Vol 1, p.12, dated 30 Aug, 1837 This in 
combination with her will, makes it apparent that the Mary Vance who died in 1837 was the mother of 
William Vance #2 and that the Mary Vance (#2) who died in Warren Co., lowa in 1861 was his wife. William 
Vance #3 , was made the Administrator of her estate when his father William #2 died in 1841 (Registers 
Docket Vol. 1, page 31, dated 23 Feb. 1841). The estate wasn’t completely settled until 31 May 1850 by 
Henry Vance and John Vance #2. William #3 had moved to Ohio. Henry and John Vance #2 were the 
Administrators of the estate of their father, William #2 (Registers Docket Vol. 1, page 32, dated 27 Feb. 
1841. 

The next question to be decided is whether William Vance #2 or John Vance #1 was the father of the 
Vance children who spent their early years on the “The Old Vance Farm in Industry, Beaver Co., Pa.” It 
should also be noted that, according to the will and the census, John Vance #1 was between 2 and 10 
years (probably 2-4 years) younger than William Vance #2. The first step was to examine land records in 
Allegheny, Washington, and Beaver Counties in Pennsyivania which involved the name William Vance or 
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John Vance. 

The first record of significance is recorded in Deed Book H (8), page 125 of Allegheny Co. dated 30 
Aug 1796 when Thomas Moore conveyed to William Vance both in Moon Township, Allegheny Co, Pa., 
60 acres on Service Creek, late Washington Co., now Allegheny Co.. This land was part of the original 
land patent granted to Thomas Moore on 23 May, 1795 in Patent Book No. 25th, page 279 and called 
“Locust Ridge” on the Great Road leading to the mouth of Mill Creek. This land is now in Greene 
Township in Beaver Co. and Mill Creek empties into the Ohio River in Geene Twp. | also obtained a map of 
Greene Township made in 1876 which shows the land owners at that time. The names Swaney, 
Searight, Campbell and Mercer are still there but all the Vances are gone in 1876. 

An Indenture dated 1 Dec 1806 and recorded in Beaver Co. Deed Book Voli. A, p.561 between Mary 
Vance, Andrew Vance, William Vance, and John Vance of Trumbull Co., Ohio sells this same 60 acre 
parcel to John Mercer for $240. The original will left the land to William #1’s three sons but sister Mary is 
now a partner. They had apparently moved to Trumbull Co. Ohio which borders Pennsylvania to the west. 
| could find no land records for these Vances in the Trumbull Co. courthouse but the tax lists for Poland 
Township, Trumbull Co. for 1810 and 1812 show a John Vance who owns 50 acres of land in Range 1, 
Township 1, Section 2. Poland Township is now in Mahoning Co. which was formed in 1846 from part of 
Trumbull Co. There are no U. S. census records for the State of Ohio in 1800 and 1810. 

The 1810 census for Ohio Township in Beaver Co., Pa. has the following listing: 

William Vantz (#2) 26-45 (30 from tombstone) 

Wife 26-45 (Mary #2, 24 from tombstone) 

Son <10 (Henry, bom 1806) 

Son <10 (Willian #3, bom 1808) 
Ohio Township is directly across the Ohio River from Greene Township. There is a John Vance living in 
Fayette Township, Allegheny Co. in 1800 and 1810 but future records indicate that he cannot be our 
John Vance. Ours is probably the one in the Trumbull Co. tax records. 

| found the early tax records for Beaver Co. in the Carnegie Free Library 
in Beaver Falls, Pa. William Vantz is listed for Ohio Township starting in 1811 with 55 acres of land, 1 
horse, and one cow. | could find no deed for the purchase of this land. He is listed in the tax records of 
Ohio Township every year from 1811 until 1840 at which time William #2 and his sons Henry, William #8, 
and John #2 disappear from the tax records. The spelling of his name changes from Vantz to Vance in 
1813 and doesn't change again. In 1828 Henry appears for the first time as a single man (He is now over 
21). William Vance #3 appears in the tax records in 1830 as a single man, age 21. John Vance #2 appears 
as a single man in 1833 indicating that he may have been born in 1811 or 1812. John Vance #1 is not 
listed in the tax records of Ohio Township for any of the years 1811-1840. He is probably in Trumbull Co. 
Ohio. 

There is a deed recorded in Book F, page 20 of the Beaver Co land records on 18 March, 1817 in which 
William Vance #2 of Ohio Township bought 20.8 acres of land from William Eckles for $68. It is part of the 
Penn’s Dale tract patented on 17 March 1809. Another deed dated 17 April 1819 and recorded in Book 
F, page 21 records the purchase of 67.1 acres in Ohio Township from Jacob Phyllis for $201. {tis part of a 
patent granted to Jacob Phyllis on 11 Dec 1818. it is adjacent to the 20.8 acres bought previously. The 
tax records reflect the increase in acreage for William Vance. 

The 1820 census for Ohio Township lists William, his wife, 3 sons and a daughter. Elizabeth was born in 
1817. The only John Vance in the Beaver Co.census lives in Little Beaver Township and has no children ! 

William Vance #2 bought more land in Ohio Township on 8 April 1828. Volume H. pages 195 and 196 
records the purchase of 46 acres from Samuel Seabrooks and 104 acres from John Buckmaster all in the 
Wolf Run and Penns Dale land patents. William now owns close to 300 acres according to the tax records. 
This land is undoubtedly the old Vance Farm in Industry, Pa. referred to in my Vance family records. Wolf 
Run is a smail stream that empties into the Ohio River at Industry. | visited this area in 1997 and found the 
land to be steep, heavily wooded, and most of it is not suitable for anything except the raising of livestock. 
There are a few acres flat enough to farm. The tax records show that William built a sawmill in 1828 and 
operated it until he left for Carroll Co, Ohio in 1839 or 1840. The land he bought in 1828 was probably to 
get timber for his sawmill. 

The 1830 census for Ohio Township lists the following family members for William Vance:

lf my information is correct Mary Vance #2 died in 1861 at age 75 and would therefore have been 44 in 
1830. | have no information concerning Andrew's birthdate but it must have been before James. ! beleive 
that James Vance died in Warren Co., jowa on 12 March 1882 at age 52 and was therefore bom in 1829. 
Nancy Vance was born on 10 June 1830 according to her tombstone, so the census must have been 
taken before 10 June. The female age 20-30 might be Henry's wife, however both Henry and William #3 
are listed as single men in the tax records as late as 1833. William #3 married Ann Shafer from Trurnbull 
Co., Ohio on 6 April 1836 according to old copies of the Western Argus newspaper stored in the Carnegie 
Free Library. Its successor, the Beaver Argus listed the marriage of John Calvin to Nancy Vance on 9 
March 1852 but | could find no marriage records for the other Vance children listed above. The children 
listed for Henry Vance in the 1850 Census indicate that Henry didn’t get married until about 1840 so | 
don't have any idea who the extra female, age 20-30, is. 

The “History of Beaver County”, Vol |, p. 176 by Joseph H. Bausman includes an interesting reprint from 
the Western Argus dated 21 Feb. 1834 entitled “Great Circular Fox Hunt” (See copy printed at the end of 
this article), which names John, Henry, and William Vance as participants and also includes many of the 
names in the deeds and land patents. 

A Vance oral history, which | think was written by Minnie Whims, a daughter of Glaphyra Ketura (Vance) 
Whims in about 1907, says that John Vance married Elizabeth Engle and produced the children listed 
above. | therefore searched for the Engle name in all the Beaver Co. records. Henry Engle (also listed as 
Ingle or Ingles) was a neighbor of William Vance #2 and is in the land and tax records for Ohio township. 
He witnessed some of the Vance family documents. He had two sons Henry, Jr. and George. Andrew, 
George and Henry ingle are also listed as participants in the fox hunt. Henry Engle, Sr. probably died in 
1827 because he dissappears from the tax records in 1827 but his sons remain. Andrew ingles is also in 
the tax records of Ohio township in 1815-1828 and listed for the Great Circular Fox Hunt. It is therefore 
quite possible that John Vance #1 married an Elizabeth Engle and lived in Trumbull Co., Ohio, although | 
have not been able to find any records to support this. However, | think the evidence is overwhelming that 
William #2 and Mary Vance #2 were the owners of “the Old Vance Farm” and were the parents of the 
children who we are descended from. 

William Vance #2 moved to Carroll Co., Ohio in 1839 or 1840 where he bought 80 acres of land in 
section 18 of Fox Township for $900. (Recorded in Vol 7, p. 127 of the Carrol! Co. deed books). He is 
listed on the 1840 U.S. Census for Carroll Co. with a wife 40-50 (Mary should have been 54), a son 15-20 
(Andrew ~15), ason 10-15 (James ~11), and a daughter 10-15 (Nancy (10). 

William Vance #3 and his wife Ann Shafer, who were married in 1836,are listed in the 1840 U.S. census 
for Ohio Township in Beaver Co. with one daughter <5. The 1850 census for Carroll county Ohio shows 
that another Mary Vance was born to William and Ann in 1838 and a son Jacob S. Vance was born in 1840, 
apparently too late for the census. 

John Vance #2 and his wife Jane Hanby, who were married on 6 Aug. 1839, are listed in the 1840 U.S. 
census for Ohio Township in Beaver Co. with no children. 

The only Henry Vance listed in the 1840 census index for Pa. is located in Somerset Township in 
Washington Co. Henry, his wife Hannah, and 3 children are listed in Ohio Township in 1850. Their oldest 
child (another William Vance) was 8 in 1850 indicating that Henry probably wasn't married yet in 1840. 
Hannah was born in Ohio and | suspect that her maiden name was Shafer and probably a sister of William 
#3’s wife Anne. Perhaps he was courting in Trumbull Co. in 1840. It appears that Henry, William #3, and @ 
John #2 stayed on the farm in Industry when their father and the younger members of the family moved to

William Vance #2 died in Carroll Co. on 13 Feb 1841 at the age of 61 and is buried in Glade Run 
cemetery in East Township, Carroll Co., Ohio, about five miles from his farm in Fox Township. There is a 
gravestone next to William #2 engraved as “James son of William and , age 3” which indicates that the 
youngest son ofWilliam #3 died in 1850. The land in this area is much more suitable for farming so | can 
see why he left Industry, Pa. if farming is what he wanted to do. The 1850 census for Carroll Co. shows 
that William #3 took over the Fox Township Ohio farm after his father died. | have been unable to find his 
mother, Mary Vance #2 (age 64), or his sister, Nancy Vance (age 20), in the 1850 census for either Ohio or 
Pennsylvania. They probably returned to “the Old Vance Farm” (now operated by John Vance #2), 
where Mary #2 probably had lots of old friends, because Nancy married John Calvin in 1852 in Beaver Co. 

William #3 and his wife Ann sold the farm in Carroll Co., Ohio on 30 Aug 1851. The sale is recorded in 
Vol 12, page 486 of the Carroll Co deed books. The 1853 census for Greenfield Twp in Warren Co., lowa 
lists a W. Vance with 2 males and 5 females which corresponds exactly with his known family members if 
son James died in 1850. J.C. Vance (James) is also listed in this census indicating that the Vance 
brothers moved to lowa in 1852. Josiah and Elizabeth (Vance) Hanby also moved from Harrison Co. Ohio 
to Warren Co., lowa in about 1852. Harrison Co. borders Carroll Co. on the south. John and Nancy 
(Vance) Calvin were married on 9 March 1852 and moved to Indiana for a short time and then to Warren Co 
, lowa. Perhaps they all went together in a covered wagon train. Margaret Daleske of Reeds Springs, Mo. 
is a descendant of Josiah and Elizabeth (Vance) Hanby. 

There is another sideline | intend to explore when | get time. The 1850 census lists Amanda Shaffer 
(age 14) and Daniel Shaffer (age 12) living with Henry and Hannah Vance (born in Ohio). William #3, who 
according to the 1850 census was born in Ohio, married Ann Shafer from Trumbull Co. Ohio. There is a 
Daniel Shafer listed for Trumbull Co.in the Ohio census index for 1830. My guess is that Hannah, Ann 
Shafer, Amanda Shaffer, and Daniel Shaffer may all be children of the Daniel Shafer listed in the 1830 
census index. This may be where Henry Vance was at the time of the 1840 census. 

The estate of William Vance #2 was settled by a senes of deeds recorded on 17 Nov 1851 in Beaver 
Co., Pa. in which his children (with the exception of Andrew Vance) sell their interests in “the Old Vance 
Farm” to their brother John Vance. Andrew (age 24) is listed in the 1850 census as a school teacher living 
with John Vance in Ohio Township. | don’t know what happened to Henry Vance but the rest of the 
brothers and sisters headed west to lowa and Kansas.during the 1850's. John Vance #2 sold 286 acres 
of the old Vance farm on 1 Nov 1855 for $10,000. to Charles Shriner. A. W. Vance also signed the deed 
so Andrew apparently still retained his minority interest after 1851. : 

John Vance then moved across the Ohio River and bought land in Greene Township near the land 
once owned by his grandfather. He bought 144 acres on 3 Nov 1855 from the same Charles Shriner. 
. (Beaver Co. Deed Book No. 34, p. 511). He sold this farm on 12 March 1862 to William Morrow for $3500. 
(recorded in Beaver Co. Deed Book 42, p. 621). The map of Greene township in 1876 has the name 
William Morrow (130 acres) in the upper right hand corner. This is probably the farm that was once owned 
by John Vance. It must have been at this time that he left Pennsylvania for Kansas. Gary Vance of 
Pawnee, Ok. is a descendant of this John Vance. 

Today Industry Pa. is marked by signs as a historical site but only a few old buildings and houses remain. 
A nuclear power station has been built directly across the Ohio River at Shippingport in Greene Township. 
There is a side road that tums off the main highway at Industry and goes up Wolf Run to the scatttered 
houses that are now located on the old Vance igus The first side street off this road in Industry is 
called Vance Way. 

There are two old Presbyterian, and two newer cemeteries near Hookstown in Greene Township in one 
of which | suspect Williarn #1 and his wife Mary #1 are buried.

A fox hunt will take place on Friday, the 28th of February, 1834, commencing on the Ohio river at the 
Widow Spencer’s, thence along the state road to Nevill’s sawmill, thence to Samuel Hoyt’s sawmill, thence 
to intersect the state road, opposite the Four-Mile meeting house; thence along the state road to Andrew 
Ingle’s, then along the state road to Fairview, thence to Ohioville, thence along the state road to Amos 
Dawson's, thence to Smith’s Ferry. 

Officers to take charge of the line from Widow Spencer's to Nevill’s sawmill: 

Robert Potter, Arthur Campbell, John Spencer, William Sutherland, John Wilson,William Vance and Adam 
Montgomery. From Nevill’s sawmill to William Reed’s--Richard Knight, George ingle, David Knight, John T. 
Nevill, Michael Eckles. From William Reed’s to the state road opposite the Four-Mile meeting house-- 
William Reed, Washington Phillis and Jesse McGaffick. From the meeting house to Andrew Ingle’s--John 
Reed, Milo Reed, Aifred Lyon, George Barclay, Joseph Bams, Henry Vance, William Vance and Thomas 
Marker. From Andrew Ingle’s to Fairview--John Marker, John Thompson, William Thompson, John Vance, 
Henry Ingle, Alexander Moore, John Slantz, Hugh Graham, Noble Graham, Michael Mason, Samuel 
Duncan and James Russell. From Fairview to Ohioville--Samuel Dickson, Hugh Ferguson, Samuel 
Wherry. From Ohioville to Amos Dawson’s--William C. Moore, James Johnson, Matthew J. Johnson, Dr. 
John Clark. From Dawson’s to Smith’s Ferry--Benjamin Dawson, James Todd, Nicholas Dawson, Daniel 
Biddle, Samuel McFerron, Thomas Foster, Samuel Smith, Andrew McClure, John Barns and Isaac 
Alexander. 

All sportsmen are invited to meet on the lines at 9 o'clock, the starting signal to be given at 10 o'clock, 
the signal to be started at the crossroads (Ephraim Thomas’) by blowing of horns five minutes without 
intermission. The blowing of all horns is forbidden until that hour. The men are requested to march slow 
and in good order, and examine the thickets and rocks carefully; the closing ground to be in the glades 
near Pott’s Island, where it will be marked plain. The first closing line will be from Samuel Campbell's up 
past Sampson Marker’s, thence around the river hill to Alexander Moore's, thence around the foot of the 
hill back to Richard McClure’s, and on around to the river, the line to be well marked. The men will form into 
the first line and will not march into the closing ground until a signal is given from the center of the closing 
ground by the beating of a drum or the sounding of a hom. They will then march in slow, and with as little 
noise as possible. The officers all keeping their places on the lines. The dogs must not be let loose until a 
signal is given after closing. Any dog let loose before this signal will be in danger of being shot. The men 
will all be careful to keep their places on the lines closing. We request all, that conveniently can, to come 
on foot; persons on horseback will please put up their horses before marching into the closing ground. 
The officers will be careful to keep their places with the men on the lines, and use their best endeavors to 
keep the lines unbroken. All sportsmen are invited to attend with their dogs and horses.

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Famous traveler, adventurer, war correspondent, film 
producer, newsman, author, commentator, radio icon 
and his acquaintanceship with 
the Harry Vance family of Greenville, Ohio

Lowell Thomas went to far reaches of the globe with 
cameras rolling. He filled notebooks with data and obser- 
vations. He covered wars. disasters and various adventures. 
He may have known personally more people than did any 
other person in the world. He had an inner urge and fire to 
visit the faraway and mysterious places on earth. He was 
with our army in Europe during WWI; with Lawrence in 
Arabia, and journeyed to the high Himalavas to make the 
first films of the Dalai Lama. He wrote more than 55 books. 

For 17 vears. beginning in the 1920's. Lowell was the 
voice of Movietone newsreels. shown in movie theaters na- 
tionwide., He has the record for radio's longest continually 
broadcast voice. He first went behind a radio microphone 
in 1925. In 1930 he began a Monday through Friday 
nightly newscast which endured until May 1976, He said: 
“When I started [ had the whole world to myself. Walter 
Cronkite was 9, David Brinkley was 5 and Harry Reasoner 
was a 2-vear-old. The rest of them weren't born yet." 

We haven't space to scratch the surface of his exploits. 
In this article, we are interested tn telling about Lowell's 
early life and his brush with the Harry Vance family. 

Lowell was born 6 Apr 1892 at Woodington. Ohio, a 
tiny settlement about 4 miles northwest of Greenville, 
county seat of Darke Co,. OH. Lowell was the son of Harry 
George Thomas and wife Harriet ("Nettie") Wagner (origi- 
nally spelled Waggoner). His parents. whose ancestors 
came to the New World in the 1600's. were of English and 
Dutch descent. The Thomases and Wagners were good. 
diligent farm families. Lowell's Wagner ancestors moved 


from Pennsylvania to Cincinnati in 1795. They entered 4 
section of land [640 acres| in Darke County. the deed to 
which was signed in 1825. The Thomases were establish- 
ed Darke County residents well before the Civil War. 

Harry Thomas completed the education that local 
schools afforded. He was determined to be a medical doc- 
tor. A few weeks after Lowell was born. the family moved 
to Cincinnati where Harry enrolled in a medical school. 
After a few of years of medical schooling, Harry Thomas 
moved his family to Kirkman, lowa where he began 
medical practice--and Lowell, age 5, began his schooling. 

Lowell's Uncle Cory Thomas was a mining engineer. 
In 1900 he convinced Dr. Harry to move to boom town 
Cripple Creek. Colorado, site of a gold stnke that vielded 
more gold than the California or Klondike gold rushes. Dr. 
Thomas went to establish his medical practice. Lowell and 
his mother went to live among family in Darke County. 
Within months, Dr. Thomas arranged for them to join him 
in Victor, Colorado. It was near Cripple Creek, which had 
a population of 25,000. In 1904, Mrs. Thomas gave birth 
to a daughter, Pherbta, named for her grandmother, 
Pherbia Jackson Thomas. Lowell attended school and 
worked at any and every job he could find. 

In 1907, Dr. Thomas decided that boom times were 
about over for Cripple Creek. His wife, Lowell and Pherbia 
went to Darke County while he set out to find greater 
opportunities. Mrs. Thomas rented a house in Greenville 
and in September Lowell enrolled in the junior class at 
Greenville High School. One of Lowell's teachers gave an 
assignment--that each student give a speech in assembly. 
Dr. Thomas had coached Lowell in public speuking since 
he was a toddler. One of Lowell's favorite speeches was 
Wendell Phillip’s tribute to Haitian, Toussaint L’ Ouver- 
ture. On the fateful day, an unhappy parade of fearful 
students mumbled through their speeches. The speech by 
Lowell was something else! When he finished his fiery 
oration. there was a burst of applause from his classmates. 
From that day on. the students accepted Lowell as a very 
good fnend. He was chosen captain of the football team. 

Theo Finnam was proprietor of the local livery stable. 
He also ran the Union Delivery which delivered groceries 
for a number of food stores, including Harry Vance's 
grocery. Lowell took a job as a delivery man for Finnarns. 

Dr. Thomas found no better prospects. so he returned 
to Victor. After the year in Greenville. his family. rejoined 
him in Colorado. Lowell completed high school in Victor. 
In 1910 he enrolled at University Of Northern Indiana at 
Valparaiso, a school of high educational excellence. Low- 
ell worked part time and doubled up on the curriculum. In 
June 1911, age 19. he returned to Colorado with B. 8. and 
M.A. degrees. After a few weeks of pick and shovel work 
in the mines. Lowell landed a job with the Fictor Daily 
Record. He was practically a one-man newspaper siaff at 
the Record. Some time later he had a short but notable 
newspaper career in Chicago. Then, on to bigger things! 

Lowell Thomas died suddenly 29 Aug 1981 at his 
home in Pawling, NY. age $9, leaving a wife and son.

This photograph is of a Vance gathering in 1900 at Aunt Margaret Vance's farm. Her farm was southwest of where I lived as a 
child on the Lemuel Webster Vance farm. My father Clarence Ezekiel Vance owned it when we lived there. Across the road, 
of dirt and gravel, was the Jacob Vance property and south of that Aunt Electa Vance Hibbs lived with her son, Joseph. The 
persons in the picture have been identified by my Aunt Anna Glenn Vance and recorded by Katherine Vance Wessels. 
Thinking of all this brings to mind many things I must take time to record. I remember Aunt Margaret's place being pointed out 
to me although Van Stanforth then owned the farm. It was down a lane about a mile from our farm. This location is not the 
Jacob Vance grove where the reunion has been noted as being held first in 1903. The grove is level, note that Aunt Margaret's 
place is on a hillside.

You cannot imagine my delight when early one morning in the middle of May 1998 I found 
ANDREW VANCE on the 1749 Lunenburg County, Virginia Tithable List, and locating him on the 1748 and 
1750 tithable lists of the same county within the next week. | 


In 1748 he was on the list for the Falling River upwards, in 1749 and 1750 he was on the list from 
Goose Creek to the extent of the county. On all 3 lists he was taxed as “1”, -- 1 adult male. 


Lunenburg County, Virginia was immense at the time ANDREW VANCE resided there, it 

included all the territory from Brunswick County westward to the top of the Blue Ridge, and 
from North Carolina border northward to the divide between the waters of the James and the 
Ronanoke Rivers. Lunenburg embraced the present counties of Lunenburg, Pittsylvania. 


Mecklenburg, Halifax, Charlotte, Patrick, Henry, most of Bedford and Campbell and a part of 
Appomattox. |

Recent communication from Mr. Anthony Wolff, Secretary of the Galloway Heritage Trust 
brought the good news that they have received a grant of £3000 from the Solway Heritage for 
stabilisation of the Vans Agnew Mausoleum at Kirkinner.

DeedMapper by Direct Line Software 


I finished my DeedMapper evaluation project. It is a reasonably easy software package to install and use. I had some 
trouble after I upgraded my computer. Direct Line Software was quick to identify and solve my problem. It was 
something I had done wrong, not them. As with other projects, preparation is the key. I suggest writing out the data 
before entering. After entering a single deed take a look at the various display options. This may lead you to changing 
the way you enter. Better to learn after just one deed. 


DeedMapper has a great web site for sharing ideas and deed data. 
Their home page can be found at: http://www.ultranet.com/~deeds. 


I was disappointed in that there is a limitation for the output (video or printer). You can see or print only one of the major 
components; Owners, Corners, Line Descriptions or Area at a time. I gather the idea is to export the plot to a file that can 
be enhanced in a draw program. Not an exciting alternative. 


Secondly, I had to ask myself why I was going through this exercise. My first answer is that I am a software nut, I really 
enjoy seeing how different software works. This obviously has little or nothing to do with genealogy. It does have a lot 
to do with my pocketbook! Next, I was attempting to visualize who my ancestors’ neighbors were and where they lived. 
This can be done without a computer, a piece of paper and a pencil will do. 


In summary, DeedMapper 5.1 is a solid, useful piece of software with excellent support. Some limitations but not 
unreasonable at the price. Useful web site. Start with understanding what you hope to accomplish.

The meeting was called to order by vice-president, Joyce Dunn, in the absence of Riley Vance,

Betty Silfies read the names proposed by the nominating committee for officers. Vice President, 
Joyce Dunn, asked for any other nominations to be brought before the VFA. None were 
submitted. Robbie Frye made the motion to accept the slate of officers as read. The motion was 
accepted unanimously. Betty Silfies then read the slate of new officers:

Testimony of David Vance (undtd) 

Age about 42 

Residence six months prior to 1 April 1861: Two miles west of Meridian, in Lauderdale 
County, Miss., farming. 

Residence from 1 April 1861 to 1 June 1865: At home in Lauderdale County. Spent about 12 
months at Meridian as watchman and was part of the time Section Master on the Vicksburg and 
Meridian Railroad between Brandon and Forrest Stations. 

“Were you employed in the mfg of munitions of war, of clothing, of boots, shoes,... for the use 


of the Confederate Army...?” “I was not employed myself. I assisted a friend in getting a place 
in a shoe shop in order to keep him out of the Confederate Army.” 
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“Were you ever arrested by the Confederate Government...?” “I was cited to appear before R. 
L. Henderson, enrolling officer, to show cause why I did not join the Confederate forces, and 
upon it being represented that I was employed by the Vicksburg and Meridian Railroad Co I 
was released. This was in March 1864 at Meridian.” 


“Was any of your property ever taken by the Confederate authorities?” “I had some bacon 
taken from me by an officer representing himself as the agent of the Government. I do not know 
the use it was put to. I received no pay for it.” 


“Were you ever threatened with damage or injury to your person on account of your Union 
sentiments?” “In latter part of March 1864, complaint was made to the Confederate authorities 
by one John Sackleford that I was a Union man, which caused my being cited to show cause 
why I did not join the Confederate Army. There were no threats of violence made.” 


“Had you any near relatives in either the Union or Confederate armies?” “I had three brothers 
in the Confederate Army. I am satisfied I had relatives in the Union Army from the fact I had a 
good many in the North. I gave them nothing in the way of military equipment or money.” 


“Have you held any office under the United States Government since the war?” “I was Judge 
of Elections for the convention to form a constitution after the war and took the iron clad oath. 


_ “TI sympathized with the Union cause throughout. I thought secession was wrong, that it was 
unconstitutional, that the war was unjustifiable on the part of the southern people. I cast my 
vote and influence for the Union wherever opportunity occurred. I voted against ratifying the 
ordinance of secession and after the adoption of the ordinance of secession I adhered to the 
Union cause and spoke for it whenever I dared do so.”

“I think they regarded him 
as a Union man. In fact, I know that was his reputation. He, like myself; was born in Ireland and 
took the Oath of Allegiance to the United States and I think he never broke his obligation 
voluntarily.”

DAUGHTER OF THE REVOLUTION 
THE ANCESTRY OF MRS. ELIZABETH 
LITTLE TOPP, OF MEMPHIS 
A Family Record Remarkable for the Distinction 
Achieved by Many of Its Members - A Lineage 
Traceable to the Knights and Ladies of the 
Sixteenth Century 


Mrs. Topp is an honorary member of (James?) Madison Chapter, No. 2, Daughters of 
the American Revolution, and was the daughter of Samuel Vance, of Clarksville, Tenn., and of 
Elizabeth Little Brown, daughter of Dr. Morgan Brown, of Nashville, Tenn. She was the wife 
of Robertson Topp, of Memphis, Tenn. Her grandfather, Morgan Brown, first enlisted as a 
soldier in the regiment of Col. William Thompson, of North Carolina, and took part in the 
defense of Charleston at the storming of Fort Moultrie under Sir Peter Parker. He served as a 
lieutenant at the battle of Brandywine, and later as superintendent of transportation and assistant 
commissary of the army under Gen. Green and Baron de Kalb. Through the marriage of 
' Morgan Brown with Elizabeth Little, the descendents of four illustrious families, the Browns, 
the Littles, the Gales and the Stewarts, were united. 


Morgan Brown first, was the son of Edward Brown, who married Mary, daughter of © 
Morgan Williams, a Welshman, and in that way the name of Morgan was introduced into the 
family. At this time, 1893, there have been seven to bear the name, and a sketch of the lives of 
each of these worthies exists in the family. 


Edward Brown, the first in America, landed in 1633 at St. Mary’s, near the mouth of the 
Potomac river, having sailed from England in company with George Calvert and about 200 
gentlemen of fortitude and rank, with their adherents, chiefly Roman Catholics. 


The very liberal terms of settlement allowed by Lord Baltimore and the entire freedom 
from religious persecution or embarrassment induced rapid immigration and the settlement soon 
began to extend to the Chesapeake Bay. Kent Island and the neighborhood of Annapolis were 
the second and third places settled after St. Mary’s. Edward Brown first made his home at Kent 
Island; he also obtained a grant of land at Easter Neck, just across the river from Annapolis, 
where he lived, though he possessed vast tracts of land on Lankford’s Bay, a branch of Chester 
river. His descendents spread through Maryland, Pennsylvania, North Carolina, and Virginia. 
There we will leave them while we trace Edward Brown back to his home across the waters in 
England. 7 


Edward Brown was the son of Robert Brown, was born in 1595, and was patronized by 
his father’s friend and relative, Sir Robert Cecil, son of William Cecil, Lord Burleigh, then 
secretary of state. In this office he was employed as under secretary, and it was in this position @ 
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that he became acquainted with George Calvert, afterward Lord Baltimore. When Calvert 
succeeded to the secretaryship of the treasury, which had been filled by Sir Robert Cecil, 
Edward Brown was continued in office and remained in that employment until Lord Baltimore 
obtained the grant of Maryland, and then with him sailed with the first emigration to Maryland 
in November, 1632. Dobson’s Encyclopedia gives the following account of Robert Brown: 


“Robert Brown was the son of Sir Anthony Brown, and he being a man of religious zeal, 
educated his son Robert for the church. Robert Brown, upon leaving Cambridge, instead of 
embracing the Catholic creed of his father, or the Reformed Church of England, became a 
bigoted sectarian. This drove him penniless from his father’s house. His turbulent spirit could 
brook no restraint and he began to preach at Norwich against the discipline and canons of the 
Church of England. On account of these opinions he was called before certain commissioners 
with ecclesiastical powers, who imprisoned him for contumacy; but the influence of his relative, 
Lord Burleigh, procured his release. After this, he repaired to Holland, where he founded 
several churches (of a sect called the Brownists), and published a book in defense of a system 
which he affirmed was more comfortable to ‘the Apostles model’ than any that had existed. For 
the offense of distributing this work, two men were hanged in Suffolk, in 1583. 


“Robert Brown, after his return from Holland, still adhering to his sectarian views, was 
repeatedly imprisoned, and but for his powerful relative, Lord Burleigh, might have shared the 
fate of his two disciples. After enduring great hardship he was induced by Lord Burleigh to 


’ leave off preaching and to return to his father, and he now came home like the Prodigal Son. 


“Sir Anthony Brown, Viscount Montaigne, married ‘the lovely Geraldine,’ whose name 
the chaste and elegant muse of Henry, Earl of Surrey, was handed down to posterity as the 
object of his fervent but fruitless devotion. She was the daughter of the Earl of Kildare and 
Lady Elizabeth Gray. Lady Elizabeth Gray was the daughter of the Marquis of Rorset, who 
received the appointment of Lord Deputy of Ireland (Miss Aiken’s ‘Court of Queen Elizabeth’). 
Sir Anthony Brown inherited his father’s fortunes and the esteem of three successive 
sovereigns. It appears that in the year 1591, he was visited by Queen Elizabeth, by whom he 
was highly esteemed, though a zealous Roman Catholic. He resided at ‘Cunilry House,” in the 
Manor of Midhurst. The baronial hall came to Sir Anthony Brown from the Nevil family, his 
grandmother being a Nevil. Sir Anthony Brown, as ambassador, was the representative of 
Queen Elizabeth at the courts of Spain, France and Rome. He was a zealous adherent of the 
Romish faith. He died in 1593, and lies buried in Midhurst Church, and a splendid monument of 
many colored marbles marks his resting place. 


“This Sir Anthony Brown was the son of Sir Anthony Brown, Master of Horse to Henry 
VIII, and who in his reign, and by his character, was granted the peculiar privilege of wearing 
his cap in the presence of the king.” 


This was probably granted for some personal service rendered the king on his visit to 
France, where, at the great tournament of “the Field of the Cloth of Gold,” the meeting of 
Henry and Francis took place. We have meager account to give of this Sir Anthony Brown, but 
know that his mother was of the illustrious family of Nevil, and that he married Elizabeth Cecil, 
daughter of David Cecil, sister of Richard Cecil, Master of Robes to Henry VIII, and who was 
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also the father of William Cecil, Lord Burleigh, secretary of state of England. 


On one occasion while a boy, Morgan Brown, the grandfather of Mrs. Elizabeth L. 
Topp, came into his father’s parlor and stood with his hat on while his father was in 
conversation with Mr. Little, and he, by way of apology for his son’s boorish manners, said: “T 
see my son, that you are claiming the privilege of your ancestors of wearing your hat in the 
presence of the king.” 


Elizabeth Little, wife of Morgan Brown, was the daughter of William Little and 
Catherine Stewart. William Little was the son of Chief Justice William Little, who was born in 
Boston, Massachusetts; he was the inheritor of a large fortune, and desiring a higher education 
than Boston at that time afforded, went to Oxford, England, to complete his studies. While at 
college in England he became acquainted with Edmund and Christopher Gale, sons of Sir John 
Gale, one of the lords proprietors of Carolina. A warm friendship sprang up between William 
Little and these gentlemen, and when the Gales came to America to look after their interest in 
the colony of Carolina, William Little accompanied them. Here he received the appointment of 
attorney-general and comptroller of the province of Carolina; finally he married Penelope Gale, 
the daughter of Christopher Gale. Christopher Gale received from the crown the appointment of 
chief justice of the province of Carolina, and on his death his son-in-law, William Little, 
succeeded to his office, and held the place as long as he lived. 


, Elizabeth Little was the daughter of William Little and Catherine Stewart, and Catherine 

Stewart was the daughter of Patrick Stewart, Laird of Ledcreigh in Balquhidder, Perthshire, 
Scotland. Sir Patrick Stewart was a lineal descendant of Robert, duke of Albany, second son of 
Robert Hf, king of Scotland, and through the Stewarts, Mrs. Elizabeth L. Topp can trace her 
pedigree through 16 generations, and in the veins of the Stewarts flowed blood of the heroes of 
Scotland. In fact, the history of the Stewarts was for many centuries the history of Scotland. 
Patrick Stewart was a stanch supporter of “Prince Charlie, the grand young Chevalier,” as the 
Scotch called him, and “Prince Charles, the Pretender,” as the English dubbed him; and when 
he failed to establish himself on the throne of England, and was banished, Patrick Stewart, of 
Ledcreigh, became disaffected, and finding life in Scotland a burden, came with his family to 
Carolina, landing at Wilmington in 1739. 


There is a ring in the family, one of the treasures brought from Scotland, which is now 
in the possession of Mrs. Catherine Elizabeth McKissick, which had been worn for many years 
by Elizabeth Menzies, wife of Patrick Stewart, who, when his wife died, gave this ring to his 
granddaughter, Elizabeth Little, and expressed the wish that the eldest daughter in the 
succeeding generations of his family through the ages might be named Elizabeth and become 
inheritors of this much-prized ring; and his injunction has been strictly obeyed, for there are not 
only Elizabeths in the direct line from the eldest daughter, but in all collateral branches. 


I have given a short sketch of Mrs. Elizabeth Little Topp’s ancestors of ancient lineage 
and noble birth, but they were in no degree better than those of American birth, who bore no 
title and wore no diadem. Her father, Samuel Vance, of Clarksville, Tenn., was a man of culture 
and refinement, and was the architect of his own fortune, and, though he was only 39 years of 
age at his death, by his indomitable perseverance had amassed a handsome estate. While he 
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lived he supported his family in luxury, and when he died he left a fortune for his widow and 
each of his five children, as well as the inheritance of an untarnished name. Miss Elizabeth L. 
Vance married Robertson Topp at the age of 18, and came to Memphis a bride in 1837, when 
this part of the state was almost a wilderness. She made her home in the eastern portion of what 
was then the projected city. Here she had a beautiful home and was surrounded by all the 
comforts and luxuries that wealth and a loving husband could provide. For more than 50 years 
after the marriage of Mrs. Topp, there was no break among her children by death; since then her 
eldest son, Edward Ledcreigh, has passed away. Those of her children who have married are 
Mr. Edward Ledcreigh Topp, of Memphis; Mrs. Catherine Elizabeth McKissack, of California; 
Mrs. Florence Farrington, of Memphis, Tenn.; Mrs. Blanche Brooks, of Florida; Mrs. Alice 
Massey, Mrs. Juliet Cunningham, of St. Louis, Mo. Miss Emma Topp and Mr. Robertson Topp 
have remained unmarried, and reside with their mother in Memphis. 


Robertson Topp, the husband of Elizabeth L. Topp, was born in Davidson County, near 
Nashville, and was the son of John Topp and Comfort Everett, and grandson of Roger Topp, 
who was a soldier of the Revolution, and who fought at the battle of King’s Mountain. 
Robertson Topp moved to Memphis in 1831, and became one of the foremost in all 
undertakings that would redound to the welfare and progress of the city of his adoption, and 
was at all times acknowledged to be morally and intellectually the peer of any man in the State. 


There exist voluminous records of family history, which have been kept by successive 
' generations, and from them this sketch has been condensed.

AMERICAN LEGACY UNEARTHED 


The residents of Coagh have been celebrating the Twelfth of July in the village for more than 
two centuries. However, local historian John Hagan says that the villagers should be honouring 
another special date in July - July 4th, American Independence Day. 
Following extensive research the former MAIL reporter claims that the village has a very 
strong American Presidential link through the Vans or Vance family who first obtained a lease 
for the lands of Coagh three and a half centuries ago. | 
John told the MAIL, “Throughout my childhood years I was intrigued by an old gravestone in 
Tamlaght graveyard. | | | = 
“The stone bears the details of the Vance family who fled Ayrshire during the religious 


persecution of the 17th century.

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“A devout Presbyterian, Rev. John Vance settled in Coagh obtaining a lease for the lands 
from the Crown in 1660. 

“He married Sarah Ashe and they had six children one of whom was Dr. Lancelot Francis 
Vance who died of ‘excessive fatigue’ during the Siege of Derry in 1689. 

“From his marriage to Euphemia Murray, Dr. Vance had five children, one of = was John 
Vance (the younger), who erected the tombstone in memory of his father and grandfather. 

“John Vance had a daughter called Elizabeth who married Hugh Jackson and they had a son 
whom they named Andrew after Elizabeth’s brother - Andrew Vance. a 

“Andrew Jackson emigrated to America with his wife Elizabeth (nee Hutchinson) in 1765. - 
two years later, on March 15, 1767, near Camden South Carolina, Andrew Jackson Jr. was born 
in a log cabin. 

“Sadly the young child who would grow up to be elected U.S. President never knew his 
father. Andrew Sr. was killed in a logging accident just two weeks before his son was born.” 
Jackson spent his early life in the Waxhaw settlement near the North Carolina border. 

Attending a good school, his mother had hopes of him becoming a Presbyterian minister like 
his Coagh ancestor; however, his pranks, cursing, quick temper and subsequent fights led her to 
think of another career for her son. 

“During the Revolutionary War of 1778-81 Jackson joined the Patriots when he was 13 years 
of age, said John. 

“Determined to fight against the British he was captured by a British officer who slashed 
Jackson across the face with his sword after he refused to polish the officer’s boots. 

“By the end of the war his immediate family were all dead and he was left an orphan at just 
14 years of age, his mother having died from cholera while nursing patriot soldiers, and his 
brothers killed on the battlefields. 

“After the war he studied law and became an attorney and was later a senior judge in 
Tennessee. | 

“On April 3, 1829 the young man whose grandmother v was born in Coagh, County Tyrone and 
whose Great-Great-Grandfather had served with distinction during the Siege of Derry, was 
elected 7th President of the United States of America.” 

John concluded: “For centuries the old Vance family tombstone has stood overlooking Coagh; 
as the villagers walked past it tending the graves of their loved ones, little did any of us ever 
realise the important role the descendants of those who lie in the shadow of Tamlaght church 
would play in the history of the U.S.A. 

“Andrew Jackson was a leader among men, he was the only President to have been a prisoner 
of war; he was the first President to be born in a log cabin, the first to ride on a railroad train, 
the first to survive an assassination attempt and he was the only President in American history 
to pay off the national debt and leave office with the country in the black.”

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ANDREW JACKSON 
By Kathleen Mason 


For some years I have wished to write a comprehensive article on Andrew Jackson and 
his connection to the Vance family. There simply has not been enough research time. However, 
since the VFA meeting in Nashville and the visit to his home “The Hermitage,” I feel 
compelled to print just a teaser article concerning some specific time frames of his life. 

The Vance Connection. William Balbirnie wrote an eighty page book on the history of 


the Vance Family, An Account Historical & Genealogical From The Earliest Date Till The 
Present Time of the Family of Vance im Ireland, Vans in Scotland, Anciently Vaux in Scotland 


& England & Originally deVaux in France, Latin DeVallibus printed in 1860. This quest for his 
family history was at the request of his brother Robert Anstruther Balbirnie, who legally had his 


name changed and added Vance, but used the Scottish spelling of Vans. William Balbirnie’s 
book concluded that Andrew Jackson’s mother was Elizabeth Vance, daughter of John Vance 
of Coagh, Ireland. In his book, page 37, he states that John Vance, who obtained a lease ofa 
tract of land under the Act of Settlement in the Townland of Coagh had ...four sons...three 
daughters... “the other married Andrew Jackson, of Magherafelt, who emigrated to America, 
and there gave birth to Andrew Jackson, the General, late President of the United States...” 

Page 41 he states “...It is worthy of note respecting the two Messrs. William Vance of 
Antrim (the cousins we have just referred to) that they are the only persons we have ever met, 
who had an exact knowledge of the ongin of the family in Great Britain. We have rarely met a 
Vance who did not express a distinct knowledge that the family of Ireland originally came from 

_ Scotland, but the Messrs. Vance, of Antrim, told us the family was originally French and all in 
@ England were descended from three brothers who came to England with William the 
Conqueror - that their authority was the late William Vance, father of the one, and uncle of the 
other. This old gentleman we very well knew - remember first to have seen him about or before 
the year 1830, when he paid a visit to our parents in Glasgow, staying with us for two or three 
weeks. Our mother highly esteemed her second cousin, and he was a wortdrous favourite with 
ourself, and we doubt not the rest of our brothers and father, we had subsequently the pleasure 
two or three times to visit him in Antrim, and found him exceedingly intelligent and 
entertaining. It is further worthy of note that his wife, the daughter of Margaret Vance, used to 
speak to her children of the Jacksons in Tubbermore and Fort William, near Magherafelt, and 
that she was cousin to them. This is the family of whom General Andrew Jackson was a | 
member, who was cousin germane to our grandfather, John, and to his brother, Alderman James 
Vance, of course.” 
~ He was not alone in his family with the knowledge of a kinship to President Andrew 
Jackson. His brother, Robert Anstruther Balbirnie- Vans died in 1851 before the project was. 
completed and before he paid his brother for his work. Robert had moved to Australia and had 
returned to Ireland/Scotland for a visit. After his visit he returned to Australia and suddenly 
died, He had been quite successful in Australia and his real estate endeavors in Australia added 
more weight to the Vance-Jackson connection. See Newsletter July 1989, pg. 87/9. 

Robert Anstruther Balbirnie-Vans developed some land in Australia, and to show the 
family history and sentiments, he laid out a subdivision, and named one street George Street, 
the next street Washington Street, the next strect Andrew Street, and the next street Jackson 
Street. In his book Balbirnie explains that his grandfather Vance in Ireland had intended to go 


© Continued... 
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to the United States. However, when the American war broke out, an embargo prevented him 
from emigrating. When his only son was born he named him George Washington Vance. This 
was a statement of his feelings about not being able to leave. This George Washington Vance 
was the uncle of William Balbirnie and Robert Anstruther Balbirnie-Vans. The names of the 
streets in the subdivision in Australia give a very strong statement of the family’s known family 
history that Andrew Jackson was a part of the Vance family. See plat at end of article. 


When William Balbirnie came to the United States in the early 1870’s, he was utterly 


appalled to find printed that President Jackson’s mother was known as Elizabeth Hutchinson. 
He wrote a 68 page legal size manuscript’ concerning same. He knew the strong family legend, 
with Jackson at nearby Magherafelt area. His manuscript concerning the ancestry of Andrew 
Jackson was almost identical to his original work, but much more was added. I do not know iff 
before his death, he realized he was merely off a generation because of the duplicate names. 


My personal novice conclusion is that because of the duplicate names of Andrew and 


Elizabeth, that William Balbirnie was off one generation, i.e. Andrew Jackson Sr. married 
Elizabeth Vance, daughter of John of Coagh of Ireland, and they had a son, Andrew Jackson Jr. 


who married Elizabeth Hutchinson. Elizabeth Hutchinson is generally accepted as the mother of | 


President Andrew Jackson. 


American Patriot (1981) by Ronald Vern Jackson, pg. 102, shows Elizabeth Vance, 


daughter of John of Coagh, Tyrone, Ireland married to Andrew Jackson, and their son, Andrew 
Jackson, married Elizabeth Hutchinson, parents of President Andrew Jackson. 


Mormon Fiche 6026027, Vital Records Ballinderry, Lower Cumber, Tamlaght, 


Northern Ireland, pg 1-29 confirms that during William Balbirnie’s young lifetime, and prior to 
the time he compiled his book in 1860, there were indeed Jacksons in the community near 


Coagh.

There are conflicting legends about Andrew’s age. Some years ago, VFA member 


Virginia Roach referred me to Allan W. Eckert’s book The Frontiersmen. The following is a 


Jackson and His M and Were They, by William Balbirnie, hand written unpublished manuscript. Original 
owned by Kathleen Mason.

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Partial quote from his notes, pg. 706. I have personally verified the contents quoted by John H. 
James in Draper MSS Roll 78 Vol. 5 BB, pg. 79 and 125. 

“Despite claims by some biographers that Andrew Jackson was born in the Waxhaws 
District, Lancaster County, South Carolina, on March 15, 1767, there is good cause to believe 
this to be erroneous and that Jackson was, in fact, born at sea while his parents, Andrew and 
Elizabeth Hutchinson Jackson, were immigrating to America from County Antrim, Ireland, thus 
making him legally ineligible for the office of President of the United States, which he later 
assumed. Simon Kenton, in his own reminiscences, given verbally to Judge John James, who 
took them down in writing in Kenton’s home in 1833, discussed his meeting and fighting with 
Andrew Jackson in the autumn of 1779. At different points in this narration, Kenton told Judge 
James that (1) “Jackson was certainly twenty-odd years at that time” and (2) “Jackson was one 
year older or younger than myself, I don’t remember which.” This would, of course, mean that 
Andrew Jackson was born in either 1754 or 1756. General Henry Lee in his notes in the Draper 
Collection fully corroborates Kenton’s company during that encounter in 1779. Had Jackson 
been born, as biographers claim, in 1767, he would at this time have been only 12 year old and 
hardly apt to have been in command of a team of packhorse men (all of whom he had allegedly 
whipped) and employed in running the North Carolina/Virginia survey line...” 

In 1985 I was in contact with Harold D. Moser, Editor-Director of The Papers of 
Andrew Jackson, The University of Tennessee, Knoxville, TN. He concluded in his letter to me 
17 August 1985, that the Andrew Jackson that Simon Kenton referred to was another Andrew 
Jackson. Much research has been done trying to resolve this conflict. He sent me a copy of The 

r Andrew Jackson by Ellis Munson Goodwin, pg. 89/90 from National Genealogical 
Society Quarterly, June 1971, which states that two young men named Andrew Jackson lived 
for some years after the Revolution in the Salisbury area of North Carolina. One was Andrew 
the student who by 1787 held a license to practice law in Surry County, and was later to become 
President Andrew Jackson. The other was an assistant surveyor who was on the Randolph 
County 1779 tax list on William Cole’s list. By 1800 he lived in Randolph County with a large 
family. It was this Andrew, the surveyor, who left a record of unpaid tavern bills and 
questionable conduct, and whose deeds enlivened the pages of the many volumes written about 
President Andrew Jackson. This really seems to resolve this conflict by the simple matter of 
two men having the same name, and one later became president. Some chose to try to give the 
mis-deeds of the older Andrew Jackson to the younger one who became president. 

Another legend concerning the life of Andrew Jackson that may be questionable 
concerns an inheritance. The American Presidents by David C. Whitney, pg. 67 states “At 
sixteen he unexpectedly received an inheritance of between £300 and £400 from his 
grandfather, a well-to-do merchant who had died in Ireland. But instead of purchasing a farm or 


going to college, the boy squandered the money on clothes, horse races, dice, and the gay life of 


the taverns of Charleston, South Carolina.” 
The above transaction does not seem possible, since he was a minor. If he did indeed 


inherit money the funds would have been placed in a guardianship for him and not handed over 
to him. 

Mr. Moser, in his letter to me 6 November 1985, seems to think this legend began with 
Augustus Carey Buell, in his two volume History of Andrew Jackson, which showed not a 
single document as evidence to any of his stories about Andrew Jackson. Several authors 
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quoted him and the legend continued without any documentation of foundation. Buell may have © 
gotten the idea about Andrew Jackson’s inheritance from the letter from William McCulley, an 
alleged cousin of Andrew Jackson, who took it upon himself to trace the ancestry of President 
Andrew Jackson and take it to America to him. I had Kathleen Neill, Chief Executive of Irish 
Heritage Association do research in Ireland in an attempt to find the document that would show 
Andrew Jackson inherited from his grandfather. She was our Vance Tour Leader at the 1984 
trip to Scotland and Ireland. She could find nothing regarding an inheritance. I gave her the 
name of George Birch, document attested 29 September 1821, as shown in National 
Genealogical Society Quarterly, sent to me by VFA member Liz Gordon years ago. Kathleen 
Neill did find reference to George Birch, but not in connection with any inheritance. It seems 
from a careful study of McCulley’s letter, that Birch merely attested the signature of McCulley. 
There was no real reference to any documentation and date regarding an inheritance. So, the 
story about Andrew Jackson receiving a £300 or £400 inheritance in Charleston and blowing it, 
seems to have no foundation. It just added more ‘color’ to his character, and, unfortunately, the 
legend continued to be printed. 

Perhaps these references will correct the legends that have been printed about Andrew 
Jackson that are of interest to the Vance family. If you have further documentation, please 
share.

The as yet undetermined 
registration fee will include two dinners and sight seeing tours. A boat cruise is also planned. 


HISTORIC FAMILY PROPERTY PRESERVED! 
Those VFA members who attended the Winchester meeting in 2001 will remember our tour of 
historic family-related properties in the area. Although we went to Clermont at Berryville, we 
were not permitted to enter. It was owned by Elizabeth Rust Williams, a local attorney who had 
inherited the farm, with the dwelling (a part of it the original), who understood that John Vance © 
(B c 1699 - D 1760 in Frederick Co., VA) had received a land grant in 1751 from Thomas Lord 
Fairfax, Baron of Cameron. Nevertheless, we were not invited to view the house. We recently 
learned from Mary Thomason-Morris, Archivist of the Clarke County Historical Society, that 
@ Ms. Williams had died this summer (July 8) and bequeathed her property to the Department of 
Historic Resources of the State of Virginia. Her wishes were that it be preserved as a working 
farm. This information was confirmed. 


The original grant of 353 acres was surveyed by George Washington. A chainman assisting was 
William Crawford who married John Vance’s daughter Hannah. (This is the same Col. William 

_ Crawford who was burned at the stake by Indians in 1782 near the Sandusky River in Ohio.) 
The tract received by the DHR contains about the same acreage. With real estate development 
in the Shenandoah Valley continuing at a fast pace, residents, historians, and endless passers-by 
will appreciate that beautiful rural scene, literally “in the Shadow of the Blue Ridge,” thanks to 
Ms. Williams and her desire to preserve Clermont during her life and into the future.

established im honor of Vance, who passed away on January 7, 2004, after a battle with 
idiopathic cardiomyopathy. The endowment, in the ETSU Foundation, will bring nationally 
recognized experts to the campus annually to present on current issues in the field of psychiatry 
and behavioral sciences. 

Prior to his death, Vance was a faculty member in the ETSU ate of psychiatry and 
behavioral sciences where he specialized in learning disorders and the care of older adults with 
dementia. 

In recent years, Vance had been instrumental in establishing a partnership between the 
College of Medicine and the people of several countries in the Middle East for the improvement 
of health care. He had also published a number of peer-reviewed journal articles and books and 
had spoken around the world. 

“Booney was a very humble man and had a really good heart,” said Dr. Merry Miller, 
professor and chair of psychiatry and behavioral sciences at the James H. Quillen College of 
Medicine. “He worked hard to do good for others and would often ask people how he might be 
of help to them. 

“Though Booney will never be forgotten, this lecture series is just one way we can honor his 
memory by bringing noted scholars, just like him, to our campus who will engage our 
intellectual curiosity and further the education and knowledge of his colleagues, friends, and the 
students to whom he was dedicated and truly loved teaching.” 

He was an active member of Sinking Creek Baptist Church as a deacon and Sunday school 
teacher. Vance’s survivors include his wife, Sandra Barlow Vance, two daughters, two 

granddaughters, three brothers, and many close friends anf family. |

GENERAL VANCE CAPTURED! 
From the Guernsey Co., Ohio genealogical publication, “Roots and Branches.” 
Submitted by John McMichael. 


In an article on Camp Chase, Ohio, dated February 5, 1864, the writer tells of the woes of war 
in winter, the deplorable conditions, and the deaths of “healthy” men from exposure and the 
measles. He names those who died as Corporal Cephas Finley, from near Senecaville, OH; 
James W. Pryor, from near Calais, Monroe County; and William Thomas of Salesville. He 
further writes, “They all died in Camp Chase Hospital and their remains were sent home to be 
interred by loved ones, whose hearts have been broken and whose homes have been made 
desolate by these severe afflictions... The new made graves of the lamented and honored dead 
(whose blood and tears point to the reeking hands and malicious hearts of traitors and their 
allies and cry to heaven for vengeance) are now seen in every Cemetery and Church Yard... 
road and by way, and yet no patriot passes by these sacred spots of earth without pausing to — 
shed a tear and revere the memory of those who have borne some part, however humble, in 
putting down this terrible rebellion. 

“Tn camp there is nothing of special interest, except the late arrival of rebel GENERAL 
VANCE, recently captured by our army...” 
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CHARLES KING SOLOMAN VANCE

From back issues of the VFA newsletters and other sources, it appears that Charles King 
Vance was one of four known sons born to Thomas Vance (1784-1859) and Rebecca Mount 
(1791-1865). The other sons were Fountain J., James G., and John U. Thomas Vance was one 
of eight known children, six sons and two daughters, born to Patrick Vance and Lydia (Sarah) 
Harrington. Charles King Vance has appeared twice in VFA newsletters. He appeared first in 
the April 2001 issue in conjunction with Sally Gilrain’s “Texas Land Grants.” He, his father 
and three brothers received land grants in the Peters Colony in Collin County, Texas, in the 
1850’s. The article contains a brief biographical sketch of each. Charles King Vance also 
appeared in the July 2001 issue as “C. K. King, ” a Confederate soldier in ast aae s Regiment, 
Texas Cavalry. 

A worldconnect.rootsweb.com family tree entry by Bruce Brandenburg on January 29, 2004, 
briefly profiled Thomas Vance and his three sons. Bruce had more complete names for 
Fountain Jordan, James George Washington, and Charles King Solomon Vance. The Iatter’s 
nickname he said was “King.” (Charles is identified as C. K. S. Vance, and his two-year-old son 
as “Chas King Soloman” Vance when enumerated in Collin County, TX , in the 1850 census.) __ 
Bruce said that Charles K. Vance was killed in the Civil War about 14 July 1863 in 
“Donaldson,” Ascension Parish, LA (Colonel C. L. Morgan’s Texas Cavalry regiment was 
indeed operating in South Louisiana at the time in opposition to the federal occupation of that 
part of the state.) Bruce’s other biographical information is consistent with what is known about 
Charles K. 8. Vance. He was a carpenter born in Illinois in 1823. Mr. Brandenburg said that 
Charles married Sarah Carrico circa 1842 in Greene, Illinois. We tried to contact Bruce 
Brandenburg by his e-mail address, bruce851@earthlink.net, but it was returned undeliverable. 

On July 13, 1863, Confederate forces, to include elements of the Texas cavalry, defeated a 
much larger federal force in the battle of Cox’s Plantation, driving them back to the nearby Fort 
Butler at Donaldsonville, LA. The Union side suffered combined casualties of 459 killed, 
wounded, and captured. The Confederate casualties were 3 killed and 30 wounded, 6 of whom 
would die later. (This is based on information in the book, “The Civil War in Louisiana” by 
John D. Winters, Baton Rouge 1963). Charles King Vance was probably one of those to die in 
this engagement. | 

The “Ancestor Hunting” column by Mildred S. Watkins in the December 22, 1964 edition of 
The Shreveport Journal had very informative genealogy on the family of Charles K. Vance, 
repeated here as written: 

“Our thanks to Mrs. T. J. Burns, Rt. 1, Box 407, Springhill, LA, for the following information 
she copied from old papers found in an aunt’s trunk: Charles King Vance, son of Thomas and 
Rebecca Vance, was born May the 17th A. D. 1823; Margaret Chaffin Carrico, daughter of 
Dennis and Jane Carrico, was born April the 3rd A. D. 1823; Charles King Vance and Margaret 
C. Carrico were married Dec. the 3rd A. D. 1841; Helen Maria Vance, daughter of C. K. and 
Margaret C. Vance, was born Sept. the 4th, 1842; William Dennis Vance, son of C. K. and M. 
C. Vance, was born Oct. the 26th A. D. 1843; James Thomas Vance, son was born March the 
31st A. D. 1845. 

“Charlotte Eveline Vance, daughter, was born Jan. the 13th A. D. 1847; Charles King S. 
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Vance, son, was born April the 21st A. D. 1848; Margrett Jane Vance, daughter, was born Dec. 
6th A. D. 1849; Charles King Vance and Sarah Sparks, second wife, daughter of Moses and 
Elizabeth Sparks, were married July the 20th A. D. 1850; Sarah Vance was born April the 14th 
A. D. 1828. 

“Henry Vance, son of C. K. and Sarah Vance, was born Jan. the 13th 1852; Sarah Vance, 
daughter of C. K. and Sarah Vance, was born Oct. the 29th 1853; Charles K. Vance and Susan 
Ann Steward, third wife, was married Feb. the 4th 1855; Susan Vance was born March the 1st

Jones, daughter of P. P. and Tabitha A. Jones was born Oct. the 28th A. D. 1876. 

“Charles King Vance departed this life July 14th 1863, age 40 years, 2 months, 27 days; 
Margaret C. Vance, first wife, departed this life Feb. the 16th 1850, age 26 years, 9 months and 
17 days; Sarah Vance, second wife, departed this life Jan, the 31st 1854, age 26 years, 9 months 
and 17 days; Sarah Ann Vance, third wife, departed this life June 4, 1876, age 51 years, 2 
months and 3 days. 

“Children’s Deaths - Henry Vance departed this life December 1853; Sarah Vance departed 
this life November, 1854; Susan Emily Vance departed this life June 28, 2860; Tercy Ann 
Vance departed this life Sept. 11, 1860; Pleasant Polk Jone (Jones) departed this life June 1st 
1879. 

“P. P. Jones and Tabitha A. Vance was married Oct. 13th 1871; W. B. Bowles and Helen

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NOTE: For those who may be new to the VFA and/or genealogy, a little explanation of our 
connection to the places mentioned in this newsletter. 


Whithorn, Wigton, and Wigtown are in the Galloway area where the Vans and Vaux families 
lived, were quite prominent and deeply religious. They came in 1384 and soon spread 
throughout the area. At Whithorn and other Priories (churches) there were a number of Vaus 
who were Priors (priests). Mary Queen of Scots called on Sir Patrick Vans many times. When 
her son, James, became king and wanted to get married, Sir Patrick was sent to Denmark to find 
a Suitable bride for the King. He was also appointed to be on the Privy Counsel (court) at 
Edinburgh. Eventually Sir Patrick decided to leave the Catholic religion and chose to marry and 
have a family. He then became Pastor at Wigton.

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COVER STORY 


® 600" ANNIVERSARY OF VANS OF BARNBARROCH 
CELEBRATED AUGUST 4, 1984 


In August 4, 1984, at the invitation of Patrick Alexander Vans, 22™ Laird of Barnbarroch, 
Vances from Australia, New Zealand, Isle of Man, Jersey, England, Scotland, and the United 
States joined to celebrate the 600" Anniversary of John Vaux of the House of Dirleton, settling 
in the Galloway area of Scotland. 


Prefatory remarks by Kathleen Mason. 


“As fond memories of this trip flood my mind, it hardly seems possible it was 20 years ago! I 
have pulled some photos from my scrapbook so we may all take a short armchair tour. We will 
all be grateful that Alex Vans planned this event. This issue will only include Galloway area. 
Part 2 of this trip will be in the next issue. 


Special guests were Sir Crispin Agnew and his mother from Edinburgh and two Vans Agnew 
sisters from York, England.” 


The following is a transcription from the booklet given to those present. 


ADDRESS OF WELCOME on the occasion of the celebrations at Barnbarroch of the 600 

© anniversary of the founding of the Vance (otherwise Vans and Vans Agnew) family in 1384 A. 
D. by John Vaus, 1* of Barnbarroch: given by Patrick Alexander Vans of Barnbarroch, 22™ of 
the line: 


“Ladies and Gentlemen — or rather all the Vance kith and kin, friends, neighbours gathered 
together here today: I give you a most warm and hearty welcome to this 600" anniversary 
celebration of the founding of the Vance family. It was in 1384 (or as some sources have it, 
‘about 1384’) that John Vaus, a cadet of the house of Vaus or Vaux of Dirleton, set himself up 
at Barnbarroch, some say by marrying an heiress, but I think it was because the Vauses were at 
that time supporters of and connected by marriage with the powerful branch of the Douglas 
family who became Lords of Galloway at that period. There is evidence that a certain Andrew 
Vaux of Galloway was killed at the battle of Poitiers in 1356 fighting for the French against the 
English (you must remember how different European history was then from what it is now), 
fighting at the side of Archibald Douglas, later Lord of Galloway. It is not surprising then if the 
Douglases rewarded the Vaus family with land in the shape of the Barnbarroch estate. 


The Vaus or earlier Vaux family had been Lords of Dirleton for about 200 years before that 
(where they built a castle which some of you have probably been to see and others will see on 
this trip). It is a magnificent structure even now, ruined as it is, though a good deal of what you 
see is later than the Vaux building phases. I want to say just a word about this phraseology 
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‘Lord of.’ Dirleton was a barony i.e. a good-sized estate held direct by a so-called tenant-in- 

chief from the Crown. This makes the holder a feudal baron. But in Scotland at any rate this did & 
not mean that the holder of the land was a Lord in the sense of being Lord so-and-so. The 

Vauses then were Lords of Dirleton not Lords Dirleton. Only after a Vaus heiress had married a 
Halyburton, and thus the Vaus family connection with Dirleton had been broken in the male 

line, did one of the Halyburtons become Lord Dirleton by being summoned to the Scots 

Parliament as such. So — there is no dormant title, Lord Dirleton, just waiting for some Vance to 

make good his claim — [ thought you might like to know that! Had there been, I can assure you 

my 19" century direct ancestors would have spent what little money they had fighting lawsuits 

to establish their claim! 


Before Dirleton the de Vaux had spent about 100 years in England after the conquest of 
England by William the First, the Norman Duke. Two of them are listed both among the 
companions of William the Conqueror on the stone tablet set up at Dives in Normandy to 
commemorate the setting out of the expedition to invade England, and in Domesday Book (at 
least with the same Christian names, one being a unique name not found anywhere else that | 
have come across), Domesday Book being Williams’ catalogue of all the land-holdings in 
England — whom the land used to be held by before the Conquest and who held it in 1086. The 
two de Vaux were NOT tenants in chief but held subtenancies of lands mainly held by a certain 
Roger Bigod. This Roger Bigod held big tracts of land in Norfolk, Suffolk and Essex all in 
Eastern England, and some of us are going on there in a few days to see if we can find traces on 
the ground of our ancestors’ land holdings. Roger Bigod was holder of estates in Normandy 
before 1066. 


There is a small place called Vaux outside Bayeux in Normandy which is presumably the 
original fief held by our Norman ancestors (if indeed they were Normans and not one of the 
many other French speaking peoples who lived in France in those days). I have not been able to 
confirm that there was indeed a family taking its surname from their feudal tenancy of this 
Norman village of Vaux, and that members of this family existed in 1066 AD (the Norman 
Conquest) and were the same as the Robert and Aitard de Vaux shown on the tablet at Dives 
and in Domesday Book 20 years later. However, I do not intend unduly to distress myself with 
doubts on the matter. So far as I, and any reasonable person can tell, the De Vaux or Vaux or 
Vaus or Vans or Vance family came from Normandy to England, from England to Scotland 
(Dirleton), from Dirleton to Barnbarroch: - and then in a further dissemination in the 17" 
century there took place perhaps the most significant migration of all, when members of the 
Barnbarroch family went to Ulster (i.e. more or less what we now call Northern Ireland), where 
they multiplied rapidly; and within a couple of generations or so had begun to emigrate to 
America (that was BEFORE it was called the USA -— it is an anachronism to refer to America as 
the USA during the first % of the 18" century), and later to Canada and in some numbers to 
Australia in the 19" century. 


Talking of multiplying — there ts a story which seems to have good evidence for it, that the son 
of one of the original emigrants to Ulster (the Rev. John Vans’s son, or rather one of them) had 
himself, no less than 10 sons all of whom, incidentally, fought for the Protestant cause in the 
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troubles around 1688/89 in Ireland. No wonder there are now a good many Vances in Northern 

@ Ireland even after all the emigration to America. As for the USA, I am very glad and proud to 
say that there are thousands and thousands with the name Vance and of course thousands more 
who are as much Vances as any Vance here by descent but do not have the surname on account 
of the male-dominated sexist way in which the surname system works in our countries. 


That very briefly is how we come to be here today. I leave you to ponder where we would all be 
if one of the links in the genealogical chain that connects us with those distant Norman 
ancestors had been broken or never forged! 


What good does it do us all now being members of this great old family (I think it’s a great 

family anyway, and it is certainly old)? Should we feel proud or just a bit embarrassed? It is 
certainly hardly in line with modern ideas and customs to spend a lot of time remarking on 

one’s family connections for the sake of the honour and respect these might be supposed to 

bring on one. 


Well, I will say straight out that I am indeed proud to be standing here today as the 22nd Vans 
of Barnbarroch and de facto Head of the Family (I say de facto because we have a member here 
of the Court of Lord Lyon King of Arms in Edinburgh—Sir Crispin Agnew of Lochnaw—and 
as it is Lord Lyon who decides all manner of questions on the headship of Scottish families, and 
as I have not yet submitted a claim in those precise terms to be recognised as Chief of the 
Vance family, I must speak carefully in his presence.) 


© It is a fact that in all my researches and those of many other genealogists, there has not been 

discovered a single dishonourable person or deed in the Vance family tree and history. No 
doubt there have been shady things and shady people involved—-but their nature and identity is 
not revealed in the sources known to me. On the contrary, for many generations the Vaus 
family, up till the mid-16th century, were often the King’s servants in the sense of holding 
responsible official positions, and after that many, many have been soldiers, Indian Civil 
Servants and so on. There is a strong thread of service to the State running through the family in 
Scotland and afterwards in Britain. Nor have the American Vances been less inclined to serve 
their country and State as many, many have been officers, in the Revolution and in later armed 
forces, lawyers, diplomats, politicians (and honest ones too, from all accounts), some holding 
high office. | 


So—-no one need feel embarrassed at being proud to belong to the Vance family. I believe (and 
I am speaking very seriously now and especially to the younger ones here who have most of 
their life ahead of them and may sometimes wonder what standards one is meant to maintain 
nowadays when everything is changing so quickly) - I believe that any institution, even an old 
one and an old-fashioned one like pride in one’s family, that can be used as a source of personal 
strength and inspiration and as a link and recall mechanism to remind us of the best of the older 
days and the achievements of our ancestors—is a good thing, yes, a very good thing, which we 
ought to cherish and nourish and allow to influence our lives for the better. 
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There, I’ve said my serious piece. It is truly marvelous to see you all here today, and I hope you 

will find it a very enjoyable and inspiring experience and one to treasure in the memory. There © 
is nothing particularly formal planned for the rest of the day (though there is a fixed 

programme). I thought the best way to approach these celebrations was as a day which we could 

all enjoy without standing too much on ceremony. So—I hope you will all have a great deal of 

fun. 


But first—there are a couple more speeches and toasts to come, and then we can partake of the 
excellent lunch which has been prepared for us. 


Speaking of the lunch, I would, just before stepping down, like to thank, on behalf of all of us, 
everyone here and not here who has contributed a great deal of organisation and work into 
making this celebration a success; in particular... 


And now I will ask a representative of the American Vances here today to propose the toast of 
the guests, and afterwards I will ask one of the guests to respond. Now I really will stop, but not 
before proposing my own toast—Ladies and Gentlemen, I ask you to drink to the Vance 
family—and may it flourish in an evermore prosperous and peaceable world for at least another 
600 years!”

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WIGTOWN DISTRICT 


Apart from the encircling rampart of hills along its northern and eastern boundaries, 
Wigtown District is mostly low-lying country with a magnificent 100 mile coast-line. For most 
of those 100 miles there are quiet roads past sandy beaches and over rocky headlands which 
make motoring such a pleasant experience for those who find their way to The Quiet Country. 

Before we go any further let’s have a quick look at these byways by the seaside. 
Towards the eastern boundary, between Gatehouse and Creetown, you look across the 
shimmering waters of Wigtown Bay towards Wigtown and the Machars coast. 

' We then move inland a little to pass through (or by pass) Newton Stewart and Wigtown, 
then back to the sea at Garlieston and the isle of Whithorn. Then we are looking down on the 
fine stretch of sandy beach at Monreith followed by miles of seaside driving through Port 
William and on to Glenluce. 

Holding left a mile or so before Dunragit we skirt an extensive area of sand dunes 
before arriving at another inviting beach at Sandhead and are beside the sea again for the run-in 
to Drummore. Quiet country roads take us to another popular beach at Port Logan—famous for 
its fish pond and gardens—then inland again and over to the delightful seaside village of 
Portpatrick and by little frequented byways to the coast of Kirkcolm, Corsewall lighthouse and 
Wig Bay to Stranraer. 

Finally, there is the scenic coast road up the east shore of Loch Ryan past Cairnryan and 
Glenapp into neighbouring Carrick. 

What else does the District offer? If you have an eye for scenery then make Newton 
Stewart your centre and take the road past Murray’s Monument to New Galloway, part of 
which incidentally, is now known as the Queen’s Way in recognition of the royal silver jubilee. 
A particularly attractive picnic spot is beside the Grey Mare’s Tail at the foot of the monument 
erected to the memory of Alexander Murray, the local shepherd boy who with little or no 
formal education, became Professor of Oriental Languages at Edinburgh University and the 
greatest philologist of his day. 

immediately beyond the monument is the wild goat park and then we arrive at 
Clatteringshaws where the Black Water of Dee is released from the reservoir to continue its 
journey to the Solway. Here too, is the start of the Raiders’ Road, a 10-mile forest drive along 
the course of the Dee which offers in concentrated form all that is best in Galloway scenery. 

_A few hundred yards past Clatteringshaws dam are the deer museum and the Raploch 
Moss Bruce Stone in its forest setting, both well worth a visit. 

Finally, we arrive at New Galloway which still clings to title of the smallest Royal 
Burgh in Scotland. 

From New Galloway the A762 will take you past Kenmure Castle, once the seat of the 
Gordon family, and along the west bank of Loch Ken to Laurieston with its memorial to S. R. 
Crockett, the Galloway novelist. Turn right at the end of the village and you are on another 
quiet, scenic road which will take you into Gatehouse and the A75 for Newton Stewart. 

Equally impressive is the A714 from Newton Stewart, along the west bank of the River 
Cree. Turn right at Bargrennan for Loch Trool in its spectacular mountain setting and carry on 
_ to the Bruce Stone which stands guard over the loch below. It was here, on the lower slopes of 
Mulldonach on the other side of the loch, that Robert the Bruce routed a superior force of his 
enemies at a crucial time in his long campaign against English domination. 
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Caldons caravan and camping site is at the lower end of the loch and nearby are more 
martyrs’ graves to remind us of this savage chapter in Scottish history. 

Seven miles south of Newton Stewart is the former county town of Wigtown which ts 
probably unique in that it has its bowling green and public gardens in the middle of its main 
street. Here we have yet another reminder of The Killing Times in the form of a railed, 
horizontal headstone commemorating the deaths of two Wigtown women—63 year old 
Margaret McLachlan and 18 year old Margaret Wilson—who were drowned at the stake for 
refusing to betray their religious beliefs.

A MYSTERY SOLVED = 


From Vance Woodward, our Treasurer... “A few years ago, my wife and I took a “Nostalgia 
Tour” back to my home state of Indiana.

Rachel Vance Scott (1816-1880) | © 
Submitted by Bill Huss, VFA Past President. 


Rachel Vance was the daughter of Hon. William Vance who served in the Pennsylvania _ 
legislature beginning in 1816 and was a cousin of Governor Joseph C. Vance of Ohio. Rachel 
Vance is the granddaughter of Col. Joseph Vance who fought in the Revolutionary War (on the 
DAR Patriots List) and served in both the Pennsylvania senate and assembly. Her half-brother, 
Thomas Patterson Vance served in the U.S. Congress. Rachel Vance grew up in Cross Creek 
Pennsylvania and is buried in the Cross Creek Presbyterian Church cemetery (visited by the 
VFA as part of the Pittsburgh Meeting in 1993). In 1837, she married Josiah Scott (1813-1891) 
who is the son of Samuel Scott (1785-1819) a veteran of the War of 1812 and Brigadier General 
in the Pennsylvania Militia. Rachel Vance Scott’s daughter, Ella Scott (1848-1925), moved to 
Harrison County Ohio and married John Quincy Law in 1877. The Law Farm, constructed in 
the 1840’s, remains in my family and is listed on the National Register of Historic Places.

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LETTER FROM A CONCERNED “UNCLE”

| James and Paulina Gilmer of Bossier Parish, Louisiana, dissolved their marriage of more 
than ten years in early 1856. Each had lost their first spouse and had entered their second . 
marriage quite wealthy. Their accumulated wealth in slaves, plantations, and other assets now 
probably represented the greatest concentration of wealth in northwest Louisiana. They chose — 
three mutual friends to arbitrate a difficult property settlement — one of whom was Doctor 
James Washington Vance, a forty-eight year-old bachelor and planter of considerable wealth 
himself. Gilmer also appointed his old friend “Wash” Vance as executor of his will and 
administrator of his estate. He gave his son-in-law Samuel Whitfield Vance (Wash’s nephew) 
power-of-attorney to act in his behalf and departed for Cuba where he intended to buy tobacco 

_and sugar plantations. Soon after his arrival, he contracted yellow fever and died on August 8, 
1856. | | 


James Gilmer left three daughters; Mary, married to Doctor “Whitfield” Vance, and two 
younger unmarried girls, Mattie and Eliza. With that background, the following letter is almost 
self-explanatory. For generations the Gilmers had married cousins, the last being the marriage 
of James Gilmer to a cousin in both the Gilmer and his mother’s Harvie lines. The term “pet” 
near the end of the letter has a definition of, “fit of peevishness, sulkiness, or anger.” 


Bachelor Misery No. 2 
Feb. 27", 1857 


_ Dear Eliza: 


I have just received by your sister Mary a letter from Mr. William H. Hull of Athens, Ga., 
and on the same sheet a few lines from you, in which you both express an earnest desire for my 
consent to a matrimonial alliance between you. | 


Now I must confess that I feel somewhat flattered by being thus consulted on so grave a 
subject for the first time in my life. It is one too on which your future happiness or misery must 
mainly depend, and to some extent my own also, for to see you unfortunately or unhappily 
married would be to me a matter of the deepest regret — for you must know, Eliza, that save 
your dear departed Father, no one has ever felt a deeper interest in your welfare than myself and 
on his account, no less than on your own, I earnestly desire when you take this all important 
step, you may divest yourself of all visionary fancy, and think seriously and soberly on the 
magnitude and importance of the end you desire to consummate — remember that when the knot 
is once tied, and the net drawn around you, whether it be for weal or for woe, for good or for 
evil, there are no honorable means of extricating yourself from its meshes — and even if this

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were, it would be at the expense of your happiness for life — it is an act when repented of too 
late can never be amended. | © 


Your father was ever a brother, yes even more than a brother to me, his friendship was 
disinterested and sincere. There was no favor I could not ask, but was readily granted, and that 
too, with that noble generosity that none but himself ever possessed and in the language of Mr. 
Philips in his speech on the character of Napoleon Bonaparte, I might truly say that “he never 
forsook a friend or forgot a favor” — and to feel an indifference therefore, in the welfare of his | 
children would be the worst of ingratitude on my part. 


Now, I am much older than yourself, and my feelings and affections are not engaged as 
yours are, in the matter under consideration, and consequently, I may claim to be better able to 
judge of the 
suitability of an alliance of this kind than yourself. 


I had the pleasure of meeting with and making the acquaintance of Mr. Hull at your father’s 
house in 1843, when you were but a child four years of age, and his head was then whiter by far 
than mine is now, but justice and truth require me to say that I found him a gentlemanly, social 
and pleasant companion, but with equal candor, I am constrained to say that I was not favorably 
impressed with the stability of his habits. 


The truth is, Eliza, the disparity of your ages is too great, apart from every other 
consideration — reflect that when you are but in the bloom of life, he must be a superannuated — 
old man — reflect also that he is but little younger than your own father in years, and much older 
in appearance. But apart from all this, there is another important, and in my estimation 
insurmountable objection to this connection, and that is the relationship between you. You 
must know that your family has already intermarried too far, and although no apparent bad 
consequences have resulted from it as yet, it 1s time to stop it, as your own good sense will tell 
you, as well as that of any of your reflecting relations or friends. 


I could offer I think, other objections equally valid, if I could see and converse with you on 
the subject — but my dear, Eliza, to sum up the whole, and close the special pleadings in the 
case, without further suggestions, you must allow me to say, that I would consider this 
arrangement extremely improper, on account of the relationship and disparity in ages, if no 
other objection could be made. I know if your Father were alive he never would consent to this 
union, and as the responsibility is now thrown on my shoulders, I must enter my protest also. 


Now, Eliza, do not fly in a pet and throw this letter down, but consider well of its contents, 
and do not charge me with being arbitrary or unkind, be assured that all I say on this subject 
comes from the earnest conviction of my mind. I am sorry to mar your happiness by this 
objection, but I have no alternative left me. Come home with your Grandma, for I would like.to 
see and talk to you in person.

(Eliza accepted the advice of her “Uncle” Wash. She married Mr. Rufus Y. Graves on April 29, 
1858, and they named their only son Washington Vance Graves.)

I fear my letter may now arrive too late for ee meeting : in Salt Lake City and for this I 
apologise. 


Here at Lanercost many visitors continue to visit our ancient Priory. Last May the newest long- 
distance footpath in the UK opened; this follows the route of Hadrian’s Wall—the Roman 
frontier which was begun in 122 A.D. It runs immediately to the north of the Priory and used to 
be the boundary of the medieval Priory’s lands. Since opening we have seen many more 
walkers at the Priory, quite a few from overseas. 


This year the Lanercost Priory Community Partnership has been planning the restoration and 
development of the Dacre Hall, the former residence of the Dacre family* after the Dissolution 
of the Monasteries in 1536. This building, on the western side of the cloister is in need of a lot 
of repairs and, at the same time, we plan to completely remodel the ground floor (largely early 
20th century toilets, etc.) to provide much needed modern facilities within the ancient fabric. 
An application for major funding has been sent in to our Heritage Lottery Fund, and we now 
await their decision early in the new year. 


Our Church Committee also has plans to improve facilities inside the church itself and to repair 
the west front, but these are not yet so far advanced. Worship at the Priory Church continues to 
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be well supported and, thanks to contributions like your own, we have so far managed to pay all © 
our bills and the annual parish share (which largely goes towards clergy stipends, housing and 
pensions) of over £22,000. 


Work at the Vicarage was completed last October and the new (ole ooking) roof is now in 
excellent condition. 


In 2006 we commemorate the time King Edward | stayed at Lanercost for nearly six months in 
1306/07. We have asked if our present Queen, as a descendant of Edward, might visit Lanercost 
for a special church service in the Priory. We are waiting to hear if this is possible. 


Once again, many thanks for your support. Please give the greetings ofall of us at Lanercost to 
your members.

*The Vaux or deVaux family were the first grantees of the Barony of Gilesland. Naworth 
Castle, near Carlisle in the Cumberland district of England, was the seat of Gilesland during the 

time of the Dacre family. A Vaux heiress, Maude (or Matilda) married Thomas Multon, and the & 
Multons then took over the Vaux properties, as there was no male Vaux descendant. The | 
Multons subsequently “daughtered out” also, and Margaret Multon married Ranulph deDacre, 
_ First Lord Dacre. Some generations later, the Dacres also “daughtered out,” and Elizabeth 
Dacre, one of three co-heiresses of the last direct Lord Dacre, married Lord William Howard, 
son of the Fourth Duke of Norfolk, and ancestor of the Howards who still own Naworth Castle 
and hold the title of Earl of Carlisle. The gatehouse of Naworth Castle bears the arms of Dacre 
quartering Vaux, Multon, and Morville. (Submitted by Sam Vance)

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JOSEPH VANCE 


OHIO GOVERNOR 1836-1838 
From the Ohio Historical pociety: Submitted by Bill Huss, VFA Past President 


In 1836 Robert Lucas was succeeded as governor of Ohio by Joseph Vance, who eam the 
state’s thirteenth executive. Vance was born in Catfish, now Washington, Pennsylvania, on 
March 21, 1786. His father, Joseph C. Vance, a Virginian whose Scotch-Irish forebears had 
emigrated to Virginia long before the Revolutionary War, had fought during the war under 
General Daniel Morgan, married in 1781, and not long after started West, dwelling for a time at 
several places along the way. About 1801 he moved into Ohio from May’s Hines Kentucky, 
finally settling on a farm two and a half miles north of Urbana. 


Under pioneer conditions the son Joseph had very little opportunity for an education, a lack 
which he felt keenly throughout his career. As a boy of fifteen he proved his resourcefulness 
and courage by saving money from his wages as a wood cutter at the May’s Lick salt works, 
buying a team of oxen, and peddling salt to the wilderness settlements. In 1805 he moved to 
Urbana with his father, who laid out the town that year, and two years later married Miss Mary 
Lemen of Urbana. After his father’s death in 1809 he took aa of the family farm, which 
became his home for the rest of his life. 


Vance’s first public office was that of secretary of the board of county commissioners, which 
paid a salary of forty dollars a year. At the age of twenty-three he organized an independent 
rifle company and was elected its captain. During the War of 1812 his company became part of 
the state militia, and thereafter Vance rose progressively from captain, major, and colonel to 
brigadier general. 


Vance’s qualities for leadership were soon evident to the voters of Champaign County, and in 
1812 they elected him to the lower house of the eleventh general assembly. He was reelected to 
the twelfth, fourteenth, and eighteenth assemblies (1813-14, 1815-16, and 1819-20). In his first 
term he voted regularly for measures in support of the war. In the crucial bank question he 
supported the United States Bank against the state of Ohio. 


In the fall of 1820 Vance was elected for the first of seven consecutive terms in the lower house 
of congress (1821-35). His chief interest in his legislative career was that of internal 
improvements in the West. He actively supported bills for the extension and repair of the 
Cumberland Road, for a road from the lower rapids of the Maumee to the western border of the 
Western Reserve, and for numerous canal projects. In 1824 he won his third term by an 
overwhelming vote of 4,342 to 16 for his opponent. From then on into the thirties he EaECIY had 
an opposing candidate in his district. : 


In his third term he was made chairman of the committee on military affairs and chairman of 
the board of visitors of the Military Academy at West Point. He also was instrumental in 


securing the passage of bills for granting subsidies to the Ohio and the Miami canals. Active in 
the antislavery movement in these years, Vance allied himself with John Quincy Adams in 
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opposing the so-called Gag Resolution and in advocating the right of petition. He was defeated 
for reelection in 1834 in a close race with Samuel Mason. @ 


In 1836 Vance accepted the nomination for governor and was elected in the first Whig victory 
in the state. As governor, Vance gave substantial support to the public school system, 
advocating that federal surplus funds be used for the schools, and he urged the completion of 
the canals then under construction. He favored the recharter of the United States Bank, and he 
urged the abolition of capital punishment. Governor Vance was a forceful and capable 
executive, but he lost his popularity with the antislavery people of the state by the extradition of 
John B. Mahan, wanted in Kentucky for aiding the escape of two slaves. This action probably 
contributed more than any other one cause to his defeat for reelection in 1838, when he lost to 
the Democratic candidate, Wilson Shannon. 


During Vance’s administration there occurred an abortive rebellion in Canada in which a 
number of Ohioans, gathered in so-called Hunters’ or Patriots’ Lodges, attempted to take part. 
Though severely critical of their actions, Vance did not believe that he had any authority to 
interfere, though he promised the secretary of state and the army commander at Detroit to do all 
in his power to prevent the removal of arms belonging to the state militia. 


Vance refused to be a candidate for governor in 1840, but his plans for retirement were upset by 
his reelection to the state senate from the tenth district for the 1839-41 sessions. Here he headed 
the committee on banking and currency. Two laws close to Vance’s heart, providing increased 
support for schools and additional funds for canal construction, were passed during these 
sessions. 


In 1842 the former governor was nominated on the Whig ticket for congressman from the tenth 
district and won over Samuel Mason, by whom he had been defeated eight years previously. He 
remained in Washington for two terms (1843-47) and was one of the most active members of 
the house of representatives. For three years chairman of the committee on claims, he was a 
strong advocate of governmental economy. He objected to the annexation of Texas and bitterly 
opposed the Mexican War as a war of aggression. 


At the end of his second term he retired to his farm. Although he did not hold regular office 
again, he served as a delegate to the national Whig convention in Philadelphia in 1848 and as a 
representative of his district to the Ohio Constitutional Convention of 1850-51. He took a 
leading part in the debates and was chairman of the committee on public institutions. On his 
way home from attending sessions of the convention in Cincinnati in December 1850, he 
suffered a stroke of paralysis and was forced to give up his duties. He died at his home near 
Urbana on August 24, 1852. 
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A Tale of Determination, with a Cautionary Note Added

On December 15, 1862, a deed was recorded in the Floyd County, Indiana, deed 
records, transferring title of some 5.46 acres of land outside New Albany, from Charles 
Bowman and wife to the United States Government, for the purpose of establishing a National 
Cemetery for the burial of Union soldiers killed in the Civil War. On June 8, 1871, my great- 
grandfather, Morgan Brown Vance, died suddenly at his home in New Albany. His widow, 
Susan Preston Thompson Vance petitioned the government to have his remains buried in the 
New Albany National Cemetery, along with the remains of some eight young children. She 
later had her mother, a son and a daughter, and subsequently, herself, buried in the plot that was 
authorized for that purpose. Morgan Brown Vance was never enlisted in the official ranks of 
the US Army or of any other branch of the federal military service, so his burial in a National 
Cemetery was unusual to say the least. In 1995, I started trying to find out what service my 
great-grandfather had performed for the federal government that resulted in his being buried 
there. 


In 1986, the Floyd County Historical Society published an article by Mr. and Mrs. John 
A. Cody, Jr., of New Albany, relating the history of the New Albany National Cemetery, and 
refuting a rumor that had somehow credited Morgan Brown Vance for the land the cemetery 
was built on. How that rumor got started will-be explained later in this article. I was sent a 
copy of the Codys' article, along with copies of other related documents, by The Department of 
Veterans Affairs, at the Zachary Taylor National Cemetery, in Louisville, Kentucky, which now 
has responsibility over the New Albany National Cemetery. I recently obtained permission to 
reprint the Cody article from David C. Barksdale, the current President of the Floyd County 
Historical Society, and have retyped it to improve the clarity and quality of the copy. A few 
minor corrections were made to correct some, but not all, typos and/or grammar.

A RETURN TO THE NEW ALBANY NATIONAL CEMETERY 


This return is to dispel a legend and to clear up some mysteries found in the history of 
the New Albany National Cemetery. 


But first, something of that history from its beginning to the present. 


In 1861, many large battles of the Civil War were fought in this section of the country 
bordering the Ohio River, and as a consequence because of New Albany's dockage facilities, 
many wounded were transported by boat to New Albany where school buildings had been 
turned into hospitals. Drs. Sloan, Alexander, and Bowman attended them and the ladies of the 


Union Aid Society acted as nurses. 
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In 1862, the W. S. Government decided to establish a government hospital in New 
Albany, but instead of purchasing a building, it rented several schools and other buildings, © 
bringing in Dr. Thomas Fry, formerly a brigade surgeon under General Lew Wallace, to 
supervise the hospitals. 


The need for Cemeteries in which to bury the Civil War Union dead became so apparent 
that Congress provided that seven National Cemeteries be established to meet this need, and 
New Albany was one of them. On December 15, 1862, the W.S. Government bought the 
present site of the New Albany National Cemetery. 7 


Dr. Crosier, of Dr. Fry’s hospital staff, designed the plan of the Cemetery and it was 
approved by the Government. 


The dead began to be buried there, but the site was so desolate Dr. Fry urged the citizens 
to furnish trees, evergreens and flowers to beautify the place. 


By 1867, the war was over and between four and five hundred dead had been buried 
there. The grounds were still in deplorable condition and steps were taken to have the Cemetery 
placed under the supervision of the War Department and receive congressional appropriations 
for its upkeep. The title to the property was examined, found to be good, and the Cemetery was 
on its way to becoming what it is today. New Albany’s own Michael Kerr, our Congressman, 
was instrumental in seeing this accomplished. 


At one time there was talk of selling off a part of the land, it would probably never be 
needed. By this time, several thousand bodies had been reinterred in the cemetery, being 
brought in from temporary burying grounds from all over a large part of the north and west. It 
was good the plan fell through - - look how many wars the country has been involved in since 
then. 


Much of the original layout is still there. The stone wall enclosing the cemetery was 
built in 1868. The gate and stone pillars holding it are still there. The flag staff is in the same 
circle designated for it. The two cannons, one on each side of the center circle, placed in a 
vertical position pointing upward, symbolic of peace, were erected in 1869. In 1882, a rostrum 
was dedicated, and although the newspaper in 1931 stated a new rostrum would be built, the 
present one, when compared with a picture of the original, appears substantially the same. 
Perhaps only repairs and minor changes were made. A caretaker’s house, with mansard roof, 
was erected in 1871, and stood until around 1940, when another took its place. 


National Cemeteries were under the care of the Quartermaster Division of the Army, 
and General James Ekin, of the Jeffersonville Quartermaster Depot, had charge of the New 
Albany National Cemetery from the 1870’s until well into the 1880’s. Poplar Street was 
renamed Ekin Avenue in 1896. 


On May 5, 1868, General John A. Logan, Commander-in chief of the Grand Army of 
the Republic (GAR), the organization made up of veterans who fought for the Union, 
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_ designated May 30 as Decoration Day, obligating every GAR post and comrades to hold 
appropriate services. New York, in 1873, was the first to declare the day a legal holiday, and 
by 1880, every northern state had followed suit -- Indiana in 1889. 


Decoration Day was a day of solemn dedication to the memory of the fallen Civil War 
Union soldiers in the 1870's, 80's and 90's. The preparations were elaborate, flags and banners 
decorated the cemetery as well as business houses and homes. Ladies were appointed in each 
city ward to make evergreen wreaths .and to gather flowers for the decoration of graves. 
Spectators lined the streets to watch the marching veterans, city officials, dignitaries, plus bands 
as they paraded from Pearl Street to the Cemetery. General Lew Wallace, Benjamin Harrison, 
and Indiana Governor Albert Porter were among the principal speakers, as were local 
clergymen noted for their oratory -- The Rev. Clokey of First Presbyterian, and the Rev. 
Glerlow of St. Paul's Episcopal. Local attorneys also had their day -- Alexander Dowling, 
Charles Jewett, George Hester. 


In the early days the local post of the GAR, and the post in Jeffersonville had charge of 
the rituals during the ceremonies joined later by veterans of the Spanish American War. 
Thousands were on hand for services in the Cemetery. 


Attendance dwindled in the early 1900's, but after World War I, patriotism surged anew. 
Veterans from three wars were now in the parade, joined at Spring and Vincennes by hundreds 
of school children, marching to the beat set by the High School Band. And who can forget the 
National Championship American Legion Drum and Bugle Corps under the direction of ' 
Addison Rue. For many years when World War I, World War II, and Korean War veterans 
were laid to rest in the National Cemetery, Mr. Rue would be on hand to sound taps. He kept 
his uniform and his trumpet in his office at the Mutual Trust Bank, always on the ready when 
called upon at the last minute. 


Until 1889, Government and City and County offices would close during the afternoon 
services, but as time went on, it being a legal holiday and all, Decoration, or Memorial Day 
took a more festive atmosphere. Almost everything closed down and the day became less 
patriotic and was devoted to more leisure activities. Today, ceremonies at the Cemetery are 
very simple, with arrangements and rituals performed by the American Legion and Veterans of 
Foreign Wars. The parade begins at Vincennes and Ekin, with a Color Guard, a few marching 
Veterans, Ladies of the Auxiliaries, a few Scouts, and no band. Attendance by the public 
numbers a scant two hundred. What a shame! So few! 


The Cemetery was closed in 1960 for interments, except for the spaces reserved for 
wives of veterans already buried there. In 1962, the centennial of the Cemetery, the total 
number of interments consisted of 4,959, of which 4,272 were known, 684 unknown, and 3 
British soldiers buried in a group. These are the veterans of the Civil War, Spanish American 
War, Two World Wars, and the Korean War. 


In 1977, the Veterans Administration eliminated the office of a superintendent at the 
New Albany National Cemetery, and it is now taken care of by the Superintendent of the 
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Zachary Taylor National Cemetery in Louisville. 
National Cemeteries in 1973 were placed under the jurisdiction of the Veteran's sd 
Administration, instead of the Quartermaster Division of the War Department. It does not 
provide funds for the purchase of adjacent land to enlarge a cemetery. If; however, a citizen 
with land adjacent to a cemetery wishes to donate that land, the Veteran's Administration will 
accept it and take over its maintenance. Or, 1f Veterans' organizations make arrangements for 
adjacent land to be given it will be accepted. To establish a new ra: Cemetery with 
government funds, takes an act of Congress. 


So in 1985, in order to gain more grave space in the New Albany National Cemetery, 
the Veterans Administration ordered the vacant superintendent's house torn down, the avenues 
torn up, leaving only a single walkway down the center, and the rostrum demolished. Some 
citizens protested the razing of the rostrum and work was stopped, leaving half the roof intact. 
However, I have been informed by Mr. Peak, superintendent at Zachary Taylor, that word has 
been received to restore the rostrum. 


In October, 1985, the cemetery was reopened for interment, with the addition of 752 
gravesites made possible by the elimination of the house and avenues. 


So much for history -- now for dispelling a legend and clearing up some mysteries. 


John Cody has attended Memorial Day Services for over fifty years, and I with him 
since we were married. 


The 1960 Memorial Day program included a paragraph or two about the Cemetery -- 
when it was established, 1862, noting the various wars whose veterans were buried there, etc. 


However, in 1961, something new was added -- stating the land for the Cemetery was 
donated by Dr. Morgan Vance, with a provision that his family plot be maintained. This 
statement did not sound right to John so he went to the public records in the County Recorder's 
Office and found that the United States Government purchased from Dr. Charles Bowman and 
his wife, a 5.4 acre tract of land for $955.50. This tract bordered 371 feet on Poplar Street (now 
Ekin) and extended back 674 feet to Beeler Street, the present site of the National Cemetery. 
There was no record of any land being transferred to the Government by Morgan Vance. 


The following year, 1962, the centennial of the establishment of the Cemetery, 
John was on the program to give a short history of the Cemetery. He included in his remarks 
the court records that denied the assertion that a Dr. Morgan Vance had donated the land. 


However, this discovery was ignored to this date, 1986, for twenty-five years, this 
legend still appears in each program. And what is more, it is on our Historical Society's marker 
in front of the Cemetery, erected May 30, 1973! -- And it states the land was purchased from 
Dr. Morgan and family! (Programs have used 6.12 acres and 6.31 acres) 
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There are no records in the Cemetery of how, or by whom, this erroneous legend was 
started. However, there is a sheet of paper on file containing directives from the Secretary of 
War and the Quartermaster General of the United States concerning the burial of Morgan _ 
Vance, not Dr., and his family, listing the names and date of burial --all had been reinterred. 
Did someone assume these burials had a connection with the establishment of the Cemetery 
since Morgan Vance was the first buried in the plot, 1872, just ten years after that 
establishment? . 


Since the public records show the United States Government bought the land, and from 
Dr. Charles Bowman, we were determined to find out just who was this Morgan Vance. The 
Cemetery record states Vance was reinterred from the New Albany City Cemetery so I went to 
the obituary file in the Library History Room and found this notice in the Daily Ledger, dated 
June 8, 1871: 


"Mr. Morgan Vance died very suddenly this morning at his residence, the 

Lent place on Beeler Street. Mr. Vance had been indisposed from 

indigestion for two or three days past, but was about, as usual yesterday. 

This forenoon, feeling unwell, he lay down and was soon afterward 

discovered a corpse. The cause of his death is a mystery. Deceased came 

to this city from Mercer County, Kentucky about two years ago and has a 

large family. Two of his sons are attending Greencastle University, and his smaller 
children attend Morse Academy, this city." 


The following day, June 9, the death notice stated Morgan Vance died in the 68th year 
of his age, and "The funeral will take place from his late residence at 10:00 o'clock. The friends 
and acquaintances of the family are respectfully invited to attend without further notice." 


The Cemetery papers states, he was reinterred May, 1872, from the New Albany City 
Cemetery, but Fairview has no record of his having been buried there! The Louisville Daily 
Commercial of June 9, carried in its New Albany News the notice of his death. Neither paper 
gave the place of burial. So where was his body during the interim? I don't know. 


The mystery continues. Why was this Morgan Vance, formerly of Mercer County, 
Kentucky, who lived in New Albany only two years, a private citizen, buried in a National 
Cemetery, reserved for Veterans of the United States Armed Services? Where to find out 
except in the National Archives in Washington, D. C. John and I obtained copies of copious 
letters and directives, and from these, plus information from Mercer County, Kentucky, 
histories in the Filson Club in Louisville, we have put together a fascinating story. 


Susan Preston Vance, widow of Morgan Vance, was a very determined and persistent 
woman, with friends in high positions of the United States Government. Within a few days 
after her husband's death, she wrote a letter from New Albany to Judge Ballard in Louisville. 
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"Judge Ballard, 
Dear Sir, 


The reverence and faith in you taught me by my husband, and my own 
desolation must be my excuse for an appeal to your kindness. For the sake 
of my children I ask you to write for me an obituary notice of their father, 
Morgan Vance. I feel that in the intercourse of years of trial you knew him 
as he was. You know how his name has been asperged, and the reason 
therefor, and at your hands, I desire this act of kindness with a feeling too 
deep for words. The second request is for aid and/or advice on how to 
obtain from the government of the United States the privilege of burying 
my husband in some one of the National Cemeteries. Our children are 
buried at our former desolated home in Mercer County where we cannot 
see them. The small portion of fortune left my husband at the close of 

the war has been so involved in|law suits growing out of his loyalty to his 
government that he never had the means of buying a spot for their graves, 
and when after years of delays and disappointments and struggle to give 
food to his family, his strength failed and the strained heart broke. Freely 
he gave all he was, and had, to his country, and asked nothing -- but justice. 
I cannot buy a grave for him and would ask it only from that government 
for whose integrity he gave as much as any soldier who died in battle -- 
you know this. I feel no humiliation in asking this, for apart from my 
husband's claims to this mark of honor, and my own right, will, I am sure, 
be freely vouched for by officers and soldiers from Kentucky and _ 
Tennessee. General Fry and Col. Landrum will feel that it would be fitting 
that the graves of Morgan Vance and his wife and children should be under 
the protection of that flag he loved and taught them to love so well. I am 
ignorant of the proper means to attend this end and appeal to you to direct 
me for the sake of regard held toward you by my martyred husband. 


Signed Susan Preston Vance" 

Judge Ballard did write an obituary -- it appeared in the Louisville Daily Commercial, 
June 17, 1871. And he sent her letter to the Hon. B. H. Bristow, Solicitor General of the U. S. 
Justice Department, who also was from|Louisville. 


Mr. Bristow had received the following from Congressman J. H. Goodloe of Louisville: 


"Hon. B. H. Bristow 
Washington City 


My Dear Bristow: 


I know no man in this wide world when heart, would be more deeply 
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touched by the enclosed letter, than yours, or who would fee! more 
pleasure in aiding and advising the writer in reference to the attainment 
of her wishes than yourself. You knew Morgan Vance well and of his 
devotion to the Union. Mrs. Vance does not, in my opinion, say one 
word about her husband that is not exactly just, true, and deserved. Her 
own unqualified loyalty was as conspicuous and distinguished and costly 
as that of her husband. I know not if her wishes can be accomplished. I 
wish they could be. If you can furnish any information on the subject, or 
promote the earnest desire of her heart, I am sure you do so. Mrs. Vance 
would regard herself and her children greatly honored at having her 
husband's dust reposing under our country's flag -- I know it would be a 
great honor to be so interred and guarded -- I should ask no greater, could 
receive no greater honor. Such a distinction would fill the measure of 
ambition of this desolate widow.

Solicitor General Bristow sent the following to the Secretary of War: 
"Hon. W. W. Belknap 
Secretary of War 
Dear Sir: 


I take the liberty of handing you herewith a letter from Mrs. Vance to 


Judge Ballard asking him how she can obtain the privilege of interring the remains of 


her late husband in one of the National Cemeteries. I hand you 


also a letter from the Hon. J. H. Goodloe of Louisville, Kentucky, enclosing 


Mrs. Vance's letter to me. Having known Mr. Vance well, I have pleasure 


in asking your compliance with his widow's request. He was an earnest and devoted 


friend of the Government and although not an enlisted soldier he 
gave all his energies to it, and sacrificed home, fortunes and friends in his 
effort to aid in the suppression of the rebellion. I leave the city for 


Louisville this afternoon and would be glad to bear the intelligence to Mrs. 


Vance that her late husband's remains may be interred in the Cemetery of 


that city. A letter directed to me at Louisville any time this week will reach © 


me.

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On June 3, 1871, the following went out from the War Department:

The Secretary of War wishes you to direct the Quartermaster in Louisville, 
Kentucky to allow the remains of Mr. Morgan Vance to be interred in the 
Government Lot in Cave Hill Cemetery near that city. Enclosed herewith 
is a letter from Mrs. Vance to Judge Ballard and one of Judge B. to Hon. B. 
H. Bristow, also from the latter to the Secretary of War transmitting the 
other two. He also wishes this matter to be attended to at once and a copy 
of the order sent to the Hon. B. H. Bristow, Louisville, Kentucky.

Mr. Bristow received a copy of the directive to Major A. R. Eddy, Chief ¢e 
Quartermaster of the Department of the South at Louisville, Kentucky allowing Vance's 
remains to be so interred. He was to notify Mrs. Vance her request had been granted. All in 
two weeks time! 


From the books on Mercer County, Kentucky history, and from Judge Ballard's 
Obituary notice, we gleaned some of the circumstances leading up to her request. 


Morgan Vance was a wealthy Tennessee planter, son of a prominent family. He married 
Susan Preston Thompson, daughter of a prominent Mercer County, Kentucky family in 1845. 
They moved to Mercer County prior to the outbreak of the Civil War. Although Kentucky did 
not secede, the people of the state were divided in their loyalties, and Mercer County was in the 
section of the state with southern sympathies. Morgan Vance was appointed Captain of two 
regiments of the Home Guard, the outfits which were to protect the countryside from inroads by 
the Rebels. His patriotism and devotion to his country lost him the friendship of most of his 
relatives who were strong sympathizers with the rebellion. As a result, he was constantly 
harassed and in 1862, while away, his home and all the outbuildings were burned to the ground. 
At one time, he was horsewhipped and onlookers just walked away and left him. After these 
atrocities against him, he moved to Lexington then Frankfort (both Kentucky) where he was 
appointed U. S. Circuit Court Commissioner. His duties involved him in war connected law 
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suits where his investigations brought him into conflict with those who did not appreciate his 
devotion to the Union, and he continued to suffer the attacks on his character. He finally moved 
to New Albany, Indiana, in 1868, having sacrificed his and his wife's fortune to the Union 
cause. | 


In April of 1872, a year after Morgan's death, Susan Preston Vance was again writing 
letters, as is noted in this letter. 


"WAR DEPARTMENT 
Washington City 


April 22, 1872 


Hon. James B. Beck 
House of Representatives 


Sir: 


The letter of Mrs. Susan P. Vance, dated New Albany, Indiana, April 8th, 
1872, requesting permission to bury her husband and children in a separate 
lot in the National Cemetery in New Albany, and referred by you to the 
Hon. Secretary of War, has been duly considered and I am instructed to 
inform you that the Quartermaster General has this day been directed to 
grant her request. 


It is, however, proper to add that the title to the lot, the use of which is thus 
granted to Mrs. Vance, remains in the United States as a matter of course.

Susan was notified by the Quartermaster at Jeffersonville that the Superintendent 
at New Albany National Cemetery would set aside a suitable lot of convenient size. So 
Morgan's remains were buried there the following month, May 12, 1872. Although permission 
had been granted to bury him in Cave Hill in July, 1871, records of the War Department 
disclose he was never buried there. 


Mrs. Vance and her children remained in New Albany, according to the City 
Directories, perhaps through 1881. I assume, from further developments, she moved to 
Louisville. | 
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In July, 1883, Mrs. Sarah Hart Thompson, mother of Susan was reinterred in the Vance 
lot. And, in 1901, 8 children were reinterred, all in one grave. Of the 8, six were Vance © 
children, 2 were Thompson children, no doubt a brother and sister of Susan. All had died at a 
very young age. In 1904, a Dr. Howard Vance was reinterred 1 in the fourth grave. I do not 
know his connection with the family. 


In 1905, Susan was at it again, this time writing direct to the Secretary of War. 
"Louisville, Ky. 
July 29, 1905 


The Hon. Secretary of War 
Washington, D. C. 


Sir: 


In April, 1872, my request for permission to inter my husband and children 

in a separate lot in the National Cemetery at New Albany, Indiana, was 

granted by The Hon. Secretary of War, and a lot isolated from other graves 

was set apart for my use in the north corner of section "A" and designated | 
as Lot No. 1. At first the size of the lot was not fixed, but in August, 1883, General 
James A. Ekin, Asst. Quartermaster General, in a letter to my son, 

Burton Vance, stated that the dimensions of the lot would be 10 x 15 feet. 

My husband, Morgan Vance was interred in this lot in 1872, and by special permission 
of the Hon. Secretary of War, my mother was also buried there 

in 1884, and subsequently two of my children have been laid beside their 

father. Thus four of my children are interred in the lot and it is my earnest 

desire to find a resting place there for myself and remaining three children, 

but the present very limited capacity of the lot renders the accomplishment 

of this wish impossible. As stated, the lot is situated in an isolated part of 

the cemetery and its enlargement would in no way interfere with the 

purposes of the cemetery, the space immediately east and south of it being 

unused for burial purposes. For these reasons, I respectfully request that 

the lot set apart for my use be increased to a square of twenty feet. I 

enclose for your information copies of the letters I have relating to the 

original grant to me.

Her son, Burton Vance, a Louisville Attorney, gets into the act with this letter, 
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written the same day, to the Hon. John W. Yerkes, Commissioner of the Internal Revenue, 
Washington, D. C.: 


"My dear Mr. Yerkes, 


The enclosed letter to the Secretary of War from my mother, Mrs. Susan 
Preston Vance, is self explanatory. I take the liberty of sending it to you 
with the request that you present it to the Secretary of War with your 
endorsement and do what you can to have the request granted promptly. 
Mother is now 83 years old and is naturally concerned about this matter 
and if it can be settled at once, it will be a great gratification to her and consequently, to 
-me. Being a Boyle County man, you are no doubt 
familiar with the history of my father, Morgan Vance, during the War, and 
will readily understand why the original privilege was granted to his 
widow and children. Thanking you in advance for your kindness in the 
matter believe me always sincerely your friend. 


Burton Vance" 


Some months later, Justice John Marshall Harlan of the United States Supreme Court 
sent a letter to the Hon. William Howard Taft, Secretary of War. 


"Washington, D. C. 
November 15, 1905 


Dear Mr. Secretary: 


There lived in Kentucky, in my early boyhood, a gentleman by the name 
of Thompson, a well educated farmer and an accomplished gentleman. He 
had a farm known as the "Shawnee Spring Farm", near Harrodsburg, 
Kentucky. He was a large slaveholder. One of his daughters, Susan 
Preston Thompson, married Morgan Vance. He was also a slaveholder, 
but at the beginning of the Civil War he took a bold stand for the 
preservation of the Union. By his stalwart Unionism and outspoken ways 
he gave offense to many who sought the destruction of the Union. He was 
not of such a temperment as to become a soldier in the regular forces of the Union, but 
as a citizen and as officer of Home Guards he did all that was in 
his power to encourage the Union men of Kentucky. He remained 
steadfast to the Union cause up to the end of the war. He raised quite a 
family of children by his marriage with Miss Thompson. He died about 
1870, having lost most of his estate as well as most of the property 
inherited by his wife from her father. They became so poor by the time he 
died, or shortly afterwards, that she was compelled to do her own 
housework. I often saw her pushing the baby carriage along the streets of Louisville, 
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being too poor to employ a nurse for her child. In 1871, when 

they were practically refugees in Indiana, by the assistance of General © 
Bristow and Senator Beck, she secured a grant from the Secretary of War 
of a small lot (10 x 15 feet) in the National Cemetery in New Albany, 
Indiana, as a burial place for her family. Her husband as well as her 
mother and children are buried there. But there is not enough ground in 
the lot for her. Some weeks ago her son, Mr. Burton Vance, a member of 
the Louisville Bar, sent to Mr. Yerkes a petition addressed to the Secretary 
of War asking for an increase in the size of the above lot -- making it 

20 x 20. Mr. Yerkes will, no doubt, send it to you, and I write this to 
express my sympathy with her and my hope that the application will be 
granted if it be possible to do so. The old lady, now in her 84th year, 
writes me from an Infirmary in Louisville. She says that she is homeless 
and helpless and that her last hours will be made less sad if her wishes are 
gratified in this matter. I beg that you will help her. If you can do so, let 
her have the use of a little more ground. It would add greatly to her 
comfort of mind to know that her remains could be placed beside those of 
her husband and children. When I knew her, many years ago, she was 
regarded as a woman of rare intellectual attainments. She was tenderly 
raised, was well educated and her family occupied a high social position. 

I heard my father say that she was the ablest woman he had ever met, and 
that she would have made an excellent lawyer if she had been educated for 
that profession.

One month later, the Secretary of War sent the following to Justice Harlan:

December 16, 1905 
Dear Mr. Justice: 


In reply to your letter of November 15th on behalf of Mrs. Morgan Vance, 
who desires the enlargement of a lot assigned to her late husband in the 
National Cemetery at New Albany, Indiana, I hand you herewith copy ofa 
report in the case which I have received from the Quartermaster General. 

I have placed the following indorsement upon the papers: 


'I do not approve of this application or the granting of it as a precedent. 
The circumstances are such, however, that I am willing to allow the lot to 
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be enlarged so as to permit the interment of the applicant, Mrs. Vance; but 
this upon the express condition that nobody else shall be interred in that 
lot, and unless this condition is accepted I cannot have the lot enlarged.

During the interim between July and November, 1905, the Secretary of War had 
been requesting and receiving information concerning the burial lot, granted in 1872, from 
various Quartermasters and Cemetery superintendents. One of these reports, by C. F. 
Humphrey, Quartermaster General of the United States Army, must have influenced the 
Secretary of War in making his decision to enlarge the lot by only two feet. 


"December 14, 1905 
Respectfully returned to the Secretary of War: 


The Superintendent of the New Albany, Indiana, National Cemetery 
reports as follows: This lot is 15 x 10 feet and contains four (4) graves in 
which are interred the remains of eleven (11) persons. Grave 2808, 

Morgan Vance, interred 1872, Grave 2817, Mrs. S. S. Thompson, mother 
of Mrs. Vance, interred 1884; Grave 2930, two children of S. S. 
Thompson, and six children of Morgan Vance, Interred 1901; Grave 2952, 
Howard Vance, interred 1903. 


In April 1872, the Secretary of War granted authority to Mrs. Vance to 
inter her husband and children in this lot. There is no authority on file in 
this office covering the interment of the remains of her mother and two 
of her mother's children in the lot, though Mrs. Vance states in her letter 
of July 29, 1905, to the Secretary of War that such permission was granted 
her in 1884, by the then Secretary of War. The statute confines interments © 
in National Cemeteries to honorably discharged soldiers, sailors and 
marines of the United States Service, though the Secretary of War has 
permitted the wives of officers -- and in exceptional cases a child of an 
officer -- to be interred in the lot assigned to the officer. Neither the 
interment of Mr. Morgan Vance nor any of his family are covered by the 
statute, but, unless the removal of these remains is contemplated, it is 
recommended that this lot be enlarged to a sufficient size of permit the 
future interment of Mrs. Vance. If it be decided to authorize also the 
interment of Mrs. Vance's three children in the lot, it is requested that this 

_ Office be advised so that action may be taken accordingly. If the interment 
of the three remaining children in this lot is authorized, it is thought that it 
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might ultimately lead to a request for the interment of their wives, or 
husbands and children in the lot. © 


C. F. Humphey 
Quartermaster General, U. S. Army" 


So this time Susan Preston Vance did not get her way. Three months later, on 
March 20, 1906, she wrote the Secretary of War, saying she accepted his decision. The letter 
was signed by her and her three sons, Hart Vance, Burton Vance, the Louisville lawyer, and Ap 
Morgan Vance, a very noted surgeon of Louisville. 


The Quartermaster at Jeffersonville was instructed to inform the Superintendent at the 
New Albany National Cemetery of the two foot enlargement, and Mrs. Vance would be 
permitted to be buried in the extra grave, with this stipulation -- "Should the body of Mrs. Susan 
Preston Vance, widow of the last Morgan Vance, be presented at the New Albany National 
Cemetery for interment, it will be interred in such place as the representative of the family may 
select. Should she not be interred in the separate grave made by enlargement of this lot, the lot 
will then be reduced to its previous dimensions." 


On July 16, 1915, ten years later, the cremated remains of Susan Preston Thompson 
Vance were interred in the same grave with her mother! Why over her mother and not over her 
husband? Who knows! She was 93 years old. 


So now we can lay to rest the legend that Morgan Brown Vance donated the land for the 
New Albany National Cemetery. Our public records show the United States Government 
bought the site from Dr. Charles Bowman and his wife, there being no record of transfer of land 
by Vance to the Government, nor that he ever owned any land in New Albany during the two or 
three years he lived here. The National Archives do not disclose he gave the land. 


As to who was Morgan Vance -- he was a private citizen, never having served in the U. 
S. Armed Services, but was buried in a National Cemetery along with some of his children and 
wife, only through the persistent efforts of that wife to persuade influential members of the U. 
S. Government to have two Secretaries War grant her requests. 


Thus our RETURN TO THE NEW ALBANY NATIONAL CEMETERY has ended. 
Mission accomplished. 


! 


"Granny Vance," as my Mother called her, was indeed, persistent and strong-willed, and 
very conscious of her family background. Unfortunately, few of her descendants were 
knowledgeable of Morgan Brown Vance's trials and tribulations before, during, and after the 
Civil War. At least little or nothing factual got passed down to the younger generations. My 
Mother, the "unofficial" historian for both her and her husband's families, had lots of stories and 
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family legends about both families that were very interesting and entertaining, but apparently 
were not based in fact! THUS THE CAUTIONARY NOTE OF THIS REPORT! 


Sometime in the early 1960's, my wife and I, while visiting Mother in Louisville, visited 
the New Albany National Cemetery with my Mother and my Sister, Frances. Mother and my 


Father had been there many years before, quite possibly before WWII, and had taken 


photographs of the gravestones and corner marking stones in the Vance plot. The caretaker 
(Superintendent?) assigned to the cemetery showed us around and led us to the Vance plot. We 
talked among ourselves about what we knew (or thought we knew) about Morgan Brown

He was an ardent Federalist, opposing the secession of the 
Southern states from the Union, resulting in his properties 
and possessions in Tennessee being confiscated by the state 
militia. He fled to Kentucky, to Harrodsburg, near his 


father-in-law's property, Shawnee Springs. Rebel sympathizers 


in the area seized his property and possessions there on numerous 


occasions, and burned his house down at least once.

I now believe that the caretaker listened to our conversations and subsequently 
incorporated some of the "information" into the "lore" of the history of the cemetery, without 
substantiating the validity of it. According to Mrs. Cody's report, not only was it printed in the 
cemetery programs, it was also included on a cast bronze tablet that was mounted near the 
entrance gate to the cemetery! We had no idea that the caretaker was listening to our : 
conversation, and certainly would not have wanted him to make any use of any part of our @ 
discussions, and now regret that the situation progressed to the point that it did! 


Early in 1995, my cousin, Richard Claiborne Vance, and his wife Patsy, of St. Louis, 
Missouri, visited the New Albany National Cemetery and found reference to the land having 
been sold by Dr. Bowman to the Government. They mentioned it to me, and I started 
contacting every information source that I could think of to try and resolve the true history of 
Morgan Brown Vance and how he happened to be buried, with much of his family, in the 
national cemetery. My queries went to the Federal Marshal Service, Zachary Taylor National 
Cemetery, and to the National Archives in Washington, D. C. The Marshal Service had no 
record of him, nor did the Archives have any records indicating any official governmental 
service. The Archives did find two pages of interest in the War Department's The War of the 
Rebellion: A Compilation of the Official Records of the Union and Confederate Armies, a 
128 -volume publication printed in Washington between 1880 and 1901. One page has a letter 
from a Col. Tho. E. Bramlette, Commander of Camp Anderson, Kentucky, dated September 22, 
1861, to General George H. Thomas, discussing the activities of the Rebels in Kentucky and the 
need for additional Cavalry troops to seize enemy arms shipments. Part of the letter includes: 
"Some point which could be secured, and which Morgan Vance, of Harrodsburg, could — 
designate, ought to be secured by 200 or 300 cavalry, so as to intercept arms, &c., and seize any 
armed traitors who may attempt to move in that direction." The other page has a letter from a 
Lieut. W. Nelson, U. S. N., Maysville, Ky., dated September 26, 1861, to Gen. Thomas, 
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discussing procurement of mules for transportation purposes. Part of that letter includes: "I 
e think that I wrote you that Morgan Vance, of Harrodsburg, would indicate the persons from 
whom the balance of the mules were to be taken." Little wonder the "Rebels" had no love for 


Morgan! 


Mr. Gary Peak, Cemetery Director, Zachary Taylor National Cemetery, sent me copies 
of a number of documents that he had on file relating to the founding of the New Albany 
cemetery and the granting of my great-grandmother's request(s) to have her husband and other 
family members buried there. He also sent me a copy of Mrs. Cody's article for the Floyd 
County Historical Society, detailing more information about Morgan Brown Vance than anyone 
in my family was aware of. I subsequently called Mrs. Cody and talked to her at length about 
her article, about my Vance ancestors, and thanking her for adding so much to our obviously 

_ deficient knowledge about Morgan Brown Vance. To bring her up to date on the family, I then 
composed a lengthy letter over the time frame of July 18 - August 4, 1995, and sent it to her. J 
have no idea whether she put any or all in the FCHS proceedings or not. It may be the subject 
of a future article, after it is brought up to date. 


In September of 1996, my wife and J again visited the New Albany National Cemetery, 
and had considerable trouble locating the Vance plot. Where there were no other graves near it 
in the 1960's, nearly all the space around the plot was now filled with graves of participants of 
the Korean War and Viet Nam. We tried to contact the Codys while there, but there was no 
one home at the time. |

This Indenture made the twelfth day of October in the year of our Lord one thousand eight 
hundred and one between Samuel Vance (Junior) of Bath County and Son and Heirs and 
Devisee of John Vance deceased, of Back Creek of the one part, and Charles Cameron of the 
other part, witnesseth that the said Samuel Vance Junior for and in consideration of the sum of 
twenty five pounds current and lawful money of Virginia, to him in hand paid the receipt where 
he doth hereby acknowledge, hath bargained and sold unto the said Charles Cameron and his 
heirs, one certain tract or parcel of land containing fifty four acres be the same more or less and 
lying and being in the said County of Bath on Back Creek, a branch of Jackson River, and 
below the other lands of the said Samuel Vance Junior, which said lands were devised to the 
said Samuel Vance by his father John Vance deceased, as will more fully appear by the last will 
and testament of the said John Vance deceased, which stands of record in the County of 
Augusta. The said land having being granted to the said John Vance in consequence of a survey 
made the seventeenth day of April in the year 1774 and bounded as followeth to wit: Beginning 
at a White Oak, Dogwood, and Hickory by the creek and crossing a branch of the same south 
twenty five east forty six poles to two Black Oaks by the side of the Creek, thence north sixty 
degrees east forty two poles crossing the creek to a Poplar Elm and Sugar tree thence north ten 
west forty poles to two pines and a White Oak thence north eighty two degrees west two 
hundred and thirty two poles to a White Oak and Spanish Oak on a hillside, thence north fifty 


west sixty six poles to two White Oaks and two Spanish Oaks by the creek side thence south ten 


east twenty poles thence south forty east eight poles and thence south eighty six degrees east 
one hundred and seventy two poles down the creek to the beginning, together with all its 
appurtenances to have and to hold the said fifty four acres of land with all its appurtenances to 
the said Charles Cameron his heirs and assigns to the sole use and behoof of him the said 
Charles Cameron his heirs and assign forever and the said Samuel Vance Junior for himself and 
his heirs doth covenant with the said Charles Cameron and his heirs that he, the said Samuel 
Vance and his heirs, the said parcel of land with its appurtenances to the said Charles Cameron 
and his heirs against all person whatever will forever warrant and defend in writing where of 
the said Samuel Vance Junior hath hereunto subscribe his name and affixed his seal the day and 
year... above written.

Prefatory Remarks by Kathleen Mason 


Thanks to Alec Vans for the gift many years ago, of the Barnbarroch papers to the General 
Register House at Edinburgh. We now know more about the Vaux, Waus, Vaus, Vans family. 
This has helped us to identify the probable father of Rev. John Vans of Ireland. Sir Patrick 
named only four (4) sons in his will in 1597—Sir John - heir, Patrick of Lybrach, Robert and 
Alexander. In the Barnbarroch papers it was discovered that Sir John had a natural brother, also 
named John. “Natural” son John was not mentioned in Sir Patrick’s will, but in some of my 
research I found where Sir Patrick made some financial arrangements for his son John. Please 
note that his heir John is always identified in documents as “heir apparent” or Sir John. 
Following this references from Privy Seal of Scotland Vol. VIII, 1581, 1584 1 am including a 2 
page reprint on an article concerning documents proving Sir Patrick had two sons named John. 
The Privy Seal reference shows Sir Patrick had made financial arrangements for son John, and 
his will takes care of his other children.

HAVE WE FOUND THE FATHER 
OF 
REV. JOHN VANS OF KILMACREENAN? 
By Kathleen Mason 


No problem has been more vexing to the Vance researcher than the attempt to find someone in 
the household of Barnbarroch who fits the time frame to qualify as the father of Rev. John 
Vans. This was discussed in the April 1988 newsletter, page 52/4 and July 1988 page 83/4. 


It has been previously mentioned that about 200 boxes of documents and papers from the 
Barnbarroch Charter Chest have been placed in the General Register House, Edinburgh, 


Scotland. They have spent as much time as possible to catalog and repair. It was the privilege of 
the VFA members who went on the 1990 tour to view some of these documents. Your historian 
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has been working closely with them even before VFA was organized, attempting to secure 
anything that might be of assistance as I attempt to chronicle our history. 


We were informed as we viewed the documents, that they now take up 100 lineal feet of space. 
A breakthrough came when recent contact with them advised me that abstracts had been 
handwritten of about 2000 documents. Immediately we requested copies of these abstracts. 
Xerox copies of handwriting does not reproduce very well, nevertheless, most of the time one 
can comprehend the gist of the document’s content. 


While studying these abstracts, I immediately found three that were most interesting, and a 
typed copy of those follow this article. The blank spaces indicate I could not read the word. 


In two of the documents we find a certain “John Vans, Brother Natural of Sir John Vans of 
Longcastle,” and the last document refers to him as “Brother to Sir John Vans of Barnbarroch.” 
In trying to analyze the fact that Sir Patrick Vans had two sons named John, my judgment 
would be that the “natural” son would be the eldest, and he followed the tradition of naming the 
eldest son after his own father. My guess is that he was born before or during his first marriage. 
The first wife had no sons. I just cannot imagine Sir Patrick would name a natural son John, 
after the birth of his legal son and heir named John. If this hypothesis is valid, then the natural 
son would be a prime candidate to be the father of Rev. John. 


Since Rev. John Vans finished Cambridge in 1605, there hardly was enough time for him to 
have been born and finish in 1605 and be the son of Sir John Vans, even if the marriage of Sir 
John did take place in 1587 indicated by the gift of his marriage by King James VI. A copy of 
that document is included in this newsletter. The seal of Barnbarroch was used on the will of 
Rev. John in Ireland, and by this new discovery of a documented natural son of Sir Patrick, 
would give Rev. John a valid reason to use that seal, if that natural son was his father. 


It is interesting to note that the third document involves land in Donegal County, Ireland. 
Balbirnie stated that descendants of Rev. John settled in Donegal Co. Ireland. The document 
also indicates “natural son” John had a son-in-law named John Gienndinning. There was a well 
known family during that time frame named Glendinning in the Peewee area, which raises the 
question of reading the very old writing in the translation. 


In the eons of time, other documents may surface with absolute proof this natural son of Sir 
Patrick Vans, named John Vans, was the father of Rev. John Vans of Kilmacreenan. At this 
point in time, he appears to be the best candidate.

“Have you any near relatives in either the Union or Confederate service?” « had two sons in 
the rebel army. I never so supplied them.” 


“Have you held any office under the United States Government since the war?” “Was not under 
said disabilities. Was appointed registrar of election and took the Iron-clad oath.” 


TESTIMONY OF CAROLINUS BOYD (Age 66) 

“T have known James J. Vance some thirty years in Newton County when I was farming. I lived 
about 5 miles from him and talked with him frequently on the subject of the war. I was a Union 
man and he so regarded me. He always told me he was a Union man and opposed to the rebels. 
We had to talk secretly.” 


“Was claimant ever molested on account of his Union sentiments?” “I have heard that he was 
arrested and badly treated by the rebels.” 


TESTIMONY OF LEMUEL D. MOORE (Age 50) 
“T have known James J. Vance 23 years in this county. I lived about 3 miles from him. Talked 
frequently about the war. I was a Union man and the claimant so regarded me. He expressed

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STONE CAUSES STIR 
From the Lexington (Texas) Leader Newspaper 
Submitted by Robert “Bobby” Vance 


“_..one of our neighbors was cleaning up in their back yard and gresseweosen > 9 
found a piece of Lexington history. They had removed an old epee: 
building from their property and started removing all the old 

trash left behind when they noticed some pieces of what | 
appeared to be concrete just under the soil. After removing the 
top piece lying on another, they noticed some writing on the . 
bottom stone. After cleaning it a bit, they noticed that the stone § 
was a grave marker. 


The Lexington Police were called and when the officer arrived &@ 
he began cleaning off the stone so that the name, date of birth, 
and date of death could be seen. ‘In Memory of Sallie Ann,’ 
“Wife of Drury Vance’ was seen. 


Then after further cleaning ‘Born Jan. 17. 1798 Died Nov. 22, 
1855.’ The officer photographed the grave marker. The officer 
then spoke with Mr. Bobby Vance of Lexington who stated 
that Sallie Ann was his Great-Great-Grandfather’s Sister-in-law. Mr. Vance said that he had 
been working on the genealogy of their family and was of course very interested in finding out 
this information. 


After further investigation, it was learned that Mr. Frank Ahrendt had stored this tombstone at 
the old Texaco station that was located where Lexington’s old Post Office now stands. Mr. 
Ahrendt moved the tombstone to his house when the Texaco station closed in the mid-fifties. 
This story was verified by Mr. Ahrendt’s children, who remember the stone being at the Texaco 
station when their dad owned it. 


Bobby Vance provided the Leader with information about Sallie Ann. Sallie Ann Vance was 
~ born in Bourbon County, Kentucky, 18 January 1798, the daughter of John Vance and Sallie 
Routt. 


John Vance was born 20 November 1769, the son of Andrew Vance (born 25 December 1735 
in Frederick County, Virginia) and Ann Ramey. 


Drury Vance was born 20 August 1797, probably in Georgia or Kentucky, to Patrick Vance and 
Sarah Harrington. 


John Vance and Drury Vance have been named soldiers in the war of 1812 and Andrew Vance 
and Patrick Vance are said to be soldiers of the Revolutionary War. Patrick is shown to have 
participated in the Battle of Kettle Creek, 14 February 1779, for which he received bounty land 
located in Wilkes County, Georgia.

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A marriage record for Sallie Ann Vance and Drury Vance is found in White County, Illinois 
dated 20 August 1819, although it is also reported that the marriage occurred in Christian 
County, Kentucky. 


A son, Charles Patrick Vance, wrote, ‘My father and mother were both name Vance and it was 
supposed they were not related. My parents left Grant County, Kentucky in the year 1832 or 
1833, expecting to go to Texas, but went instead to Lincoln County, Tennessee, where my 
mother’s brother, William, lived, expecting that he would to with us. We made a crop in 
Tennessee and then concluded to go to Alabama...where we settled in Benton County. Father 
bought land there and opened up a farm and lived there until 1839. He then sold out and started 
to Texas...After passing Little Rock and while in camp one night, father lost one of his carriage 
horses that pulled mother and the young children. When he was looking around to buy a horse 
to replace the dead one, he found his sister, Lydia Owen. They had not met or heard of each 
other for twenty or twenty-five years. And his sister and family prevailed on him to stop in 
Arkansas a few years till the Texas Republic was better established and peace was made with 
the Indians and Mexicans. So Father bought a farm in Jefferson County, Arkansas, and 
remained in the country until he moved to Texas in 1845.’ 


Drury and Sallie first settled in Houston County, Texas, near Crockett. It is believed that they 
moved to Lexington, Burleson County, about 1852. 


This sister, Lydia Owen, was the mother of Lydia Echols Owen, wife of Andred Marion Dodd, | 
often mentioned in the early history of Lexington. 


This son, Charles Patrick Vance, helped build the Dodd’s house in Lexington, and later worked 
in the Dodd Store. He was later a storekeeper here in Lexington, and instrumental in the 
founding of Taylor, Texas. | 


Monuments in the Vance family plot in the Taylor City Cemetery, Taylor, Texas, list Drury and 
Sallie Ann, as well as other members of the family, and it has been presumed that they were 
buried in the plot there. However, since Taylor was not founded until the 1870’s, it seems more 
likely that the actual burial was here in the Lexington area, but it is not known exactly where. It 
is also assumed that memorial markers were placed in the plot in Taylor.

William Routt Vance; born 20 September 1820, died 29 August 1909, never married. 

Mary Jane Vance, born 4 March 1822.

10210 South, South Jordan, Utah 84095. Steve works closely with the programmers that produce PAF and that increases the 
stability of his programs. I would appreciate hearing about the experiences, good or bad, of the membership with other 
genealogical software. I will be glad to edit and publish the opinions.

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NEWTON COUNTY VANCES 
by Kathleen Mason 


The Federal Government sent its surveyors into East Central Mississippi in 1832 to 
establish the ranges, townships and sections by which Mississippians now identify the property 
they own. Shortly after these men opened their compasses and positions their tripods and 
transits to establish bench marks in the former Choctaw lands, settlers began moving into 
southern Neshoba County; and by 1834, quite a number of people made permanent settlements. 
In 1836 Newton County was created from the southern half of Neshoba, and people continued to 
migrate into Eastern Mississippi, and between 1840 and 1850 the population in Newton County 
nearly doubled. The word had spread into Alabama and Georgia concerning the mild climate, 
good soil, abundant water and the fine timber. Soon families from the Carolinas and Virginia 
began to join the early settlers. 

There were Irish families among the first settlers in Newton County. Some came from 
Alabama and Georgia, but others came directly from the old county of Ireland. Those who came 
directly from the Emerald Isle sailed to the port of Mobile and then up the Tombigbee into 
Alabama and Mississippi Just as the Irish who settled in Alabama named their community 
"Auburn" after the town in Irish poet Oliver Goldsmith's poem "The Deserted Village," those 
Irishmen named their communities "New Ireland" and "Enn" in honor of their ancestral home. 
Those families with an Irish background who settled by the mid 1800's were the Vances, 
Blackburns, Dowdles, Frenches, Galuts, Willises, Hogans, Mercers, and Davidsons. 

The main reason for this group of immigrants leaving Ireland was to secure land. Due to 
the large population in the old country, a person owning eight acres of land was known as a 
landlord and could make a living renting this land. Also, there was a bitter hatred existing 
between the Protestants in the north and the Catholics in the south. On July 12th of each year 
the two sects would meet on the River Boyne and fight all day with sticks, rocks and fists. At 
the close of the day the fighters would retire to their respective sections to await the next July 
12th. 

One group of Vances sailed from Belfast, Ireland to Mobile. This trip across the Atlantic 
took eight weeks. Thomas Vance settled with his family around New Orleans, but decided to 
move near relatives in Newton County. On that trip Thomas became ill and died in Jackson, 
Mississippi, and is buried there. Thomas' daughter Margaret came on to the Erin community and 
married a cousin David Vance in 1850. These Vances had the traditional auburn or red hair, 
had fair complexion and a mischievious twinkle in their eyes. 

The original one-room church building at New Ireland was built by Jim Vance. It was 
built of hand-hewn timbers joined by wooden pegs. The floors and walls were made of hand- 
dressed yellow pine boards. This building was first used as an interdenominational church for 
the entire Irish Community. Only six miles away, church records at Erin Presbyterian Church in 
1866 indicate that seventeen adults, members of Irish families signed a pledge promising to pay 
the minister, Parson Bailey, a yearly salary of $128.50 to preach one Sunday each month. 
Among the Vances who signed the pledge was Thomas Vance, T. J. Vance and David Vance. 
This was the period immediately following the Civil War, and this salary was considered as 
generous. 

Many of the Vances lived to the advanced ages of up to 92 years of age, and had a large 
number of descendants. When Thomas J. Vance and wife Mary died, they left over 300 
descendants. They cherished a few hetrlooms from the past. In a 1936 Historical Research 
Project, T. S. Vance of Union and D. F. Vance of Decatur, both were farmers and grandsons of 
Thomas J. Vance were interviewed. D. F. Vance had a pegging awl which his grandfather 
Thomas Vance used in the making of shoes in Ireland and in Newton County. T. S. Vance had a 
counterpane woven out of flax spun in 1840 by Peggy Dollar who married a Vance. Though 
yellowed with age, it was still in a good state of preservation, and highly prized by its owner. 
He also had a bedstead bought in Mobile, Alabama in 1861. The headboard and footboard were 
solid walnut wood, with quarter-sawed post that were turned. He also has in his collection a 
broad axe which was purchased by his uncle, John Vance, in 1844 from a merchant in Decatur. 
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This axe was used as a carpenter's tool in hewing articles for the house made from logs. It was 
being used as a short-handled axe as late as 1938. A clock that he learned to tell time by over 70 
years [1860] was also a prized possession, as it belonged to his grandfather. 

Newton County, as well as the whole state, is a better place today, because over 140 
years ago some Irish families decided to stop and stay a while. 

The oldest three Vance males in this group of Vances were James Vance Sr. b. ca 
1795/1800, Francis (Frank) Vance b. 1790 and Thomas Frank Vance b. ca 1800. Their 
relationship is not documented whether they were brothers or cousins. Listed on the Passenger 
List of the ship Liverpool on December 17, 1845 were: Thomas Vants 12, David Vants, 18, 
Mary Vants 11, and Mathilda 4. The master of the ship that sailed from Belfast, Ireland was 
Swinfew. The names and ages of the first three passengers fit the profile of the children of 
James Vance Sr., who may have arrived ahead of his family. See Ireland Research NL Jan 
1991, pg. 28/9 for probable census records of these families and NL Jan 1990 Tithe Applotment 
List. Note the faith of those in County Londonderry, Ireland was Presbyterian, just as it was in 
Newton County, MS. The area in the census record in Ireland is not far from Bellaghy, Ireland, 
the home of Sarah Vance Moore of Kemper Co. Ms. See NL Jan 1991, pg. 16/8. Also See NL 
April 1994 pg. 48 for article on Sarah Vance Moore's brother, George Vance of Kemper 
County. Both sets of Vances know they are ‘kin’ but it is not yet documented exactly where the 
cousin kinship is. The Ballymacombs area in Ireland, probable home of the Newton County 
group, from the census records, is only two or three miles from Bellaghy, Ireland, documented 
by Bible Records as place of marriage by Sarah Vance Moore. Research continues to ascertain 
the exact relationship.

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John Vance 


John Vance of Sullivan County, Tennessee was recently identified as one of the 
nine children of Samuel and Sarah Colville Vance, thanks to Vance Family 
Association members and historian, Kathleen Mason. (VFA Newsletter, July, 1994, 
pg. 74-75) Despite this revelation, much of John's life remains a mystery; no 
bible, marriage, cemetery, or will records have been located. What is known 
about John comes from letters, a few miscellaneous records, and Sullivan County 
deed books. All other Sullivan County records were destroyed when the courthouse 
burned during the Civil War. 


John was probably born between 1740 and 1756 in Frederick County, Virginia and 
spent his early life there. John's siblings were Robert, David, Joseph, Samuel, 
Margaret Vance Lusk Piper, Sarah Vance Vail, Elizabeth Vance Blackburn, and an 
unknown ninth child. John married Sarah Marquis. A reference to their marriage 
is found in Marquis family records: "Sarah married John Vance, resided on 
Holstein, Virginia." Sarah Marquis was probably born between 1750 and 1760 to 
Thomas and Mary Colville Marquis. Sarah's parents both died before 1765, leaving 
Sarah, two sisters, and four brothers to be raised by their uncle, John Wilson. 
John and Sarah Marquis Vance reportedly had a large family of sons and daughters. 
Presently, only four children are identified: Samuel, Thomas M., David, and 
Ruthea. 


Further knowledge of John's life and family is contained in a letter written the 
August 26, 1786, by John and Sarah to John's brother, Capt. Robert Vance at 
Vance's Fort. (VFA Newsletter, Oct, 1987, pg. 81) A passage in the letter 
provides an insight to John's prior residence near Robert. "I wish you would see 
att. John Veaic whether he has sold the land or not and if he has not you would 
take some pains to sel it to the best advantage you can. I would write to John 
but I have not time and many to write to that I cannot write to all therefore one 
letter must serve two. I purpose if God spares me to come and see you next 
summer or fall and would be glad if the land would be sold that we might settle 
when I come." The name "John Veaic" was probably an error in transcription from 
the original letter and may have been a reference to John Vail. John Vail was 
married to Sarah Vance, sister of John and Robert, and lived near Capt. Robert 
Vance in Allegheny Co., PA. (VFA Newsletter, Oct., 1994, pg. 118-121) 


John and Sarah Vance were living in Sullivan County when the letter was written 
to Robert. A reference in the letter to Robert indicates that John lived near 
his mother and brother: "Mother is well but I shall say nothing about her as I 
expect she will write to you herself. Brother Samuel and family is well...." 
John's residence in Sullivan County was near present day Bristol, Tennessee less 
than 20 miles from the residence of his mother and brother, Samuel, who lived 
near Abingdon, Virginia. Abstracts of John's land deeds and tax records in 
Sullivan County are as follows: 


° 30 Aug 1783, John Vance of Sullivan County, North Carolina purchased 
400 acres in Sullivan County, N.C. from John Laughlin and Robert 
Craig, the only surviving executors of John Laughlin, deceased, for 
the sum of 187 pounds 11 shillings. (DB 1, pg. 186-187) Note: 
Sullivan County was formed fram Washington County, North Carolina in 
1779. Tennessee became a state on 31 May 1796. 
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° 3 Aug 1792, John Vance Esquire, remained indebted to John Laughlin 
and Robert Craig, executors for John Laughlin, deceased, for the sum 
of 145 pounds 10 shillings and a sixpence, for 400 acres of land; 
payment due 1 Aug 1794. Registered 5 Oct 1792. (DB 2, pg. 554-555) 
. 2 Aug 1792, The original transaction of 30 Aug 1783 is repeated. 
Registered 10 Nov 1792. (DB 2, pg. 556) 
° 1796, Tax Record, John Vance, Esquire; 400 acres. 
° 1797, Tax Record, John Vance; 400 acres. 
e 17 Nov 1798, John Vance of Sullivan County, Tennessee sold 285 acres 


to David Smith of Washington County, Virginia for the sum of $1140. 
(DB 3, pg. 206-207) 


. 31 Jul 1799-20 Nov 1799, Moses Musgrave of Sullivan County, 
Tennessee mortgaged 108 acres of land to Mary Johnson of Carter 
County, Tennessee. In August, 1799, Moses Musgrave verbally agreed 
to sell his mortgaged 208 acres to John Vance for $400. The land is 
located on both sides of Beaver Creek on the main road from Abingdon 
to Jonesboro, joining land of David Smith, Woolery Bealor, Jacob 
Bealor, Edward Richards and Joseph Bealor. Mary Johnson assigned 
her interest in the mortgaged property of Moses Musgrave to John 
Vance for consideration. The sale of 208 acres to John Vance is 
recorded 25 Nov 1799. (DB 3, pg. 264-269) 


Although, no further sale or purchase of land is recorded for John Vance, his 
name appears in two other deed book entries. 


© ® 15 Aug 1805, Jacob Bealor and John Vance Esq., executors for Ulrich 
Bealor, deceased, purchased lot 15 in the town of Greenfield for the 
benefit of the Ulrich Bealor heirs. The lot was purchased from 
Wallace Wiloughby for the sum of $15. (DB 4, pg. 660-661) 


° 8 Oct 1816, Thomas Vance of Warren County, Tennessee, John Vance and 
David Vance of Sullivan County put up a bond of obligation for $1000 
to David Bushong. The bond protected David Bushong from an claims 
occurring from the sale of three tracts of land belonging to Edward 
Richards, deceased, and sold by Thomas Vance to David Bushong on the 
16 Oct 1816. The bond to be voided in the absence of claims. (DB 
7, Pg. 254) 


Of the original 400 acres, John sold 285 acres to David Smith. No disposition 
of the other 115 acres is recorded in the deed books. If John retained the 115 
acres, it was probably in close proximity to the 208 acres John purchased from 
Moses Musgrave. The 208 acre parcel bordered on the land John sold to David 
Smith. John's son, David, remained in Sullivan County and probably inherited the 
208 acres (more or less) from his father. Land transferred by will was not 
usually recorded in the deed books. In the 1837 Sullivan County tax list, David 
is recorded with 243 acres. David made his only land purchase in 1837 when he 
bought 43 acres bordering on his "own" land. 
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When John purchased the land on Beaver Creek, one of his neighbors was Edward 
Richards. John and Edward were more than neighbors, their offspring married. 
John's son, Thomas M., married ist, Katharine Richards; 2nd, Elenor Richards; 
both daughters of Edward Richards. John's daughter, Ruthea, married Richard 
Richards, Edward's son. 


In many of the preceding documents, John's name is followed by the title, 
"Esquire". John was appointed Justice of the Peace for Sullivan County, North 
Carolina in 1788. Perhaps "Esquire", was added as a sign of respect for his 
position as Justice of the Peace. 


Mention of Sarah's death was found in a letter written by David Vance of North 
Carolina (son of John's brother, David) to David Vance of Abingdon (son of John's 
brother, Samuel). In the May 25, 1823 letter, David of North Carolina states he 
heard "Uncle John's wife was dead" and asks for details. This letter places 
Sarah's death prior to May 25, 1823. 


An additional reference not only indicates that John survived Sarah, but provides 
an insight to his religious beliefs. John Vance was one of the charter members 
of the Paperville Presbyterian Church when it was organized in April, 1824. No 
further record of John is found after this date. However, the 1830 Sullivan 
County census shows an 80 to 930 year old male living with son, David and his 
family. The 80 to 90 year old male could be John. If true, this places his 
death between 1830 and 1837, when son, David was shown in the tax records owning 
John's former land.

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Samuel Vance 


Samuel Vance was born between 1770-1780 to John and Sarah Marquis Vance. Joseph 
Vance of Sevier County, Tennessee names Samuel in his will as the oldest son of 
his brother, John Vance. Joseph left his nephew, Samuel, 5 "doggs" and Samuel's 
son, Joseph Vance, the sum of $40.00 in his will. 


Samuel probably left Sullivan County, Tennessee as a young adult. He was living 
with his family in Grainger County, Tennessee at the time of the 1810 census. 
Census records indicate many of Samuel's neighbors in Grainger County were the 
Beelers. The Beelers were also former neighbors of his father, John, in Sullivan 
County. Samuel died prior to March 2, 1839, when the inventory of his estate was 
filed in Grainger County Court. Samuel's heirs were listed in the final 
settlement of his estate on August 8, 1842: his widow, Mary "Polly" and 
children, John Vance, Hannah Vance, Anna Vance Beeler, Joseph Vance, Samuel A. 
Vance, Mary Vance, and Saray Vance. 


Marriage records found for some of Samuel's children listed are: 
Anna Vance to Peter Beeler, December 21, 1831 in Grainger Co., TN. 
Joseph Vance to Elisabeth Long, March 26, 1835 in Green Co., TN. 
Alexander (Samuel A.) to Nancy Townsley, August 15, 1840 in Grainger Co., 
TN. 
Mary Jane Vance to Mathew Railey, June 20, 1846, Grainger Co., TN. 


The Grainger County census for 1810, 1820, and 1840, show more individuals living 
in Samuel and Mary's household than the seven heirs listed in Samuel's final 
estate settlement. Some of the individuals could be children who died, moved 
away or perhaps grandchildren. By the 1850 census, Mary was living in Claiborne 
County, Tennessee. The census indicates Mary was "insane". Hannah Vance, listed 
as an heir, was living with Mary and several younger individuals. Was Hannah a 
daughter-in-law and Samuel Vance, 23, and Winny Robinson, 20, her offspring? The 
following 1850 census records were located for five of Samuel's heirs.

Thomas M. Vance was born February 11, 1782, to John and Sarah Marquis Vance. 
Thomas was probably named after his maternal grandfather, Thomas Marquis. Thomas 
married Katharine Richards, about 1804 in Sullivan County, Tennessee. Katharine 
Richards was born July 1, 1782 in Maryland, to Edward and Jane Root Richards. 
Sometime prior to 1816, Thomas, Katharine and their family moved to Warren 
County, Tennessee. Katharine Richards Vance died May 15, 1816, probably in 
Warren County, Tennessee.

On July 6, 1816 in Warren County Court, Jane Root Richards gave her son-in-law, 
Thomas M. Vance, power of attorney to conduct business in her behalf for the 
estate of her late husband, Edward Richards. (Edward Richards died November 
1807.) 


° On October 16, 1816 in Sullivan County, Tennessee, Thomas Vance of 
Warren County, Tennessee sold to David Bushong, three parcels of 
land belonging to Edward Richards, deceased. (DB 7, pg. 160-164.) 


° On 16 October 1816 in Sullivan County, Tennessee, Thomas Vance of 
Warren County, John Vance and David Vance of Sullivan County put up 
a bond of obligation for $1000 to David Bushong. The bond protected 
David Bushong from any claims occurring from the sale of the three 
parcels of land belonging to Edward Richards, deceased, and sold by 
Thomas Vance to David Bushong. The bond to be voided in the absence 
of any claims. (DB 7, pg. 254) 


Thomas M. Vance married Elenor Richards, probably in Warren County, in either 
late 1816 or early 1817. Elenor, the younger sister of Katherine and daughter 
of Edward and Jane Root Richards, was born November 7, 1795 in Sullivan County, 
Tennessee. Thomas, Elenor, and their family moved to Rutherford County, 
Tennessee after 1820. The area of Rutherford County in which Thomas resided 
became Cannon County, Tennessee in 1836.

Thomas M. Vance died July 17, 1862; Elenor Richards Vance died October 8, 1882, 
both in Cannon County, Tennessee. Thomas and Elenor were buried in the Vance 
Cemetery, located on their farm near Rush Creek in Cannon County, Tennessee. 


Marriage dates were taken from official records, while the birth and death 
records were copied by Samuel D. Vance, grandson of Thomas and Elenor Vance, from 
the Thomas M. Vance bible. Samuel recorded the dates in pencil on four sheets 
of stationery and some areas are barely legible. The following records are 
transcribed exactly as written on the four sheets.

David Vance 


David Vance, son of John Vance and Sarah Marquis Vance, was born ca. 1792 in 
Sullivan County, Tennessee. David married Rebecca (Smith?) about 1818 in 
Sullivan County. Rebecca was born ca. 1793 and died between 1850 and 1860. 


David stayed in Sullivan County and apparently inherited his father's land. 
Sullivan County deed books show the following entries for David:

David's sons, John W. and Thomas M. Vance built the railroad station, known as 
Vance's Tank, near Zollicoffer (now Bluff City). (VFA Newsletter, Oct., 1993, pg. 
112) 


David's will was written on May 23, 1866 and proven, July 3, 1866 in Sullivan 
County. He left his land to Solomon, David, and Samuel, with the provision that 
they would pay his other children an unspecified amount for their share of the 
estate. Solomon to have clock, part of farming and mechanical tools and bed. 
David to have rifle, part of farming and mechanical tools. Elizabeth to have 
bureau. 'Maria' to have cupboard. (WB 1, pg. 61) 


Ruthea Vance Richards 


Ruthea Vance, daughter of John and Sarah Marquis, was born October 12, 1795 in 
Sullivan County, Tennessee. Ruthea married Richard Richards about 1820 in 
Sullivan County. Richard was born August 10, 1793 in Maryland, to Edward and 
Jane Root Richards. 


Ruthea and Richard left Sullivan County prior to 1830. In the 1830 census, they 
were residing in McMinn County, Tennessee. Richard Richards died August 21, 1834 
in McMinn County. Little is known of Ruthea after her husband's death. However, 
will books and court records provide some additional information on her children. 


Daniel Richards, Richard's brother, was appointed guardian for Richard and 
Ruthea's children on December 4, 1834. Their children were: John, Elijah, 
Edward, Samuel, Daniel, Elenor, Elizabeth, and Susannah. (CR 4, pg. 216) On the 
same date, Elijah L. Richards was bound as an apprentice to Richard Kelly and 
John V. Richards was bound as an apprentice to Benjamin Ragsdale. (CR 4, pg. 
217) On January 19, 1842, the guardian received funds from the estate of John 
Vance, deceased. (WB D, pg. 53) On April 11, 1849, the guardian received cash 
from John Vance, deceased, willed to said heirs, $50. (WB E, pg. 41)

Another Vance Family 


While researching Sullivan County deeds, it became apparent that another 
Vance family lived in early Sullivan County, Tennessee. The names are 
familiar; John, David, John, and Sarah, which has added to the confusion. 
However, as facts developed for John and Sarah Marquis Vance and John and 
Mary King Vance, it became clear that the following five deeds did not 
belong to either of them. 


° 19 Mar 1785, John Vance of Sullivan County, North Carolina purchased 
200 acres on Sinking Creek from Jacob Gardner of 'Sparkingburg', 
South Carolina for 100 pounds. Witness: Thomas Sharp Signed by: 
Jacob Gardner (DB 1, pg. 294-296) 


° 22 Sep 1794, The heirs of John Vance, deceased, of Sullivan County, 
Territory South of the Ohio, purchased 128 acres on Kendricks Creek 
from David Perry for the sum of 50 pounds Virginia currency. 
Witness: Walter Johnson, William Evens Signed by: David Perry (DB 
2, pg. 770-771) 
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° 16 Sep 1802, John Houser and David Vance of Jackson County, : 
Tennessee sold 200 acres on Sinking Creek to John Profitt of :

John Vance (Sr.) was living in Sullivan County when the Sinking Creek 
property was purchased. John (Sr.) died sometime after the purchase of 
the Sinking Creek property, March 19, 1785, but before September 22, 1794, 
when the land on Kendricks Creek was purchased by his heirs. From the 
deeds, it appears John (Sr.) had two heirs, David and John (Jr.). David 
probably lived on the Sinking Creek property and John (Jr.) lived on the 
Kendricks Creek land. 


Two deeds were recorded for the sale of the Sinking Creek property. Both 
deeds show 200 acres on Sinking Creek sold to John Profitt for 200 pounds. 


The only difference in the two deeds is the name of one seller. The 
sellers listed in the 1802 deed were John Houser and David Vance; in 
the 1808 deed, the listed sellers were David Vance and John Vance. The 
1808 deed was possibly written to correct the name on the 1802 deed, from 
John Houser to John Vance. The name error may have occurred when the deed 


was written or recorded. 


John (Jr.) and David were residents of Jackson County, Tennessee by 
October 16, 1802, assuming the original sellers of the Sinking Creek 
property were John Vance {Jr.) and David Vance. When the Kendricks Creek 
property was sold by John (Jr.) and Sarah Vance in 1805, their residence 
was also listed as Jackson County. Since Sarah's name appears only on the 
sale of the Kendricks Creek land, it is assumed she was probably John's 
wife and not a sister. Note that in the sale of both properties (1805 
and 1808), John {Jr.) used a mark for his signature, indicating both deeds 
were signed by the same individual. 


Presently, no connection has been established between this family and the 
other known Vance families of Sullivan County. Can anyone identify this 
family?

Sarah Vance #3064 b. 1783, husband Samuel Rippey #3063, has connected to Samuel Vance 
Sr. and Jane Rannels. Samuel was the son of James Vance #960 (d. 1751 and Elizabeth Glass 
#961) of Frederick Co. Va. Jane Rannels was Samuel's first cousin, daughter of Mary (and ____ 
Rannels) Vance, sister of James Vance. Got that? David Vance Sr. #1246 (of Hite Trial) was 
the father of James Vance #960. Furthermore, she now knows that Sarah's sister Elizabeth 
(Betsy) married David Rippey (brother of Samuel Rippey), and sister Mary married William 
Sprowl. Elizabeth and Mary's marriages took place in Berkeley Co. Va. These three families 
moved to Kentucky, but the Sprowl family later moved to Indiana. Folks, just hang around 
long enough, and you too will find your ancestor. Thanks to the research of Virginia Lovett and 
Robert G. Vance of Atlanta (booklet by Jo Webb), your historian was able to forward 
information to Nan, and she now knows more about her family. A note from Nan: 'Thank you 
for sending the papers on Vance-Glass...It's very interesting; I'm gradually getting it all put 
together. The Vance family Association is a very good association to belong to. I'm glad I 
caught up with you after about six years of looking for my Vance.’ 


UPDATE - ROCKINGHAM/RUSSELL CO. VIRGINIA 


There is a marriage record 4 Feb. 1807 for William Vance #1322 and Nancy Burnsides #1015 in 
Rockingham Co. Va.. For some time this was thought to be the wife of William Vance #1322, 
son of Abner Vance Sr. #300. Abner has been documented in Pittsylvania, Montgomery and 
Russell Co. Va. A careful analysis of dates, time frame, location has now proven that Nancy 
Burnsides cannot be the bride of Abner's William Vance #1322. William's wife's name was 
Nancy, but the maiden name is unknown at this time, therefore the Burnside is deleted from the 
data base. We seek maiden name of Nancy #1015. 


This poses an interesting situation. There were several marriages in Rockingham Co. VA:

“About the year 1686, one John Eaton, George Eaton and June his 
wife, Sarah Eaton, and Samuel Jones, memvers of: a Baptist church 
residing in Llanddewi and Nantmel in Radnorshire ™.. and John Baker 
of Kilkenny, Ireland, and Samuel Vaus from England ... arrived and 
settled on the banks of the Pennepek (formerly Pemmepeka). 


In 1687 the Rev. Elias Keach of London came among them and 
baptized Joseph Aston and his wife, William Fisher and John Watts.” 


With Keach — making twelve — they formed a church in January 
1687, and made Samuel Vaus their deacon. Elias Keach, their first 
pastor, was the son of the famous Benjamin Keach of London, and he 
returned to England not many years afterwards. He was followed in the 
pastorate by John Watts, then Evan Morgan and Samuel Jones. Samuel 
Jones was born in the parish of Llanddewi, Radnorshire, on July 9th, 
1657. He was called to the ministry in 1697 and was ordained on 
October 23rd 1706. He died on February 3rd 1722, and was buried at 
Pennepek. 


After 1687, changes in circumstances, both in Britain and in Penn- 
sylvania, affected the flow of emigrants. In that year James II issued his 
‘Declaration of Indulgence’ and was anxious to have the support of the 
dissenters in his attempts to remove the disabilities of his Catholic co- 
religionists. William Penn was on terms of close friendship with James, 
and was placed in jeopardy by the revolution of 1688, but there was no 
renewal of the persecution of Nonconformists. Three decades of dogged 
and determined passive resistance compelled the passage of the Tol- 
eration Act in 1689. 


At the same time as the religious motives for emigration were & 
lessened political clouds hung over Penn. Between 1692 and 1694 he 
was deprived of the government of Pennsylvania. In Pennsylvania itself 
the Welsh hopes of a separate Welsh-speaking ‘Barony’ were cashed 
in 1691, when it was ordered that lands in the tract should be laid out 
to other purchasers, and the political influence of the Welsh was dim- 
inished by placing the townships of Radnor and Haverford in Chester 
County, while Merion was placed in Philadelphia County, so that in 
both units of administration the Welsh were in a minority. On the other 
hand the economic advantages of emigration to this peaceful and pros- 
perous colony were becoming more apparent, and good reports must 
have been flowing back to relatives and friends of the first settlers. 


One member of the family of James Morgan, of Vaynor, Nantmel, 
had left Radnorshire to live at Gwernevel, ie agaer aha This Cad- 
wallader Morgan is said to have been a Quaker who suffered greatly in 
the persecutions. He went out to Pennsylvania with the second party 
from Merionethshire, which set out from Mossom, Chester, on the 
‘Morning Star,’ in September 1683, and arrived at Philadelphia two 
months later. He had taken up his lands in Merion. It is probable that 
he wrote to his father and brothers at Vaynor, Nantmel, or they may 


have heard good reports from their former neighbours, John Evans and 
Ellis Jones.

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o As you know, we visited Vance, Belgium and requested 
historical information about the villages of Vance, Belgium 
and Vance, France. We received documents from the Belgian 
archives last October, but only recently received the French 
information. Translation has been slow, because it's being 
done on a time available basis, and some of the papers are 
written in old French, adding to the difficulty. However here 
are some of the gleanings and you can publish this because I 
believe it is of general interest. 


The following is from the papers from the Belgian Archives. 
The village of Vance, Belgium has written records surviving 
only since 1040, however there are references to the village 
during the reign of Charlemagne, about 840. 

The VANCE name is of German root, first spelled WANNES 
then VANS and finally VANCE. 

The written record lists the overlords of Vance beginning 
in 1040 as VANS, the spelling of VANCE does not occur until 
after 1100 A.D. Apparently Vance is of very ancient origin. 
Various Vances or their relatives are listed as overlords almost 
to the French Revolution, when records become rather confused. 


The following information has been received from the 
Archives of the Department of Sarthe, LeMans, France. The 
village of Vance, France is near LeMans and in the Department 
Of SARTHE. We have not gotten much translated from these 
documents, since they arrived recently. According to a census 
taken by the abbey of Calais in 1391 > the village named VANCE, 
was spelled VANSSAI, VANCZAI, VENCAY, and in antiquity was called 
VANSEIUM. They refer to “Fanum Cesaris Aug." The librarian 
at Penn State translates that as "A place dedicated to the 
gods by Cesear Augustus," so possibly this village site has 

& been occupied since the days of the Roman Empire. They also 
refer to visible Roman ruins near the village, and excavated 
artifacts.

The interesting part to me is the various ways Vance has 
been spelled, and how far back in history the name seems to 
occur. 

It's easy to arrive at various conclusions, from the little 
we have translated. You must remember that for centuries LATIN 
was the accepted written language, and was used for all legal 
documents, so latinized names will appear, and may give the 
appearance of greater age than is actually true. Spelling was 
very original also, since dictionaries and rules did not exist. 

We have not as yet been able to find any particular Vance 
who left France for England or Scotland. There dots seem to 
be a similarity between the Arms of Belgian Vance, French Vance 
and the Arms as listed in the Will of Rev. John Vance of 


Ireland. Probably only coincidence. . . 
Hopefully, as the papers are translated, more interesting 
information will be revealed. 


Although we have found many towns with VAUX in the name, 
only these two towns are named VANCE, and we wonder if the Vances 
migrated from what is now Belgium to France, or from France 
to both Belgium and Britain. 

Perhaps some of the members on the Vance tour may be 
interested in passing through Vance, France and taking some 
pictures and sharing them with us. 


We are encouraged in the desire for documenting all our 
research. 
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TRIVIA FROM KATHLEEN'S DESK 


I was recently reading some old letters and Joseph Gardner had commented on how much he 
enjoyed a small world bit of trivia.Sooo..here we go again. While in Nashville last summer our 
friends suggested we should visit Franklin, TN., a charming historic town, and hometown of 
Tom Pinkerton, who served as our Associate Historian before his untimely death. Franklin is a 
treat to visit, and I am disappointed some of you have not taken time out to go there and do some 
research in their fine library as requested in a back newsletter. They had a wonderful collection 
donated to them. See NL July 1993 pg 80. I recalled that there was a connection in Tom's family 
to a drug store. So, when we spotted a corner drug store, we went in and enjoyed a double dip 
of ice cream, sitting in the old fashioned ice cream parlor chairs, with the table to match... | 
thought of the many times that Tom probably did the same thing. 


About a month later, back in Jackson, I attended an antique show. Immediately I saw a booth 
from Franklin, TN., and inquired if the owner accidentally knew Tom Pinkerton. No, she did 
not. However, at that very moment, a man standing beside me spoke up and said "I know Tom 
Pinkerton!" He was working for the lady who had the booth. Our conversation began 
immediately, of course. He was Fred Hamilton, and his mother worked for the Pinkerton family 
for many years. He was delighted to get an update on the family. I told him Tom was deceased, 
but I still had contact with Virginia. His mother is now 87 years old. I wrote his name down, so 
I could pass this greeting on to Virginia. Would you believe the very next morning Virginia 
phoned me? She fondly remembered the family, and told me she had a family cookbook this 
family had printed, and many of Mrs. Pinkerton's recipes were in it. Since I had not finished 
browsing at the antique show, I decided to go back, and relay greeting to Fred Hamilton. He was 
so delighted that Virginia had called, and that she had a copy of the family cookbook. 


About three weeks later, I received a letter from Virginia, and she had just read the October 
Newsletter, and commented how much she enjoyed reading about our trip to Weaverville, NC 
(birthplace of Gov. Zeb Vance) and the meeting with R. C. and Vance Smith. She especially 
noted my comments about the ZEBULON B. VANCE LETTERS book, edited by Frontis W. 
Johnston. He taught Tom in the late 30's and 40's, and was a very popular teacher. Over the 
years he became Dean at Davidson College (where Tom later taught), and sometimes served as 
President between administrations. He received grants to work on the papers of Zebulon B. 
Vance. Virginia and Tom later lived up the hill from them, became good friends and talked 
many times about his dissertation, and the above mentioned book. Virginia commented that 
Tom would have laughed about my catching his friend in a couple of errors.. Those errors had 
to be cited, because of all the work that has gone on via the newsletters. Thanks, Virginia for the 
additional information on Dr. Johnston. It's a fine book to have in your library.

And the Vance Family Association enters the second decade of it’s existence. It is traditional 
for the incoming president to thank the outgoing president for his/her contribution. I would 
like to include all the founders of the VFA in my note of appreciation. So thank you Bill 
Huss, Vance Voss Smith, Marilyn Muller, Richard Vance and Kathleen Mason. Another 
note of appreciation is due those many researchers who continually supply our historian with 
excellent Vance material. Add to the list the generous volunteers who have compiled and 
typed the Subject Indexes and Name Indexes. We have come a long way from the five page 
newsletter of February 1985. My goal as your new president will be to keep us ‘on track’ 
and pointed towards an equally successful second ten years. 


Nashville Meeting. We had a lively meeting in Tennessee, highlighted by a bus tour of the city and a walking tour of 
the Hermitage. At the Saturday evening dinner we were treated to an absorbing talk by Sharon Macpherson the 
Hermitage historian.

Software. My comments on the software available for recording you family lineage has created quite a bit of 

interest. Several folks have contacted me about Family Tree Maker and I received the following from Wayne Wilson 

on Brother’s Keeper. | 
“I was interested in your comments on software. I agree with your three preliminary guidelines. However in 
some cases a well supported system may be available as shareware for trial purposes. It provides an inexpensive 
way to sample. As you point out the support available for the commercial version is an important consideration. 
I have had 3 versions of Brothers Keeper, the latest being 5.2. 1 have had no problems with any of them. While 
some of the versions may have fixed problems I am unaware of, the main changes seem to be adding features and 
improvements in ease of use. PAF is still my master system. I use Brother's Keeper for reports and printouts not 
available with PAF using GEDCOM to transfer data between the two. Thus, I do not have much experience with 


& entering data manually.” 
Thanks for the input Wayne, sounds like Brother’s Keeper is a reliable product. 
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Back to Family Tree Maker. I purchased the 2.01 deluxe CD Windows version and have converted my personal 
genealogy from PAF to FTM. That happened without a hitch. FTM produced a list of problems that it encountered 
during the conversion. There were only two or three items and they were my ‘garbage’ that I hadn’t cleaned up. | 
haven’t spent a lot of time with FTM but what I have seen so far, I like. It took me awhile to get used to moving 
around in the new software. With FTM I was a beginner, once again. Getting past that I ran across some excellent 
features. 


You can apply notes to a marriage (in PAF they have to be with the individual). 

There are categories of notes: facts, nicknames, medical, special relationships and addresses. 

There are great options for fonts, borders and shading as well as custom reporting. 

The ancestor and descendant charts can be made very attractive. 

There is a quick search on name from a table. A pick list style. 

You can add pictures and sound to an individual. However, this requires a large hard drive. 

There are research aids on the CD such as an index to the Social Security Death Index. (Yes, an index to an 
index) and indexes of some census records, mortality tables and other sources. I am sure this feature will be 
expanded making it even more useful. 


So far I have found the following negative. All my RIN’s (a number assigned by PAF to each individual) 
disappeared during the conversion. I thought I had selected an option of keeping the numbers but can’t locate them. 
This number is vital to the VFA database as we have many common names and refer to them with their RIN to 
ensure accuracy. FIM appears not to assign a unique number to each individual but it has a place to enter a 
reference number manually. This makes it difficult to use for a large, organization database. Other than that 
restriction, I have no hesitation about recommending Family Tree Maker version 2.01. We now need someone to 
submit their opinion on ‘Roots.’ 


Membership. Our sponsorship of local libraries and genealogical societies by the membership has stopped after a 
good, fast start. During our Nashville meeting we were privileged to visit the Tennessee State Archives. They have 
up to date, comprehensive records for researchers. But they don’t have the VFA newsletter! Ill kick it off again by 
sponsoring the Southern Ohio Genealogical Society in Hillsboro, Ohio. Please consider sponsoring a source in your 
state. The Allen County Library (Indiana) wrote that they appreciated our newsletter and would dearly love to have 
the back issues. Maybe a couple of you can split the cost. See the new product list for price of a ten year set. 


Database. We are closing in on 8000 names. The early family count continues to grow, there were a lot of Vances 
in Colonial America. Our historian feels we will be tying some key families together in the near future. If you 
haven’t submitted your early Vance (1840 and earlier) sibling sheets take a minute or two and get them in now. We 
could use a volunteer who would cross check the historical newsletter material to the database looking for missing 
early Vance lines. I would supply either printed lists from the database or a computer based list. Drop me a line if 
your interested.

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ANDREW JACKSON 
By Kathleen Mason 


For some years I have wished to write a comprehensive article on Andrew Jackson and 
his connection to the Vance family. There simply has not been enough research time. However, 
since the recent VFA meeting in Nashville and the visit to his home The Hermitage, I feel 
compelled to print just a teaser article concerning some specific time frames of his life. 

The Vance Connection. William Balbirnie wrote an eighty page book on the history of 


the Vance Family, An Account Historical & Genealogical From The Earliest Date Till The 
Present Time of the Family of Vance in Ireland, Vans in Scotland, Anciently Vaux in Scotland 


& England & Originally deVaux in France, Latin DeVallibus_ printed in 1860. This quest for his 
family history was at the request of his brother Robert Anstruther Balbirnie, who legally had his 


name changed and added Vance, but used the Scottish spelling of Vans. William Balbirnie's 
book concluded that Andrew Jackson's mother was Elizabeth Vance, daughter of John Vance 
of Coagh, Ireland. In his book page 37 he states that John Vance, who obtained a lease of a tract 
of land under the Act of Settlement in the Townland of Coagh had ...four sons... three 
daughters ..."the other married Andrew Jackson, of Magherafelt, who emigrated to America, and 
there gave birth to Andrew Jackson, the General, late President of the United States..." 

Page 41 he states ".....It is worthy of note respecting the two Messrs. William Vance of 
Antrim (the cousins we have just referred to) that they are the only persons we have ever met, 
who had an exact knowledge of the origin of the family in Great Britain. We have rarely met a 
Vance who did not express a distinct knowledge that the family of Ireland originally came from 
Scotland, but the Messrs. Vance, of Antrim, told us the family was originally French and all in 
England were descended from three brothers who came to England with William the Conqueror 
- that their authority was the late William Vance, father of the one, and uncle of the other. This 
old gentleman we very well knew - remember first to have seen him about or before the year 
1830, when he paid a visit to our parents in Glasgow, staying with us for two or three weeks. 
Our mother highly esteemed her second cousin, and he was a wondrous favourite with ourself, 
and we doubt not the rest of our brothers and father, we had subsequently the pleasure two or 
three times to visit him in Antrim, and found him exceedingly intelligent and entertaining. It is 
further worthy of note that his wife, the daughter of Margaret Vance, used to speak to her 
children of the Jacksons in Tubbermore and Fortwilliam, near Magherafelt, and that she was 
cousin to them. This is the family of whom General Andrew Jackson was a member, who was 
cousin german to our grandfather, John, and to his brother, Alderman James Vance, of course." 

He was not alone in his family with the knowledge of a kinship to President Andrew 
Jackson. His brother Robert Anstruther Balbirnie-Vans died in 1851 before the project was 
completed and before he paid his brother for his work. Robert had moved to Australia and had 
returned to Ireland/Scotland for a visit. After his visit he returned to Australia and suddenly 
died. He had been quite successful in Australia and his real estate endeavors in Australia added 
more weight to the Vance-Jackson connection. See Newsletter July 1989, pg. 87/9. 

Robert Anstruther Balbirnie-Vans developed some land in Australia, and to show the 


family history and sentiments, he laid out a subdivision, and named one street George Street, 
the next street Washington Street, the next street Andrew Street, and the next street Jackson 


Street. In his book Balbirnie explains that his grandfather Vance in Ireland had intended to 
go to the United States. However, when the American war broke out, an embargo prevented 
him from emigrating. When his only son was born he named him George Washington Vance. 
This was a statement of his feelings about not being able to leave. This George Washington 
Vance was the uncle of William Balbirnie and Robert Anstruther Balbirnie- Vans. The names of 
the streets in the subdivision in Australia give a very strong statement of the family's known 
family history that Andrew Jackson was a part of the Vance family. See plat at end of article. 
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When William Balbirnie came to the United States in the early 1770's, he was utterly 
appalled to find printed that President Jackson's mother was known as Elizabeth Hutchinson. He 
wrote a 68 page legal size manuscript! concerning same. He knew the strong family legend, 
with Jackson at nearby Magherafelt area. His manuscript concerning the ancestry of Andrew 
Jackson was almost identical to his original work, but much more was added. _I do not know if 
before his death he realized he was merely off a generation because of the duplicate names. 

My personal novice conclusion is that because of the duplicate names of Andrew and 
Elizabeth, that William Balbirnie was off one generation, i.e. Andrew Jackson Sr. married 
Elizabeth Vance, daughter of John of Coagh of Ireland, and they had a son Andrew Jackson Jr. 
who married Elizabeth Hutchinson. Elizabeth Hutchinson is generally accepted as the mother of 
President Andrew Jackson. 

American Patriot (1981) by Ronald Vern Jackson pg. 102, shows Elizabeth Vance, 
daughter of John of Coagh, Tyrone, Ireland married to Andrew Jackson, and their son Andrew 
Jackson married Elizabeth Hutchinson, parents of President Andrew Jackson. 


Mormon Fiche 6026027, Vital Records Ballinderry, Lower Cumber, Tamlaght, Northern 
Ireland, pg. 1-29 confirms that during William Balbirnie’s young lifetime and prior to the time he 
compiled his book in 1860 there were indeed Jacksons in the community near Coagh.

There are conflicting legends about Andrew's age. Some years ago, VFA member 
Virginia Roach referred me to Allan W. Eckert's book The Frontersmen. The following is a 
partial quote from his notes, pg. 706. I have personally verified the contents quoted by John H. 
James in Draper MSS Roll 78 Vol. 5 BB, pg. 79 and 125. 

"Despite claims by some biographers that Andrew Jackson was born in the Waxhaws 
District, Lancaster County, South Carolina, on March 15, 1767, there is good cause to believe 
this to be erroneous and that Jackson was, in fact, born at sea while his parents, Andrew and 
Elizabeth Hutchinson Jackson, were immigrating to American from County Antrim, Ireland, 
thus making him legally ineligible for the office of President of the United States, which he later 
assumed. Simon Kenton, in his own reminiscences, given verbally to Judge John James, who 
took them down in writing in Kenton's home in 1833, discussed his meeting and fighting with 
Andrew Jackson in the autumn of 1779. At different points in this narration, Kenton told Judge 
James that (1) "Jackson was certainly twenty-odd years at that time” and (2) "Jackson was one

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year older or younger than myself, I don't remember which." This would, of course, mean that 
Andrew Jackson was born in either 1754 or 1756. General Henry Lee in his notes in the Draper 
Collection fully corroborates Kenton's company during that encounter in 1779. Had Jackson 
been born, as biographers claim, in 1767, he would at this time have been only 12 years old and 
hardly apt to have been in command of a team of packhorse men (all of whom he had allegedly 
whipped) and employed in running the North Carolina/Virginia survey line..." 

In 1985 I was in contact with Harold D. Moser, Editor-Director of The Papers of Andrew 
Jackson, The University of Tennessee, Knoxville, TN.. He concluded in his letter to me 17 
August 1985, that the Andrew Jackson that Simon Kenton referred to was another Andrew 
Jackson. Much research has been done trying to resolve this conflict. He sent me a copy of The 
Other Andrew Jackson by Elliis Munson Goodwin, pg. 89/90 from National Genealogical 
Society Quarterly, June 1971, which states that two young men named Andrew Jackson lived for 
some years after the Revolution in the Salisbury area of North Carolina. One was Andrew the 
student who by 1787 held a license to practice law in Surry County, and was later to become 
President Andrew Jackson. The other was an assistant surveyor who by was on the Randolph 
County 1779 tax list on William Cole's list. By 1800 he lived in Randolph County with a large 
family. It was this Andrew, the surveyor, who left a record of unpaid tavern bills and 
questionable conduct, and whose deeds enlivened the pages of the many volumes written about 
President Andrew Jackson. This really seems to resolve this conflict by the simple matter of 
two men having the same name, and one later became president. Some chose to try to give the 
mis-deeds of the older Andrew Jackson to the younger one who became president. 

Another legend concerning the life of Andrew Jackson that may be questionable 
concerns an inheritance. The American Presidents by David C. Whitney, pg. 67 states "At 
sixteen he unexpectedly received an inheritance of between £300 and £400 from his grandfather, 
a well-to-do merchant who had died in Ireland. But instead of purchasing a farm or going to 
college, the boy squandered the money on clothes, horse races, dice, and the gay life of the 
taverns of Charleston, South Carolina.” 

The above transaction does not seem possible, since he was a minor. If he did indeed 
inherit money the funds would have been placed in a guardianship for him and not handed over 
to him. 

Mr. Moser in his letter to me 6 Nov. 1985 seems to think this legend began with 
Augustus Carey Buell, in his two volume History of Andrew Jackson, which showed not a single 
document as evidence to any of his stories about Andrew Jackson. Several authors quoted him, 
and the legend continued on, without any documentation of foundation. Buell may have gotten 
the idea about Andrew Jackson's inheritance from the letter from William McCully, an alleged 
cousin of Andrew Jackson, who took it upon himself to 'trace the ancestry of President Andrew 
Jackson’ and take it to America to him. I had Kathleen Neill, Chief Executive of Irish Heritage 
Association to do research in Ireland in an attempt to find the document that would show 
Andrew Jackson inherited from his grandfather. She was our Vance Tour Leader at the 1984 trip 
to Scotland and Ireland. She could find nothing regarding an inheritance. I gave her the name 
of George Birch, document attested 29 Sept. 1821 as shown in National Genealogical Society 
Quarterly, sent to me by VFA member Liz Gordon years ago. Kathleen Neill did find reference 
to George Birch, but not in connection with any inheritance. It seems from a careful study of 
McCulley's letter, that Birch merely attested the signature of McCulley. There was no real 
reference to any documentation and date regarding an inheritance. So, the story about Andrew 
Jackson receiving £300 or £400 inheritance in Charleston and blowing it seems to have no 
foundation. It just added more 'color' to his character, and unfortunately the legend continued to 
be printed. 

Perhaps these references will correct the legends that have been printed about Andrew 
Jackson that are of interest to the Vance family. If you have further documentation, please 
share.

NASHVILLE, APRIL 10th, 1806 - - pp. 27-30 


Remarks on the management of the scalped head. By Dr. Mr. James Robertson, of Nashville in the State of 
Tennessee. Communicated to the Editor by Felix Robertson, MD, of Nashville. 


In the year 1777, there was a Doctor Vance about the Long Island of Holston, who 
was there attending on the different garrisons, which were embodied on the then frontiers 
of Holston, to guard the inhabitants against the depredations of the Cherokee Indians. This 
Doctor Vance came from Augusta County, in Virginia. In March of the same year, 
Frederick Calvit was badly wounded and nearly the whole of his head skinned. Doctor 
Vance was sent for, and staid several days with him. The skull bone was quite naked, and 
begun to turn black in places, and, as Doctor Vance was about to leave Calvit he directed 
me, as I was stationed in the same fort with him, to bore his skull as it got black, and he 
bored a few holes himself to show the manner of doing it. I have found that a flat pointed 
straight awl is the best instrument to bore with, as the skull is thick, and somewhat difficult 
to penctratc.. When the awl is ncarly through, this instrumcnt should be morc lightly borne 
upon. The time to quit boring is when a reddish fiuid appears on the pomt of the awl. I 
bore, first, about one inch apart, and, as the flesh appears to rise mn these holes, I bore a 
number more between the first. The flesh will rise considerably above the skull and 
sometimes raise a black scale from it, about the thickness of common writing paper. it ts 
weil to assist in getting off the scales of bone with the awl. These scales are often as large 
as a dollar, and sometimes even twice as large. 

It will take at least two weeks from the time of boring for it to scale. When the 
scale is taken off at the proper time, all beneath it will appear flesh like what we call proud- 
flesh, and as if there were no.bone under it. 

The awl may, at this time, and, indeed, for a considerable length of time, be forced 
through the flesh to the bone without the patient's feeling it; but after any part has united to 
that portion of the scalp which has remaining original skin it becomes immediately sensible 
to the touch. 

‘the scalped head cures very slowly and if this kind of flesh rise in places higher tan 
common, touch it with blue-stone water, dress it once or twice a day, putting a coat of lint 
over it every time you dress it, with a narrow plaster of ointment. 

It skins remarkably slow, generally taking two years to cure up. 

In the year 1781, David Hood was shot at this place with several balls and two 
scalps were taken off his head, and these took off nearly all the skin with had hair on it. I 
allended him, bored his skull, and removed from almost the whole of his head, such black 
scales as I have described ahove. It was tree of four years before his head skinned over 
entirely; but he is now living, and is well. 

In 1780, Richard Lancaster and Joel Staines were both wounded, scalped, and left 
for dcad. Thcsc persons were under my dircctions, and their hcads were bored as above 
described. They both got well, in the course of two years. 
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M. Baldwin and some others were scalped either in 1790 or 1791. Their skulls I 
also bored or directed to be done. They all recovered. 

I never knew on that was scalped, and bored as above directed, that did not 
perfectly recover. There is always part of the scalped head over which but little or no hair 
afterwards grows. 

In 1769, I saw a young man in South Carolina who had been scalped eight years 
before that timc, and about twicc the size of a dollar of the bone of his hcad was then 
perfectly bare, dry and black. I am persuaded that had his skull, even then, been bored, he 
might have recovered of the wound which put an end to his live about a year after I saw 
him, the naked portion of the bone having rotted, or mortified, and exposed the substance 
of his brain, a very considerable quantity of which issued out at the opening at his death.

Phyllis found her letter from Mary E. Karnes with additional information Donegal 
Presbyterian Church Records on Joseph Vance and other Vances in this general area. 

"Other than the one Vance buried which was Anna, wife of Joseph, I found only that 
Joseph was a trustee and that Anna was directress of the Donegal Female Religious Tract 
Society, probably a forerunner of the Woman's Missionary Society. That was in 1818 and she 
died in 1819." 

"Some other Lancaster County references were: marriage of David Vance to Catharine 
Swiney 17 Apr 1777 and John Collins to Catharine Vance 29 July 1792, a marriage license 6 
Dec 1797 issued to John Vance and Margaret McCullough. In Dauphine County David Vance 
was married to Isabella Lytle 26 Mar 1829." 

"There was a Donegal baptism of Anna Mary Vance 1821. We have few baptismal 
records." 

"At the Hanover (Dauphine Co.) Presbyterian Church, which is no longer in existence, 
Martha Vance was a member 1792-1827. A Charles Vance was an elder who attended 
Presbytery at Pequa in 1739, but no record as to what church he represented."

My grand parents John Coleman and Annie White (Hamilton) Cowan lived in the home 
William Thomas and Mary Ann "Mollie" (Vance) Cowan built in Fayetteville, Lincoln 
County, Tennessee. [ visited them almost every year during my childhood. We would sit 
on the large porch in the evening and I would listen to stories told by them about our 
families. Jacob Vance (born 1814) once lived in a large house down the road from my 
grand parents home. Mary Ann "Mollie" Vance, my great grandmother had lived with her 
uncle Jake and aunt "Miane" (Eddins) Vance and married at their home. My other great 
grandmother on my grandmother's side was Laura Eddins, a niece of Mary Ann "Miane" 
(Eddins) Vance. She too had lived with uncle Jake and her aunt "Miane" and married at 
their home. The old house burned long before I was born, but a gate to the road still 
stands. Uncle Jake was a large slave owner in the county and his slaves laid many of the 
rock fences up and down the road. The children of "Mollie" (Vance) Cowan and Laura 
(Eddins) Hamilton would marry; however neither great grand mother would live to see 
this marriage. My grandfather often said that although these two great grandmothers were 
not related by blood they had both grown up in the same household. Uncle Jake always 
had ice in the summer for tea, because Caney Creek would freeze in the winter and he 
would haul large blocks of ice which he had cut from the creek to a underground cave 
filled with saw dust and straw and the ice would last through the summer months. After 
"Mollie" married, it was Uncle Jake who gave Mollie and her husband their home. My 
grandparents put the present facade and did some improvement in the house, but I have 
photos of how the house look at the time William and Mollie (Vance) Cowan lived there. 
Today it is a bed and breakfast Inn owned by Paul and Betty Johnson. Betty always 
answers the phone "Cowan Plantation". I still visit the old home place. Uncle Jake, his 
wife and son, William Presley Vance, who died at the age of 25 are buried in a mausoleum 
at Rose Hill Cemetery in Fayetteville, Tennessee. 


My grandfather told me that John A. and Jacob Vance were brothers and that John A. had 
served in the Texas Republic Army receiving a bullet wound in the leg as well as a land 
grant in Texas. I discovered his records in the Texas State Archives and other records to 
substantiate what he told me about John A. Vance. John returned to Tennessee and later 
married Agness M. Gilmore in 1849 in New Hanover, North Carolina. At this date we do 
not know when or where John died, but we do know that he lived through 1860 and was 
in Madison and Limestone Counties, Alabama and Giles and Lincoln Counties Tennessee.

It is a huge stone 
mausoleum Jacob had his slaves build. I had the picture but had no idea where it was. 


My family spent last Thanksgiving with Corinne‘and her family in San Antonio. So you 
see that the On-Line services are extremely helpful.

few Vance/Lusk/Steen/Bogan researchers continue to publish 
incorrect information printed by the Rev. Moses Steen in his 
genealogies of the Steen family. In the first genealogy he stated 
that Sarah Steen was an unmarried daughter of Col. James Steen. In 
the revision it was stated that she was Sarah Vance, the wife of 


William Steen, son of Col. James Steen. Others later added that 
Sarah Vance was a daughter of Thomas Vance of Union Co., SC, and his 
first wife and that she married her stepbrother. (Eleanor Bogan 


Steen married (2) Thomas Vance. ) 


There is no documentation to prove that a Sarah Vance married a 
William Steen. There were two William Steens in Union Co., SC, in 
1790 and 1800: William Steen married to Nancy Agnes Lusk and William 
Steen married to Jane Young. Sarah Steen was involved in many land 
transactions in Union County, but they never refer to her as Mrs. or 
a widow. Although Rev. Moses Steen said she had three children after 
1810 and that her husband died in 1820, Sarah Steen shows up as the 
head of household in 1810. 


Sarah Steen was born in 1773 and died in Union Co., SC, on 31 Dec 
1851. According to the diary of Rev. James Saye, Sarah was the 
daughter of Col. James Steen and was never married but had a number 
of children. 


@ Some people also continue to write incorrectly that Col. James Steen 
had a daughter named Anabel Davis, per his abstracted will. 


I offer the following documentation on the Steen family in Union Co., 
SC. DAR has changed its records to reflect that William Steen who 
married Jane Young was the son of Col. James Steen. 


Will of James Steen dated 1779 names wife Elen....; daughter Jane; 
sons John, William, James, and Richard; and his "three youngest 
daughters", not named. Research is ongoing to trace the three 


youngest daughters of Col. Steen. It is believed they were Eleanor 
“Nellie” who married Samuel Montgomery; Martha "Patsey" who married 
Samuel Houston; and Sarah who never married. Jane was probably the 
widow of Gideon Smith, Sr.

It is probable that 
Nancy Steen was a daughter of Col. James Steen born after he made out 
his will. Nelly Steen, Thomas Steen, James Steen, William Steen, and 
Catherine "Katy" Steen were children of William Steen (son of Col. 
James Steen) and Jane Young. John Greer was the husband of their 
daughter, Jane. Their son, Christopher, died unmarried before this 
date. Robert Steen, James Steen, William Steen, Nathaniel Steen, 
Sarah Enochs, John Enochs, James Noble, Elias Steen, and Silas Steen 
were children or spouses of the children of William Steen and Nancy 
"Agnes" Lusk. James Steen and Richard Steen were the children of 
Col. James Steen. The children of William Steen and Nancy "Agnes" 
Lusk did not actually reside in Union District at this time and 
further released their interest in the land from Lawrence Co., MS. 
John Steen, Jr., to whom the heirs released their claims, was also a 
son of William Steen and Nancy "Agnes" Lusk. The wife of John, Jr. 
is now being shown by the VFA as Margaret Vance. 


R-405 - Henry Co., GA - Samuel Houston and Patsey Houston, his wife, 
of Henry Co., GA. to William Steen of Union Dist., for $30, all 
aforesaid share of 400 acres on both sides of Gilkie'’s Creek of 
Thicketty waters of Broad River, bound by vacant land, unknown, and 
John Steen.

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THREE PHYSICIANS IN THE VANCE-LUTTRELL FAMILY @ 
By Betty Smith Silfies 


In 1859 William Vance was listed as a physician in the town 
directory of the thriving Mississippi River town of Liberty, I11 
(now Rockwood) in Randolph Co. William b 1805 in KY was the oldest 
son of Andrew Vance and Elizabeth Veach. Andrew was the son of 
Andrew Vance and Ann Ramey, grandson of Andrew Vance (d. 1754) and 
Jane of Frederick Co. VA. Where he got his medical training we have 
been unable to determine. It may have been the way his contmporary 
Abe Lincoln got his law training, by studying with another in the 
profession. During the Civil War he served as a contract surgeon in 
the Union army. In fact he was such a Union supporter that he 
painted the flat front of his house like the American flag. 
Afterward it took many years, and many coats of paint to cover it. 


William married Chloe Whitney, the daughter of his mother's 
second husband Luther Whitney. They had children Andrew W. b. 1831, 
Adelaide b 1834, and Mary C. b, 1838. He must have been a very 
virile man because at age 76, only 2% months after his wife Chloe 
died, he married Hannah Porter, a widow age 26. A year later they 
had a child, Lavilla. William died at age 83 on 24 Feb 1889. 


At age 18, either when the family was traveling through KY or 
IL, William met a girl from the Luttrell family. The Luttrells 
migrated from Adair Co. KY to Morgan Co. IL during the same time © 
period as the Vances, and there were Vances, probably relatives, 
living in Adair Co. Many clues point to the girl as being Nancy 
Luttrell who married Lewis Shepherd 24 Jan 1825. James Henderson 
Luttrell, the natural son of William Vance was born 28 July 1824. 
His daughter Silvia said he was born in Adair Co, but in his Civil 
War records he gave his birthplace as Morgan Co. 


The Luttrells of Adair/Morgan were descended from Guy de 
Luttrell who came to England with the conqueror in 1066. One 
branch of the family still owns Dunster Castle in Somerset, near 
Bristol. The branch most American Luttrells come from was given 
large land grants outside Dublin by King John I. In 1717 Henry 
Luttrell, a former Major General in William III's Dutch army, was 
assassinated in Dublin. His oldest son Robert moved to VA, and his 
second son Henry was created Earl of Carhampton. His grandaughter, 


Lady Anne Luttrell, married the Duke of Cumberland, brother of King 
George III. 


One of Robert's descendants was Col. John Luttrell of VA, a 
principal, with Judge Richard Henderson, in the Transylvania 
Company. This was the land scheme that hired Daniel Boone to lead 
settlers to KY, and start Boonesborough. John,s younger brother 
Richard later moved to Adair Co. He and his wife Nancy Raines were 


the parents of 10 children, many of whom later moved to Morgan Co, 
op © 
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At age 14 James Henderson Luttrell ran away from home. 
He did not get along well with his stepfather so he went 
searching for his real father. He did not locate him until 
he was 19. William Vance eventually trained James to be a 
doctor. They both practiced in Rockwood in the 1860's/70's. 
James served in the Civil War from Aug 1861 to July 1862 
when he was discharged for disability. 


James didn't recover his health after the war and his 
wife Eleanor died in the early 1870's. Soon after that he 
decided to move west. With his 2 daughters, Sarah Adelaide 
b1862 and Silvia b 1868, and with a young orphan girl named 
Mary Painter b 1855 to care for them, he set out west in a 
covered wagon. When they reached Southwest MO the people of 
the town of Waldo, Webster Co, were so eager to have a 
physician that they built a house for him. Sometime after 
settling down, he and Mary were recognized by the community 
as husband and wife, and also listed as such on the 1880 
Census. Mary bore two children Viola Belle b 1876 and 
William Vance b 6 Oct 1879. On 11 Jun 1881, three days 
before his death, he and Mary traveled to the county seat 
and were legally married. He said he did not want his son 
to suffer as he had because of any question of his 
parentage.After his death Mary and the children returned to 
Rockwood where his will was probated. 


The third physician was Silvia Luttrell. She became 
one of the first women doctors in the midwest. When she 
first tried to follow in the footsteps of her father and 
grandfather, no local medical school would accept her. She 
would not give up and was finally accepted by one in New 
Orleans, possibly Tulane, She practiced for many years in 
the early 1900's in the city of St. Louis. Her office was 
on St. Louis Ave., a very fashionable section in those 
days. Some years later, after her marriage to William 
Pfeiffer one of the family that owned the Pfeiffer Drug 
Co. she was persuaded to give up her practice. It 
embarassed the Pfeiffer family to have a female in the 
family working, and as a woman doctor of all things. After 
her enforced retirement she kept studying and also became an 
accomplished amateur painter, a talent that runs in the 
family. 


Several family stories are told about Silvia. When she 
and her sister Addie were young women they decided to 
fulfill their death bed promise to their father and see that 
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their brother William Vance was educated to be a doctor. 

They traveled to Campbell in Southeastern MO where he was 

living with his mother and stepfather. There was some & 
disagreement, so the girls literally kidnapped him and took 

him back to St Louis. He always remembered the trip up the 
Mississippi on a steamboat, and always regretted that the 

Sheriff had come and taken him back. At 14 he too ran away 

from an abusive stepfather and joined the land rush in OK. 


One day when Silvia was in her 80's, her niece and 
namesake Sylvia Luttrell Smith and greatniece Betty stopped 
by her house to visit. No one answered the bell so they 
checked the backyard. There they found her, up in a cherry 
tree pruning the branches. Another time, when she became 
ill while away from home, she was taken to the City 
Hospital. There she irritated the doctors and nurses by 
trying to tell them what to do and saying that she had been 
a doctor on the staff. They thought she was just a 
cantakerous old woman. One of the nurses became curious 
however and checked the records. There she found that the 
story was true. Silvia died at age 89 in 1957.

WE DID IT! 


Rubye Harrison was the lucky member who got the phone call, telling her VFA had found the ancestor of her 
James Vance! Furthermore, I said "Hello cousin, for now we really are!" First I need to impress upon our new 
members that what you are looking for may already have been printed, as it was in Rubye's case. Second, it is 
those important Family Group Sheets that we have asked for that can connect lines, that cannot otherwise be 
found. I must tell you the whole story, for many persons had a part in this. Back in the 1980's W. E. Vance of 
Grenada, MS. had a researcher in SC do some research on his James Alexander Vance Sr. of SC. The researcher 
mentioned the name of a lady that she did some Vance research for. The letter was forwarded to me. I tried to call 
the lady, and evidently I was misreading the spelling of the name. I wrote the Chamber of Commerce in her city. 
No luck. Finally I wrote the researcher to please send me the correct name, as I was evidently mis-reading it. She 
did, and I finally found Celeste Coleman Steger. Her ancestor was David Vance of Meckleberg, NC. This led to 
contact of now VFA member Robert H. Coleman, brother of Celeste. I had other research on David, but wrote 
for more. He sent me tombstone photos, other records and ail this resulted in an article Oct. 1988, pg. 102/3. 
Some time later he sent me several pages of The Life and Times of John Vance (son of David Vance) from Mrs. 
Steger's book. Last year Billy Brawner of Hot Springs Village, AK sent a letter (July 1994 NL, pg. 89) which sent 
me into a tailspin, and I really began to try to pull, write and call for information on Patrick & John Vance of 
Chambersburg, PA. to get a complete picture of the unfolding story. About this time I plead with Margaret Webb 
of Knoxville, TN. to check on/copy from the Clarence A. Vance papers at McClung Library in Knoxville. She did. 
Suddenly, I was going that way, and my husband Herman Mason and I spent 4 hours reading and copying from 
his collection (we have yet to print much from this, due to other breaking stories). The article finally was printed 
July 1994, pg. 88/94, which showed a connection to David Vance of Mecklenberg, NC, and James Alexander 
Vance Sr. of Chester Co. SC. to Patrick and John of Chambersburg, PA. Sooo. I pulled out the pages Robert H. 
Coleman sent me and re-read them out of curiosity, since they were now my cousins. I decided to send this to 
editor Bruce Vance to enter in the Data Base, if that information had not been sent in. Bingo! When he entered 
all the children of David, it hooked up to Rubye Harrison! I have purposely highlighted all names as this saga 
has unfolded. Each played their roll, and perhaps it would have never been solved, if each person had not 
participated. 


Rubye and I first met at a monthly genealogical meeting in Jackson a couple of years ago.. She and a friend drive 
over once a month from Meridian to research at the Archives, and attend this meeting. She spotted my name-tag, 
and we instantly became friends. We have discussed her James, the only one in the 1820 MS census - in Wayne 
Co. Descendants later moved to Lauderdale Co., Adjoining Kemper, Newton and Neshoba County had Vances 
who came directly from Ireland. It was a discouraging case. She could find no trace where he came from, or if 
directly from Ireland. She was beginning to believe he ‘just fell from the sky’. A happy ending, but she would have 
know earlier, if only she had thought to order the back newsletters! Her ancestor James and his wife Mary/Polly 
Barnett were listed! As this is being written, Rubye and family plan to attend the Nashville meeting. I hope your 
name will be here next newsletter.

Finding another generation is the ultimate goal of all researchers. Often what we find 


may help someone else. When Mary Norfleet joined VFA in 1984, VFA soon added another 
generation to her line, much to her delight. See Jan 1994 NL ps. 1/20. Mary immediately began 
serious research on her John Vance*» son of Samuel Vance! of Abingdon, Va. I asked her to 
please copy any documentation of other Vances that she might run across. This might solve 
some other lines. Almost weekly reports were received. As I studied one of these reports, the 
name Calvin Vance caught my eye. I checked the Data Base Cross Reference list, and there he 
was! 

Immediate contact was made to Paul and Madge Mitchell. Calvin Vance was Paul's 
ancestor. Madge had donated her book The Vances: So Ardently Do They Cleave to VFA. She 
had surmised the father of Calvin Sharp Vance probably was a John Vance and Mary, listed in 
the 1850 Sullivan Co. TN census records. Mary Norfleet provided further information that this 
was correct, and Calvin Sharp Rae s mother was Mary . olly) King. Thus the line is Calvin 
Sharp)/Lucy Huddleston, John4/Mary King, Samuel III3/Elizabeth Little Brown (moved to 
Montgomery Co., Clarksville, TN), Samuel II7/Margaret Laughlin, and Samuel I!/Sarah 
Colville. Calvin Sharp Vance? and Lucy Ann Huddleston married probably in Benton Co., 
Missouri about 1857 and had 4 children born at Warsaw, Benton Co., Mo. The last child Nancy 
Vance was born about 1878 in Lead Hill, AR. Therefore Paul Mitchell and Mary Norfleet (and 


lots of others) share Samuel! as an ancestor. End of Story?

I have discussed that area of Boone Co. AR for 10 years, trying to identify her David Vance! 

_ #2061 (wife Annie E., and perhaps #2 Sarah) of NC and Hawkins Co. and Marion TN., whose 
son Dr. John Roger Vance* moved to AR. His son, Mary Ewart's grandfather Bascom James 


Vance, was also a doctor who practiced at Lead Hill, AR before moving to Harrison, AR. 
Mary's father Henry Marvin Vance4 was born in Lead Hill, AR 26 Mar 1879, only one year 
after Calvin Sharp Vance's son was born there! Lead Hill, AR and South Lead Hill, AR are 
small communities on the map, and not listed in an atlas index. Can this just be a coincidence of 
these Vance families living in such a small community, and no anes All these lines have the 
legend of a kinship to Gov. Zeb Vance (descendant of Samuel!), and now we know Paul 
Mitchell and Mary Norfleet's line is indeed 'related’. Anyone have any clues? Hoping for an 
update soon on David Vance #2061.

UPDATE: SWEARINGEN/BLUE JACKET/VANCE See NL Apr 1993 pg 45. 


The purpose of that article was an attempt to ascertain if the Vance Swearingen, brother of 
Marmaduke Swearingen had any kinship to the Vance family, as there were Van 
Swearingen/Swearingens in the Frederick Co. Va. area. The name was orginally Van 
Swearingen, but later some generations dropped the Van, but continued to use it as a given 
name. A female line is very difficult trace, and they often named a son after their maiden name. 
We have a very alert membership. Bruce Vance sent me his copy of September 1994 National 
Genealogical Society Quarterly, Fay Morrison had the NGSQ mail me a copy, and Grace 
Dotson also alerted me about this update to the legend that Marmaduke Swearingen was the 
same person as Blue Jacket. Years ago, Virginia Roach referred me to the book The 
Frontiersmen, by Allen Eckert. This is a historical novel and Eckert accepted the Se as did 
nearly everyone else writing about these two men. 


Marmaduke Swearingen and Blue Jacket were real people, but this writer Louise F. Johnson, 
seems to prove they were not the same person, with many citations of evidence, too lengthy to 
discuss here. She states that Capt. Van Swearingen (known as "Indian" Van, 1742-93) has been 
consistently confused in Pennsylvania's county histories, with Marmaduke's brother Lieut. Van 
Swearingen (1754-1839) , who died in Shelby Co., Ky. This would be the same person as was 


cited as Vance Swearingen in Eckert's book.. The date birth date of Van Swearingen (1754- 
1839) is documented by his Revolutionary War pension application where he states : 


"I was born in the state (then colony) of Maryland about 10 miles from Hagerstown 

on the 3rd of November 1754. I was removed to the state (then colony) of Pennsylvania 
about 1770 to the part then known as Monongahela County, now Fayette County, 

at which place I resided until the hostilities commenced with Great Bnitain." 

(Van Swearingen, Lt/Pvt., MC/PA, No. $30401, National Archives, Washington, D.C.). 


His will was executed 1 December 1832 and probated September 1839, Will Book 13:106-9, 
Shelby Co. Ky. and his tombstone in the Grove Hill Cemetery, Shelbyville, Ky. The Shelby Co. 
Van (the fourth great-grandfather of the author of this article Louise F. Johnson) was twelve 
years younger than "Indian" Van. The confusion of these two men, who shared the same name 
and lived in the same general area of western Pennsylvania, has no doubt contributed to many 
errors in the sundry renditions of the Marmaduke Swearingen (a.k.a Blue Jacket) story. The 
twelve year difference in the age of the two men may be part of the rationale for several authors 
assuming that Marmaduke was older than he actually was. The person who started this legend 
was Thomas Jefferson Larsh, grandson of Sarah (nee Swearingen) Larsh. 


Assuming Louise Johnson's references are indeed correct, this would preclude a chance that Van 
(Vance) Swearingen's mother was a Vance and that he was named for her maiden name.. It 
should not be overlooked that the Van Swearingens and Swearingens certainly lived close to the 
Vances in many instances.

Prefatory remarks: The genesis of this article began as far back as 1986 when Clay Hamilton and I were 
exchanging information of his Samuel Vance/Sarah Bird. A DAR Record showed Sarah Vance Marney as their 
child. Clay sent me a copy of Samuel's will probated in Bath County, Va. 1807 October Court. Samuel's daughter 
was named Sarah Vance Carter, proving his daughter could not be Sarah Vance Marney. DAR was contacted 
February 1995, and the record is stilll the same. They will be advised of this article and the correct parent of Sarah 
Vance Marney, so they can change their records. So, who was Sarah Vance Marney's ancestor? 

A small file began to grow, as questions were asked, and members began to send in documentation. 
Thanks to Virginia Lovett, Grace Dotson, Mary Norfleet, Margaret Webb for their research, some of which 
overlapped, a clearer picture began to emerge. Our data base showed that we had three members from a Samuel 
Vance who died in Sullivan County, Tn., Delores Swaney (Elizabeth Vance Davidson Mackey) , Gertrude 
Baughard (Sarah Vance Marney), Hester Stockston (Sarah Vance Marney). They were put in touch with each 
other, and they also shared their research. Many thanks to all. 

Virginia Lovett sent an article ‘What is Truth’ from Beyond Germanna, v. 7, al, page 367. 

It emphasized the focus on searching for all evidence, not just "surface" proof or a point. The list of evidence is as 
important as the fact itself. Multiple pieces of independent evidence need to be used. Genealogical information 
usually contains both truths and untruths. We can only discover evidence that is there to be discovered, then weigh 
it by cross-verification. Finally, in the interest of reasonabless, we must at some point stop and say, these are the 


conclusions, thus far, based upon the given evidence. Therefore, I feel now is the time to print! 


Frederick Co. Va. Will of James oe dated 21 Jan 1762, probated 2 March 1762, he 
leaves son John his plantation, and John is to pay James’ daughters Margaret 10 pounds and 
Esther/Hester 5 pounds. The daughters received sundry other items, and son Samuel was 
bequeathed his great coat. No wife was mentioned. The following plat shows the location of the 
land of Samuel and Elizabeth Vance. It is logical that the James Vance next door is his father, 
and the reason that John received the plantation was that son Samuel already had land..

In Ann Plummer Johnston's 1929 manuscript, pg. 14 she referred to a letter from 
Charles P. Vance, great grandson of Samuel Vance. He cites the will dated 11 Jan 1808, names 
the three daughters as above, but Sarah's husband is incorrectly typed as Amos Massey instead of 
Marney. After Dr. Massengill published his book using the name Mainess instead of Marney, 
Mrs. Gertrude Koster of Knoxville wrote him that the name should be Mamey, not Mainess. A 
copy of his letter To Gertrude Hart, Lenoir City, TN dated 22 Jan 1935 Dr. Massengill states the 
name should be Marney instead of Mainess, and sent a tracing of the writing.. So, documenting 
Sarah Vance Marney had some stumbling blocks, when just looking at published records.

On November 1, 1938 Fannie Massengill Smith wrote out a list of the burial places of 
the ancestors of Pauline Massengill DeFriece, a descendant of Samuel C. Vance. It states: 


"Great-great-great-grandparents, Samuel C. Vance and wife (parents of Margaret Vance 
Evans),are buried at Locust Hill, the home of your Vance-Evans and Massengill 
forebears. Dorthula Evans, their granddaughter, is also buried there. These three graves 
(no others buried there), are on the hill about 200 years south of the main residence 
now on the Massengill-Evans-Vance farm, which is located on Evans Creek at the 
crossing of the main Blountville and Bluff City Highway." 


VFA Member Gertrude Baughard attempted to visit the burial place of Samuel C. Vance 
on the old family farm known as Locust Hill Farm, but the present day owners were not home. 
Member Delores Swaney found the farm near Blountsville, TN. The present day owners had 
recently moved into the house and did not know where the graves were, but was told that some 
negro slaves were buried on the property. Delores told her she was looking for three graves 
marked by field stones where her g.g.g. grandfather Samuel C. Vance, his wife and their 
granddaughter Darthula Evans were buried. Delores was given permission to search behind the 
house. Just behind the house was a field with three feet high grass with a hill. After walking up 
the hill, she found no field stones. When she turned around to walk back to the house, she saw 
three huge stones at the bottom of the hill. When she got close to those stones, she saw what she 
would call boulders about four feet in diameter. They were close together in a row. From the 
description in Dr. Massengills book, and this family reference, Delores would like to think that 
she did indeed find the resting place of her ancestors, and their granddaughter.

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MARGARET (PEGGY) VANCE & SAMUEL EVANS 


Of the three daughters listed in Samuel Vance's will, only Margaret Vance 
Evans appears to have lived in Sullivan County, TN. Samuel Vance sold his 
land in Sullivan County to her husband, Samuel Evans. Apparently, Samuel 
Vance continued to live on his former land until his death. 


Samuel Evans was born 1770, died 1842, married Margaret Vance in 1800. 
(Blountville Cemetery Records) No official record of Margaret's birth or 
death have been found, however, Mrs. Cherry in her manuscript of Andrew Vance 
lists her date of birth as 1780, although she gives no source. Supposedly, 
Samuel and Margaret Vance Evans were the parents of 12 children. (Tennessee 
Cousins) I have found records of the following:

B. Vance, both her brothers-in-law. (D.B. 12, pg. 476-477) On 12

Josephine Evans Massengill. (Blountville Cemetery Records &

PAGES 261-262 ROCKY MOUNT: Built in 1770 by William Cobb served 
as the first capital of the Territory of the United States South of 
the Ohio River, as this frontier region was known from 1790-1792, 
before it was divided into states. The two and one half story log 
home sits high on a hill overlooking the forks of the Holston and 
Watauga River The site is strewn with large limestone outcroppings, 
which give the house it's name. 
During his stay at Rocky Mount the territorial governor, William 
Blount, wrote, "I am very well accomodated with a Room with Glass 
Windows, Fireplace, etc”. Mrs Cobb's first cousin, Andrew Jackson, 
was a frequent visitor. The house remained in the Cobb family until 
1959 when it was purchased by the state and restored to its 18th 
century appearance. It is now operated as a living history site, 
recreating the year 179l-the year for which there exist the most

Little Town Holds 


Little Claim To Fame 


VANCE, Ala. (AP) — The local 
folks say Davey Crockett once 
slept here. Fifty years later, Civil 
War soldiers fought ‘‘a little 
scrimmage” nearby. 

But until the shiny-shoed exec- 
utives of Mercedes-Benz came 
here searching for a place to build 
a new plant, Vance, a rural, blue- 
collar town, had little claim to 
fame. | 

About 250 people live in Vance, 
which sits about halfway between 
Tuscaloosa and Birmingham in 
west-central Alabama. 

Most work at the two local saw- 
mills or two wood-products plants. 
Some travel to work at a nearby 
coal mine. The town is also a quiet 
home to a number of retirees. 

While income levels are mod- 
est, Vance shows no signs of being 
on the economic skids. 

Inside its city limits, Vance has 
only one school and one post of- 
fice. But its location gives Merce- 
des-Benz easy access to two major 
resources — the University of Al- 
abama’s main campus at Tusca- 


loosa, about 20 miles to the west, 
and Birmingham’s sprawling, 
wooded and well-to-do suburbs 
just a 20-minute drive to the east. 

Vance is right off Interstate 20- 
59, which runs between Birming- 
ham and Tuscaloosa. A railroad 
route also runs through the area 
where the plant is anticipated. 

Vance was once called Trion 
but later took the name of Dr. 
William Vance, who had numerous 
kin in the area. The doctor’s old 
wooden house still sits on the road 
that runs through town. 

According to some longtime 
residents, legend has it that Da- 
vey Crockett slept in Vance on his 
way to Tuscaloosa in 1815. 

Mary Martin, a retired postmis- 
tress who is on the town council, 
remembers some other history. 

“Wavy back yonder when the 
Civil War came on, they had a 
litde fight back here ... a little 
scrimmage right outside of 
Vance,” she said. But otherwise, 
she added, “‘it’s not real famous 
for anything.”

According to the Donegal Church Records, this 1s the only Vance buried there: 
Grave #173, horizontal limestone, about 30 x 60 inches. Anna Cook Vance had been the widow 
of Samuel Cook, Esq. She is buried beside Samuel. Phyllis enclosed a photo of the gravestone. 


“Sacred to the memory of ANNA VANCE, consort of Joseph Vance, who departed this 
life on the 27th day of February A.D. 1819 in the 66th year of her age.

This location of this tombstone of Anna Cook Vance would seem to complete the family 
group sheet names and burial places of the 3 wives of Col. Joseph Vance of Cross Creek, PA., 
son of Maj. William Vance. The History of hte Cross Creek Graveyard and Cemetery by Jamers 
Simpson, pg. 66 lists: 


The body of JOSEPH VANCE was interred here May the 6, 1832, in the 82nd year of his age. 


ANN VANCE, died April the 17th, 1788, in the 37th year of her age. [She was Joseph's first cousin, his first wife, 
and daughter of David Vance Jr., who died 1768 Frederick Co. Va.] 


MARY MOORE, wife of Joseph Vance, died January 2nd, 1851, in the 68th year of her age. 


Comment: I do not know why Anna Moore Vance was not buried at Cross Creek, but was returned to 
Donegal to be buried besides her first husband, Samuel Cook. It night be surinised she had children by Cook. 1 
have no records either way, but that may be the reason.

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Robert Vance of San Francisco An Icon of Three Dimensional Photos 


Gene F. Vance, a VFA Member from Dallas Texas sent a newspaper column titled “NEW INTEREST IN 
SOME OLD PHOTOS.’ It was wnmitten by Joe Mahoney of the Albany Times Union and appeared 
February [5th 1994. Gene suggests that this is not only interesting but might help a VFA researcher find 
an ancestor. If any member connects to this Robert Vance, let us know for a follow up story. 


The author writes ‘More than a century ago, pioneering photographers captured images on silver surfaced 
brass plates called daguerreotypes. The images were as sharp as anything that can be shot with modem 
film, but the process was cumbersome and clunky and worse for those with commercial instincts the 
daguerreotype image could not be reproduced. Eventually, somebody came up with a better mousetrap and 
daguerreotypes fell by the wayside. But modern-day collectors of photographic memorabilia have fallen in 
love with daguerreotypes, driving up prices and thus interest in this particular type of old stuff.’ 


He continues ‘Now, what is being billed as one of most exciting antique photographic finds of the past two 
decades is about to be sold to the highest bidder at the Albany Auction Gallery in Glenmont, N.Y.’ 
“Creating the most interest are four stereo daguerreotypes depicting street scenes of San Francisco in 1856. 
These images of the city by the bay in the post-gold nish era are believed by experts to be the only stereo 
daguerreotypes known to exist of American street scenes.’ 


“Because they are stereoptic, they offer a three-dimensional view. The images are the work of Robert 
Vance, who had the premiere photo studio in Califomia in the mid-19th century. "Essentially, he was the, 
Matthew Brady of Califomia," says Peter Palmquist, a photographic historian who lives in Arcata, Calif.’ 


“The stereo daguerreotype expected to spark the highest bidding at the March 4 sale depicts Sacramento 
Street in San Francisco from a vantage point believed to have been the roof of Mr. Vance's gallery. The 
shot is thought to have been made in 1856.’

Software The September 12, 1995 edition of PC Magazine reviewed three new family history software 
packages, Echo Lake (Delrina Software, Inc.), Expert Personal Roots (Expert Software, Inc.) and Family 
Ties (Individual Software, Inc.). Included was a review of Family Tree Maker Deluxe which we have 
covered in prior newsletters. 
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Echo Lake, $69.95, takes a completely new approach. To quote the article, ‘Echo Lake lets you compose 
multimedia books that comprise your family stories... You can enhance your stories with photos, 
narration, music and even video clips. The review ends with ‘Echo Lake is a must-have for anyone with ®& 
tales to tell and memories to save.’ It is given a 4 star rating, which is ‘Excellent’ and the highest rating. If 

any member ts using this software please drop us a line, it sounds interesting. 


Expert Personal Roots. This package got three stars and will run $14.95. It appears to have the basic 
functions required to support a family tree. One negative, it doesn’t check spelling of names and places. I 
was suprised to see that it will handle photos but they are limited to the BMP format. The GEDCOM 
export/import format is supported. 


Family Ties for Windows. A two star package, $24.95. This review was not very positive. It appears 
their next version may eliminate some of the current limitations. Support of GEDCOM was not mentioned. 
Don’t confuse this package with Family Tree Maker for Windows. 


Remember, we have recommended that you don’t use any genealogical software for your pedigree 
recording that doesn’t support the GEDCOM export/import feature! I know of two members who had to 
reenter their entire database because they were unhappy with their software but couldn’t transfer the data 
to a new package as the software didn’t support the GEDCOM export feature. Please, feel free to call or 
drop me a note if you have any questions in this area.

Barabarroch house 


New technology now allows us to give members a better copy of the old coat of arms featured 
on front page July 1988 with an update October 1988 page 92. This stone coat of arms was 
shown to Robert Vance of Atlanta, GA in 1986. It was located behind the Barnbarroch House 
ruins, out in the woods, located beside the ruins of an old dove cote The research of Marilyn 
Vance McGaughy the St. Andrew’s Cross was identified as the standard that the Douglas family 
carried into battle. Part of the last letter is missing, and it probably is a ‘D’, for Douglas. 
Balbirnie gives two Johannes Vaux - designates one as of Galloway, and the next as of 
Barnbarroch. It is not logical that the coat of arms of a younger son would be there, especially 
since this one has the plain bend. The logical conclusion is this belonged to ‘the head of the 
family, apparently Johannes Vaus [I V] and Catherine Douglas [C D]. Samuel Vance of 
Huntsville, Al., tour leader of the 1994 Vance members, has been told that this stone has finally 
been moved from the woods to Wigton. At the present time, we have not been informed of the 
exact storage location. I tried for several years to stir up interest in the community to rescue this 
part of the area’s history. Hopefully this has been achieved.

The Mew Zealand Connection 


While on the 1994 tour in the Barnbarroch area, Robert and Evelyn Vance talked to someone 
who informed them a lady from New Zealand had just left the area after a visit. They were able 
to secure her address, and sent it to me to contact her. Her name is Vans R. Dobbie. 


Since there was obviously some family connection, a letter was written to her, inquiring about 
her interest in Barnbarroch. She was delighted to hear from me. Her grandmother was Mary 
Vans-Agnew, sister of Colonel Johnny Vans-Agnew, who with his wife Ada were the occupants 
of Barnbarroch at the time of the fire ca 1941. | Her grandmother died when her mother was 
only nine years old. They had made the journey to Barnbarroch from New Zealand by sailing 
ship when she was only seven years old. Her brother Charles and sister Valerie accompanied 
them. When Ms. Dobbie’s mother was 17 years old she was sent ‘home’ by steamer to stay at 
Barnbarroch with her Uncle Johnny and Aunt Ada. She was supposed to go to finishing school 
in Germany, but refused and came home to marry a few years later. 


Ms. Dobie found in the library at Stranraer the three volume work of Robert Vans-Agnew on the 
Correspondence of Sir Patrick Waus, Pt. 1, 1540-1584. She also visited Lochnaw Castle and 
estate of Agnew of Lochnaw, now abandoned and for sale, on it’s own loch and estate. Some 
years ago an Australian woman of the Agnew family bought the then run-down castle, possibly 
after the war and restored it and gave wonderful dinner parties, etc. 


Thank you Robert and Evelyn for sharing this address. The Vaux/Vaus/Vans/Vance family 
literlly live all over the face of the earth.

VANCES OF RUSSELL COUNTY VIRGINIA 


Russell County VA was formed in 1786. SAMUEL VANCE was one of the 
many Washington Co VA residents who signed a petition in 1785 to 
form a county separate from Washington. 


ABNER, JOHN and MATTHEW VANCE were listed on the 1789 Personal 
Property Tax list for the Upper District of Russell Co. All were 
taxed at a rate of +1 (1 taxable over 16 years of age). 


ABNER VANCE was the only Vance listed on the Russell Co VA PP 

Tax lists for the years: 1791; 1792; 1793; 1794; 1795; 1796; 1798 
and 1799, listed as +1 on all lists. I did not locate the 1800 or 
the 1801 Personal Property Tax list. 


The 1802 Personal Property Tax List for Russell County had the 
following; ABNER VANCE,JOHN VAN__ and SAMUEL VAN_. 


Court Order Book #1, page 190: PHILLIP VANCE vs Mann Smith. 
September Court 1789. 


Robert McFarland gave special bail for Mann Smith at the Suit of 
PHILLIP VANCE, McFarland delivered Smith to the court and Smith was 
ordered into custody 20 April 1790.

WILLIAM VANCE, SECOND SON OF JAMES VANCE (d. 1751) & ELIZABETH GLASS 


The Reverand Dr. William H. Foote, in his manuscript, said that the second son of James and 
Elizabeth (Glass) Vance, William Vance, married as his first wife, Nancy Gilkeson. She was the aunt of 
Col. John Gilkeson. William's sister, Sarah Vance, was wife of Capt. John Gilkeson and they were the 
parents of Col. John Gilkeson, Capt. John being the brother of Nancy. 


According to Dr. Foote, Nancy died early in her marriage, leaving one child, a daughter named 
Margaret who was probably named for Nancy's mother, Margaret Lynn. Mrs. Cherry, whose information 
was from descendants, said Margaret Vance married first George Lynn and second Mr. Bancroft. Nancy 
died soon after her daughter was bom, about 1778-79. 


William married his second wife, Mary Colville about 1780. She was the mother of one daughter, 
Elizabeth, and three sons James, William and John. Mary died by 1791 when William married his third 
wife, Ann Glass, who was the mother of his daughter Mary. 


Mary Colville (1762- ca 1790-1) was the daughter of Samuel Colville whose will in 1803 mentions 
the three sons of his deceased daughter, Mary Vance - John, James and William. Samuel Colville appears 
to have been the son of James Colville who died in 1777, who only mentioned one son, John, in his will, 
but named three Colvilles as executors, John, Joseph and Samuel. However, when John wrote his will he. 
mentioned his brother Samuel. Note also, that said Samuel had sons named James and John. Samuel's son 
John was named as nephew in John Colville's will. Brother Samuel Colville and John Colville were 
grandsons of Joseph Colville who died in 1758, who called Major William Vance (1718-1788 Wash. Co. 
Pa.) ‘son’ in his will. This Major William Vance was uncle to Ensign, later Captain William Vance who 
died in 1792. 


The third wife of William was Ann Glass. They were married 18 Aug 1791 by (Rev.) Christian 
Streit. (A whole line of Streit family generations were Lutheran ministers. One of them was a printer and 
publisher as well). Ann was daughter of Robert Glass (ca 1716-1796) and his first wife, Eliza Fulton. 
Note that Robert's daughter, Ruth, a child of his later marriage to Sarah married Rev. James Vance, 
son of Samuel Vance and grandson of James Vance (d 1751), in 1798. 


—___ 


In the will of Robert Giass he left a bequest of ten pounds to his daughter Ann, and five pounds to 
his daughter Mary and her son Robert Vance, son of James David Vance, who was brother of William and 
son of James Vance (d 1751). He named the executors of his will, his son Robert Glass and his son-in-law, 
James (David) Vance. 


Robert Glass left a bequest to his daughter Martha, wife of Henry Sherrer. Martha came to 
Kentucky and lived among her kin, the Whites and Vances. Her daughter Jane married a man named 


Barbie in Kentucky, and their son was Mayor of Louisville when the Rev. Dr. Foote wrote his manuscript. 
John Barbie was Mayor 1855-1656.

It appears that the executors to the will of William Vance (d 1792) were selected to protect the 
interest of all legatees. Thusly, William's executors were his wife Ann to protect her interest and that of 
her child, William's brother James David Vance to protect both Vance and Glass interests, John Gilkeson 
to protect the interests of Nancy's daughter. This latter in effect,, substantiates that this is the William @ 
Vance who married Nancy Gilkeson.

The witnesses to William's will were, Alex Feely, perhaps a Colville relative; Samuel and James 
David Vance were brothers of William, and W.R. Vance was William Rannels Vance, son of Samuel and 
nephew of said William. 


Ann (Glass) Vance, widow, married secondly, Robert Gray and bore him two sons who were living 
when Dr. Foote wrote his manuscript in 1856, William Hill Gray and Joseph Glass Gray. Her daughter, 
Mary Vance, never married. 


Elizabeth Vance, daughter of Mary (Colville) Vance is said to have married a Dr. Tilden. 


James Vance, son of William Vance and Mary Colville born ca 1781, married 31 Jul 1826, 
Catherine (Campbell) Heiskells widow, of Jacob. They had two children, William and John Thomas. He 
was granted 564 acres, dated 4 Jane 1825, in Hampshire Co. Va. He is listed in Hampshire Co. records as 
selling portions of it from 1824 through 1831. Dr. Foote says he lived in Hardy Co. Va. In the loose 
records of Hampshire Co., Box 128, he is noted as one of the Gentlemen Justices of Hampshire Co. in 
1831. 


William Vances son of William Vance and Mary Colville, born 32 March 1786 and died 11 Feb 
1863, married 7 Dec 1809, Margaret, Meyers (1784-18 Nov 1847) of Newtown. They had seven children @ 
one whose name is unknown and died young, Mary Catherine, married a Mr. Blue, possibly Richard, who 
died 1844, Edwin, William Alexander, James Henry, Susan Elizabeth married an Inskeep, Sarah Emily born 
1822, married Robert W. Gilkeson. Edwin and Jams Henry died before Dr. Foote wrote his manuscript. 
A deed in 1869 from Robert W. Gilkeson and his wife Sarah, Mary C. Blue, and Susan E. Inskeep to 
Daniel C. Tabb,, said these were the only survivors of William Vance, his heirs, selling Lots 7 and 8 in 
Romney, and was signed by these four. William A. had many deed transactions in Hampshire Co. during 
his lifetime. Either he or his father was a clerk of the court. The signature is on several records in Loose 
record Box 5, Envelope 36, and has ‘Esq.’ after his name, indicating that he was an attorney. 


John Vance, son of William Vance and Mary Colville, born ca 1789 and died after 1860, married 
four times. Dr. Foote said he lived in Hardy Co. Va. His first wife was Susan Myers who died shortly 
thereafter. Second, he married his second cousin. Eliza Hoge who died soon after. Third he married 
Catherine Williams of Patterson Creek and daughter of Vincent Williams Jr. and Elizabeth VanMeter. By 
her he had three children, James David Vance, named for his uncle, who married Rebecca Masters, 
Elizabeth Vance, wife of David B. Cunningham, and William Vance who was not married and died in 1860 
in Hardy Co. Va. He also had children-by his fourth wife, Emily McNeill. Dr. Foote’s typed copy is 
confusing, as to their names. In one instance it seems the children were, Robert Chambers, Mary and 
Martha Cornelia, she died 1841. These may have been the children of John's son James David and his 
other children by Emily, Mary, Sally Carey and Leanna. 


John's son William left a will wherein he mentions a trust to himself and his brother James David and sister 
Elizabeth C (Vance) wife of David R. Cunningham, her share only for her benefit,, far from the control of 
her husband. The trust was from their father.

COOKING HINTS FOR THE 1850’S 
Research of Ruby Swadley 


This oven (or skillet) was purchased in Franklin, VA. (W. VA) in 1848 by Amos Harper who 
had December 20, 1849 married Sarah Ann Flinn. 


In the latter part of September 1854 they left Virginia for Illinois, arriving in DeWitt Co., 
October 27, 1854. There were at that date two children Adam C. and Mary T., the latter dying 
in 1862. 


& This oven was used on this overland trip for baking bread for the family. The other families 
were along Jesse Vance and Joseph Davis, who had similar contrivance. 
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Each family had a wide tracked, stiff tongue wagon, to which were hitched three horses, two on 
tongue and one at end of tongue known as lead horse, with only one line and a jockey stick. 
Upon the death of the person who had possession of the oven, the requirement is, besides good 
care, that it must always go to the oldest son of the family even if a transfer from one family to 
another must be made. 


Directions for Using Oven 


Make a bed of hot coals, set oven with lid on, on coals. When it is hot , lift lid, put in biscuits or 
corn or light bread in the dough (not too stiff) - put on lid and cover with coals examining from 
time to time to prevent burning. Keep lid on if you want good bread.

Also family tradition, is that in the late 1790's, 
a daughter of this Aunt Snapp, married, and wanted one of her sisters to go 
with her to Tenn. where the young couple was to go make their hame. None of 
her sisters wished to go, but Mary offered to go and stay with her for a year. 
Here in this new country, Mary Shirley met and married Dr. Hugh Barton in 
1799 in Greenville. All of this old rehash. 
C) Now I have searched for sametime for the right Snapp to be Mary Shirley's 
Aunt, and for a Snapp daughter who married ca 1798 and went to Tenn. Early 
records around Greenville, Tenn. are non existent and I have never actually 
found the marriage record for Mary & Dr. Hugh. This area was divided into 
various Counties several time, being close, at various times, to Washington, 
Sullivan, and Greene County. 

Now comes some interesting things which might fit into your April 
Newsletter. A strong possibility I have found for a Snapp/Shirley connection, 
is one of a Lawrence Snapp Jr., B. ca 1747, M. ca 1770 a MARGARETHA, and had 
5 children: Elizabeth B 1771, M. J. Tipton Jr; John, M. Keller; PHILLIP; 
Lawrence III, 1774; Margaret, B. 1779 & M. Dr. ELKANUAH DULANEY at Woodstock, 
on Feb. 7, 1799, and they removed that year to Sullivan County, Tenn. This 
has seemed to be about the best Snapp fit I could find, and this material in 
the lattest V. News. on page 44, connecting a dau. of Samuel Vance, Margaret, 
to Samuel C. Evans-it says,"A family tradition says they met when he visited 
the Shenandoah Valley with the Dulaney's, his cousins! You also show a Power 
of Attorney for this Samuel Vance to Philip Snap---this then COULD be that 
Philip Snap was Samuel Vance's nephew, the son of Samuels sister,Margaret. 
By that time, Samuel had evidently gone to Tenn. himself. Phillip stayed in 
Frederick Co, and Samuel Vance could have easily sent back his Power of Attorney 
to Philip settle his affairs back in Frederick Co. 

I have also found several Deeds for a Lawrence Snap that place him as 
being a land owner in the area around Cedar Creek and the Long Meadow. The 
home of James (D. 1762) and his family. In the Snapp family, as in the Vances, 
the same names were used by each generation, and there could easily have been 
several Lawrence Snapps around there. But this seems to be a BIT of 
collaborating information to tie into some of your conclusions on Samuel Vance 
and his family. 
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You will see on page 45 that Elkanah R. Dulaney was a Witness on several 
Deeds of Samuels in Sullivan County. This could probably be either because 
he waS a cousin of his daughters husband OR have been a husband of his neice. 

Later this Lawrence Snapp and same of the rest of his family removed to 
Sullivan County, Tenn. also, and the Dulaney and Tipton families became quite 
prominent there, It seems that Samuel and his family also went to that area, 
perhaps all of these moves were because of the Snapp daughter Margaret, and 
ner cousin, Mary Shirley, first going to the area, liking it, finding cheap 
land, and others of the families following. That was true of my Barton family, 
who also migrated from Frederick Co, Va. to around Knoxville, Tn. I have never 
looked in that Tenn. area for more Vance records of deeds, etc. as I thought 
the Vances were in my past, in Virginia. But I have found indications that - 
some of the Shirley family also followed to the same Tenn. area later. 

This all tied into my research so well that I thought you might be 
interested in it also. The more coincidences we uncover, the more we can think 
that our speculations are on target. And it seems to me that some of this April 
material helps solidify my Vance/Snapp research. And some of this might help 
you explain some of material you have uncovered. Namely the Dulaney/Philip 
Snapp/Vance connection. 

Again, I express my appreciation for all your work on the Vance Newsletter. 
I still think it is one of the best ones I receive. I am seriously considering 
coming to the meeting in Nashville in June. Not that I would have anything 
much to add, but I certainly met a great bunch of Vances in Washington 10 years 
ago, and would love to see some of them, you of course, included, again. I 
would surely miss Tom. His letters always brought a big chuckle, plus his 
good information. I have heard from Virginia a few times since. It seems its 
hard for us to really make plans 3 months down the line, but in the next couple & 
of weeks, we just may get "on the stick" and make some reservations. I have 
some other family research that I would like to do in that area, and we might 
spend a few extra days there. Hoping to see you. y

Tae success of early America depended on educated, energetic, 
and versatile leaders at tne national, state and tocai tevels. 
Samuel Vance of Augusta and Bath counties, Virginia was such a 
leader. He was an tndian fighter, a militia officer of the 


Revolution, local politician, and one of the promoters and founders 
ot Bath County, Virginia. 


Samuel was born probably in the late 1730s, the son of John 


(d. 1757) and Rachel Primrose Vance. Samuel’s siblings were John 
Primrose(probably the eldest san; married Martha | }, Benjamin, 
James, and Mary(m. Jacob Warwick). There were almost certainly 
others. 


Samuel obtained a marriage I!icense on 4 May 1763 and soon 
afterwards wed Sarah Bird, daughter of John and Margaret Dean Bird. 
The Bird family lived on Jackson’s River at the mouth of Warm 
Springs Run. From about age 14 on, Sarah had been raised by her 
materal uncle, John Dean because in September 1756, Shawnee Indians 
attacked in her neighborhood, killed her father and carried off her > 
mother and siblings to captivity in Ohio. The Bird family was not 


reunited until 1763. Two years after their marriage, Samuel and 
Sarah moved up the river to a new farm at the confluence of Back 
Creek and Little Back Creek--now Mountain Grove, VA. They would 


live here the remainder of their lives and raise a large family. 
Their children were: Margaret(m. Charles Hamilton, 10 July 1781 in 
Augusta--not recorded--and moved to Scott Co., KY); Rachel(m. James 
Hamilton 21 September 1786 in Augusta); Elizabeth; Patsy; Sarah(m. 

Carter); James(m. Catherine Monroe in Bath); Nancy(m. 
Smallwood Noel in Bath); Alice(m. Maicom Allen in Bath); and 
Benjamin(m. Margaret T. Lindsay, apparently in KY, d. MO, late 
1847). 


Samue! qualified as a Lieutenant of Augusta Miiitia on i7 May 
1774. Subsequently, he joined the force under Col. Charles Lewis 
and marched to the mouth of the Great Kanawha River, where on 10 
October 1774, they fought the Indians under the leadership of the 
celebrated Shawnee chief, Hokolesqua or Cornstalk. Samuel was 
wounded in this hotly contested and narrowly won battle. 


During the years of the Revolution, Samuel served in a dual 
capacity. On 17 March 1778, he qualified as Captain of Militia and 
two months later, qualified as a Gentleman Justice of the Augusta 
County Court, a post he held throughout the Revolution. He was 
with the county militia at Yorktown for the surrender of Cornwallis 
in 1781. On 19 November 1782, he qualified as Lieutenant Colonel 
of Militia--his highest rank. 


@ Samuel continued to sit as a Justice after the Revolution, but 
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on 16 March !785. he (and three others) refused to remain in his 
post because the Court tn Staunton was too far from his home on 
Back Creek--an act meant to azxzitute for the ereation of a new 
county. Although Samuel served avain as a Justice in !78o6 and as 
an Augusta Commissioner of the Tax in 178°. he continued to support 
the formation of a new county out of Aueusta. Finally in 1790, the 
new county of Bath was formed and Samuei was one of its first 
Justices and its first Coroner. Although aging, he would hoid sore 
county offiee for the next ten years. 


One more official duty was thrust upon him tin 1[1804. Taat 
year, Samuel was appointed to a commission to study the best way 
for the planned James River and Kanawha Turnpike. He was a natural 
selection for the position because he had walked much of the route 
many times as an Indian fighter, soldier and hunter and hag 
intimate knowledge of the terrain and gygeograpny Trom the Greenbrier 
River to the Ohio. 


Samuel made his will on 25 February 1804: to son James, tue 
lower part of the plantation [ live on; to son Benjamin the upper 
end of the plantation with the other plantation on Little Back 
Creek; to my beloved wife Sarah Vance, the remaining part of my 
land, the dwelling house, orchards, together with a negro boy, Bob 
and a girl Poll; at her decease, the land and Bob to son Benjamin 
and the girl Poll to any of my children that my wife sees fit; to 
marrioed daughters, one dollar, except Ally{Alice] Allen, who is to 
return Grace to Patsy and have Agy in lieu thereof. On 20 November 
1806, Samuel wrote a short codicil to this will (not diferentiated 
as such by the recording Bath County Clerk): to daughter Sarah 
Vance Carter, a mulattoe boy; to daughter Nancy, a negro girl 
Sarah; to daughter Elizabeth, a negro girl, Jude. The wiil was 
proved at the Bath County Court held in October 1807, indicating 
that Samuel had died the month previous. (Bath Co., VA Will Book 1, 
Ds. 377%) 


Samuel’s widow, Sarah Bird Vance died in 1815. Her will, 
written 30 October 1811, is brief: to my second daughter, Rachel, 
now Rachel Hamilton, my negro woman, Poll; if any children are 
born to Foli, the first to go to my granddaughter Sarah Hamilton, 
now Sarah Sutphin; the second of Poll to go to my other 
granddaughter Sarah B. Hamilton; any other increase of Poll to be 
given to Rachel Hamilton and her heirs; remaining property to be 
divided equally among the rest of my children; executors, Andrew 
S. Warwick [nephew] and son Benjamin; teste, Samuel V. Hamilton, 
Charles Hamilton, James V. Hamilton. Proved, September 1815 and 
Februaru 1817. (Bath Co., VA Will Book 2, p. 136.) 


Both Samuel and Sarah died at the Vance home at present day 
Mountain Grove, VA and almost certainly are buried nearby. 
However, their graves have not been located.

The land for the church and cemetery having been donated by Samuel 
Vance.

Leora Giessing, a granddaughter of (Minnie) Alice Vance Blanton, 
a daughter of James Clark Vance, who was a son of Harrison Ramey 
Vance, has said her grandmother Blanton told her that Mary and 
Jordan lived near Iron Mountain, MO, which was then part of 
Washington Co, now Iron County.

Who was this THOMAS VANCE? WHERE DID HE GO? 


I have searched the Illinois Statewide 1850 Census for THOMAS 
VANCE. There are 4: 

THOMAS VANCE age 23 b. TIN Laborer, Jefferson Co IL. 

THOMAS VANCE age 34 b. KY Boat Builder, Massac Co IL. 
THOMAS VANCE age 21 b. KY farmer, Macoupin, IL. 

THOMAS VANCE age 35 b. KY U.B. Clergyman, Franklin Co IL. 


We don't know the relationship of JORDAN VANCE, THOMAS VANCE and 
CHARLES VANCE. What we do know...when Jordan Vance died in 
Washington Co MO in 1831, his 3 oldest sons, Harrison Ramey, 
Andrew Jackson and Thomas M. Vance, accompanied Thomas & Charles 
Vance to IL. Harrison & Andrew married there and soon after 
traveled back to MO and settled in Madison Co. 


Also wanted to share this with you. In my quest for finding roots 
for JORDAN VANCE, J decided that locating the census of all of 
JORDAN and MARY VANCE'S children who were still living in 1880 
when the census data included the birth place of parents, should 
tell us where Jordan was born. Good thinking, right? Jordan and 
Mary had 3 living children in 1880.

ROBERT THE BRUCE 
RESEARCH OF BOBBY VANCE, 303 SO. STRAUSS, WACO, TX 76706

Bobby had just learned of the Vance family connection to Robert the Bruce when he 
began tutoring adults in reading in 1990 at his local McLennon County Community 
College. The reward for community service had an unexpected surprise. He noticed in 
the study area hanging on the wall an original large framed ‘rubbing’. With permission 
he was allowed to take it out of the building to have photographed to share with our 
membership. Robert the Bruce is buried in Dunfermline Abbey, Dunfermline, Scotland, 
near Edinburgh, but his heart is alleged to be buried at Melrose Abbey, borders area of 
Scotland. There is a stone marker there about midway on the left side of the beautiful 
ruins of Melrose. His friend Douglas had made an unsuccessful attempt to take his 
heart on a crusade to Jerusalem. See Jan. 1991 NL pg. 25 for article and the 
pedigree. The rubbing reads: 


“Given by citizens of Dunfermline and Melrose in celebration of the sixth centenary 
of his death 1329 - 7th June 1929. In remembrance of the pious wish of King Robert 
Bruce that his heart should be buried in Jerusalem.”

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MINUTES OF THE 1995 GENERAL MEETING OF THE MEMBERSHIP OF THE ~* 
VANCE FAMILY ASSOCIATION, IN NASHVILLE, TENNESSEE JUNE 24, 1995 


Check-in for the meeting was generally on Friday afternoon, June 23, at the Ramada Inn - simon, 
where the meeting was held. Many attendees gathered around the VFA table in the hotel lobby and 
renewed old acquaintances and made new ones. An informal dinner was held in the hotel restaurant that 
evening, providing additional time for fellowship. 


Saturday morning, June 24, following a buffet breakfast of coffee, donuts, and danish pastries, the 
Business Meeting of the membership was held, in the Gatlinburg Room of the Tennessee Ball Room. Bill 
Huss, out-going President, introduced himself, opened the meeting, and greeted the members. The records 
indicated that 53 people were in attendance, the same as at Pittsburgh, two years ago, with about 10 from 
Ohio and 7 from Texas. This was the first meeting for the majority of the attendees, showing the 
advantage of moving the meeting location around the country each time, to make it more accessible to 
other than the "core" group of 15 to 20 faithful members who have made it to every meeting. Sam Vance, 
out-going Secretary, evaded having to read the minutes of the Pittsburgh meeting, as the minutes had been 
published in the October 1993 Newsletter. The outgoing Treasurer, Liz Vance Mortensen, was not able to 
attend the meeting, so Bill gave the Treasurer's Report. Our primary expense is the Newsletter, which costs 
about a thousand dollars per issue to get out and mailed. The primary income is the yearly membership 
fee. The treasury balance rises at the beginning of the year, as membership fees come in, then falls over the 
rest of the year as the Newsletters are published. At the time of the meeting, the balance stood at 
$9938.31, so we are in good condition financially. This is about the highest level we have had at the time 
of the biennial meetings, due in no small part to Bruce Vance's efforts at controlling the Newsletter costs. 
We have also expanded the auxiliary services available to the members, including back issues of 
Newsletters, videos, pictures, and pedigree charts, all of which we take a bit of mark-up on to keep the > 
membership fees as low as possible. The Treasurer's Report was approved and accepted. 


Bruce Vance then reported that we currently have 315 members on the rolls, and may get up to 350 to 375 
by the end of the year. We generally lose 25 to 50 people a year, but get enough new members each year 
to make up for the loss. It is not surprising that of the Charter Members about sixty percent are still active, 
as they were highly involved in all the activities. Great advances have been made in the pedigree database 
with some major "hookups" made, due, to a great extent, to the sibling forms that the members have been 
sending in. We have about 190 separate Vance lines, 22 of which go to Ireland, about 10 go to Scotland, 
about 10 go to Germany (usually Wentz or Wance) and the remainder begin in the states. Our new Coat 
of Arms is all-encompassing, so applies to all Vances regardless of where their root ancestor comes from. 
As to products, the "Condensed Pedigree", for $35, provides a book containing the condensed pedigrees of 
all who have contributed their pedigree to the VFA. The "Cross Reference List" has every Vance in the 
files, with the name of the member who is researching that line. The "Notes List" contains all manner of 
additional information, including wills, differences of opinion from members about ancestors, Kathleen's 
notes about disputes that have been arbitrated and/or settled, census information, etc. Any member can get 
their own pedigree, by sending Bruce a SASE (self-addressed, stamped envelope) and $4, and get all the 
family sheets printed out from the information that has been entered. A disk can also be purchased giving 
all the descendants of a given root ancestor. 


Kathleen Mason, our Historian, then recognized Grace Dotson, one of her Associate Historians, who has 
done a lot of the typing for her. The other Associate is Virginia Vance Lovett, who has been an <@ 
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researcher of Vance lines. Mary Norfleet will be coming on board shortly as another Associate. Pat 
Jannsen has typed up about 200 of the 300 hand-written pages of the abstracts of the Barnbarroch papers 
now in the Scottish Record office, a monumental undertaking of more than two years. One of the gems 
that has come from the abstracts is that Sir Patrick Vans had two sons named John, one a "natural son" 
(bastard) and the other Sir John. The "natural son" is probably the father of Reverend John, of Ireland, a 
link that previously could not be made. Kathleen also discussed her correspondence with Vans Dobie, 
from New Zealand, whom the 1994 Tour barely missed seeing at Barnbarroch. Her grandmother was 
Mary Vans Agnew, sister of Sir John Vans Agnew, whose spouse Ada, died in the fire at Barnbarroch in 
1941. She also discussed her correspondence with the Castle Howard library and archives about obtaining 
copies of documents concerning the incorporation, by marriage, of the properties of the Lords of Gillesland 
(Vaux line) into that of the Howards. This correspondence came about largely through the efforts of Irene - 
Van Royen, who had been allowed to do research in the library and archives. Finally, she discussed the 
artistic efforts of Betty Silfies in getting the new Coat of Arms prepared, as well as her painting of Dirleton 
Castle, which Kathleen displayed at the meeting. 


Sam Vance talked about the 1994 Tour to Scotland and Les Baux, but very briefly, as a very detailed trip 
report has already been published in the Newsletter. We are still trying to get a copy of the book The 
Correspondence of Sir Patrick Vaus, which Cissy Vance had shown to the 1994 Tour group, so that copies 
could be made here in the states for sale to interested members. (Since such a reprinting requires 
disassembly of the original copy, we cannot ask any private owner to submit their copy to such an action.) 
We still have inquiries out to a number of rare book sellers, both in Scotland and here in the States. We 
also have had no luck in finding a copy of the video made early last summer of Carscreugh Castle and its 
relationship to Scott's book The Bride of Lammermuir, the basis for Donizetti's opera "Lucia di 
Lammermoor". The owner of Carscreugh farm had mentioned the video to Sam when the Tour group 
visited the ruins, and said that his wife had been interviewed as part of the video. Sam had no response 
from the farm owner when he later wrote for information, nor did any TV station or producer in Scotland 
own up to any knowledge of the program. He then wrote a letter to the magazine Scottish World asking if 
any readers had knowledge of the show. The new Director of the Barnbarroch Trust, Mari Farr, provided 
the only response. She visited the farm, at Sam's request, and got a very chilly reception from the owner's 
wife, who apparently had been set upon by numerous people who had read Sam's letter in the magazine. 
The wife did tell Mari that the video, as broadcast, lasted only a few seconds, and consisted of her (the 
wife) saying that “the entire history of Carscreugh Castle is in five books in the Wigton library, so go look 
it up". Sam has therefore given up any effort on that matter. The five books she referred to may well be 
the five volume set of P. H. M’Kerlie's book History of the Lands and Their owners in Galloway, just 
republished in 1994, a copy of which Sam brought to the meeting. Sam's son, Stuart, visited the Kirkinner 
Church a couple of years ago and worked with the Beadle of the church to clean up around the Vans 
Agnew crypt, which was badly in need of repairs. Sam reported on this at the Pittsburgh meeting, and was 
authorized to check into getting repairs made, particularly to the hinges of the crypt door. Although Cissy 
agreed to get one of her sons to look into the matter, nothing had been done when the 1994 Tour went 
through the area. The stone work of the crypt is deteriorating also, and the area inside the crypt is 
completely grown up with saplings and underbrush. We need to explore other ways of helping to maintain 
this historic structure. As to the Barnbarroch Trust, a completely new organization has taken over, and the 
Alex Lothian connection has been completely severed. Sam has not yet heard back from Alec Vans about 
whether he approves of the new group, so cannot recommend at this time that the VFA members sign up. 
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Bruce Vance reported that $4500 worth of the Vance tartan materials had been ordered, and ~- 
delivery is expected soon. Through the efforts of Mark Vance, the design has been accepted and 
registered with the Scottish Tartan Registry office, and can be ordered in the future through a number of 
Scottish woolen mills. Orders will be coming in COD for the delivery charges, and with import duty 
applied, so someone must be at the house to receive and pay for it. If the purchaser is not expected to be 
available, they should get. with Bruce to make alternate arrangements. The VFA is now out of the tartan 
business, although it may be possible to order in the future through Mark or directly from the mill. 


No other old business was brought up, so Bill asked for recommendations or comments about 
activities for the new officers to consider. Another Tour was discussed, possibly to include Ireland, and 
maybe Normandy. Concern was expressed about Northern Ireland, even though the recent "peace treaty" 
was agreed to by the IRA. Several people commented that Ireland was a very worthwhile place to visit, 
but only if appropriate local guides are provided, both for safety considerations and for finding the sites of 
interest. It was generally agreed that 1998 would be the time frame for the next Tour. Locations for the 
next biennial meeting were discussed, including Salt Lake City, San Antonio, Cincinnati or Columbus, 
Ohio, or possibly Winchester or Staunton, Virginia. Winchester was also suggested as a regional or 
research meeting site. Salt Lake City was suggested only because of the Mormon research facilities, while 
the other areas have definite Vance connections. Final selection of the meeting location will be made by 
the Executive Committee. 


Kathleen Mason then gave a short dissertation on Andrew Jackson and the confusion over his birth date, 
birth place, age at the time of election to the presidency, and his connection to the Vances. Mrs. 
Macpherson, the speaker at the dinner meeting that evening, at the Hermitage, had informed Sam Vance 
that she was not going to touch the subject as we already knew more about the Vance/Jackson connection 
than she did. Kathleen now believes that there were two Andrew Jacksons, one who became the President, 
the other a "very rough and tumble" surveyor in Kentucky. The Draper Manuscript apparently initiated 
much of the confusion by attributing stories about the surveyor Jackson, attested to by Simon Kenton, to 
the early life of the President. The real culprit in the false stories really was a man named Buell, who wrote 
lots of articles about Jackson and others that were pure figments of his imagination, but were never 
challenged. The editor and director of the Papers of Andrew Jackson project, Dr. Moser, of the University 
of Tennessee, at Knoxville, agrees that there were two Jacksons, and that the Draper stories, and most 
works that were based on them or on Buell, should not be considered to be about the President or to be 
true. The story about Jackson inheriting money at the age of 16, and promptly squandering it all on 
clothes, drink, and gambling, is most likely a pure fabrication based on a simple comment in the William 
McCully document about then General Jackson's ancestors and family in Ireland. We should place more 
faith in Balbimnie's version of the Vance/Jackson connection than anything else. Interestingly, there is a 
property deed somewhere in Nashville that Jackson gave that was witnessed by a John Vance, whose 
identity is, as yet, unknown. This was mentioned somewhere in the past Newsletters. 


Bill Huss asked Maurice Vance, who had tallied the votes, to announce the results of the election for 
the officers for the next two years: 


President - Bruce Vance, of Bellevue, WA 
Vice President - Sam Vance, of Huntsville, AL 


Secretary - Robert F. Vance, of Louisville, KY 
Treasurer - Waid Vance, of Westerville, OH @ 
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Kathleen Mason will continue as Historian, with the help of her Associates, and Bill Huss will serve in an 
@ ex-officio capacity. The new officers then each stood and gave a brief sketch of their backgrounds. 


Vance Voss Smith reminded the members that 1995 was the tenth anniversary of the founding of the 
VFA. Bobby Vance made the suggestion that a book of Vance poetry be worked up, and was promptly 
nominated to lead the effort. 


The meeting was adjourned. That afternoon, we boarded a tour bus for a sightseeing tour of the 
Opryland area and downtown Nashville. A visit was made to the Tennessee State Library and Archives, 
where we were given a short talk on the extensive genealogical and historical holdings there and how to 
access them. There was no time available for research. We then toured the Hermitage, the restored home 
of President Andrew Jackson just East of Nashville. We then had dinner at Rachel's Garden Cafe, in the 
visitors' center, and heard a fascinating talk by Sharon Macpherson, Deputy Director for Research at the 
Hermitage, about the research activities and details that were considered in making the restoration of the 
Hermitage as historically accurate as possible.

Happy New Year. If the research material in this issue is any barometer, we are in for a 
great 1996. The Historian and her Associates have established an environment that is 
resulting in exceptional material and the members who submit articles are creating first 
class work. I am glad to be along for the ride. 


It_is renewal season. Thanks to those members who are sponsoring various libraries, 
historical and genealogical societies for 1996. One member wrote that she donates her newsletter to the local 
genealogical society after she is done with it. This is a good idea, we encourage more members follow this lead. 
Another note of appreciation to those donating extra money when renewing. This helps us support the unfunded 
genealogical functions and maintain our position as a leading family association.

Database. We continue to work on filling out the early Vance families but is slow, tedious work. I have a couple of 
early families in my in-basket waiting for action, so that is part of the early missing Vances. I was looking closely at 
my own line and noted that there was a lot of English influence in and around my root Vances. It then occurred to me 
that we don’t have any lines recorded going to Europe except to Scotland/Ireland and Germany. The names might be 
a variation of Vance such as Vans, Vaux but they are relevant lines. This also made me wonder why we don’t have a 
summary of the early Vances from the passenger lists. I should probably start working on my in-basket and stop 
wondering. 


Software. The latest hot item in genealogical software are the ‘Mapper’ programs. You input descriptions from 
land deeds and it will draw the outline of the land, calculate acreage and give you other pertinent facts. The better 
programs allow you to attach neighboring pieces of land, name neighbors and name significant points. I found a 
shareware version of a simple mapper program and tried it out with a complicated deed from early Fayette Co., PA. 
I fed it 18 measurements and it came up with a nice drawing and calculation of total acreage that was within .01 
acres of the original. Impressive! If you want a copy of this program, write to: Russ Holsclaw, 7472 Mt. Sherman 
Rd., Longmont, CO. 80503 or send me a blank disk (3 1/2), disk mailer and postage. It has the instructions and a 
sample. 


Several Brothers Keeper users contacted me about not having the ability to abstract their data in GEDCOM format. 
I searched the genealogical section of Compuserve and found a utility that will do the job. If anyone else is having 
this type of problem, let me know. 


Other. Sometimes I am mistakenly given credit for the Frederick County Abstracts (see order page), please let me 
pass all the credit along to our VFA member John Davis. It is a impressive piece of work.

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Patrick Alexander Vans Agnew, B.C.9. 
1823-1848

Prefatory Remarks: While on the 1990 Vance Trip in England and Scotland, prior to the arrival 
of the other members, I had been invited by author Donna Brewster to come to her home in 
Wigtown, Scotland for an interview. After an interesting interview concerning the Vaus/Vans 
family, she told me that John Clarke, a local bookstore owner, wanted to meet me, as he had 
infomation he thought I would be interest in. After the interview, I visited Mr. Clarke. He had 
an article in an old magazine [he Gallovidia. This is a six page comprehensive article giving 
the background of Patrick Alexander Vans Agnew’s heritage - the subject of this article. 


The Vanses are one of the oldest families in Galloway. The name, in a slightly different form 
was among the first to appear in England after the Norman Conquest. One of the family name 
came to Scotland with David I., and when Malcolm succeeded to the throne in 1153 they held 
land in the borders, and soon after the Barony of Dirleton in East Lothian. One of the Dirleton 
line settled in Galloway, and obtained Barnbarroch in 1384, and the family has continued in the 
male line in unbroken descent in possession of Barnbarroch until the present day. A Vans was 
Bishop of Galloway about 1426. In the time of Sir Patrick Vans, from 1540 to 1597, the family 
was the first in the county of Wigtown in point of influence, if not also in possessions. His 
name is the first in the records as representative of his native county in Parliament in 1593-4; as 
a descendant, Colonel Patrick Vans was the first M.P. for Wigtownshire after the Union, and 
afterwards sat for the Wigtown burghs. In the 16th century the family held land in every parish 
in the ‘Machers’ except for Kirkcowan The family intermarried with several houses of the 
leading Scottish nobility. Later, about 1747, by marriage they acquired the Scheuchan estates 
and took the name of Agnew in addition to Vans. This is the background of Patrick Alexander 
Vans Agnew [1823-1848]. 


‘Patrick Alexander Vans Agnew was born at Nagpore, Central India, in 1823. He was the second 
son of Colonel Patrick Vans Agnew, C.B., who, after considerable service in India, was a 
director of the old East India Company and “laird” of Barnbarroch. From 1830 to 1840, 
through Colonel Vans Agnew’s influence many Gallovidians obtained good appointments in 
India. Patrick Alexander was sent home at four years of age, and educated at Barnbarroch until 
about his eleventh year under a private tutor, the Rev. Mr. Sommerville, a licentiate of the 
Church of Scotland. Afterwards he was placed at a private school at Finchley, from whence he 
passed on to Haileybury College, where he distinguished himself for receiving at least eight 
prizes in his final examinations. 


Young Vans Agnew went to India in 1840 and was killed at Multan on 20th April 1848. He was 
the brother of Robert Vans Agnew who had the letters of Sir Patrick Vans [Wauss] published. 
He was first with General Low at Lucknow, afterwards in Sindh under Sir Charles Napier, but 
most of his service was under Sir Henry Lawrence and others in the Punjab. He rose to be 
Deputy-Commissioner of the Cis-Sutley territory, and when he was selected for his last perilous 
and ill-fated mission, he was, looked upon as one of the most competent and experienced 
political officers on the frontier. He was well traveled through the whole of the Multan districts, 
and was a first-rate Oriental scholar. Remarking about his kindness to the natives, Sir Herbert 
_ Edwards wrote of him “It would be difficult to say whether poor Vans Agnew was more popular 
with them or his own countrymen.”’ 


After the first Sikh war, the Punjab was placed under a regency of Sikh nobles controlled by a 
British resident at Lahore. One of them, Dewan Mulraj at Multan, occupied a semi-independent 
position as a great trader, as well as governor. When called upon to render an account of his 
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stewardship, he replied he was tired and heart-sick of the troublesome post, and preferred to 
resign. His offer was perhaps accepted too abruptly. Mr. Vans Agnew, accompanied by 
Lieutenant Anderson were deputized to take over the government and fortress and install the 

& new Sikh governor appointed by the resident. Upon Van Agnew’s arrival at Multan, the former 
governor Mulraj, with every show of friendship and fair-dealing, turned over the keys to the 
fortress to him. 


On leaving the fortress with a slender escort, a fanatical native soldier rushed at Mr. Vans 
Agnew and wounded him on the shoulder. Mr. Vans Agnew was unarmed, but struck the soldier 
with his walking stick. His companion Lieutenant Anderson was also soon attacked and very 
severely wounded. The escort carried the wounded officers to the ‘“‘Idgali” a Mohammedan 
mosque about a mile from the fort. Vans Agnew’s wounds were dressed by a native doctor, 
while he dictated a letter to the resident two hundred miles away, stating what happened, and 
requested immediate help. He also communicated with Mulraj, and stated it was imperative that 
he should call upon him at once, if he wished to be considered innocent in this plot. The next 
day the guns at the fort of which Mulraj had regained possession, opened fire upon the mosque. 


Later there was a trial of Mulraj, and it was noted that Vans Agnew’s dictated letter to General 
Cortland, generously expressed his opinion that Mulraj was not chargeable with the treachery in 
the first instance. It was brought out that the guns from the fort, under the direction of Mulray, 
attacked the mosque. It must have been an appalling sight for the wounded and defenseless 
inside. All who remained faithful were only eight or ten horsemen out of the military escort of 
about one thousand, and the office staff. Sirdar Khan Sing implored Mr. Vans Agnew to be 
allowed to hand out a sheet and ask for mercy. His reply was - “The time for mercy is gone; let 
none be asked for. They can kill us two if they like, but we are not the last of the English; 
thousands of Englishmen will come down here when we are gone and annihilate Mulraj and his 
soldiers and his fortress.”” The mosque was rushed, and Khan Sing taken prisoner. The faithful 
servants who stood beside the wounded officers were pushed aside. Vans Agnew was calmly 
awaiting death on his cot, sitting beside his wounded friend Anderson. They were attacked and 
had their heads hacked off. General Cortland did indeed reply to Vasns Agnew’s letter by a 
‘special messenger, but it was too late. He too, ran into a battle on the way. A large force was 
afterwards sent under a British general to resume the siege, and the fortress was captured on 2 
January, 1849. 


After this the remains of the two officers were reverently borne by the victorious British army, 
and laid to rest on the lofty plateau that crowned the citadel. The fortress was demolished, and 
all that remains is an ancient Hindu temple and two Mohammedan shrines. 


It has been remarked “An Englishman in India has no home, and leaves no memory.” However, 
in this instance, there is a small marble slab in the “‘Idgali’’ marking the room where they died, 
an obelisk at Multan, and a beautiful marble monument in the Calcutta Cathedral. The epitaph 
at the Calcutta Monument with the exception of the opening sentence is the same as that on the 
obelisk at Multan. 


“Not near this stone, nor in any consecrated ground, but on the extreme frontier 
of the British Indian Empire, lie the remains of Patrick Alexander Vans Agnew, 
of the Bengal Civil Service, and William Anderson, Lieutenant, lst Bombay 
Fushlier Regiment, assistants to the resident at Lahore, who being deputized by 
the Government to relieve, at his own request, Dewan Mulraj, Viceroy of 
Multan, of the fortress and authority which he held, were attacked and wounded 
by the garrison on the 19th April, 1848, and being treacherously deserted by the 
Sikh escort, were on the following day, in flagrant breach of natural faith and 
hospitality, barbarously murdered in the ‘Ingali’ under the walls of Multan. 
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“Thus fell these two young public servants, at the age of 25 and 28 years 
full of high hopes, rare talents, and promise of future usefulness - even in their 
death doing their country honour. Wounded and forsaken, they could offer 

no resistance, but hand in hand calmly awaited the onset of their assailants. 


“Nobly they refused to yield, foretelling the day when thousands of 
Englishmen, should come to avenge their death, and destroy Mulraj, his 
army and his fortress. 


“History records how this prediction was fulfilled. Borne to the grave by 
their victorious brother soldiers and countrymen, they were buried with 
inilitary honours, on the summit of the captured citadel, on the 26th 
January, 184-. 


“The annexation of the Punjab to the British Empire was the result of the 
war, of which their assassination was the commencement.” 


In the event you should be traveling in India, you may wish to visit the Ingali where Vans 
Agnew died, or Multan where the large obelisk stands as a monument to the two young men who 
lost their lives. Should Calcutta be your destination, visit the Calcutta Cathedral and locate the 
beautiful marble monument there. Many of our members travel all over the world, so - send us a 
postcard. Photos below are of Barnbarroch, the home Patrick Alexander Vans Agnew left 
behind, and Ingali, where he lost his life.

Joseph Vance is believed to have served in the Revolutionary War in 1776. An article was published 
in the Eddyville, lowa, newspaper dated Friday, November 9, 1894, concerning a powder horn carried b: 
Joseph Vance in the Revolutionary war and at that time in the possession of Mrs. Homer Rhodes of mS 
Rock, Arkansas. On it had been painted the Battle of Lexington and the date 1775 as well as the Bunke 
Hill Monument. The names of Joseph's son, James, War of 1812, and grandson, Zachary Taylor Vance. Civil 
War, also appeared on the horn. On June 20, 1783, a Joseph Vance received a grant of one hundred acres, 
#938, for serving three years as a private in the Virginia Continental Line. His service in the Revolutionary 
War was reported in the Historical Encyclopedia of Illinois Volume II, page 1164, published in 1912. At this 
time it is believed he served in Colonel Daniel Morgan's regiment under Captain Peter Bryan Bruin. 

Joseph Vance married Nancy Bradley, daughter of John and Sarah Lillard Bradley of Washington 
County, Virginia. According to a biography of John E. Vance, grandson of Joseph and Nancy. Nancy's 
parents opposed the marriage and the young couple eloped and went to an area near Cincinnati, Ohio. at a 
time when only two houses were there. Their only furniture was a frying pan and aside from wild game 
their only provisions were cornmeal and salt. 

A Joseph appeared on the tax rolls in 1790-91 in the district north of South Elkhorn. Woodford 
County, Kentucky. This was near Lexington. On August 17, 1805, a Joseph Vance of Greene County. 
Commonwealth of Ohio, sold John L. Martin of Bourbon County, Commonwealth of Kentucky, a tract or 
parcel of land being in the County of Lincoln on the waters of the Hanging Fork and the Green River. 
containing nine hundred ninety acres. On the 28th of February in 1781 a Preemption Warrant, No. 1162, 
entered in Lincoln Entrees, Book 1, page 98, was granted on 1000 acres in Lincoln County between the 
Hanging Fork and Green River, neighbors being Ben. Pettitt and Saml. Briggs. A warrant to survey had 
been issued to Joseph Vance, assignee of James McPheron, on August 30, 1780, in consideration of the sum 
of four hundred pounds. This tract was surveyed for Joseph Vance on the 29th of September, the 15th of 
October, and the 27th of November in 1798. Chain carriers were John Martin, Jr., Wm. Miller. and 
Shepperd Sminey. Marker and director of the survey was John Martin, Sr. No wife's name appeared on the 
deed of sale; however, Joseph Vance's son, John, married Nancy Martin. 

Joseph C. Vance's records appear to have been intermingled with those of Joseph Vance married to 
Nancy Bradley in the Greene County history books which indicated a connection between James Clang 
and Joseph C. Vance. The following land records revealed the correct connection. On December 30. he 
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Joseph Vance and James Clancy preempted a claim at the Cincinnati Land Office for four hundred four 
acres in $32, T3, R6, which is located in Sugar Creek Township, Greene County, Ohio. The land lay west of 
the Little Miami River near the present town of Bellbrook. Payments were made on this property on July 
26, 1805, January 28, 1806, and again on July 23, 1807. On February 18, 1812, Joseph Vance and James 
Clancy received a grant as tenants in common, having proven that they had made full payment. This 
patent was recorded on September 21, 1815. On September 16, 1815, Joseph and Nancy Vance purchased 
one hundred eighty-eight and a half acres in S32, T3, R6, from James and Nancy Clancy for $357.00. 
Witnesses to this deed were William Snodgrass and James Clancy, Jr. On September 16, 1815. Joseph 
Vance and his wife sold one hundred seventy-eight and a half acres to James and Nancy Clancy for 
$377.00. Witnesses were the same. William Snodgrass was the husband of Joseph and Nancy's first child. 
Mary. These two transactions created a legal split of the original land purchase although the total acreage 
seemed to be short by thirty-seven acres. At the time of the 1820 census, Joseph and Nancy were still in 
residence in Greene County. In Ohio three more children were born to the Vances, and eight of their 
children were married in Greene County. 

After the 1820 census Joseph and Nancy removed to Morgan County, L[llinois, where they lived next 
door to their son, Abraham. Abraham had purchased a total of two hundred forty acres between November 
17, 1823, and July 27, 1830. The two 1823 purchases were at that time in Sangamon County in an area 
which became Morgan County later in that year. This land was located in sections 11, 12, and 14 of T15N. 
R10W, near Jacksonville. 

In 1833 the Jacksonville area was devastated by an outbreak of cholera which claimed the lives of 
three of the children of Joseph and Nancy: Abraham, Bradley, and Martha. Following this epidemic, over 
half the population fled the area. It is probable that Joseph and Nancy were among them, going to 
McDonough County where son, John, was located. John had purchased property there as early as 1835. On 
February 1, 1838, Joseph Vance died in Industry Township, McDonough County, Illinois, and his son, John 
was administrator of the estate. The settlement papers for the estate, dated March 19, 1855 listed the 
following heirs:

Joseph Vance was buried in the Liberty Cemetery in McDonough County. Nancy "Banks" was with 
Sarah, wife of William Morgan, in the 1850 census in Mahaska County, Iowa. This is believed to have been 
Nancy Vance. By 1855 Nancy was living in Morgan County, Illinois, with her daughter, Elizabeth Sturges 
and her husband, John. 

Nancy Bradley Vance died March 14, 1857, in Morgan County, [llinois, and was buried in the 
Arcadia Cemetery, Morgan County, Illinois. Her will, transcribed by Bee McWilliams, was as follows: 


Morgan County [linois November 1853 
In the name of God Amen 
I Nancy Vance being in possession of my health and of sound mind do make and ordain this to be 
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my last Will and Testament renouncing and revoking all others of whatsoever kind or sort. To wit, I will 
and bequeath to all my children (whose notes I hold) all the notes to the respective makers on this condition 
that if I call on either of them at any time for a few dollars to assist me they are to give it to me. 

And [| wish ut expresly understood that whereas my daughter Mary Snodgrass and her husband 
having received from the Estate of my husband and whose notes are in the hands of my son John Vance to 
the amount of two hundred and fifty dollars with some twenty years in trust, there over this is the reason 
that I pass them by they having received more than the other children. 

And further I will that my daughter Elizabeth and my son John Vance to have an equal share of my 
bedclothes and also my daughter Elizabeth to have my bureau and bedstead and bed. 

Also that my daughters Elizabeth Sturges and Sary Morgan to have an equal share of my wearing 
apparel. All of which I hearby (....2) subscribe my name in the presence of the subscribing witnesses.

John Vance served in the War of 1812 in Captain Ammi Maltbie’s Company in 
Indiana. He followed the profession of farmer. John Vance purchased one hundred 
acres in the SE 1/4 of S83, T13 N, R12 E in Fayette County, Indiana, on October 11, 
1811, paying $2.00 per acre. He made two payments of $17.00, receipt #16546, and 
$63.00, receipt #16603, at the Cincinnati Land Office which together constituted the 
first installment of the purchase money. On December 25, 1813, he purchased a tract 
in the NE 1/4 of S82, T14 N, R12 E. Both tracts were in Connersville Township. Prior 
to 1819 he had a grist mill on Williams Creek, three to four miles below Connersville. 
on October 24, 1824, John and his wife sold James Vance 106.77 acres described as 
part of the NE 1/4 of S32, T14, R12, recorded in Book B on page 321. Again in May 1. 
1827 they soid Richard Arnold 46.35 acres with the same description recorded in Book 
C on page 409. 

John and his wife, Nancy Martin, came to Blandinsville Township, McDonough 
County, Illinois, on Christmas Eve, 1826. Their son, James M. Vance, was the first 
white child born in that township. In January of 1855 the couple bought property in 
Eddyville, Wapello County, Iowa, and built a ten room, two story brick home.

James Vance enlisted as a private under General Hull at Bellbrook or Xenia, Ohio, 
to serve in the infantry in the War of 1812.

On January 10, 1828, Bradley married Nancy Jouett. Bradley Vance and his wife 
and two sons under five were listed in the Morgan County, Illinois census of 1830. He 
and his wife were between twenty and thirty years of age. Bradley, his brother 
Abraham, and brother-in-law, Nathan Howell Gest were merchants in a general store 
carrying such items as liquor, dry goods, tools, guns, furniture, and shoes. 

In July and August of 1833 a cholera epidemic struck down Bradley Vance, his wife, 
and daughter. Estate bills indicated that illness first struck about July 8th affecting 
Bradley and a child. By August 8th medical bills included medicine for the mother. 
Bradley died on August 8th, and his probate was opened on the 19th of August in 
Morgan County, the executors being Daniel McDonald, Felix W. Jouett, and Jacob 
Redding. Bradley left two orphaned sons, John and William. Felix W. Jouett became 
guardian of these children. Estate bills included costs of two walnut coffins and a 


@& child's coffin. 


WHO IS THIS JOSEPH VANCE of Greene County, Ohio, who sold his land in Lincoln County, 
Kentucky, to John L. Martin of Bourbon County, Kentucky, mentioned in paragraph three, page one, of 
this article? Our Joseph and Nancy Bradley Vance were in Greene County, Ohio, in 1805; however, no wife 
signed this deed of sale, and this Joseph appears to have signed his name. Our Joseph Vance made his 
mark on any sale of land that is known to have been his and Nancy's, so apparently he did not write. The 
Martin connection is puzzling as well in light of the fact that Joseph and Nancy Bradley Vance's son, John, 
married Nancy Martin, daughter of Harry and Sarah Morgan Martin. Nancy Martin Vance also had a 
brother, John.

Robert Vance was born in Scotland 11/12/1804. His father was David Vance #2103 
and his mother was ( ? ). He married Mary Hogg 11/9/1827, and 
cmigratcd lo Canada, Apnil 15, 1831. He had scven sons and onc daughtcr. David and 
John were born in Scotland. Joseph, Robert, Agnes, William, James Hogg and 
Thomas were born in Canada. The family scattered from there. David, b 9/22/1828, 
and his brother Robert, b 4/1/1839 moved south to Mount Morris, Michigan prior to 
1870 where thcy became known for building the "Bridge Building". 


James Hogg Vance b 1838 headed for Nevada where he met Louisa Scott whom he 
married in 1863 in Genoa, Nevada. From there, he continued on to Calitornia. He 
settled in Yreka where he co-founded Vance & Walbndge and a flour mill in Monteque 
Co., California. He had the first telephone and gas in Yreka and Northern California. 
He also raced horses in the San Francisco area, and eventually settled in Oakland, 
where he died in 1913. I still have a chrome plated horse shoe that came from on of 
his horses. He had four daughter: Agnes b. 8/13/1866, Lulu b. 3/3/1870 who marred 
Augustus Baumgartner, Effie b. 1/21/1873, the one who has given me her memories. 
She married Charles W. Carter in Oakland. He was a clipper ship captain, and an 
importer. The were both in Siberia with their daughter during the Russian Revolution 
and Mabel was thrown out of a street car window by Russian soldiers. She also 
remembered skipping school to ride her horse to watch the railroad being built in 
Yreka. She rode the first train between California and Oregon. I am hoping to get a 
copy of her memoirs which tell a lot about the early history of Yreka, California.

Now listed as being extinct, Vance was located about two miles east of Slate 
Springs, being named for William Vance, who in 1837 was the first settler. After 
building a log cabin in 1837, Vance established a water mill on Shulispear Creek for the 
purpose of grinding grain. In 1844, Vance cleared a plot of ground about 300 yards 
trom his mill on which to erect a larger home. He died betore the home was built, and 
on being buried in the clearing, the spot came to be known as the Vance Graveyard, 
being used by the community which later sprang up. | 

William was the son of James A. Vance, Sr. #189 of S.7C. & PA. 


Vance 

Located on the county line between Quitman and Tallahatchie Counties ten 
miles southwest of Lambert, Vance was founded in 1901 and named for Captain C. B. 
Vance, local landowner. When the railroad came through a station was established and 
a large sawmill was located here. The station was discontinued in 1932 except during 
cotton shipping season when an agent was placed here to accommodate the farmers. 

The first school in Vance was erected in 1902 and was also used as a church. 
‘the school was located on the county line with half the building being in ‘l'allahatchie 
County and the two counties shared the maintenance of the school.

Research of Dr. Melton Meek, 3410 Oak, N.W. Lawton, OK 73505. This is not his line, but a 
corollary line. Dr. Meek and I share a couple of surnames, and he was kind enough to send me 
his research on this John Vance whose wife was Agnes Mitchell. Her sister was Jean Mitchell 
Meek. 


John Vance’s will was dated 15 June, 1782, proved July 1782, Harford Co. MD. He named his 
wife ‘Agnes, my well beloved wife’, gave her 1/3 of his estate, her choice of beds and furniture, 
his bay mair with saddle and bridle. He mentions he had four children at home Sons Andrew 
and John to receive the land, when Andrew becomes of age. Eleanor is a minor and show Is to 
receive a horse, saddle and bridle, a bed and furniture, and a milch cow. Alice also receive the 
same. Daughters (already married) Jane Turner and Rebecca Hanna to receive 10 shillings if 
demanded and no more , and William to receive 5 shillings if demanded, and no more, 
indicating they had already been provided for. After these bequests, if there was any remainder, 
it was to be equally divided between Alice, John, Andrew and Eleanor (evidently the four 
children at home) when Eleanor comes of age. Agnes was the executrix, and the will was 
witnessed by John Smyth, John Brown (X) and John Brown, Jr. John Vance signed by X. 


Bethel Presbyterian Church by Anna L. K. Smith states this church was founded in Madonna 
Twp., Harford Co., MD. Page 58, Item 20, lists John Vance, wife Agnes, Children: John, 
Andrew, Mary Creswell, Hughey and Rebecca. Grandson W. Vance. Note that neither Eleanor 
nor Jane is not listed, and a new name is added, not mentioned in the will - Hughey. The 
following information on each child may be helpful. & 


1. John Vance, Jr. He executed a deed May 1807, living in Jefferson Co., Ohio. 
-2. William Vance - no further info. 


3. Jane Vance b. ca 1754, died 24 Aug. 1823, Plattsburg, Clark Co., Ohio, buried Wilson 
Chapel Cem. She married before her father’s will was written in 1782 to Samuel Turner, who 
died 4 Sept 1823, Plattsburg, Ohio, buried Wilson Chapel Cemetery. 


4. Rebecca Vance. Helen Coyer found in The Historical Society of Pennsylvania a letter from a 
descendant (not named in what Helen copied) stating her great- great grandmother was Rebecca 
Vance who married Hugh Hanna February 6th, 1781. She was born December 16, 1760, and 
died near Prosperity, Washington, Pennsylvania, August 16, 1834. Hugh Hanna settled on Ten 
Mile Creek, Morris County, Pennsylvania about 1790. His parents were Thomas and Elizabeth 
Henderson (Scotch Irish) Hanna. Rebecca Vance and Hugh Hanna had the following children: 
Agnes, b. 1780, Elizabeth, Thomas, John Vance, Rebecca, James, Elinor, Hugh (named for her 
brother Hughey, mentioned in church records?), and Martha. 


5. Andrew Vance was a minor 1782, adult 1796 when he executed a deed. He married Mary 
Creswell, daughter of James and Elizabeth Orr Creswell of Scotland. He died 8 Dec. 1807, 
Harford Co. MD. His estate papers cover time frame 1808/10. His wife died after 1815, when 
_ she executed a deed. Their daughter Mary Vance, married Robert Turner, her first cousin, son 
of Jane Vance and Samuel Turner. 


6. Eleanor Vance. Minor 1782. No further info. _ 
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7. Alice Vance. In 1782 in the estate settlement of her father, she was old enough to have 
purchased a cow, household items, etc. on her own. 


8. Hughey Vance. Listed in Bethel Church information, not listed in father’s will. 
Some deeds, which give information of family transactions/movements: 


24 Feb. 1796, Agnes Vance, of Harford Co., State of Maryland, Spinster, and Shadrack 
Rutledge..she owned tract..Hughes Cabbin and he owned Brown’s Choice..resurveying boundary 
lines for clarification of limits of each tract. Deed names: John Vance and Andrew Vance, sons | 
of aforesaid Agnes Vance. 


12 May 1807, Agnes Vance of York Co. PA. and John Vance of Jefferson County, Ohio, of the 
first part and Samuel Turner of Harford Co. MD of second part..for 170 pounds, sell to Samuel 
Turner tracts called Hughs Cabbin and Brown’s Choice... 


23 Aug. 1815 Harford Co. MD, Agnes Vance of Harford Co., Md. for sum of 80 pounds...paid 
by Mary Vance (widow of Andrew) of same county and state, 88 acres, part of tract of Hugh’s 
cabbin, adjoining land of Samuel Turner.

Dear Dorothy, 


Welcome to the Vance Family Association! Kathleen Mason and other members 
were most helpful in making the connection between "our" John and his father 
Samuel Vance. 


To backtrack a bit; from a family history written by my grandmother, Elsie 
Terry Vance, I knew that Thomas M. Vance was my 2nd great grandfather. Thomas 
M.'s first wife was Katherine Richards; his second wife was her younger 
sister, Elenor Richards. Grandma also knew that Thomas M. moved from near 
Bristol, TN to near Woodbury, Cannon Co., TN. I believe but have no 
"absolute" proof, that your Elizabeth Vance Blevins was Thomas M.'s sister and 
the daughter of John Vance and Sarah Marquis. John's parents were Sanuel 
Vance and Sarah Colville. Sarah's parents were Thomas Marquis and Mary 
Colville. 


My best source of "proof" that Elizabeth is the daughter of John and Sarah is 
somewhat convoluted. In the 1950's, Charles L. Lewis corresponded with my 
grandmother. Mr. Lewis' letters stated that he was a descendant of Richard 
Richards and Ruthea Vance. Richard Richards was the son of Edward Richards 
and Jane Root, and brother to Katherine Richards Vance and Elenor Richards 
Vance. Mr. Lewis thought that Ruthea Vance was Thomas M.'s sister. I decided 
to follow this old clue and discovered that Richard Richards died in McMinn 
Co., TN in 1834. Although no will exists for Richard, the inventory and sale 
of his property can be found in McMinn Co. Will Books and Court Records. The @ 
inventory of Richard Richards estate names the administrators as Daniel 
Richards (Richard's brother) and Jobn W. Bleving (Hardin & Elizabeth's son?). 
In the sale of Richard's personal property, among those who purchased items 
were: Hardin Bleving for $120.13; Thomas L. Thomas and Sarah Blevins (Hardin 
& Blizabeth's daughter-in-law, Samuel's wife?) for $5.81 1/2; Samel Blevins 
and Henson W. Thomas for $10.06 1/4; Henson F. Thomas and Samuel Blevins for 
$5.81 1/4; John W. Blevins and Morris Blevins for $5.00. In studying early 
estates, items sold were usually purchased by family members or close 
neighbors. Since the Blevins lived in Meigs Co. and the Richards lived in 
McMinn Co.; they were probably not close neighbors. I have also wondered if 
the Thomas family is somehow related. 


In McMinn Co. Will Book E, Pg. 41, the estate of Richard Richards received 
$50.00 cash from John Vance, (deceased) willed to said heirs of Richard 
Richards. This document would indicate that Ruthea Vance Richards was the 
daughter of John Vance. 


The Richards family records were found in the White Co., TN library and 
recently sent to me by Bugenia Richards. This record indicates that Ruthea 
died April 1, 1834; before Richard who died August 21, 1834. Their deaths 
left 9 children, aged 7 mos. to 13 years, as orphans. Richard and Ruthea's 2 
oldest sons, John Vance and Blijah L., were apprenticed out; Daniel Richards 
took Daniel and possibly one of the younger males to raise; another possible 
Richards' brother, John, took Susannah and possibly one of the other younger 
males to raise with him in Cannon Co., TN. From all indications, Sary Jane, 
11; Ellen Catherine, 9; and Elizabeth, 5; were left with someone in McMinn Co. © 
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A Sarah Richards (Sary Jane?) married John Gallaher on April 14, 1841, McMinn. 
Elizabeth Richards married Joseph Sharp, January 16, 1851, McMinn Co. No 

@ record for Ellen Catherine (b. April 16, 1825). I thought it interesting that 
the 1850 census for Hardin and Elizabeth Blevins shows a daughter, Ellen 
Catherine--coincidence? I note that you have no other information on 
Catherine. 


Family names. Both John Vance and Sarah Marquis has sisters named Elizabeth, 
so it is highly likely that they named a daughter, Elizabeth. Thomas Vance 
Blevins was perhaps named after his uncle, Thomas M. (Marquis?) Vance, who was 
named after his maternal grandfather, Thomas Marquis. John Wilson, according 
to Marquis family legend, was an uncle who raised Sarah Marquis and her six 
brother and sisters after the death of their parents. David Vance, another 
son of John and Sarah's, named one of his sons, John W. (Wilson?); Thomas M. 
named one of his sons David Wilson. I also noted that at least two of Hardin 
and Elizabeth's grandchildren were named Rutha, perhaps after their great 
aunt, Ruthea/Rutha Vance Richards. 


You asked about the First Families of Tennessee, and I am aware of the 
program. I have not attempted to get John Vance designated because we have so 
little personal information--no birth or death dates, or marriage record. I 
keep hoping that a family bible will appear! As far as the time frame, John 
would qualify--the earliest "official" record is his purchase of land in 
Sullivan Co. on August 30 1783; although it is possible and probable that he 
was in Tennessee before that date. 


Something else I noticed, my Thomas M. claimed in census records to have been 
born in Virgina, while your Elizabeth, born two years earlier, claims birth in 
Tennessee, so who knows!?!? 


Last fall, my husband and I took a "genealogical" vacation and travelled to 
many areas of the South. We visited the former home of my father, William 
Vance, and grandparents, Samuel and Elsie Vance near Lebanon, TN (they moved 
to Colorado in 1929). This was also the same farm owned by my great 
grandparents, Edward R. and Drusilla Bonner Hearn Vance. The home has been 
converted into a retirement home and is still owned by a distant cousin. The 
family cemetery sits on a high hill above the old home. Most of the graves 
are unmarked, but thanks to my Grandma's history, we know who is buried there. 


From Lebanon, we went on to Woodbury, TN where Thomas M. and Elenor Richards 
Vance homesteaded. There is an old home on the property which is about 2+ 
miles north of Woodbury on Highway 145. The Vance Cemetery sits behind the 
home and is not visible from the road. I had researched cemetery records 
before our trip, no record of tombstones for Thomas M. or Elenor. Imagine our 
surprise and delight to find a weather marker for Thomas M. 


Our next stop was Bristol, TN; unfortunately, we had no luck in finding John 
and Sarah's farm; although we may have and didn't know it; Bristol has spread 
in all directions. We did visit the Beeler Cemetery, where many of David 
Vance's children are buried. There are many unmarked graves and unreadable 
stones. I suspect that John and Sarah, as well as David and Rebecca Vance may 
be buried there. 


In Abingdon, VA, we located Samuel Vance and Sarah Colville's tombstones in 
@ Sinking Springs Cemetery. John's brother, Samuel and his wife, Margaret 
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Laughlin are buried next to Samuel and Sarah. It was a wonderful trip, but 
too short for all that we'd hope to accomplish! 


The only other active VFA member from "our" line is Robert Cooney. Bob and I @ 
worked together to "find" our John Vance. Bob and I finally met last year 
while on our trip. 


I hope you find the information helpful and would love to have your thoughts.

Some time ago Phyllis received some old letters from John C. Vance of New Wilmington, PA. 
She thinks they are the original and are in good condition. Most are written from 1861 to 1869 
to ‘Uncle Sam Harris’ in Portersville, Butler Co., PA by John A. Vance of Wisconsin and 
concern settling the sale of land owned by Sam Harris. The will of John Fuikton of Illinois, 
deceased, left property to Sam Harris. The land may have been in Illinois. It appears that Sam 
Harris was an attorney. 


One paper is Sam Harris’ will written 1832 - names sister Esther Harris, sister Anne Vance 
(possibly John A. Vance’s sister), brother William Harris. He is still living 1869. One letter is 
from John A. Vance and is written to William Vance, his brother in New Castle, Lawrence Co. 
Pa. about Sam Harris property. Sam is apparently dead by then. The letter was postmarked 
1874 from Sussex, Wisconsin. 


The John C. Vance who sent Phylis the papers says his ancestor was James Vance who came to 
Westmoreland Co. Pa in 1790. His wife was Mary Sibbeth. There is a will for James who 
names his wife Mary. Same one? 


In checking her Fayette Co. Pa. papers, Phyllis found a deed transfer 1819 for 54 3/4 acres from 
Ezekial Vance and Sarah, formerly Sarah Burnell and widow of Moores Burnell and others to 
Sam Harms dated 2 August 1819 - appeared Ezekial and Sarah and others before Justice of Peace 
in Guernsey Co. Ohio for acknowledgment. Is the Sam Harris mentioned in these two instances 
the same person? Can someone identify these Vances and their connections? 


On 25 August 1863 from Middletown, Des Moines Co., Iowa, John A. Vance to Sam Harris 
says, “I resigned my charge at Knoxville last spring.” Does this indicate he was a minister?

MISCELLANEOUS DAVID VANCES

David G. Vance) who was buried in Buncombe County, N.C. with another David 
Vance, who was David G. Vance with wife Theodocia.

The David Vance son of Samuel C. Vance 
requests burial at the United Baptist Church of Ellijoy (Tennessee). The two deeds 
dated 17 July 1818 and 3 May 1819 mention Ellejoy Creek. Surely this is the same 
David Vance. His will mentions ‘his esteemed neighbor James A. Davis’, and one 
deed is to James Davis. So, now, we have another David Vance identified. It appears 
he had no children. Gertrude Baughard found that the Ellijjoy Baptist Church 
Cemetery is located 15 miles east of Maryville, Tn. The Church was organized in 
1823, having met as an arm of Miller’s Cave since 1818. She wonders who Margaret 
Vance 1865/11-25-1934 was. She was born after David Vance wrote his will, and his 
wife was deceased when he wrote the will.

Many members shared their research so we could really document 
this family. On page 48 of the article, we asked the question, what happened to Samuel C. Vance’s son 
David Vance. Margaret Vance Webb picked up on this and wrote Gertrude Baughard that there was a 
will filed in Blount County, Tennessee for a David Vance. Gertrude ordered that copy and sent a copy to 
VFA. The will was dated 13 Jan 1851, Blount Co. TN. Witnesses were Peter P. Davis and Hugh M. 
Gamble. David signed by X. He named his ‘esteemed neighbor James A. Davis of Blount County and 
Joseph Typton, Jr. of Savier (Sevier) Co.’ as his executors. One special item of interest that we wish we 
could find in every will - David specified that he be interred in the burying ground of United Baptist 
Church of Ellijoy, besides his deceased wife David freed his slaves, and gave them bequests. He gave 
Margaret Cusick, daughter of Samuel & Nancy Cusick a good bed and furniture. His estate was then 
divided into three parts, I/3 to Nancy Cusick wife of Samuel Cusick (who is she - a relative of his wife? He 
made no reference to any kinship), 1/3 to Sister Margaret Evens (Evans) sons, and 1/3 to Sister Sarah 
Marney’s sons. If you can identify the Cusick family, please do so. Keep up this sharing of information! @

Essex Manor Ct., Alexandria, VA 22308-1000 is a VFA member. They made a trip in 1990 to see 
where their ancestors lived in Londonderry County, Ireland. See Jan 1995 NL Front page and 
pages 4-6. 


The following picture is believed to be the farm house where the Vances lived before leaving 
Ireland. The house is near Magherfelt and Cookstown, approximately 15 miles from Belfast. The 
family was listed as Vants on passenger list dated December 17, 1845. on the Brit BR Liverpool 
which left Liverpool, England bound for New Orleans, Louisiana. Listed was Thomas 23, 
Margaret 18, Matilda infant, and David 18. 


The house had been torn down about three years in 1990 when they visited the farm. The farm 
consisted of about 20 acres of a clear valley field. There were no trees on the property, just a 
fence around it. 


The last two Vance ladies who owned the property sold the place in 1939 to W. J. (Jim) Badger, 
who still owns it. Mr. Badger gave his daughter Cathy and her husband Jeffery Gilmour an acre 
where the old house stood to build them a new home. They tore down the old house and built on 
the same lot. 


The old Vance home consisted of the home on one end, a tool shop and storage in the middle and 
cattle on the other end. The original home had a thatch roof about 10 inches thick of wheat 
straw. It’s always interesting to see a picture of our ancestor’s home. This seems to be they 


typical home during that time frame. Thanks Jack for sharing the photo and the story.

rapid pace. The database is growing with new lines and the siblings from the early families. Numbers 
alone, of course, don’t tell the story but we are closing in on 10,000 names. Lines are consolidating and it 
is increasingly common for new members to hook up to existing lines. There is a lot of work to be done in 
adding and correcting the notes. We need to reformat the notes to conform to the established standards. 


Membership. We have over 325 active members which is high for this time of the year. Texas is closing 
in on California as the state having the most members. The sponsoring of local historical or genealogical associations has 
slowed up, much to my personal disappointment although I do feel that most serious Vance researchers are VFA members. 


San Antonio. Pencil your calendar for April or May of 1997 for the VFA meeting in San Antonio, Texas. Our Secretary, 
Bob Vance and his wife are scouting the area this month. We have changed the traditional June dates to spring to stay out of 
the heat and to avoid the summer vacationers. 


VFA member Peggy Vance Kopmann grew up in San Antonio so she volunteered to provide a glimpse of what to see while 
attending the 1997 meeting. 


“The places I most treasure in San Antonio are the Missions, all five of them, the walk along the San Antonio River

This article is a tribute to Cissy Vance. She and her family ably assisted Alec 
Vans in the preparation of the picnic food in 1984 held at Kirkinner City Hall, instead 
of at Barnbarroch due to the inclement weather. This was no small feat, considering 
the uncertainty of the number who would attend from all over the world. She Also 
invited ‘the clan’ to her rose garden for a tea. Just the thought or mention of her name 
invokes warm memories. Because of the bond that we immediately felt for each other 
in this historical area, the ultimate result was the founding of Vance Family 
Association. Two other VFA tour groups have visited with Cissy, as well as several 
individuals. 

The widow of John Vance, Cissy and her sons have several dairy farms 
containing about 1200 acres of beautiful land in the Wigtonshire area of Scotland. Her 
home faces Wigton Bay, where just across the road is a nice beach. She always had 
full time help at the house until the late 1980’s, so she and her eight children, John 
William, twins Robert Findley and David Lindsay, Alan Harvey, Isabel Mary, 
Elizabeth Gibson, Jane Louise and Andrew Forsyth used to play and picnic on the 
beach daily. All her children are married except John who lives with Cissy and runs 
that dairy farm. . 

The family dairy farms are very modern and efficient. They have Holstein 
and Ayshire cattle. Their farms have such names as Burrow Head, Falhaeeweer, 
Portyerroch, etc. This is the normal practice in Scotland, evidenced by the photo of 
Cissy on the front of this newsletter. She is holding the old Barnbarroch Farm 
I:edger. Listed are farms names such as Dirleton and Gilsland, which plainly traces 
the genealogical roots of the family to the Vaux/Vaus family of Dirleton Castle and 
Vaux of Gilsland. What a clever way to show your heritage. 

Cissy is concerned that the broad Scottish brogue will be gone and forgotten 
within 25 years. She is making a list of frequently used words that will be put in a 
Broad Scottish Dictionary. 

Her enthusiasm for life, fmends, and family is evidenced by the fact that she 
can burst into song or a poem at any time as the occasion arises. At the Mary Queen 
of Scots House at Jedburg, Scotland in the beautiful garden, she suddenly stood and 
began reciting a beautiful poem about the sad life of Mary Queen of Scots, with all the 
theatrical gestures. She said she recently memorized the poem by studying it each 
night. While at Dirleton Castle in the chapel area, she began singing a lovely version 
of Psalm 23 in that lovely Broad Scottish accent. 

She is active in several clubs in her area, as well as in her church, which is 
Church of Scotland (Presbyterian) located at Whithorn on the grounds of the site of 
the old historical Whithorn Priory. This was the seat of ecclesiastical power for the 
Vaus family which furnished two Bishops and many Priors for Whithorn Priory. The 
shrine of St. Ninian at Whithorn was for centuries one of the most famous of Scottish 
places of pilgrimage, attracting visitors from all parts of the British Isles. Some of the 
visitors were King Robert the Bruce, his son King David II, James III, IV and V, as 
well as Mary Queen of Scots. 

Thank you Cissy for the welcome that you have given to these present day 
pilgrims. A sign in Scotland says ‘Haste ye back to Scotland’’. May it be so.

ars from early transactions there was one dated 1931. It involved 
Vance’s Mill and earlier land deeds so { included it. 


There are at least two distinct sets of Vances in early Fayette County. They can be loosely classified as the upper (northern) 
and southwestern Fayette County Vance’s. The northern Vances are found primarily in Tyronne and Connellsville 
Townships. I believe these are the ‘typical’ Vances of Scots-Irish ancestry and Presbyterian faith. The southwestern group, 
my ancestors, are Baptist and primarily populated the area of Georges and Union Township. Their European origins have not 
been established. I found this supporting paragraph in ‘The Monongahela of Old,’’ ‘The Baptist were early in the field in this 
county, as early as 1766--8. The settled generally near Uniontown, on Georges Creek and Redstone.’ The article goes on to 
mention familiar names found in the deed documents. The two groups of Vances appear to never mix in deed transactions. | 
make these points as there are so many common names between the families that errors can easily accrue. The given names 
of William and Samuel in particular require detailed attention. 


My gr-gr-grandfather, William Vance(9), wife Rachel Mintun(10), probably had three brothers. None have been proven but 
the evidence is very strong that Davis Vance(3101), wife Hannah Tedrick(3102), is a brother. Hugh Vance, wife Margaret 
Tedrick, is probable and Samuel Vance, wife Levina John, is possible. The later two, Hugh and Samuel are not in the VFA 
database. William and Davis migrated to Highland County, Ohio. Hugh died in Fayette County, Pennsylvannia and Samuel 
migrated to Greene County, Wisconsin. The possible connection and migration of Samucl is new and will add some 
entertaining research. There is an excellent article in the January 1989 VFA newsletter by my distinguished cousin. Joc 
Gardner describing the fainily and the reasons for migrating. 


William can be found selling his Fayette County land in deeds 63-519 and W-213 in 1837 before moving to Highland 
County, Ohio. 280 acres 62 perches are sold. V-157 and V-160 are notes that support the sales. William and Rachel 
possibly purchased this land in documents M-268 in 1824 and P-363 in 1832. There are two earlier purchases that also may 
have been theirs, K-275 in 1813 and M-268 in 1817. Later in Z-290 William gives power of attorney to Samuel Hatfield, a 
son-in-law, who stayed in Fayette County. William was probably having some difficulty collecting on the above sales. | tried 
to balance the amount of purchases and sales but was advised by a professional genealogist who specializes in Pennsylvania 
that the exercise is normally futile. 


Davis Vance(3101) migrated to Highland County before William and Rachel. All but one of his 13 or 14 children were born 
in Fayette Co., PA however no land deeds were found that apply to this Davis. This is an unsettling aspect that will require 
more research. 

Hugh Vance (Margaret Tedrick) can be found buying land in deed L-164. He died in 1827 and William as his adiministrator 


can be found buying land for his estate in deed Q-260. Hughs widow migrated to Highland County Ohio, probably with a son 
or with William and Rachel. 
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Samuel Vance (Levina John) sells inherited land in deeds 2-455 and 2-466. Later, they appear in Sylvester, Green Co., 
Wisconsin. selling land from Hugh Vance’s estate to George Vance who is in Highland County, Ohio. 1 believe when 
William Vance went to Highland County, Samuel replaced him as the administrator for Hugh Vances estate. George Vance 

is Hugh's son. Later, there is a Hugh Vance who is in Wisconsin and sells all his interest in ‘any lands in Fayette Co.’ for } 
$1000. This may be a son of Samuel or Hugh. 


Other descendants of William, Davis and Hugh can be seen throughout the deeds. Thomas Vance(7962) and his transactions 
concerning what became Vance’s Mill are especially visible.

One interesting and different document concerned a divorce between Comfort (Minton) Johnston (my gr-gr grandfather 
Williain Vance’s sister in law) and Jacob Johnston. It stated that if they were to be separated ‘one third of all real and 
personal estate to be held by William Vance for the maintenance of Comfort.’ Continuing, if they were reunited, Comfon 
was to be a dutiful wife and was to be respected by Jacob. 1 noted that two post revolutionary deeds used pounds for 
exchange and not dollars. Another noted an amount as being ‘one half a Spanish milled dollar.” Each of these causes a 
researcher to wonder, speculate and enjoy. 


The documents were extremely hard to read. I used question marks to indicate unreadable parts and best guesses. If you use 
these docunients for establishing important links, I suggest obtaining a copy and doing your own translation and analysis. 


Land measurements were generally followed by the phrase ‘strict measure’ which our Historian informs me means the 
property has been surveyed. Others said ‘more or less.’ It follows that they weren’t surveyed. Both ineasurements and total 
acreage included the term ‘Perch.’ A perch in length or width means 5 1/2 yards or 16 1/2 feet. In total acreage there are 
158 square perches per acre.

THE EDYTHE RUCKER WHITELY MANUSCRIPT COLLECTION 


Maurice Vance would like to know if anyone has taken our suggestion to research in 
the Williamson County, Tennessee Public Library at Franklin, Tennessee. This 
Whitley Collection consists of over 2,300 notebooks of genealogical reseach compiled 
by Mrs. Edythe Rucker Whitley during her lifetime. She conducted extensive 
research on pioneer families of Tennessee, North Carolina, Virginia and other states. 
This manuscript collection is organized by surname and 1s accessed through an in- 
house index. This collection has two manuscript boxes specifically on Vance family, 
and some Vance materials may be found in other (indexed) family records. Please, 
don’t we have a volunteer to tap these resources? 


National Union Catalog of Manuscript Collections, published in 1962 and 
thereafter by the Library of Congress. Each volume has a detailed index, so if a given 
collection contains information concerning a certain Vance that fact should be noted 
in the index under “Vance, certain.”” Maurice Vance would like to go through these 
volumes, pulling out all the Vance items from each index and putting them together in 
one master list of ““Vances in American Manuscript Collections” If anyone is already 
working on this project, he would be happy to yield! The main purpose at this point is 
to make this information available as a research tool, in the event he does not get 
around to it, we would know about it. Unless someone calls you Maurice, get busy! 


Tennessee-Lllinois. Maurice recently was going through some of his mother’s papers 
and found some notes that she had taken at a family reunion in 1928 that involved his 
grandfather, Nicholas Milton, and several of his brothers, some of whom remembered 
the Civil War. His father, Amos Milton, and one of his cousins had asked their elders 
to tell whatever they could about their father and his farmly. Maurice remembers the 
gathering well, though has no memory of anything they said. According to his 
mother’s notes: 


Amos’s grandfather - Maurice’s great grandfather - was Nicholas P. Vance. 
( born in Tennessee) He had four brothers, Isaac Newton, a physician; 
William, a Methodist minister, Samuel, a farmer; Amos, a lawyer; and a 
sister Sarah. One or two of these settled near Bowling Green, Kentucky. 


According to Maurice’s own research, Illinois census records for Macoupin County, 
in 1830-40-50-60 show three of these men, William, Isaac N. and (by 1840) Nicholas 
P. Vance. Maurice always wondered if these men were brothers, but had no evidence 
until these notes. He wishes to know if any VFA member has found any records of a 
Samuel, an Amos, or a Sarah in the Bowling Green, Kentucky area in the period 
around 1830-50, and is there any information concerning their father Please contact 
him at 2229 Amelia Circle, Tallahassee, FL 32304.

- was Samuel Vance. 


A John Vance was associated (closely) with both John Buchanan and 
Alexander Sayers in Wythe County and the same John Vance moved to 
Bedford County during the Indian uprisings of the 1750's. 


The location of John Vance in Wythe County VA is on Reed Creek near the 
present town of Wytheville, VA. Samuel Vance who married Allie Carr lived 
near Kernersville, NC. The distance between the 2 locations is not far..In 
the hillbilly language | speak John would have been at the top of the 
mountain and around the ridge and Samuel lived at the foot of the 
mountain. (The highway connecting the 2 places today is US 52 -- more or 
less) .

At her request to the Pennsylvania Historical and Museum Commission in October 
1995 for any Vance land records from the late 1600’s through 1750 in the two 
counues adjoining Philadelphia, which was Chester and Bucks Counties, Fay received 
a copy of a land grant to John Vance. The land was located in Londonderry 
Township, Chester County, Pennsylvania, lying on a branch of Doe Runn, Vance 
avreed to pay at rate of 15 pounds 10 shillings for 100 acres plus yearly quit-rent of 
One Half-penny sterling for every acre. He was given six months to have the land 
surveyed. The document was signed 28 March 1734 - see copy next page. 


This land was sold by John Vance to John Kinkead and his son, the executor of his 
will, 30 September 1755, who, as a result of the will dated 3 May 1785 conveyed it to 
David Kinkead. The latter document was signed by James Irvine, Vice Prsident of the 
Commonwealth and sealed 18 June 1785. Fay also received copies of those 
documents. 


Comments/questions by Kathleen: 


The John Vance who was in Wythe/Bedford County Virginia fits the time frame of 
the sale of the land sale in Pennsylvania. See April 1991 pg 46/7 and NL July 1995 


pg. 76/78.. Note a John Buchannan was associated with John Vance in Bedford 
County, and David Buchannan was a land owner next to a John Vance’s land in 


& Pennsylvania. Is this the same person? Your comments please. We hope someone 
can document their line back to this John Vance. What a treasure to have a copy of his 
land grant!

I can answer most of Clefaine King's query on p 35 of the Jan '96 VFA-NL. I am a native of the 
Appalachians and qualify as a"hillbilly". We (Vances) have resided in the Appalachians for at least 


250 years. Several Vance families produced Governors, 3 of those esteemed men descended of 
the hillbilly Vances. 


Before the invention of the auto, train and plane people back home traveled the old fashioned way, 
on foot, unless they happened to own a horse or two. The roads followed Indian or buffalo trails. 
Our ancestors fought destitution, the elements, wild animals, Indians, snakes, Torys and probably 
each other to provide a home and a new life for themselves and their posterity. 


Since our ancestors were settlers they lived in whatever they could find to protect themselves until 
they could cut trees to build a cabin. I have read of them living under wagons and in caves. The 
original settler of my home county is said to have spent his first winter in the mountains sleeping in 
a hollow tree trunk. There was plenty of substinance for the taking, but they had to work for it. 
There is an abundance of game, fish, fowl, fruit, nuts, root crops and greens in the Appalachians 
today and an industrious, frugal person could exist. I have read that most of a pioneer man's time 
was spent procuring food for his family and the life of his wife and children offered little idletime 


either. Most lived far from settled areas and schools were scarce but most had an education and the 
Bible was often the text book. 


The question of how they earned a living deserves some thought. The early settlers were fairly self 
sufficient, lots of them squatted on unoccupied land near a spring or creek, cut trees to build a shelter, 
grocery shopped in the woods, spun wild flax or galax and tanned skins for clothing. Cash money 
was practically nonexistent, they might have earned a few dollars from selling skins or ginseng. Some 
of the very early Vances dug lead for ammunition for protection from Indians and Torys, in later 
years they worked in the timber industry. After coal became king they went to the mines for higher 
wages and some worked building railroads to ship the coal out to markets. There was some small 


scale farming done by the family but most left the farm for industry. Several Vance mountain 
families produced one or more preachers. 


Several Vance families settled in the Appalachians early. I have enclosed a map to attempt to explain 
where these so called "hillbillies" resided. (1) John Vance, the earliest Vance west of the Blue 
Ridge, lived on Reed Creek near present Wytheville, VA prior to 1745. (2) Robert Vance lived in 
the same area by 1750. If either John or Robert had crossed one mountain they would have been 
in the neighborhood in which (3) Alexander Vance lived a few years later or if they had followed 
the New River a few miles south from their home into North Carolina they would have been at the 
area (4). Matthew Vance lived near Boone, NC. From (4) Matthew's residence he could cross 
one mountain and be at the home of (5) Mary Vance Greer and (5) Mary could easily travel from 
her home near Elizabethtown, TN to the residences of (6) Samuel and Sarah Colville Vance or 
(7) John and Jane Black Vance at Abingdon VA. Either of the Abingdon Vances could have been 
at the home of (8) Abner Vance in 3 or 4 hours. (6) Samuel. (7) John or (8) Abner could have © 
traveled from their homes to that of (3) Alexander within approximately the same length of time. 
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All of this traveling was done in my mind, on a good horse, on a nice day without having to stop and 
kill snakes, Indians or other vermin. These folks might not have had horses but the mountains and 
distances have not changed. I have attached a rough map showing the locations of some of the early 
Vances, I neglected to mention Samuel Vance who lived near Winston Salem, NC; Samuel Vance 
who lived in Green County, TN; the John Vance who lived in Ashe Co, NC or Dr Patrick Vance 
who spent some time at the Long Island of the Holston because I am not real sure of the exact 
location of their residences. You will note the shaded areas on the map are mountains. Travel 


back then was accomplished by crossing the mountain rather than going around them as many 
highways do today. 


If you decide to take a real trip up to my old stomping ground, call me and I'll be more than glad to 


serve as tour guide. The only stipulation would be that I drive, I refuse to nde on mountain roads 
with a flat-lander.

"In 1775 Lord Fairfax gave a grant of land to Arthur, George and William Blackburn of Fairfax 
County Virginia, the land was in Frederick County Virginia , on Mulberry Run. The three 
brothers moved later to Washington County Virginia. They were named as brothers in the "will" 
of George Blackburn, recorded August 17, 1778 in Abingdon, Washington County Virginia (WB 
1 p 82), 2 sisters mentioned, Margaret (Mrs William) Casey and Mary B. White. LT William 
Blackburn of Washington County Virginia was killed in the Battle of King's Mountain, October 7, 
1780 (ref. p 304 of DRAPER's King's Mountain and It's Heros). The widow of LT William 
Blackburn, 1.e., Elizabeth (Black) Blackburn , and her brother, CPT Joseph Black and John 
Blackburn were granted letters of Admin. on the estate of LT William on 24 November 1780 and 
they with Samuel Newell and John Davis gave bond in the amount of 8000 pds (Book 1, p 97 at 
Abingdon). Heirs mentioned were: Daughter Mary who had married Samuel Vance; daughter 
Jean who had married Joseph Cusick, daughter Elizabeth who had married John Lusk and a 
daughter who had married David Evans, 2 daughters Patsy and Sallie Blackburn (evidently 
unmarried) and the widow Mrs Elizabeth Blackburn. © 


_ Joseph and Jean are buried in the Old Presbyterian Cemetery (now New Providence Cemetery) near 

Sanford in Edgar County Illinois. Joseph was born 2-10-1772 died 15 October 1854. Jean was born 
28 Sept 1772 and died 1 Sept 1838. After the Revolution they removed to Blount County Tennessee 
and lived there many years before moving to Edgar County, IL. Their children were: Marietta, born 
1800 in Blount Co TN; Joseph Blackburn Cusick; Martha Cusick; David Cusick; Jane Cusick; John 
Black Cusick and Samuel Cusick. 


Marietta (above) married on 2! September 1819 in Blount County Tennessee William Grey Simms 
(he was the son of James Simms, a Revolutionary War soldier (James and Mary) Simms whose will 
is recorded in Pittsylvania County VA - 1773.) 


William and Marietta Simms had 12 children: James W.; Joseph C.; Martha J.; Catherine; Elizabeth 
Black; Margaret E.; Sarah A.; William Blackburn; John G.; David; Mary Ellen and Samuel Newell

The saga continues....it pays to read every word in the newsletter. The very 
day Keith F. Evans, Jr. received his newsletter, he immediately called me. I 
was not home. He called again and told my husband he wanted to talk to me 
about something in ‘Kathleen’s Korner.’ When I returned home, I looked at 
that page and told my husband “T’'ll bet he is going to tell me that David 
Vance’s wife was an Evans before marriage.” Well, that is exactly what he 
told me. He said he had all the children’s name of Samuel Evans and Ann Colville -- furthermore it 
included the Nancy Cusick named in David Vance’s will that I inquired about. She was his wife’s sister, a 
logical reason for being named in the will. See Apr NL 1995 Pg 43/50; Oct 1995 pg 120; Jan 1996 pg 
29/30. We will never get the complete picture of any Vance family unless we pay attention to the 
witnesses, guardians, and allied lines that are associated with the family.

Blackburn and Davidson. Perhaps this will lead to further clues to ascertain exact kinship amoung the 
@ Vances that we currently cannot document.

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SENATE MAJORITY LEADFR TRENT LOTT 
Of MISSISSIPPI 
BY Kathleen Mason 


The election of Senator Trent Lott ( Miss.) to the position of Senate Majority Leader on 
June 12, 1996, adds his name to a long list of Vaux/Vance descendants who have served in a 
leadership position in the United States. He joins a distinguished list of men who have been 
featured in the newsletter - President George Washington, President Andrew Jackson, Governor 
Zebulon Vance (North Carolina), Governor Joseph Vance (Ohio), Governor James Lusk Alcorn 
(Mississipp!), Governor George Docking (Kansas), Governor Robert Blackwell Docking 
(Kansas), Governor Henry D. Hatfield (West Virginia), Lt. Governor Thomas Robert Docking 
(Kansas), Lt. Governor William Vance Marquis (Ohio), and Secretary of State Cyrus Vance. 


Senator Lott’s public service career began in 1968 when he became the administrative 
assistant to his predecessor, Congressman William M. Colmer of Mississippi. He was elected to 
his first term in the House of Representatives in 1972 and was re-elected seven times. In 1980 he 
was elected House Republican Whip, the first Southerner to be named to the post since its 
creation. This is the second ranking leadership position in the House. 


In 1988 he was elected to the U. S. Senate where after serving only four years, he rose to 
Secretary of Senate Republican Conference, the fourth ranking position. He served onthe 
Senate Ethics Committee; Senate’s Committee on Armed Services; Committee on Commerce; 
Science and Transportation; Committee on the Budget; and Committee on Energy and Natural 
Resources. 


On December 2, 1994, Senator Lott was elected by his colleagues to serve as Senate 
Majority Whip, the number two leadership position in the Senate, for the 104° Congress. 
According to the Library of Congress, he is the first person to hold the position of Whip in both 
bodies of Congress. He is also the first person from a southern state to serve as the Senate 
Majority Whip. As a result of the Republicans’ majority status in the Senate, for the first time 
Trent Lott serves as chairman of two subcommittees. They are Strategic Forces under Armed 
Services and the Surface Transportation and Merchant Marine Subcommittee under Commerce, 
Science and Transportation. Since the Senate Majority Leader is not permitted to hold any 
committee chairmanship, Lott will lose the chairmanship positions but will remain on those 
committees. At a later date, it is anticipated that he will move from the Committee on Armed 
Services to Finance Committee. 


Born October 9, 1941 in Grenada, Mississippi Senator Lott’s Vance and Lott ancestors 
settled and lived in adjoining Carroll County in 1833 and 1834 respectively. His father Chester 
Lott was a farmer and his mother Iona Watson Lott was a school teacher. When he was very 
young the family moved to Pascagoula, Mississippi where his father worked in the shipyard. His 
mother still resides in Pascagoula. He graduated from Pascagoula High School in 1959 and 
received a B.P.A. degree from the University of Mississippi in 1963. After working as a field 
representative for Ole Miss, he earned his J.D. Degree from the University of Mississippi School 
of Law in 1967. He married Tricia Thompson of Pascagoula, the daughter of a local dentist. 
They have a son Chet, and a daughter Tyler. 
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Senator Lott’s ancestor James Alexander Vance Sr. lived in Pennsylvania, where his eldest 
son Adam was born in 1781. It is not proven yet if James Sr. was born in Pennsylvania or Ireland, 
©} but it is known that he was a cousin of brothers Patrick and John Vance of Chambersburg, 
Pennsylvania who were there as early as 1754, and David Vance of Mecklenburg County, North 
Carolina. When James Sr. moved south, he moved near David Vance of Mecklenburg County, 
North Carolina in the then disputed border area. James is found in Camden District, York 
County, South Carolina census records in 1790. On May 27, 1796 James Vants purchased from 
Josiah Hill 200 acres located at the headwaters of the Sandy River in Chester County, South 
Carolina His occupation was shown as a weaver in the deed. In 1800 he was listed in Chester 
County, with the spelling of his name in the census as James Vaunce. In 1807 he purchased an 
additional 107 acres from Stephen Richardson. James Vance (Sr.) in 1818 deeded 80 acres to 
each of his four sons - Adam, William, John (P.) and James. The land description 1s the same as 
in the Vants and Vance purchases, and the deed of sale spells the name Vance. He was in the 
1820 census as James Vance. He died before 1822. Shortly thereafter, his three youngest sons 
moved to Pickens County, Alabama. Later-their brother Adam moved to Randolph County, 
Alabama before 1840 and Cherokee County before 1850. 


John P. Vance and wife Isabella McNulty Vance were the ancestors of Senator Trent Lott. 
A farmer in Pickens County, Alabama, John held the position of Justice of Peace in 1832 as well 
as the elected position of Commissioner of the Court of Roads and Revenue, which he resigned in 
1833 to move to Mississippi. This was less than 100 miles from where he had lived for 10 years. 
The three brothers and their young sons helped each other build a log cabin house. When they 
finished the cabin of John P. Vance tn Carroll County, they returned to Pickens County, Alabama 
@ to move their families. John P. left his eldest son 13 year old William to clear the land around his 
new home. A white family and friendly Indians were nearby. At night the wolves would scratch 
at the door, for William had fresh deer meat inside the cabin. This was told by William’s son to 
his great nephew, W. E. Vance of Grenada. He recorded this in his research to preserve this 
history. This log cabin still stands, incorporated into a lovely modern home, located in the 
Liberty Baptist Church area, on the road between Carrollton and Grenada. It stands on a hill, 
overlooking a small lake. All four of the sons of John P. Vance served in the Civil War. Senator 
Lott descends from two of them - William McNulty C. Vance and George W. Vance. 


William McNulty C. Vance, a farmer was born in 1820 in South Carolina. He married 
Martha Lott, granddaughter of the first Aaron Lott who came to Mississippi. Their son, a 
merchant, John James (Jim) Vance and his wife Mary Taylor were the parents of Senator Lott’s 
grandmother Lula Bell Vance, who married Aaron Eil Ellihu Lott (better known as Aaron). 


George W. Vance was born 29 August 1826 in Pickens County, Alabama. He married 
Mary Louvista Britnal. The Bible record of George W. Vance states “Elizabeth (Eliza) Vance b. 
7/1/1851 - d. 7/21/1901 m. John Lott 12/31/1874.” This John Lott is the grandson of the first 
Aaron Lott of Mississippi. John and Elizabeth Vance Lott’s son was Aaron Eli Ellihu Lott, a 
highly respected county supervisor for many years. He married Lula Bell Vance. They were the 
parents of Chester Lott, father of Senator Lott. 


Our best wishes to Senator Trent Lott as he assumes this important position of service.

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THE WOLFHILL SUIT 
VANCE v. WALKER 
Research by William L. Blanks 


Dr. Thomas Walker, deceased, of Albermarle County, obtained a grant of land in Washington County, on the 
Holstein River, known as the “Wolfhill tract” and published proposals through notices posted at Col. Inglis” 
Ferry, and at Fort Chiswell, “inviting persons to settle within the limits of his grant and that thev should have 
a fee-simple in the lands settled on payment of £ 11 for every hundred acres by them desired.” On his death 
he devised the unsold portion to his son, Francis Walker, who contested the rights of some settlers, “alleged 
that a considerable part was settled by individuals without any contract whatever” and that “probably those 
proposals related to the lands of the Loyal company, of which Doctor Walker was a member, manager, and 
director, and not to those belonging to himself, the respondent having always understood that such proposals 
were made by him relative to lands belonging to the said Company, which were near and adjoining his own.” 
This suit was brought by John Vance on Sth July, 1802, in Superior Court of Chancery, held at Staunton, 
against Francis Walker, in connection with the tract of land embraced in the “Wolfhill tract” which he 
purchased from John Huston who settled thereon a number of years ago, which settlement was made in 
accordance with the published proposals. (3 H&M 290, 1809. Superior Court of Chancery, Staunton, VA) 


John Campbell deposed that, in the fall of the year 1768, he came for the first time to the western parts of 
Virginia, now comprehended within the limits of Washington county; that, on the way he overtook a number 
of persons who informed him that they were coming to see a tract of land owned by Doctor Walker, which 
he understood was the Wolfhill tract, and which they said he offered to settlers and emigrants at £ 11 per 
hundred acres; that the deponent saw Doctor Walker in Staunton, the following summer, and asked him on 
what terms and conditions in advertisements dispersed in the Western Country, and that the deponent would 
see one at Col. Inglis’ and be fully informed. The deponent accordingly called and conversed with Col. 
Inglis, who confirmed the terms as mentioned; but the deponent could not, nor that he ever saw one, but 
“thinks he did;” that perhaps at this period, there are none of them to be had. 


Alexander Breckenridge deposes that, sometime in the year 1769 a certain Robert Doake informed him that 
he was agent for Dr. Thomas Walker to settle and lay off a tract of land on Holstein river known by the name 
of Wolfhill survey. In the year 1773 the said Doake and Walker came and appointed the settlers to meet at 
Samuel Briggs on the 21st day of April to execute bonds for payment of the purchase money. and to take 
Walker's bond for conveyances, and Walker said they should pav interest until the whole should be paid. and 
then he would make them titles. The deponent was not interested in the controversy between Francis Walker 
and John Vance. 


Josias Gamble deposed that, in the vear 1769, on his wav to Holstein, he met with an advertisement at Col. 
Inglis on New River stating to all emigrants who wanted to settle on the Wolfhill tract that they should have 
the land at £ 11 per hundred acres: in consequence of which advertisement. he made a settlement on the said 
tract, and paid for it at that rate. 


James Piper swore that. he settled on a part of the Wolfhill tract, under certain proposals, which he understood 
had been made by Dr. Thomas Walker, that settlers should have as much as thev wanted at £ 11 10s Od or £ 
11 per hundred acres, for as to the sum he was not positive: that he lived theron about two years, and then 
made payment at the rate above said and pursuant to the proposals he had heard, and obtained a title for the 
quantity claimed accordingly. 


Christopher Acklin (between whom and Francis Walker an appeal concerning part of the Wolfhill tract is now 
pending) deposed that, as well as he could recollect, sometime in the vear 177] John Huston made an 
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improvement on the land which he understood was afterwards sold to John Vance. That this land adjoined 
his own and the line was run by arbitrators, and that Vance lost a part of what he claimed. Christopher Acklin 


had a son, Joseph Acklin. © 


James Craw deposed that, in April 1778 he applied to Thomas Walker to purchase a part of the Wolfhill tract, 
and was told by him that his price was £ 11 per hundred acres, but that monev then was not as good as it had 
been, if the deponent would pay him in horses and cattle, at the old rates, the price of the land should be as 
usual, for he did not raise the price of his land, that moreover, he heard him sav that he charged interest from 
the time of the settlement made, and not further back, as the settler ought not to pay interest until he received 
a benefit. 


Joseph Black deposed that, in 1778 John Vance and Thomas Walker were both at his house and he saw John 
Vance pay Thomas Walker for 300 acres of land in a horse, and the said Walker paved the difference between 
the price of the horse and the land in cash, to the said Vance, that Vance desired him to keep the money until 
the land was surveyed, but Walker choose to pay it; the deponent was told by both parties that Vance was to 
have the balance of the land he then claimed by paving £ 11 per hundred acres, and Walker said his intention 
was to give good measure; for he allowed his surveyors to throw in five acres to every hundred. The 
deponent was told more than once by Daniel Smith (“who removed out of the state”) agent for Walker, that 
he had John Vance’s land to run; he knew of no limited time within which the £ 11 per hundred was to be 
paid; and (being asked from what time the settlers paid interest) said that one vear after he gave his own bond, 
which was 1772, he paid interest.

John Vance of the Wolfhill Suit was the son of James Vance of Frederick County, VA, who died in 1762. 
John’s wife was Jane Jean Black. Previous articles on this family: can be found in the VFA Newsletters: 
April. 1988, p. 39-42; Jan, 1989, p. 6: & July, 1993; p. 85. 


Joseph Black who deposed for John Vance in the Wolfhill suit is believed to be John’s brother-in-law. In the 
original papers of this court case, John notified the court of his intent to go to Blount County. TN to depose 
Joseph Black, Joseph Vance, Robert Wilson and John Cusick. however, the only deposition filed in the court 
case is that of Joseph Black. Who was the Joseph Vance to be deposed in Bount County? Was he Samuel 
& Sarah Colville Vance ’s son, Joseph. who lived in Sevier County. TN or another Joseph? 


John Vance also deposed for Christopher Acklin in Acklin v. Frances Walker. John's deposition was taken 
on 19 Aug 1803 at the house of John McCormick in Abingdon. that between 1773 and 1775, he and 
Christopher Acklin settled in the Wolfhill tract and that he purchased the settlement of John Huston. 


The Acklin name appears in the will of Joseph Vance of Sevier County, 1N. Joseph, who apparently had no 
male heirs. bequeathed to Samuel [. Acklin, 150 acres, feather bed. furniture. ': distillery. house he lives in, 
a mattock and Steep Spring: and to Samuel Acklin's son, Vance Acklin, he bequeathed $40.00. Did Joseph's 
daughter marry Samuel Acklin? What was the relationship between Samuel I. Acklin of Sevier County, 1N 
and Christopher Acklin of Washington County, Virginia? An article on Joseph Vance of Seiver County can 
be found in the VFA Newsletter, January, 1988. p. 16-19.

Analysis: It would appear Joseph Vance had no sons, but left dogs for nephew Samuel Vance, oldest son of his 
brother John, and $40.00 for Joseph (evidently his namesake), son of Samuel. 


Speculation would be the daughters of Joseph were married to Samuel I. Acklin, Joseph Travis, Joseph Berry. Other 
daughters appear to be Sarah McFarland, Melinda Ramsey. Vance Acklin and Vance Berry would appear to be his 


(namesake) grandsons, as well as David Ramsey. Could Sarah Johnson/McMeans be a granddaughter by a deceased 
daughter, or even a great grandchild? Ditto tor Joseph Moses. @

In reference to Volume 7, #2 Summer 1994, p. 131: The Robert R. Marney Family of Frederick 
and Adjoining Counties, Virginia...by John R. Morgan, 291 Trivoli Way, Sacramento CA 95819: 


Robert Morgan indicates a possibility that since Robert Marney’s wife was named Mary and that 
she may have been the daughter of James Vance who died 1751 and his wife Elizabeth (Glass) 
Vance who died 1785 and lived on Opequon Creek. Both left wills. Their daughter Mary 
married Robert Wilson. 


On page 132 Mr. Morgan says that Amos Marney, son of Robert Marney, married Sarah Vance, 
daughter of “General” Samuel Vance of Shenandoah County Va, 22 Apr 1784 in Shenandoah 
County VA. Robert Marney had 160 acres of land on Duck Run that branched off Cedar Creek 
which was in Frederick County at the time of the Land Grant in 1754. This land was in 
Shenandoah County after 1772. 


Samuel Vance of Shenandoah County was the son of James Vance who died 1762 and lived on 
250 acres near Cedar Creek. His son Samuel had 170 acres adjoining his father’s land. Samuel 
bought a half-acre lot in Woodstock (Shenandoah County) in 1772 from Joseph Vance who also 
had land near Cedar Creek in Frederick County VA. Samuel sold his acreage in Frederick County 
in 1774. He later removed to Sullivan County TN where Amos and Sarah Marney spent most of 
their lives. Samuel’s will is in Sullivan County TN and dated 11 Jan. 1808. I know of no 

© documentation to indicate this Samuel was a General. 


Mr. Morgan gave the wrong Samuel Vance as father of Sarah who married Amos Marney, saying 
he was the Samuel who married Margaret Laughlin. This Samuel was son of Samuel Vance (Sr) 
and Sarah Colville who also lived near Cedar Creek in Frederick County VA. They sold their 
land about 1777 and removed to Washington County VA where they are buried. Samuel and 
Margaret also lived in Washington County VA and are buried near Samuel Sr. and Sarah. The 
homestead of this family has remained in the descendants hands at least through 1975. 


Mr. Morgan indicates the father of Sarah Vance, wife of Amos Marney may have been Samuel, 
son of James Vance who died 1751. This Samuel, son of said James, married his first cousin Jane 
Rannells. Most of their children settled in Jefferson and Scott Counties KY. The daughter Sarah 
married Samuel Rippy. 


The Vance Family Association since 1985 has and is constantly researching and trying to prove by 
documentation the many Vance generations and to correct the many errors of published articles 
and books of Vance genealogies. 


I sincerely hope you will print these corrections in a future issue of Frederick Findings. I will send 
a copy of this letter to Mr. Morgan.

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HANDEL VANCE LAND IN WASHINGTON COUNTY, TENNESSEE

Margaret Webb’s research turned up two deeds pertaining to 156/7 acres of land in Washington 
County Tennessee ownd by Handel Vance of Rockingham County VA. The earliest one she 
found is in Deed Book 10, page 251. 


This deed dated 15 January 1808 is between Handel Vance of Kentucky with a Power of 
Attorney from his father William Vance of Garrard County Kentucky, to James Nelson of 
Tennessee for $80.00, “one equal fifth share of a certain Tract of Land Lying in the County of 
Washington and State of Tennessee, Situate upon the Waters of Limestone, Containing by 
computation One hundred and fifty-six acres of Land”. There is reference ‘to the original deed 
now existing in the office reference thereunto being made will more fully appear”. Handel 
Vance signed the deed attested to by William Sands and Benjamin Sands, admitted to be 
registered by James Sevier, Clerk, and was registered 15 July 1808 by John Adams. 


The second deed, Deed Book 16, page 327 is from Christian Vance Jr. of the County of Licking 
Ohio to Christian Vance Senior of Rockingham County VA, made September 28th 1810 by 
Christian Vance Jr. for $177.00 by virtue of a Power of Attorney dated 23 June 1810 given by 
Handel Vance to said Christian Vance (Jr.), and sold to Christian Vance Senior “one undivided 
fifth part of 157 acres more or less, lying on Little Limestone in the State of Tennessee joining the 
land of J. Kirkendall and Benjamin Sands, the 157 acres was conveyed to the late Handel Vance 
deceased...and the aforesaid fifth part of said land fell to the Present aforesaid Handel Vance as @ 
one of the heirs of the deceased” together with all, etc., the one undivided fifth part of said 157 
acres of land more or less to Christy Vance Senior, his heirs and assigns and the said Christy 
Vance Junior doth by the Power of Attorney in name and behalf of said Handel Vance covenant 
with the said Christy Vance Senior... Signed by Christian Vance Jr. with an X and witnessed by 
John Lincoln, Mordicai Lincoln and Henry Carmier. 


At a Court in Rockingham County, 16 October 18??, proved by the oath of ? Lincoln and on 17 
November 18?? Proved by Henry Carrier. Ordered to be certified in the State of Tennessee on 23 
December 1818 by H.J. Gambell, Clerk. 


Joseph Baxter, presiding magistrate of said County certifys that Henry J. Gamble is Clerk of said 
County and above is in dueform of Law and given under my hand arid Seal this 6 June 1819. 
The same was registered in Washington County Tennessee 1 June 1819 by Sam’! Greer, Clerk of 
Washington County Tennessee. 


To put this in context, Deed Book 4, page 135, 15 May 1790, James F. Kuykandall of 
Washington County and State of North Carolina (this became Washington County Tennessee in 
1796 when Tennessee became a state) of the one part sold to Handel Vance of Rockingham 
County VA for _? Hundred pounds, 157 acres more or less, lying on the North side of a west fork 
of big Limestone. Signed by James Kuykendall and witnessed by Benjamin Sands, Jurat, and ? 
Harrison. 


Handel Vance died in Rockingham County VA in January 1797. He left a wife Elizabeth and five 
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sons, William, John, Handel, Christian (Christly) and Solomon. Handel’s son William, his wife 
Barbara (Grider) and their family, removed to. Kentucky possibly before Handel Vance Senior 
died. William Vance was on the 1798 tax list of Lincoln County Kentucky and thereafter on the 
Garrard County KY taxlists with his adult sons. His third son was Handel who had the Power of 
Attorney from his father to sell the one fifth share of Washington County Tennessee land, which 
was recorded in 1810. 


The deed from Christian Vance (Jr.) By a Power of Attorney from his father Handel Vance of 
Licking County Ohio to Christian Vance (Senior) of Rockingham County VA, though dated in 
1810 was not recorded until 1819 when Christian Vance Senior sold 2 one-fifth shares (his 
inherited one-fifth share and the one-fifth share he purchased from his brother Handel Vance of 
Licking County Ohio) to John Chrisman of Rockingham County VA for $100.00 current money 
of VA. Statements in the deed correspond with the land in the previous deeds. All these deeds 
were recorded in Deed Book 16, pages 322-329. 


At a Rockingham County Court held 17 November 1818 wherein the above deed was certified 
and then recorded in Washington County Tennessee May 31st 1829. 


Evidently Solomon Vance, son of Handel Vance deceased 1797, lived on his one-fifth share of the 
Washington County Tennessee land. In Deed Book 19, page 81 it is recorded that Solomon 
Vance was granted 11 acres of land on the Waters of Big Limestone, adjoining the land of 
William Carmichael and Solomon’s own land near the land of G. O. Thompson, by William 
Carroll, Governor of the State of Tennessee, who set the seal of the State at Nashville on the 13th 
of January 1827 and the deed was recorded the 16th of January 1827 in the office of the Regent 
of Tennessee by Drury P. Armstrong and registered in Washington County Tennessee January 4th 
1831 by Sam’! Greer, Clk. 


The one-fifth share inheritance unaccounted for would have gone to the fifth son, John Vance, 
who removed to Knox/Licking County Ohio. This deed does not seem to be recorded in 
Washington County Tennessee since it has not been located. 


In Deed Book 22, page 218, Solomon Vaance sold to Jonas Marsh, both of Washington County 
Tennessee, 12 January 1831, for $33.00, the 11 acres adjoining said Carmichael, said Marsh, 
Roderick Bane and Solomon Vance’s land. Witnessed by Matthew Stephenson, William 
Matthews, Isaac Keizer and Christian Zetty and was recorded 29 August 1838, signed by Sam’! 
Greer, Clerk of W.C. 


Photocopies of these deeds and my transcriptions of them are in my files should anyone need a 
COpy. 
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Samuel Vance, Revolutionary War Soldier 
Washington Co. Virginia, Greene Co., Tennessee

Identifying this Samuel Vance has proven to be a challenge. From his 
Revolutionary War Pension Abstract (VFA NL Jan 1989 pg. 7) it is documented that 
he served under Capt. Colville, as did a James Vance who also enlisted in Washington 
County, Virginia. They both also served under Capt. Evan Shelby, and each also 
served under other men. Samuel and James were not brothers, but certainly they 
should have been acquainted with each other. James Vance’s parents were John and 
Jane Black Vance. The name of Samuel’s parents are not given in his pension papers, 
nor the place of his birth. 

Samuel Vance was born in 1754 and died 1 September 1838 at the age of 82 
years. VFA member Lee Woerdeman found a copy of a 25 February 1938 letter 
addressed to John S. Van Gilder, 714 West Hill Avenue, Knoxville, Tennessee from 
an Executive Assistant, evidently from the pension office, as he refers to the fact that 
a copy of the name of the last person who received the pension payment should be 
found in the office of The Comptroller General, General Accounting, Offices, 
Records Division, Washington, D.C. Cft. #5948. Perhaps Mr. Van Gilder’s name 
will be a clue. Neither the name of Samuel’s wife nor any children are mentioned in 
pension papers. 

Margaret Vance Webb found the list of personal property sold of Samuel 
Vance and Elizabeth Vance, deceased which took place 3 February 1840. This now 
gives us the name of his wife, who evidently died shortly after her husband. We do 
not know if the Vance men who made purchases were his sons, but if they were, they 
were Joseph and Seburn. A Luisa Vance also made purchases. James Vance seemed 
to be accounting for the sale. Nothing is shown on the list that he purchased. Who 
was he? Were some of the males who made purchases sons-in-law of Samuel and 
Elizabeth Vance? Joseph Vance bought the Hymn book, which might equate to the 
Family Bible. Was he the eldest son? He also bought the cupboard, and a bed and a 
pot. What would we do without Margaret Webb’s explaination of some of these 
items? 

The name Seburn Vance Is interesting - not a name you run across every day. 
Could it have been a corruption of Seaborn? It is of interest that the will of William 
Vance of Frederick Co. Va. dated 25 Aug 1792, probated 2 Oct 1792 names daughters 
Elizabeth, Lucy and Sarah Anne. Son: George Seaborn. (Son-in-law), 
Granddaughters Betty Seaborn, Granddaughter ‘“‘to my Elizabeth’. Witnesses: 
William Fishback, Rebecca Phillips and James Crancy. Question: Could the wife of 
Samuel Vance have been an Elizabeth Seaborn of another generation? Just a thought. 

There was a Seaborn Vance who married Polly Lancaster, 23 March 1822 in 
Tuscaloosa, Co., Alabama. Grace Dotson found this in Hunting for Bears. So there is 
likely a connection somewhere of Seaborn/Seaburn and the Vance family. This could 
later assist us in relationship of Vance families. 

Please share if you can assist in identifying the family unit of this Samuel. 
The other Vamce family units in Washington County, Virginia - Samuel and Sarah 
Colville Vance and John and Jane Black Vance migrated from Frederick County, 
Virginia. Is there a clue here?

In 1904 the Eastern Cherokees won a large cash settlements from the United States because of 
violations of the treaties of 1835-36 and 1845. Over a million dollars was appropriated by Congress 
to settle the claims. The payments were to go to all living persons who had been members of the 
Eastern Cherokee Tnibe at the time of the treaty, or to their descendants if they were deceased. Over 
46,000 people filed claims. 


Claim # 817: Lucinda Tincup, Pryor Creek, Oklahoma. Rejected. It appears from testimony of the 
applicant that her mother was born Nov 10, 1835 at ft Leavenworth, Kansas and therefore could not 
have been party to the treaty of 1835-36. The father of the applicant was a white man. The names 
of the ancestors of the applicant through whom she claims her Cherokee blood, do not appear on the 
rolls of 1835 or 1851, either the Emigrant or the Old Settler roll. While the applicant was enrolled 
by the Dawes Commission, it clearly appears from the testimony that if her ancestor were Cherokees, 
they left the Eastern Cherokee domain before 1835. 


Misc Test P.4115. Application No. 1393-817: Eliza Sunday through Lafayette Teel, Interpreter..in 
behalf of Lafayette Teel: That I am 59 years of age. I know Lafayette teel. He was enrolled by the 
Dawes Commission, No 6681. He did not get the strip . This was on account of a political fuss and 
prejudice existing against his family. He gets his Indian blood from his mother. She was named 
Manervia Teel.

The following is a transcript of a will filed in Benton, Franklin 
County, IL., January 1884. 


I, Thomas M. Vance of the city of Benton, etc, at age sixty nine 
years, do hereby make and declare this my last will, etc. 


Item 1: That my funeral expenses and all just debts be paid. 


Item 2: To my wife Christina Vance during her natural life all my 
property, real and personal, to use as she may think best. 


Item 3: At the death of b.w. Christina, all my personal property 
that may be left to be divided equally between John L. Vance, 
Hester Waters and Mary C. Foulk. 


Item 4: Wife Christina be made executrix , without giving bond and 
that she be empowered to sell any of my real estate that may be 
necessary to pay my debts. 


Item 5: At the death of my wife it is my will that Mary C. Fouix 
nave the fee simple title in the following described lands; ihere he 
describes 3 parcels of land.) 


That I give and bequeath at my wife's death to my daughter, Hester 
E. Waters the following described lands; (here he describes 2 
parcels of land.) 


To John L. Vance I give at my wifes death; (2 parcels of land) 


I bequeath at my wife's death to John L. Vance and Hester E. Waters 
in equal shares in fee simple; (1 parcel of land). 


The will is dated Dec 20 1884. It was filed and proved in court Jan 
20 1884. I can't explain the discrepancy of the date. It is not 
customary to prove a will almost a year before it’s written. It's 
an obvious error. Another oddity in the will is that Thomas M.Vance 
refers to Hester E. Waters as his daughter the first time she is 
mentioned, but when speaking of his other children, Mary ©. Fouix 
and John L. Vance, he names them, but doesn't give relationship. 
There is no doubt, however, that they are his children. Besides the 
census, which appears below, the marriage license bureau in 
Franklin Co IL listed the name of the applicant, occupation, place 
of residence, age next bday, place of birth, father’s name, 
motner’ s maiden name, number of previous marriages. 
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When the son, John L. Vance, age 20 m. Hettie Flint, tne 
application lists T.M. Vance, father; Christina Stricklin, mother.

I was so pleased to have found this Thomas M. Vance, convinced he 
was my Thomas, the third son of Jordan and Mary Vance. His bi:th 
dateé was nearer to that of his older brother, Andrew Jackson Vance, 
than to our Thomas, but that didn't bother me unduly. Dates can 
get altered easily. I looked for a marriage record for Thomas Vanice 
and Christina in Franklin Co, and in Greene County where Thomas's 
Drothers, Harrison Ramey Vance and Andrew Jackson Vance were 
married. There was nothing. Then I tried the Franklin County 
Historical Society, and the Public Library at Benton, IL. 


Luckiiy the First Baptist Church had celebrated their centeénniai in, 
'94i, and the brochures they made up were available at the Library. 
Tne following is an excerpt of the History of the Church, which at 
rne time of the organization was called United Baptist. 


“On the day this church was organized, Thomas M. Vance, was one of 
its original members, and was by the church, ordained to the 
ministry. In the month of June following, the church chose him as 
its pastor. He served in that capacity for nineteen consecutive 
years. 


“Elder Vance, as he was affectionately called, was born in Warren 
Co KY, on November 12th, 1814. He came to Franklin Co IL., November 
L1O0th 1840.° 


Up to this point he could still have been Jordan & Mary's son, 
Thomas M. Vance, who was born Nov 5, 1817, probably in Logan County 


XY where Jordan Vance & Mary Vance were married. Logan is adjacent 
to Warren Co. 
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Then I went back and read ALL of the brochure ara learned that this 
Thomas M. Vance came to Illinois from Kentucky, via Tennessee. In 
Tennessee, Thomas had been a member of the East Fork Church, in the 
salem Association of United Baptists, Smith County Tennessee. 


Other members from the East Fork Church included 0.C. Wilkerson, 
Rachel Wilkerson and Elizabeth Wilkerson. Most likely Thomas M. 
Vance and the Wilkerson's traveled from Tennessee together. I 
include this information for any one wishing to pursue research of 
this Thomas M. Vance. It might be worthwhile to check out the 
Wilkerson family, there might be a connection. 


Does any of this ring a bell with any of you out there? I know he's 
not my Thomas M. Vance, but I've gotten pretty intimate with the 
old fellow, and I'd like to see somebody claim him. 


I copied the brochure, which includes a picture of “Elder Vance”, 
but it is blacked out. Undecipherable. (the picture, not the book) 
Even so, if anybody who reads this has this Thomas M. Vance in 
their family tree and would like a copy of the brochure, I will 
happily have copies made to share. 


As for Jordan and Mary Vance's Thomas M. Vance, I am beginning to 
think that he died young, perhaps soon after the 1830 census. 
Thomas M. Vance was one of the 5 minor males on Jordan's chart that 
year, but I have been unable to find even one reference to him 
Since that time. 


(In searching the Franklin Co Illinois marriage records I came 
across another John L. Vance age 30 who married Marble Baxter in 
Franklin Co in 1878. WHO HE? Thomas M. Vance’s son, John L. was 
Listed as age 5 on the 1870 census.)

"William ALLEN's home as a temporary courthouse. In 1810 Walton 
County was included in the federal census of Georgia and was reported 
with a population of 1,026. (4) 

"However, the boundary between Georgia and North Carolina had not been 
locted by the time of the county’s formation, and this would cause 
major - later fatal - problems for Walton. Because of the uncertainty 
of state authority, the area, according to John CLAYTON ‘one of the 
first settlers), became a refuge for the "Desecrated set that could 
not live in human society” and who robbed settlements in all the 
nearby states.” North Carolina believed that most , if not all, of 
the area claimed as Walton County by Georgia was actually within the 
bounds of its own Buncombe County, formed in 1791. Thus, it issued 
land grants and tried to collect taxes in what it considered to be 
Buncombe County after the formation of Walton COunty in 1803. 

Georgia denied the validity of these grants in the area claimed as 
Walton County and charged that such grants were being made to large 
speculators who used force and the authority of local North Carolina 
officials, such as Sheriff Samuel VANCE and Justice of the Peace 
Benjamin ODELL of Buncombe County, to evict some the original 
occupants from their long held lands and to force others to pay rent. 
North Carolina, however, answered that the grants were being made to 
local people - not to speculators -and, in any event, the area had 
enough unclaimed land for everyone. In 1806 some North Carolinians 
attempted to claim themselves as residents of Walton County to qualify 

& for draws in Georgia's 1806 Land Lottery.” 
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BODY-SNATCHING FOR THE MEDICAL SCHOOLS o 


My Grandfather, Dr. Ap Morgan Vance, was a well-known 
Physician and Surgeon in Louisville, Kentucky, around the turn 
of the century. He was born outside Nashville, Tennessee, on 
May 24, 1854, to Morgan Brown Vance and Susan Preston Thompson 
Vance, in the community of Locust Grove, at the residence of 
the Honorable Matthew Barrow, where his parents were passing 
the summer. He attended rural schools in Tennessee and Kentucky, 
then public schools in New Albany, Indiana. He entered the 
medical department of the University of Louisville in 1876, 
becoming the assistant of one of the foremost surgeons of the 
city. He graduated in 1878, and 
obtained a resident internship at 
the Hospital for Ruptured and 
Crippled Children in New York 
City. Having a natural 
mechanical bent, he devised and 
improved apparatus for crippled 
limbs and diseased spines which, 
with little change, were used 
for many years. Returning to 
Louisville in 1881, he elected 
to confine his practice to 
surgery, becoming the first 
exclusive practitioner of this 
specialty in Kentucky. His chief 
interest was orthopedic surgery, 
but found that Louisville at that 
time could not support such a 
limited practice, so accepted 
whatever surgery came his way. 
One of his special interests was 
the surgical correction of 
congenital clubfoot, a fairly 
prevalent disfigurement of the 
day. Family stories indicate 
that for a number of years, he 
rode the streets of Louisville in 
his horse and carriage looking 
for children with clubfoot, and 
operated on all whose parents 
consented to the treatment, many 
times without charge. In 1905, a 
caricature of him engaged, 
presumably, in that activity, 
was published in the book 
Kentuckians as We See Them, put 
out by the Louisville newspaper 
cartoonists. It is shown to the right, above. He wrote many 
articles on surgery for medical journals, and spoke at many 
medical society meetings. He was a member of the Southern 
Surgical and Gynecological Association, the American Association

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of Gynecology and Obstetrics, and the American Orthopedic 
Association, and was a Fellow of the American College of 
Surgeons. He once gave an informal presentation, at a private 
party of fellow Doctors and their wives, describing his 
experiences as a "body-snatcher" while a medical student, 
supplying cadavers for dissection at the area medical 
institutions. He repeated it many times thereafter, and the 
following is a copy of his notes, exactly as written.

In a large town in the middle-west, known as a medical 
center, at a dinner given by Dr. A. M. Cartledge to Dr. Howard 
A. Kelly, of Baltimore, at which were present a number of 
professional friends and their wives, the gentlemen being left 
in the smoking room, Dr. Kelly asked about his old friend Dr. 
Ouchterlony and expressed great regret at not having seen him 
again before he died, as he had promised to relate some body- 
snatching stories which he (Dr. Kelly) was very anxious to 
obtain. Dr. F. W. Koehler remarked: "Dr. Ouchterlony never 
had any practical experience aS a resurrectionist, but there 
(pointing to me) is the King of body-snatchers." Dr. Cartledge 
said: "Yes, I have heard Vance's stories and they are very 
interesting. I hope you can prevail on him to relate them for 
Dr. Kelly's entertainment." After considerable persuasion I 
consented, and in the preface said that I commenced the study 
of medicine in the spring of 1876 at the University of 
Louisville, and the following spring succeeded to the position 
of body-snatcher for that institution. This meant that I was 
body-snatcher for all of the medical schools in the city, there 
being then three, and to prevent conflict the business of 
obtaining material for the dissecting room was pooled. 


My predecessor who graduated in 1877 was Dr. J. E. Renner. 
This position was usually obtained from two facts, one that 
the man was impecunious, needed to do something to help him 
through college, and on the other hand was chosen for his dare- 
devilishness. I certainly fulfilled the first requirement of 
being impecunious, and it may be said that the other 
qualification I owe to my friends. 


In those days the only method of obtaining material forthe 
dissecting room was by stealing it from the cemetaries, and 
at the date mentioned it was secured only from those burying 
grounds where the pauper dead were interred, - the potter's 
field, the penitentiary and the lunatic asylums. There was 
always considerable risk in this undertaking, and in order to 
lessen this and to have well in hand information to guide us 
we had not only to "fee" the undertaker but had also to pacify 
and quiet the policemen that we were likely to encounter in 
our work. The undertaker, of course, was the most important 
personage, as he would mark the graves for us where good material 
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was to be had and would have us notified in time as to what 
part of the cemetary and to which cemetary we were to go. This @® 
was done by his daughter who would leave a notification in 
writing in a secret code in the office of Dr. W. O. Roberts 

the then demonstrator of anatomy in the University of Louisville 
and by whom I was employed. This undertaker's daughter was 
always designated as the "death angel" and her notification 
would inform us whether the body would be found in the white 
burying ground, the colored burying ground or the Catholic 
burying ground. 


The method carried out and the paraphernalia necessary 
was very simple: Two of us, Clint the janitor and myself, had 
an arrangement with the livery stable to let us have a convenient 
wagon and a good horse whenever we called for it. We usually 
started after twelve o'clock at night. The potter's field 
adjacent to the alms house was the most frequently visited 
cemetary. It was located in a very lonely and isolated place, 
the only house near being the poor house which was quite half 
a mile away. The manner in which the undertaker marked the 
grave was by a little peg placed just under the surface of the 
earth at the foot of the grave. In this way we did not have 
to remove the earth from one and then another of the newly made 
graves to find out which was good material and which might be 
bad. We became very skillful in the use of the shovel, which 
in addition to a rope and a gunny sack or two were the only 
implements utilized. 


In getting down to the coffin which under these 
circumstances were usually of plain boards, we shoveled out 
the dirt over the head of the grave exposing the coffin down 
to about the waist line of the corpse. An ordinary old fine 
key-hole saw was then started in the edge of the coffin top 
at about the waist line of the corpse. When the box had been 
completely sawed through the part between the saw and the head 
of the corpse was stamped in with the feet, the boards lifted 
out and the body exposed from the head to the waist. The one 
who was in the grave then lifted the head of the corpse by the 
hair or by the ears, slipped a noose of rope around the neck 
and the corpse was then easily slipped out of the coffin just 
as a letter can be drawn out of the envelope. Of course to 
avoid possible future trouble all clothing was removed from 
the body and returned to the grave, the grave was filled up 
and the mound replaced and left about as we had found it. 


The bodies were brought to the University of Louisville 
where was located a large tank, and in those days they were 
all immersed in strong brine after having been injected through 
the arterial system with arsenite of soda. They remained in 
this large vat until distributed to the different colleges when 
the schools commenced which in those days was always in the 


winter time. @ 


In order to keep on friendly terms with the policemen along 
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the route that we took in going to and from the grave yards, 

we kept during the winter months a fire in every dispensary 
building in the city for their comfort and use; and many times 
in the small hours of the morning, on turning into the city, 

we would be hailed by a friendly policeman something like this: 
"Hello, Doc, been a fishing? How many did you catch?" Upon 
being answered: "Oh, one or two," he would come back with the 
question: "Black or white?" - showing the friendly disposition 
of the minions of the law when they are civilly treated by men 
who are breaking it!

The first story I told was in regard to the only time I 
was ever taken aback or chagrined at the work I was doing. 
In the usual way we went out to the alms house grave yard, the 
night being very stormy and dark and the mud deep. After a 
great deal of difficulty we had removed the earth from the 
coffin, having been notified that the grave contained the body 
of a young woman that was very good material. Considerable 
difficulty was encountered in the dark and rain in locating 
the edge of the coffin; it seemed to be some irregular box, 
but I finally succeeded in sawing through and getting out a 
piece of the board; in other words, it seemed to be a smaller 
box on top of a larger one. Finally I managed to get hold of 
some clothing and on pulling it out it was found to be the long 
dress of a newborn baby. This was a case in which a newborn 
baby had been buried in the same grave with its mother. 


The sight of the little baby took me aback so greatly that 
I replaced it in its little coffin, covered it up and came away 
without my material that night, though evidently the body of 
the mother was in the larger coffin beneath!

Only one time in my whole experience did the friends of 
the corpse I had resurrected appear and demand it. This was 
in the fall of 1877. One morning I was taking my usual nap 
during the lecture of Dr. T. S. Bell, Professor of Medicine, 
trying to catch up some sleep, when a fellow student pulled 
my foot and awakened me pointing to the door out in the hall 
through the lecture room; there I saw the ashen face of my 
assistant, Clint, who was beckoning to me. In answer to his 
call I went out into the hall and there found three men. One 
of them handed me a letter from Dr. Galliard who was the Dean 
of one of the other schools. This letter stated that this 
gentleman's brother had been killed two days before in a runaway 
accident and had been buried in the potter's field without 
knowledge of his family as an unidentified corpse; that they 
had gone out to the potter's field that morning and found the 
grave empty, and as he (Dr. Galliard) knew that nobody else 
was doing any body-snatching except the University, he sent 
the gentleman to us and hoped we would treat him nicely and 
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aid him in recovering the corpse of his brother. I inquired 
who these people were, having already recognized that one of © 
the men must be the brother of the body I had resurrected the 
night before, judging by his marked resemblance. The other 

two turned out to be detectives. After consultation with my 
Superiors it was decided to give the body up to this relative. 
The cadaver had already been injected and placed in the vat 

of brine. I went down to the dead room and finally fished it 
out using an ordinary pike-pole or boat hook that we had for 
bringing bodies to the surface, then washed it off and made 

it as presentable as possible, and when the brother came in 

he said: “Yes, that is poor John," and turning his arm up there 
on his forearm was his name JOHN RAWSON. It happened that this 
brother was an old policeman and had watched Cave Hill Cemetary, 
one of the principal cemetaries of the city, and was a very 
reasonable man; he recognized the necessity of our getting these 
bodies and did not blame us at all, nor was he inclined to find 
fault in any way. In the course of an hour a hearse with a 

nice coffin followed by three carriages drove up to the back 
door of the University building, the hearse was backed up to 

the dead room door, the coffin taken out and the body placed 

in the coffin in a perfectly nude state, put back into the hearse 
and the carriages and the man's family followed it up to Cave 
Hill Cemetary where it was interred!

The following little incident in connection with the work © 
illustrates what a gruesome business it was: It was the absolute 
rule with us that all clothing should be returned to the grave 
so as to avoid future trouble, as I have already stated, but 
on one occasion we had dug up the body of a young negro man 
who had on a very nice new suit of diagonal clothes, coat, vest 
and trousers. My assistant, Clint, was very loath to return 
them to the grave, and finally persuaded me to let him take 
them to town. I thought very little of it until a few days 
afterward when Clint came to me and said: "Doctor, I am just 
three dollars ahead; I brushed those clothes up and Uncle Alec 
gave me three dollars for them."

Another little incident illustrates the power of 
superstition over some people: One hot summer day while 
injecting a body, - a large negro man, ~ two five cent pieces 
fell off from his eyes. I picked them up and went into the 
yard and gave them to one of a number of students who were 
resting under the shade of a tree, and told him to go and buy 
ten cents worth of apples, which he did, and after the apples 
had been eaten I told them that the money with which they had 
been bought had been taken from a dead negro's eyes. Without 
exception all of those who had partaken of the apples showed 
evidences of the superstition, as to a man they were inclined © 
to be "sick."

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First of all, let me explain that I get 90% of my genealogical software information from 
two sources. The first and the one that covers all phases of computerized genealogy is 
the National Genealogy Society/ Computer Interest Group. They have grown to the 
point of having a single expert authoring a column for each major piece of software. 
They cover on line services, advances in technology, support levels, tips and whatever 
else is topical at the time. To receive this document just join the NGS and indicate your 
interest in the Computer Interest Group. Write to NGS at 4527 Seventeenth Street 
North, Arlington, VA 22207-2399. You will receive the regular NGS Quarterly and 
every other month the NGS Newsletter with the CIG section. 


Secondly, as we have the VFA database on Personal Ancestral File (PAF), I subscribe to 
the ‘PAF Users Unlimited Quarterly.’ This is published quarterly by Vance Parker (not 
a Vance descendant). He is located close to the software group that supports PAF in Utah and has their ear. 
The document provides tips on using PAF as well as exploring status issues. It is excellent for novices and 
experienced users. To join send $12.50 to Vance Parker, 2463 Ledgewood Dr., West Jordan, UT 84084-5738. 


My current recommendations are PAF and Family Tree Maker , Deluxe Edition. Take your choice. PAF 
remains a DOS based system even though the new version 3.0 is expected to ‘Windows-like.’ It is a solid, 
inexpensive, totally functional product. However, and this is a personal opinion, I sense the LDS Church is 
backing off a bit in their support of genealogical software. This is probably due to the dramatic increase in the 
number of software packages available and also because they are good products with many features. Banner 
Blue is taking the genealogy world by storm with their Family Tree Maker and the CD offerings that come with 
it. The later provide much nicer print products and support features but it still lacks the tools needed for a large 
database such as the VFA. There are many utilities available to PAF users to ‘spiffy-up’ the print outs but I 
haven't used one yet. 


The big shocker is that GEDCOM appears to be dying as reliable interface between software packages. It 
seems the various developers can’t (or won’t) agree on a supporting the new 5.5 standards. The major impact 
on us is that we will have to be extra careful in selecting software as we many not be able to transfer the data to 
a new package if we don’t like the original and exchanging data may not be accurate. I will continue to 
monitor this area of interest. 


Mapper. Several folks have ordered a copy of Mapper from me but I haven't heard about the results. Please 
drop me a line and tell us of your mapper experiences. 


Does anyone have experience with ‘Hot Notes’ or ‘PAF Mate’? How about all the material now on CD, any 
good stories. I have used the Social Security Death Index with success but it isn’t a historical tool. 


Other than E-mail, is the Internet doing anybody any good with their ancestor research? 


1 was pointed towards ‘Switchboard’ on the Internet. It is the equivalent of the ‘Phone Discs’ on CD. Give it a 
try, great results!

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VERMONT’

VANCE, MARTIN VAN BUREN, was born at Wolcott, Vermont, June 4th, 
1838, son of John and Adelia (Hubbard) Vance. When but five years of 
age his parents moved to Danville and two years later they again moved 
and located at Lancaster, New Hampshire. Here only a short stay was had 
and the Vance family moved to Lowell, Massachusetts, and the year 
following located at Concord, in that state, where he remained for ten 
years, then locating at Bradford, Vermont, where he was residing when 


the Civil War Broke out. He enlisted at Danville in Captain A. W. 
Preston's Company D, First Vermont Cavalry, September 2lst, 1861, and 
was mustered out with his regiment August 9th, 1865. He entered the 


service as a private and served as corporal, sergeant, commissary 
sergeant, orderly sergeant, and Governor J. Gregory Smith, on May 9th, 
1865, commissioned him second lieutenant of his company. He was in 
nearly every engagement participated in by the company. He located in 
Lunenburg, Vermont, after his discharge from the United States service, 
and ten years later, June 4th, 1875, he married Matilida C. Balch, 
daughter of James and Fannie (Smith) Balch. Mrs. Vance died January l, 
1903, at the age of fifty-six years, loved and honored by all for her 
beautiful life of usefulness in the community in which she had spent so 
many happy years. 

Ten years after coming to Lunenburg Mr. Vance bought and resided on 
the Jonah Brooks farm, but later moved to the village, and for eighteen 
years carried the mail and express to South Lancaster, New Hampshire. 
He erected his present residence, which is the best set of buildings in 
the town, beautifully located, overlooking the Connecticut River, with 
the gigantic granite hills and White Mountains of New Hampshire in the 
background. 

Mr. Vance took a prominent part in the organization of Lunenburg's 
Cooperative Creamery Association in 1896. He was elected its president 
for the first year and has continually held those offices to the present 
time. In 1896 he represented Lunenburg in the general assembly of 
Vermont. Mr. Vance is affiliated with the Junior Order of Mechanics, 
Grange, Grand Army, and Masonic fraternity. 

His great-grandfathers on both sides were Revolutionary War 
Soldiers. His father, John Vance, born 1804. Thus far, documentation 
has been unsuccessful to connect him to a Revolutionary War soldier.

John Vance of Topsham, Orange, Vermont - Was his Father Hugh Vans of 
Boston? I have searched for my ancestor John Vance, for 18 years. He died in 
Topsham, Vt. Approximately early May 1801. His wife was Jane, who in 1803 
remarried to Charles Emery. Proven sons of John and Jane Vance were David (wife 
Olive) and William (wife Ruth Welch). 


My theory is that my John may have been the John Vans, eldest child born 18 February 
1727 to Hugh and Mary (Pemberton) Vans in Boston with siblings Ebenezer b. 21 
April 1729; William b. 10 April 1730; and Mary 21 December 1732. Hugh Vans was 
born ca 1699, and was “a prominent citizen of Boston by 1746 and a respectable 
merchant”, who often traveled abroad. In Andrew McFarland Davis’ 1910 book Two 
Forgotten Pamphleteers,” he says: “The name of the family is supposed to have been at 
one time DeVans, and then to have become Vans, and finally the spelling has been 
altered to Vance. The suggestion of French origin for the family carries with it the idea 
that they were Huguenots.” 


My John was in 1790 census of Newbury, VT with 6 females and 3 males under 16. 
He moved to Topsham before 1800. PA Archives shows a Hugh “Vance” (not Vans) 
the son of John Vance of Paxtang, Dauphin, PA, who died July 1734, leaving a wife 
Mary and among others, a son Hugh.

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THE VANCES OF NC/SC AND BOSSIER PARISH, LA

(This portrayal of Larn Jennings’ Vance family line was done by her husband, Dale. Thev live at 
194 Vance Road, Benton, LA 71006) 


The Vances of Bossier Parish (county), Louisiana, came directly from the Piedmont region 
of South Carolina during the mid-nineteenth century. Their motivation followed a common 
thread in the American saga--population expansion from settled areas to areas newly opened to 
cultivation. 


Much like the first Vances were drawn to northwest Louisiana, their Scotch {rish ancestors 
came to northwest South Carolina during the previous century. Thev were part of a southward 
migration from Virginia. The first ancestor who can be identified with certainty is Samuel 
Vance, Sr., born c. 1726. This is computed from his tombstone inscnption in Old Union Church 
Gravevard, Forsyth, North Carolina, stating his death as May 26 , 1789, at age 63. Records 
indicate that David, the first born of Samuel and his wife Aley (last name unknown), was bom in 
Frederick County, Virginia. He is the only one of their children known to have been born in 
Virginia before their coming to North Carolina. The ten children listed in Samuel's 1789 will are 
David, Nathaniel, Samuel, Sarah, Hannah, Als, Elizabeth, James, John, and Joseph. 


Nathaniel Vance was a soldier in the North Carolina Army in the Revolutionary War. He 
fought under General Gates against the British General Cornwallis in the disastrous battle of 
Camden, S.C. in 1780. He was reportedly wounded in that battle and latter captured and 
imprisoned at Guildford Court House near Greensboro, N.C. After the war, Nathaniel moved to 
Laurens County, South Carolina, where he married Mary Dunbar McTier March 27, 1788. They 
lived in the next household to her family, the William McTiers, and began what would be a large 
family. 


The first census of 1790 lists eleven Vance households in South Carolina. Four households 
besides Nathaniel's were located in Laurens County. The full relationship of these families 1s not 
known; however, Samuel and David were his brothers as probably was James. Descendants of 
Samuel have a later Bossier Parish connection. 


Nathaniel and Mary McTier Vance had thirteen children. Various family sketches, wills, 
census reports, cemetery listings, and other sources provide some detail to Nathaniel and Mary's 
family. Of special interest in this narrative are those with a connection, or whose descendants 
had a connection, to Bossier Parish. They are Samuel, David, Allen, and James Washington. 
Nathaniel died in Laurens County in 1812. His tombstone inscription indicates that he died 
November 4, 1812, at age SO, which would place his birth about 1762. Mary was born March 6, 
1769, and probably died November 12, 1841. The date of death copied from her tombstone is 
November 12, 1846. However, her will dated 1840 was proven November 16, 1841. They are 
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buried in the Vance family burying ground between Cross Hill and Kinards in Laurens County, 
& as are many of their descendants. The property is still owned by the Vance/Satterwhite 
descendants. The Vance home, which was built in 1810, was torn down in 1977. 


1. Samuel Vance (March 19, 1789 - July 13, 1868), the first born to Nathaniel and Mary 


McTier Vance, served for a short time in the War of 1812 along the coast of South Carolina. He 
was married March 3, 1818, to Elizabeth Kincaid Armstrong, the widow of John Armstrong. 
She was the daughter of Revolutionary War Captain James Kincaid and Mary McMoris 
Kincaid. Samuel and Eliza had two children, James Kincaid and Mary Prudence. Marv 
Prudence was bom in 1821 and marned Dr. Newton Sims, a dentist. 


James Kincaid Vance was born December 26, 1818, in Laurens County and came to 
Greenwood, Abbeville County, as a student in 1836. He marned Laurens Louisa (Laura) Watson 
in 1844. Laura was a daughter of the widowed Nancy Watson, then marmed to James’ uncle. 
John Vance. James Kincaid was elected to the state legislature from Abbeville County in 1851. 
He had a large plantation and a good mercantile partnership in Cokesbury. James entered 
Confederate service and served on the staff of General Sam McGowen, a fellow member of the 
legislature before the war. He later served on the staff of General N. G. Evans. He served as 
assistant quartermaster, and after the war, was generally referred to as "Major Vance.” 


James Kincaid and Laurens Louisa Vance had thirteen children, three of whom died young; 
John Harnson, Hearst, and Alpha Anna. The others were James Wistar, Samuel Watson, 
William Washington, Nancy Elizabeth, Biphemia, Norwood Kincaid, Mary Amelia, Elizabeth 
Perla, Frank Hampton, and Susan Laurens. Nancy married J. Walter Gray, "Bigie Lou" married 
Zachary Dobbs; Mary marned David Dorrah; Elizabeth marned Wiley Killingworth; and Susan 
married Dr. William Norwood. Mention will be made of the sons later. Upon the death of his 
first wife, James marned a second time to Ann Chiles Hearst. She was the widow of Dr. John 
Wardlow Hearst, also mth whom James had served in the Legislature. No children resulted 
from this marriage. 


Samuel Vance's first wife Eliza died November 29, 1827. He married second to widow 
Susan Burch Ligon Maddox. This marnage produced two children, Ann E. and Susan Cormne. 
Ann never married. Susan married Robert Waldrop who was killed in the Civil War, but not 
before two daughters were born of the marriage. There were also several Henderson children in 
the household in the 1850 census. Susan, Samuel's second wife, died November 25, 1850. Mr. 
Vance married once more, to Clarissa Simmons. He died in 1868 within three miles of the place 
of his birth. His tombstone in the Vance family burying ground bears the inscription "God's 
noblest work: An honest man." 


2.__Frances Vance (August 29, 1790 - October 15, 1850), marred William Green 
December 20, 1814. They had nine children; Gilly A., Nancy, N. A., E. B., John F., William W., 
George W., S. R., and S.C. Frances and William are buried in the Liberty Springs Presbyterian 
Church cemetery in Laurens County. Three sons, George, John and S. R., moved to Pontontoc 
County, Mississippi. 
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ili | married Elizabeth Ednngton 
(or Ederington) July 20, 1820. They had ten children. They were Carr E., Mary F., Sarah C., 


William L., Martha A., John B., Eliza A., Jane E., Susan C., and Nathaniel W. M. Nathaniel, the 
last born, was born September 24, 1835, and died February 21, 1838. Mary married Elihu 
Altom; Sarah married Henry Mitts; Martha married John Hill and later Wesley Tucker; Eliza 
married T. A. Rudd; Jane married Archibald Clark, who was killed in the Civil War, and later M. 
F, Dunn; and Susan married Richard S. Satterwhite. 


Jane Vance Clark and Susan, minors at the time of the probate of their Uncle Nathaniel 
Carr Vance's will in 1846, were under the guardianship of their Uncle Allen Vance. Eliza and 
Susan died in South Carolina and are buried in the old Vance burying ground near Kinards, land 
still owned by the Satterwhite family. William's widow and many of her children moved to 
Mississippi where she died. Many of her children and/or their families moved on to northeast 
Texas. 


4, David Vance (March |. 1794 - January 5, 1871) was a planter of considerable wealth in 
Laurens County. He married December 23, 1819, to Sarah Edrington. Sarah was a sister of 
Elizabeth Edrington who married David's brother, William. This marriage produced seven 
children. The three children who died in early childhood were Marcus Augustus, Mary Frances 
Emily, and Elizabeth Adaline. Those who survived to reach maturity were Rosborough 
Washington (November 5, 1820 - March 6, 1888), John Addison (February 10, 1823 - February 
2, 1857), Samuel Whitfield (January 28, 1827 - May 18, 1877), and David McDuffy (September 
30, 1833 - May 2], 1855). Sarah herself died October 6, 1833, 6 days after the birth of David 
McDuffy. 


David Vance married second Matilda Allen Tinsley. They had ten children. They were 
William Arthur Butler (April 27, 1841 - September 20, 1863, killed at Chicamauga), Mary 
Cornelia (March 31, 1843 - unknown), Harrison Comelius (March 9, 1846 - November 2, 1872), 
Sarah Bell (August 27, 1847 - unknown), Susan Elizabeth (August 27, 1849 - September 8, 
1856), Parmelia Clayton (Clate) (June 25, 1852 - unknown), Elizabeth Frances (Lyde) (Apmil 23, 
1854 - unknown), and Martha Ella (November 27, 1855 - unknown). Two other sons died in 
infancy. Matilda Vance died March 2, 1865. David, his two wives, and eight of his children rest 
in the Vance burying ground. 


Only Samuel Whitfield Vance of David's sons is known to have married. Each of his 
daughters who lived to adulthood did marry. Mary married Dr. M. C. Rivers, Sarah marned 
Francis Godbold, Parmelia married a Mr. Hurdlison, Elizabeth married J. W. Copeland, and 
Martha married R. F. Ferguson.

8, Mary Caroline, if in fact she was a Vance sibling as attributed by some, may have been 
born in this most likely time frame. While she is supposed to have died in 1820, no one has 
ventured a guess as to her date of birth. Mary is variously said to have probably never marmed, 
and to have been marred to a Williams. 


9, Allen Vance (January 3, 1803 - September 18, 1865) married first Rebecca Gary, 


widow of Dr. Martin Jones Gary. One daughter from this marnage, Sarah Adaline, died 
September 5, 1837, age | year, 5 months. Rebecca Vance died in 1838, at age 35. In 1840, he 
marmied second Mary Matilda Chappell who was born in 1823 to John and Elizabeth Brooks 
Chappell. 


Mary Chappell had a grandfather and two great grandfathers in the Revolutionary War. 
Her grandfather, Lieutenant Elisha Brooks (1761-1806) served in Colonel Robert Anderson's 
regiment from South Carolina. Her great grandfather, Captain James Butler (1737-1781), 
commanded a company in 1779 against the Cherokee Indians. He was killed in South Carolina 
bv a band of Tories led by the notorious William Cunningham in 1781. Her great grandfather, 
James Chappell (1740-1781), with two of his sons, enlisted under General Sumter and all three 
are said to have been killed in the war. 


Allen Vance was a wealthy landowner and planter in Abbeville County, residing in 
Greenwood. He and Mary Chappell Vance had four children. They were John Chappell N. 
Vance (August 25, 1845 - February 7, 1913), Mary A. Elizabeth (Mollie) Vance (July 16, 1845 - 
March 18, 1927), Allen Washington Vance, who died on February 7, 1859, at age ten, and Laura 
Lucy C. (Nina) Vance (March 27, 1851 - May 15, 1935). Allen, although he acquired 
considerable property in Bossier Parish, never resided there. His surviving family, however, did 
relocate to Bossier and Webster Parishes. 


was a large landowner around 
Cokesbury, Abbeville County. He are first Nancy Wnght Watson, widow of Dr. Elijah 
Watson, Jr. of Laurens on Apmil 23, 1838. One of her four children by her first marnage, 
Laurens Louisa Watson, marned James Kincaid Vance, John's nephew. John and Nancy had one 
daughter, Mary Alpha. She married Francis Marion Godbold, who would later marry Sarah Bell, 
daughter of John's brother, David. Nancy died October 9, 1869. Mother and daughter are buried 
in the Vance-Godbold burying ground near Greenwood as are other Vance family members. 
John remarried to Newela Hodges who outlived him. It 1s not known where John Vance is 
buried. 


LL Larkin Vance was born October 20, 1806, and died March 8, 1809. 
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ame shins : 868) would be the first 
Vance to move from South Carolina to Bossier Parish. He would be the only one of Nathaniel's 
children to move to Louisiana. 


- was born 8 months 
and 4 days after the death of his father. Harp never married and can be found in various census 


reports living with different family members. He told the story that he was plowing when he was 
brought word of the death of his bachelor brother, Nathaniel Carr. He said he unhitched his 
mule, threw away his plow stock and never plowed again. He invested his inheritance in slaves 
and found himself without property when his slaves were freed. Harp received another bequest 
when another wealthy bachelor brother, James Washington Vance, died in 1868. He became a 
partner in a large mercantile firm. When this firm went broke, he again found himself without 
property. Harp said that all he saved from this venture were two horses and both soon died. He 
is referred to as J. H. Harrison Vance in his brother Allen's will. This suggests the possibility 
that Joseph's second name may have been Harper, thus the nickname, "Harp." Joseph Harrison 
Vance is said to be buried without a marker in the Vance-Godbold burying ground. 


A combination of factors occurred which must have drawn the first Vance to the Red River 
country of Northwest Louisiana in 1840. Existing conditions up to that time hindered extensive 
settlement. Over one million acres of land on the west side of the Red River belonged to the 
Caddo Indian Tribe. A huge log jam known as the Great Raft blocked navigation on the river 
from above Natchitoches to miles above what is presently Shreveport. This placed Natchitoches 
at the edge of the frontier from the more settled South Louisiana. Northwest Louisiana was 
being populated slowly by hardy frontiersmen, but river transport essential to large scale planting 
and commerce was minimal. The Red River valley with its fertile silt deposits had great 
potential for agriculture. However, overflowing and flooding caused by the Great Raft 
discouraged planting. 


In 1833, Captain Henry Miller Shreve, having been commissioned to do so by the U.S. 
Government, began clearing the raft from the river. Navigation to a functional degree was 
attained by 1838. Upon return of the river to its natural banks and confinement by a series of 
levees, the river plain invited cultivation. The Caddo Tribe ceded its lands to the United States 
Government in 1835. Large tracts of Government land were made available at auction on both 
sides of the river, and the river port and trade center town of Shreveport was established in 1837. 
The resulting influx of arrivals from the trans-Mississippi states rapidly accelerated settlement of 
the area. 


The Vances were planters and acquired plantations along the east side of the Red River 
between Shreveport on the west bank and Benton in Bossier Parish and in the area of present day 
Plain Dealing, up river from Benton. The Vances who relocated to Bossier Parish were with few 
exceptions young, single men seeking to make their fortunes. 


The first of Nathaniel Vance's line to come to Louisiana was Dr. James Washington Vance. 
He is known to have arrived in then Claibome Parish in 1840 (Bossier Parish was not created 
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from a portion of Claiborne until 1843). Washington or "Wash" as he was called was born 

6 February 12, 1809, one of the last born of the union of Nathaniel and Mary McTier Vance. 
Although a doctor, Washington, like the other Vances, was a planter and listed himself as such 
On census reports. The dual occupation of doctor/planter was common and was an obvious 
advantage to large slave owners. Dr. Vance, a bachelor, acquired considerable wealth during his 
lifetime. He purchased land both from the U.S. Government and from James B. Gilmer and 
others. His plantation holdings amounted to some 4,000 acres at the time of his death, Dr. Wash 
died at the Buck Hall Plantation home of his nephew, Dr. Samuel W. Vance, October 26, 1868. 
It is unfortunate that no obituary, eulogy, or other sketch can be found which records some detail 
of Wash's life or personality. William Scanland, editor of the Bossier Banner, noted upon his 
death "We regret to learn of the death of Dr. J. Wash Vance, an estimable citizen of this parsh, 
who died last Tuesday at his residence, near Benton." Dr. Vance asked in his will that all his just 
debts be paid and that a suitable and appropriate monument be erected over his grave. A 
suitable, but unpretentious, granite slab marks his grave in the Plain Dealing cemetery. 


The first record we have of Allen Vance's presence in Bossier Parish is his sale of slaves to 
Isaac Lay recorded in the parish conveyance book on January 6, 1849. On December 24, 1850, 
Allen bought 1,157 acres of land from Judge William K. Beck for the sum of $11,000. This 
property combined with land purchased from the U.S. Government totaled 1,595 acres and 
joined the Riverside Plantation of his younger brother, Dr. Wash Vance. The 1860 Bossier 
Parish census enumerator lists the next resident to Dr. Vance on his route as W. R. Crabtree, age 
31--agent for Allen Vance. The plantation was known as the Allen Vance Plantation during his 
lifetime. 


Dr. Samuel Whitfield Vance, called Whitfield, was the next to make the move to Bossier 
Parish. However, this part of the Vance story cannot be told without developing the background 
of another family with whom the Vances had strong family and business ties--the Gilmers. Plain 
Dealing and Vanceville evolved through the Gilmer-Vance connection. 


The Gilmer family were true pioneers to the area. George O. and his eldest son, James B. 
Gilmer, were large property owners in Georgia and Alabama. An adventurous spirit and a vision 
of large scale agricultural development of a virgin region brought these men to northwest 
Louisiana in 1839. They found a fertile, well watered upland area a few miles back from the 
Red River in the area of present day Plain Dealing. George and James bought from the U.S. 
Government 5,000 acres each; the father calling his plantation Plain Dealing and his son calling 
his acquisition, just to the south, Orchard Place. 


The Gilmers, known for their integrity, hospitality, and resourcefulness, prospered and 
expanded their holdings. The four children of George and Martha Gilmer were James B., Mary 
E., Sarah M. (Sallie), and George E. Gilmer. 


James Blair Gilmer, although only 47 years old when he died in 1856, was the owner of 
several of the largest plantations in northwest Louisiana. He first married a cousin, Eliza Lewis 
Gilmer, who died in Montgomery, Alabama, before the family moved to Louisiana. They had 
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three daughters; Mary Boutwell, Martha George, and Eliza Lewis Gilmer. Mr. Gilmer remarried 
to the very wealthy Mrs. Paulina DeGraffenreid Pickett, widow of James Belton Pickett, one of 
the founders of Shreveport. When they divorced, it required an act of the legislature to untangle 
ownership of their acreage and slaves. After the divorce, James went to Cuba to start a sugar 
plantation and died of yellow fever shortly after arriving there. 


Samuel Whitfield Vance was a 22-year old student in the household of his parents, David 
and Matilda Vance, in Laurens County in 1850. We know that he completed his medical 
schooling and removed to Bossier Parish in 1852. On December 12, 1854, he married Mary | 
Boutwell Gilmer. He no doubt met Miss Gilmer through his Uncle Wash's long association with 
Mary's father, James B. Gilmer. The first child born to the Vances was a boy, James Blair 
Gilmer Vance, born September 14, 1856. Sarah Eliza (Sallie) was born November 4, 1858. 


Whitfield's wife, Mary, died of "heart disease" October 15, 1859. The 1860 census finds 
little James and "Mary" living with their Aunt, Martha Gilmer, in the next residence to Samuel. 


Dr. Vance must have regretted that they had not named their first daughter after his beloved 
wife. 


S. Whitfield Vance then married the widow, Mrs. Sallie James Gayle, a first cousin in the 
Gilmer line of his first wife. They had three children.and did indeed name the first child of this 
marriage Mary Boutwell Gilmer Vance. The other two, both boys, were named Samuel 
Whitfield, Jr. and James Washington Vance. 


James B. G. Vance, Dr. Vance's son from his first marriage died in 1864. He is identified 
_as Jimmie B. G. on his headstone. His resting place is a family section of the present Plain 
Dealing Cemetery. This was the old Gilmer, now to be Gilmer-Vance, burying ground. The 
cemetery is located one block north of the old homesite of George O. and Martha Gilmer on the 
outskirts of Plain Dealing. The old home was occupied by Dr. S. W. and Mary Vance dunng 
their marriage. The George O. Gilmer home was destroyed by fire in 1888. 


Joseph Potiller and Thomas Jefferson Vance were the sons of Robert S. and Nancy M. 
Vance of Laurens County, S.C. Early census reports indicate that Robert was the son of Samuel 
Vance who was a brother of Nathaniel Vance. This would make Robert a first cousin to Allen 
and Dr. Wash Vance. This might help explain the circumstances of J. P. and Tom's presence in 
Bossier Parish prior to the Civil War. 


Joseph was a 31-year old overseer for George E. Gilmer on his Collinsburg area plantation, 
near present-day Plain Dealing, in 1860. J. P. accumulated property of his own aoroue? periodic 
purchases in and around Plain Dealing. He never married. 


Thomas Vance graduated from Jefferson Medical College in Philadelphia in 1858. Young 
Dr. Vance was present in Bossier Parish when the currents of impending war were felt in 
northwest Louisiana in late 1860. He attended a public meeting in the parish seat of Bellevue on 
December 8, 1860, to discuss affairs of state regarding secession. Judge William M. Burns was 
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chairman and T. J. Vance one of the secretaries. From many such meetings throughout the state, 
@ rivulets of secessionist sentiment flowed and joined together to deliver another state into the 
Confederacy. 


Seven Bossier Parish companies were formed in support of the Confederate cause. A few 
Bossier residents sought to get into action sooner by joining Shreveport and Caddo Parish 
companies. Tom enlisted in the Caddo Rifles and George E. Gilmer joined the Shreveport 
Greys. George saw hard fighting with Stonewall Jackson's Corps and was killed at Sharpsburg in 
Maryland (Antietam). His body was never recovered, but an impressive monument was erected . 
in his memory in the family cemetery. 


Tom Vance was 26 and single when he enlisted as a private in the Caddo Rifles (Co. A, Ist 
La Reg) on April 21, 1861. He was promoted to Assistant Surgeon January 13, 1863, at which 
time he was transferred from the regiment and assigned as Assistant Surgeon, 12th Virginia 
Infantry. Tom was captured at Gettysburg on July 4, 1863, sent to Fort McHenry, Maryland, and 
was exchanged November 21st of that year. He was reported present for duty with field and 
staff, 16th Virginia Infantry, August 31, 1864. Tom Vance surrendered with General Lee and 
was paroled at Appomattox April 9, 1865. 


Joseph P. Vance enlisted in the Marks Guards (Co. B, 28th La Reg) January 20, 1863. He 
was captured in heavy fighting in the Battle of Insh Bend on Bayou Teche outside of Franklin, 
Louisiana, on April 14, 1863. He was exchanged and paroled home in August 1863. J. P. then 
joined the just formed Bossier Guards (Co. H, 8th La Reg, Cav). He survived to return home 
after the war. Two of J. P. and Tom's younger brothers, Robert and Henry, died in the Civil War. 


Of the six companies formed in Bossier Parish which saw action in the Civil War, the 
second to depart was the Vance Guards (Co. A, 19th La Reg). The Guards was organized in 
Bellevue August 17, 1861, with R. W. Turner as captain and E. C. Andrews, A. B. Broughton, 
and M. C. Cavett, lieutenants. No Vances served in the unit. 


The day before their departure, a barbecue was given the Guards at Bellevue. Miss Lizzie 
Dickson presented the company with a flag and a patriotic salutation. In part she impassioned, 
"Officers and soldiers of the Vance Guards, you have every incentive to action! Bearing the 
name of one of our most patriotic and loyal citizens; animated by the justness of your cause; 
cheered by the prayers and kind wishes of your mothers and sisters, can you fail? No! Never! 
Never!! Never!!!" 


History apparently has not settled with a certainty for whom the Vance Guards was named. 
One manner by which local companies were raised was through financing by large property or 
business owners. The unit thus benefited often elected to incorporate the name of its benefactor 
into its discretionary name designation. Dr. Wash Vance and Dr. Whitfield Vance, as well as 
Allen Vance, each had a big stake in the success of the Confederacy. Each had more than eighty 
slaves and large plantations in Bossier Parish. It is not likely that it was Allen, who did not 
reside in Louisiana and is said to have financed a company in Greenwood, S.C. 
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The historian, John Turner Manry, in his writings credits Samuel Whitfield Vance as the 
Vance Guards’ namesake. Dr. Whitfield certainly had the means and motive to have sponsored 
the company. He demonstrated his sentiment by joining as a lieutenant in January 1861, the Red 
River Volunteers, a pre-war forerunner in the evolution of Bossier Civil War companies. 


Whitfield, for whatever reason, employed a substitute in lieu of enlisting into the Confederate 
forces. 


An article appearing in a 1973 issue of the Pelican Reb News attributes the Guards' 
namesake. The article entitled "Manry Tells History of the Vance Guards" quotes the 
presentation speech of Lizzie Dickson. The author has inserted "(Dr. J. W. Vance)" after the 
phrase "Bearing the name of one of our most patriotic citizens." The author and editor of the 
Pelican Reb News was local historian, John Ardis Manry, son of J. T. Manry. 


It would seem that the Vance Guards was named for Dr. Whitfield Vance based on the 
credibility of historian, J. T. Manry. Mr. Manry resided in Bossier Pansh while Whitfield was 
yet living and he knew his own uncle, Judge Richard W. Turner, who was the first to serve as 
captain of the Guards. 


The Vance Guards suffered heavy losses early in the war at Shiloh and again later at 
Chickamauga and Missionary Ridge. They surrendered at Meridian, Mississippi, May 8, 1865. 


(Larri Jo Jennings is descended from Allen Vance.) 
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NATHANIEL VANCE HOME 


Nathaniel Vance's South Carolina family home was located on paved road 560 between 
Cross Hill and Kinards (Kinards) in Laurens County. The house was built in 1810 and torn 
down in 1977. A frame house on a small plot now occupies the old house site. It was recently 
sold from the surrounding estate by the Vance/Satterwhite descendants who still own the quite 
vast acreage. The old Vance burying ground is located to the west-rear of the house within sight 
of the road. It is just inside the wood line near the bottom of the long slope, and occupies a low 
hill overlooking a little creek. Susan Satterwhite Sexton resides nearby on the property.

Dear Kathleen, 


I know that | scanned the last two Newsletters, but hadn’t had much opportunity to read them in depth. I was reading 
Grace’s article on William Blackburn, (April Newletter) when the name Cusick jumped out at me, then on the next 
page-- Kathleen's Korner, the name, Cresswell. I remembered, when I was doing the article and map on the Wolfhill 
Suit (July issue), John Cusick of Blount County was one of the men to be deposed by John Vance for the trial. If you 
look at the map which accompanied the Wolfhill article, Henry Cresswell owned the land just above John Vance, later 
bought by John’s son, James Vance, and where John & Jane Black Vance are buried! So, both Henry Cresswell and 
John Cusick were early Abingdon settlers. Also, a note about Grace’s article on Wm. Blackburn--the Samuel Vance 
who married Mary Blackburn, was the son of John & Jane Black Vance. They were married in Knox County, TN, 31 
Jan 1793; later moving to Edgar County, IL where Samuel died on 6 May 1856 and Mary died | May 1852, both in 
Paris, IL. (Paxton Link’s manuscript) 


Another part of Kathleen’s Korner that attracted my attention--Samuel Evans and Ann Colville. Do you remember 
Robert Vance’s letter to brother, Samuel, (Newsletter, Oct 1987) in which Robert refers to “Uncle Evans” and the letter 
was honored by Samuel Evans? Now we know why Samuel Evans was called uncle--Ann Colville Evans and Sarah 
Colville Vance have to be sisters. In the same article, John’s letter to brother, Robert, that Samuel Colville 1s referred 
to as “Uncle Samuel Colville”. 


I think that I told you Holston Territory Genealogical Society was doing a series on the Paperville Presbyterian Church 
(Sullivan Co., TN). In Sept. 1995 issue, reprinted from 2nd part of Book B, Records of the Session in the Congregation 
at Paperville in which they divided the members of the congregation into districts: J. Owen’s District: George Burkhart, 
George Thomas, Samuel Sells, Samuel Hampton, Michael Hampton, Casper Smith, John Vance, Senr., William rd 
Beeler. In T. White’s district: John Cox, John Vance, [reson Longacre, George Hughes, John Gray, David Shaver, 
Jacob Booher, Andrew Boy, Edward--blackman of T. Morrel; dated May 21, 1825. This proves that both John Vance 
and his nephew, John Vance, belonged to the same church. John Sr. was one of the founding members, April, 1824; 
John & Mary King Vance joined on May 30 1824. Some of John & Mary King Vance’s children were baptized in the 
church: Leander on 18 Sep 1824; Andrew Morrison (named after the first minister of the church) on 14 May 1827; 
Elizabeth Sharp on 8 Apr 1831 and oldest daughter, Margaret Vance, joined the church on 2 Sep 1833. HTGS is still 
printing the records, 2 pages at a time, so may still turn up more information. One other note of interest, Samuel Sell’s 
son, Samuel II married Elizabeth Vance, believed to be the daughter of David and granddaughter of John Sr./Sarah 
Marquis. 


1 am enclosing a group sheet from a letter I received from Ermest A. Grove, who is looking for information on his 
ancestors, Thomas & Sudney Lewis Vance. I looked through all past VFA issues and found nothing other than 
Thomas & Sudney’s marriage record in Knox County, TN. When I was reading Paxson Link’s manuscript on Samuel 
& Marv Blackburn Vance, it occurred to me that there are some similarities with Thomas & Sudney Lewis Vance. 
Both married in Knox County, TN, both tied to the Blackburns (4 of Thomas & Sudney’s children married 
Blackburns.) and both presumedly left Tennessee (Knox Co?) at about the same time. In Paxton Link’s manuscript, 
he states that a Robert Vance and others of the group traveling with Samuel Vance stayed in Jennings County, Indiana. 
(I don’t know if this has been proven.) Possibly, Thomas traveled in this same group and settled in Crawford Co., IN. 
Another thought, Thomas & Sudney’s oldest son is named George G. Vance-—could be after Thomas’ father. 
Remember that Margaret Webb found the deed witnessed by a George Vance in Blount County in 1802. Also, we have 
our mysterious George, who delivered the letter from John/ Sarah Marquis to his brother, Robert in PA in 1786. 


If indeed there is some link between Samuel/Mary Blackburn Vance and Thomas/Sudney Lewis Vance, what is the 
relationship? Something else | forgot to mention, note that Thomas & Sudney’s 2nd son is named John L. Vance, & 
possibly after Sudney’s father--John Lewis? There are several references to a John Lewis in the History of Southwest 
Virginia 1746-1786 Washington County 1777-1870 by Lewis Preston Summers. Would like your thoughts.

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John C. Vance and Abraham Lincoln 
Research by Lee Vance Woerdeman 


Abraham Lincoln: The Prairie Years by Carl Sandburg tells of Abraham Lincoln having 
sessions with Mentor Graham, the local schoolmaster, who told him of a grammar at John 
C. Vance’s, six miles from New Salem, Sangamon County, Illinois. Lincoln walked the six 
miles to John C. Vance’s and brought back the book, burned pine shavings at night in the 
Onstot cooper shop to light Samuel Kirkham’s English Grammar. (P. 26) 


Abraham Lincoln was appointed postmaster at New Salem, Sangamon County, [Illinois on 
May 7, 1833. As postmaster, Lincoln was free to read newspapers before delivering them. 
Lincoln found excitement at times in reading the speeches made in Congress at Washington 
as reported in full in the Congressional Globe subscribed for by John C. Vance. It was no 
pleasure for him to write later to the publishers , Blair & Rives, “Your subscriber at this place 
John C. Vance, is dead; and no person takes the paper from the office.” (P. 34) 


The Illinois Regional Archives Depository found a file for John C. Vance of Sangamon 
County, State of Illinois who died intestate on or about the 8th day of October 1835. Enoch 
Estep was appointed administrator of the estate November 26, 1835. 


James Estep charged the estate of John C. Vance five dollars for one coffin. Enoch Estep, 
administrator, sold at public vendue, 12 acres of standing corn, 20 head of hogs and 3 acres 
of hay being cut and stacked. No property or heirs were shown. 


From Sandburg’s references in the book, it is obvious that John C. Vance was an educated 
individual. Does anyone have further information on John C. Vance and can you place him 
with any family? 


In the book, Descendants From First Families of Virginia and Maryland by Maude 
Crowe, the entire passenger list from the ship Supply in 1620 lists the following families: 
Chase, Chenoweth, Co(a)le, Comer, Crow(e), Ford, Garrett, Ha(i)le, Hall, Isenberg, King, 
Lane, Miller, McPhatridge, Range, Shipley, Stone, Vance, Williams, Yokely and more. 
Does anyone have further information on which Vance family might have come on the ship 
Supply?

In reference to Bruce Vance’s Fayette County Deed article in the April 1996 newsletter, Phyllis 
Vance Worrall sent the following letter: 


April 2, 1996 
Dear Bruce; 


I noticed your comments in the recent VFA newsletter about the use of "Spanish milled 
dollars" as acceptable payment for land. 

You have probably read about the Whiskey Rebellion in western Pennsylvania about 1792. 

Actually, the people of western Pennsylvania, were trading with the Spanish territories prior 
to the Revolutionary War. 

The Montour Presbyterian Church has a record of Robert Vance and other members 
agreeing to pay their minister 200 bushels of wheat per year, to be sold in New Orleans at no cost 
to the minister. 

Isaac Vance in 1788 wrote a petition asking Congress to establish a new state to be called 
West Sylvania or some other suitable name, so the people living "west of the Laurel Ridge" could 
have ready access to courts for the transaction of their legal business. The petition explains the 
distance in time and miles from the legal system of Philadelphia. This petition was signed by about 
300 men and is now on file in the Library of Congress. 

Although only two trading trips a year were possible to New Orleans, goods were cheaper 
and more readily available from the Spanish territories than from Philadelphia until after 1800. @ 
Payment was in hard coin, an extremely scarce item in the west. 

The people of western Pennsylvania felt isolated from the eastern government, and were 
moving west and south. Settlers from that area were moving down the Ohio river to what is now 
Illinois and Kentucky as early as 1760. 

The so called Whiskey Rebellion was not brought about by the simple tax on whiskey. That 
was the straw that broke the camels back, and was the culmination of the isolation from the eastern 
establishment. 

Common practice at that time was to scrape metal from coins, decreasing the weight of 
metal, a variation of counterfeiting. Milling the edge of coins prevented that practice, hence the 
"Milled Spanish Dollars." 

The only reason the rebellion ended was because George Washington accompanied the 
troops from New Jersey, and the rebels refused to fight against “our General" 

Eventually a government Mint was Established, and American coins and currency became 
the accepted method of exchange. Until then, local banks, trading companies and individual States 
issued their own currency, and pounds Sterling and Spanish coins were also accepted. our terms of 
two bits, four bits, six bits, a dollar were divisions of Spanish dollars into change.

1734, 14 July - Will of John Vance, which was probated 25 July, 1734, lists wife Mary and 
children Hugh, George, and Jean. Executors were Jared Graham and Charles 
Vance. 

(from Lancaster County Will Abstracts 1721-1820, p. 1051 and p. 1054) 


1750, 24 April - John Vance of Reading Township signed a petition concerning the 
location of a road from Reading Twp. into York in newly-formed York County. 
(See copy from Special Publication of South Central Pa Genealogical Society). 
Also on 30 October, 1759 there is an allusion to a 150 acre tract originally granted 
in Reading Township to John Vance and Daniel Hare on | April, 1751. It shows 
John Reinier as a neighbor. (from Alquire’s York County Pa Deeds 1749-1758, 
Voll) Is this the John Vance of Reading Township (in present Adams County) 
who in 1777 was named executor of the will of Adam Vance?. (see note below) 


1753 - John Vance was in Guilford Township (now Franklin, then Cumberland County). 
(from Fralisch's Cumberland County Archives Abstracts, Book E, pp. 28-29) 


1754, 15 February - Will of John Vance, which was probated 25 March, 1754 mentions 
no wife and children. Executor is his sister Margery of Sadsbury Township. 
Brother and remaining sister are Matthew Vance and Naley Smith. (from 
Lancaster County Will Abstracts, p. 1052) 


1757 - John Vance of York County died. Letters of administration were issued to Grace 
Vance. 


1762 - John Vance was listed along with Ezekiel in Menallin Township on tax roll and was 
still there in 1771.

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A SEARCH OF AREA HISTORIES 
by Walt Vinson 


_ From “Goodspeed" to “Curtis Media,“ the past hundred years 
has brought hundreds of volumes devoted to area histories and 
family genealogies. Single editors or committees have collected 
the information and relayed it to the publishing company and with 
their expertise they layout and publish the volume. The validity 
of the information is borne by the local collectors. This comes 
from research of legal documents, newspaper accounts and family 
traditions. If the family traditions have skeletons in the. 
closet it is human nature to dress them in their best clothes. 
If such a book is from eighty to ninety percent accurate it will 
surely provide leads worthy of deeper research. 


My VANCE line migrated to Texas from Trousdale County Ten- 
nessee at the turn of the century. There was little information 
to cement my Tennessee heritage except the 1880 US census. In 
1990 Curtis Media published a “Trousdale County Tennessee Histo- 
ry." The publisher was kind enough to tell me, “the book con- 
tained a VANCE genealogy and specifically mentioned Thomas Jef- 
ferson VANCE and Willie Margaret Roulston," my great grand par- 
ents. 


On purchasing the book I discovered one line read, “Thomas 
Jefferson VANCE married Willie Margaret Roulston and moved to 
Texas." This one line was surrounded by many lines enumerating 
the VANCES who stayed in Tennessee, including his father and 
grand father. To me this one article was worth the price of the 
book and yet there was more. 


There were other families listed, the ALEXANDERS, LEATHs, 
down to the ZEE family and dozens more. Interspersed among these 
family histories were VANCES and collateral lines not mentioned 
in the VANCE genealogy but relationships were often specified. 


I learned two great lessons from the book. (1) Do not depend 
on the Index. Men and their machines make mistakes and omis-~- 
sions. (2) If you have a valid connection with the area read the 
entire book The genealogies are rarely coordinated. They are 
recorded as narrated and collateral lines may see a specific 


event with different or additional facts and opinions. I have 
also read the “Stewart County Tennessee History" and “Rowan 
County, North Carolina by Jethro Rumple. Both lessons still 
applied. 


We normally think of only the rich and influential as being 
recorded in history but these books also list tradesmen and 
farmers. None of the VANCES were highly educated or held office 
but history remembers them. 


When you establish a connection with a geographic area find 
e as many histories as you can. Even if it does not name your 


relatives it can help you understand their time and situation. 
Any deeper understanding is an aid in your research.

‘ BODY-SNATCHING FOR THE MEDICAL SCHOOLS 
Notes of Dr. Ap Morgan Vance 
Submitted by his grandson Samuel L. Vance 


Before relating the last of the body-snatching experiences 
I had, I will mention a story or two that I have heard from 
others: The first of these explains the reason why the laws 
of Indiana are so stringent against body-snatching. It happened 
that some twenty years ago it was discovered that the grave 
of a nephew of Benj. Harrison, then Governor of Indiana, had 
been desecrated. Mr. Harrison was determined if possible to 
recover the body. Upon investigation he found that in all 
probability it had been taken to Cincinnati from Indianapolis 
and commenced search of the different medical college buildings 
there in the effort to find the body of his nephew. The search 
seemed as if it would turn out to be futile as he could discover 
among the numerous cadavers none that resembled his nephew's 
body. Finally in the last room to be visited there was a door, 
and he asked the man who was taking him through what that was, 
and the man said that was the chute that went down to the dead 
room. The Governor ordered it opened, and when this was done 
there hung the body of his own father suspended by a rope from 
the neck! Upon his return home he saw that the laws of Indiana 
were made doubly stringent, and the crime of body-snatching 
there now is in its punishment almost equal to that of murder! 


And this accounts in a degree for the very serious 
predicament in which several of my professional friends were 
placed some years later. Dr. W. E. Grant and Dr. J. Blackburn, 
and two negro attaches of the Kentucky School of Medicine, heard 
that there was some good material in the shape of a body recently 
buried in the New Albany cemetary. They were very scarce of 
dissecting material, and in my opinion somewhat inexperienced 
in the business, and foolishly went over across the river and 
interviewed the sexton of the city cemetary endeavoring to bribe 
him to allow them to obtain this body the following night. 

He apparently accepted the bribe, and these four men went over 
and opened the grave.mentioned in the New Albany cemetary. 
Just as they had reached the coffin a body of men, many of whom 
were relatives of the corpse and who were in hiding, rushed 
upon them demanding that they throw up their hands. The youngest 
of the negros, a mere boy, who possibly was a little slow in 
getting his hands up, was shot dead in his tracks. The others 
were captured and put in the New Albany jail. That night there 
was a mob gathered, and a lynching was very imminent in spite 
of everything, but by the strongest efforts on part of the 
officers of the law the prisoners were removed to the 
Jeffersonville penitentiary where they remained for a number 
of weeks. Finally they were allowed bail but had to be taken 
to New Albany and appear before a judge in the court house. 
A number of their professional friends went across the river 
& and accompanied them as body guard from Jeffersonville to New 
Albany where they were admitted to bail. An immense mob of 
people packed the court house and the surrounding streets and 
it seemed that in spite of all that could be done these men 
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of their friends, all determined men, moved them with such 
rapidity that after bail was admitted we succeeded in getting 
them to the train which moved out at once and we brought them 
safely back to Kentucky. They were finally freed after the 
expenditure of quite a number of thousands of dollars!

There is a story told by Prof. R. O. Cowling, who was the 
professor of surgery during my time at the University, that 
several years before whe was demonstrator of anatomy he crossed 
over to Indiana and robbed the grave of a convict, the burying 
ground being adjacent to the penitentiary which was located 
in that town. In order to get back to Louisville he had to 
wait for the ferry boat which left the Indiana shore at six 
o'clock in the morning. He had the convict's body in a trunk 
which was in a spring wagon. He and his helper crossed over 
to the Kentucky shore when they were arrested and the corpse 
found in their possession. They were taken to jail and after 
considerable to do were bailed out. Cowling, who was nothing 
if he was not dare-devilish, determined that as he had so much 
trouble getting the corpse that it should not escape him. The 
corpse was returned to Jeffersonville and placed in a church 
adjacent to the penitentiary to await action of the coroner 
it having become a coroner's case. Cowling the next night 
crossed over to Jeffersonville in a skiff, the second time stole & 
the body out of the church, brought it over to the Kentucky 
Side and finally dissected it!

I mentioned that Dr. J. E. Renner was my predecessor as 
body-snatcher at the University: Dr. Renner graduated in the 
spring of 1877, and soon after settled in Indianapolis, Ind. 

He was a native German and a man of considerable ability. At 

the time I mention the common theory was that yellow fever was 
due to malaria, and that certain precautions in a prophylactic 
way would prevent one acquiring the disease. In 1878 the yellow 
fever broke out in the south and many volunteers went from other 
parts of the country to care for these stricken people. Among 
the first to volunteer was Dr. Renner, Who being thoroughly 
imbued with the teachings of Dr. Theo. S. Bell, that dosing 

with quinine and sleeping on the third floor would prevent anyone 
from acquiring yellow fever, did not consider for a moment that 
there was any danger. Renner went to Memphis, Tenn. and worked 
hard for several weeks, but finally fell a victim to the disease. 
He had a room in the old Gayoso Hotel. After he was taken down 
with yellow fever a friend of his from Indianapolis went down 

to Memphis to act as his nurse. He nursed him for a number 

of days and Renner seemed to be convalescent. This friend then 
went up in a higher story of the hotel, to take some much needed 
sleep, and in a few hours returned to Dr. Renner's room which @ 
he found empty and in the process of being fumigated. He

inquired what had become of Renner and was told that he had 
© died. He asked where the body was and they told him it was 

in the dead house. He went immediately to the dead house and 
there found Dr. Renner not dead but alive, but he died ina 
very short time after being removed. He was there alive among 
numberless dead. I add this to show the curious fact that a 
man who had been a rather noted resurrectionist should die in 
the dead house. A monument has been built by the citizens of 
Indianapolis to the memory of Dr. Renner the yellow fever hero.

In the latter part of October 1877 my body~-snatching career 
was brought to a close in such a horrible way that I will make 
it the last of this series of body-snatching stories: As usual 
the "death angel" had left us a notification in her peculiar 
hieroglyphics that a black subject was waiting for us. At that 
time the vat at the University had become filled and we were 
taking the subjects to the Hospital School of Medicine situated 
in a different part of the town. This night was very inclement, 
dark, and the mud was very deep. We went out after twelve 
o'clock to the alms house, which was probably five or six miles 
from the city, found the marked grave and in it the body of 
a small negro woman. In the darkness it was difficult to make 
any very particular observations as to the age or condition 
of the cadaver. The only thing I remember is that the body 
seemed to be very dirty and rough, a scaly condition of the 
skin. There was no clothing on the corpse. This time two 
students, to satisfy their curiosity, was permitted to go along 
with Clint and myself. We doubled the corpse up as usual and 
put it in the gunny sack and brought it to town taking it to 
the Hospital School of Medicine. The dead room being in the 
rear of the college building we approached through the alley 
and knocked on the door expecting the janitor to open it and 
let us in. I will state here that the policemen in that part 
of the city were not as friendly as they might be since we did 
not know them, and it was very much more risky to carry bodies 
to the Hospital College in consequence of this than it was to 
take them to the University. We failed to arouse the janitor 
and I took the corpse on my shoulder and sneaked around the 
side of the college building to the front. There happened to 
be a gas light just across the street which made my movements 
perfectly apparent to anyone who was passing along at the time. 
I went around in front in order to get to a window which was 
low enough for me to raise if I happened to be lucky and find 
one unfastened, that I might throw the body inside. The window 
on the left side of the door was found unfastened, I pushed 
it up, lifted the body up to the window sill, the rope then 
came off the sack and the body slipped into the room in its 
nudity. It turned out that this was the Dean's office, and 
the janitor who the night before had been dead drunk found the 

body lying on the carpet in this office the next morning. Dr. 
© Coomes who was the demonstrator of anatomy at that time in the 
Hospital College injected the body and placed it in the vat. 
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I heard nothing more for forty-eight hours as to what became 

of the body, when Dr. Roberts who was my superior and @ 
demonstrator of anatomy in the University of Louisville came 

to me very much excited asking if I had any idea what was the 
matter with the woman whose body I had brought in the night 
before. I told him I did not know, but I remembered she seemed 
to be pretty dirty and the skin was rather scaly. He told me 
then that this woman had died of smallpox! Well, he said, what 
are we going to do about it. I replied that all we could do 
would be to take the body back and re-bury it. This I did when 
night came and awaited results. I used as a lap robe on these 
nightly expeditions an old fashioned blanket shawl in which 

was quilted a thick layer of cotton. It happened that the two 
students who went with us that night sat upon this shawl which 
was thrown over the sack containing the corpse. This shawl 

was taken back to the University and thrown into the cellar 
where we kept the shovels, rope, etc. The janitor's children 
the next day used it in their play. Eight days passed, and 
onthe morning of the ninth day I felt very much out of sorts. 

On taking my temperature I found it registered 105° F. I left 
the class room and while passing along the street was met by 
Prof. Cowling, who, by the way, had had smallpox, and he stopped 
me and asked what was the matter. I told him I had a bad cold, 
but he said no I think it is something else and you had better 
come along with me. He took me back to the office of Dr. Roberts 
on Seventh & Walnut Streets where he stripped me and finally 
told me that I had a case of smallpox. I then went to my home 
in New Albany, Ind. and passed through an everyday active attack & 
of varioloid. On my return seventeen days afterward the class 
was having a condolence meeting over one of its members who 

had died at his home in Daviess County of smallpox. It turned 
out that forty men of this class had smallpox, five of whom 
died! And even to this day if you inquire of almost any colored 
person who is badly pock-marked "When did you have smallpox," 
the answer will almost invariably be, "Why doan you rekomember 
when dem stujints down at Eighth & Chestnut had de smallpox? 

I did de washin fer some of dem stujints, an all of us cullud 
folks had de smallpox!"

As I mentioned in my earlier e-mail, the library has indexed legislative 
actions for the period 1796-1830. Quoting from their webpage: 


INTRODUCTION 


From the time Tennessee was a territory of the United States (1790 - 1796), its 
legislature has passed laws affecting the lives of its citizens. From acts legitimizing 
children to those granting divorces, from authorizing turnpikes & ferries to 
compensating a citizen for seruices rendered the government, the legislature has 
touched the lives of citizens in thousands of ways in its 200-plus years. 


This name index to the Acts passed by the Tennessee legislature is intended to help 
provide access to this vast source of early Tennessee history & genealogy. Used in 
conjunction with the journals of proceedings of the Tennessee House and Senate, 
and the petitions of citizens to the legislature, the index can provide the means to 
interpret some of Tennessee’s richest source material. 


This index covers names in the first 33 volumes of the published Acts. The names 
of members of the legislature were not indexed. In index to the next group of 
volumes, which will cover from 1831 to 1850, is an ongoing project. It will be 
prepared as a separate index when completed.

Dear Kathleen, 


My husband John and I have just returned from a trip to Scotland and when I called 
Samuel Vance to thank him for all the information he sent me he asked that I share all of 
this with you. 


John and I were planning to go on the VFA tour to Scotland two years ago when I had a 
cancer operation and could not go. This year presented a perfect opportunity for us to go.

Thanks to Samuel’s notes and those who have gone before, John and I had a very 
successsful trip. We started out in Edinburgh at the Carlton Highland Hotel which is 
right on the Royal Mile and then after a few days we rented a car and stayed at the 
Marine Hotel in New Berwick. There we saw Dirleton and Tantallon castles. I was very 
interested in Dirleton castle since I use Dirleton as the kennel name for the English 
Cocker Spaniels I breed and show. I was the driver and John was the photograher. I did 
my part of planning and driving, now we shall see how he did with his photography! | 
was particularly interested in getting good pictures for my sister and the rest of my family 
who may never get to go to Scotland. 


We did make a side trip to England to visit with a breeder that I had imported a dog from 
two years ago. After that we returned to Scotland and stayed at Farlam Hall outside of 
Brampton. The accomodations were excellent in the quiet country setting. Our best 
meal was at the Marine Hotel in New Berwick. Outside of Brampton we visited 
Lanercost Priory and wandered through the cemetary. Here I wished for my sister since 
she is more adept at reading head stones than I am! Naworth Castle was not open to the 
public at the time we were there.

met last April in Augusta, GA. at the Masters golf tournament. They live in Glasgow 
and just happened to be there on vacation. 
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Our stay in Newton Stewart was the highlight of our trip. Samuel had advised me to 
write to Cissy Vance ahead of time and try to work out a visit. I had written to Cissy and © 
she had told me to call her when I got there. I called her and she invited us out to visit 

the next night. During the day we visited Whithorn Priory, Kirkkenner Church and 

cemetery, Wigtown cemetery and the best of all was seeing Barnbarroch! Samuel had 

given me directions to reach Barnbarroch and they were excellent. My only wish 1s that 

it could be restored to its original splendor. That night we visited with Cissy. She had 

invited several people over for us to meet. Some were from Northern Ireland there on 

vacation and a couple visiting from England plus some locals and one of her cousins and 

her husband. She shared the reunion picture with us and a picture of the way 

Barnbarroch looked before the fire. We had a great time singing and visiting. She then 

served sandwiches and tea. Our time there was much too short. 


The next morning we left for Glasgow and the Hilton Hotel. Scotland is such a beautiful 
and clean country. The people are very polite and the children well mannered. John and 
I decided we could very easily retire over there. I was stunned at the resemblance to 
North Central Kentucky. My mother’s family is from England and Ireland and settled in 
North Central Kentucky. That area of Kentucky had very similar terrain plus rock 
fences. 


I’m sure our tip wasn’t quite as informational since we didn’t have any guides. 
However, thanks to all of you who went before and kept such excellent notes John and I 
were able to have a wonderful trip. ©

Margaret found a deed where David 
Vance deeded 2 acre of land for a church and cemetery. He desired his slaves worship 
there and be freed, and buried there.

Deed Mapper 2.0 y 
I recently purchased and installed Deed Mapper 2.0. ($99 plus shipping) For a pilot project, I am plotting the 


land my gr gr grandparents, William Vance/Rachel Mintun bought and sold in Fayette Co., Pa in the late 
1700’s - early 1800’s. Actually, the purchased land will be one project and the sold land will be the second. i) 
From this and neighbor identification, I may uncover some new clues to siblings and ancestors. Here are my 

initial observations of Deed Mapper. 


Installation: Easy. 
Documentation: Very good. Comprehensive manual comes with program. 


Execution: On the first execution, I got an environment space problem (an old DOS thorn). This was due to 
the configuration of my PC and is not a Deed Mapper problem. The fix caused other strange problems that I 
haven’t yet resolved. Nothing serious, I just boot from a customized disk and the program executes flawlessly . 


I took right off on my first project without using the samples provided for orientation (I use all my patience up 
on Vance research!). From this quick start, I did learn that I need to be careful on the deed definition. I was a 
bit sloppy and although I got an accurate plot, it would have been more meaningful had I done it correctly. 


Printing: Will explore further in upcoming newsletter. There are many options and I 
have only used the basic choices. 


Support: Fantastic. Direct Line Software has an internet site that is special. Getting 
answers to your technical problems (if any) is a small part of the service provided. They 
are, in their own words, making this site a ‘Land Record Center.’ Here are the primary 
four sections of the site. ; 


e Land Record Reference: The reference section ‘can tell you all you ever 
wanted to know about Deeds, Grants, Patents and Claims.’ 


e Research Directory: Records those researching land records and the area, 
time period and key names they are working in. 


e Deed Data Pool: Customers donate their deed research and it is available to anyone logging on to 
the site! 


e Products and Technical Support: They responded on a timely basis to my initial problem. 


Last but not least, Direct Line will sell Road, Railroad and Hydrography(Water) maps that can be included in 
your project. All can be overlaid in the print. River and stream references could be very useful in early plots. 


Next report I will show the input and output of my pilot project.

In 1860, Lieutenant Colonel Robert E. Lee, one of the grandest figures in 
American history, arrived in San Antonio to take command of the Department of 
Texas. It was there that he met John and William Vance, who had built a two-story 
building at what is now the corner of Houston and St. Mary’s Street. This building 
was leased by the United States Army and occupied as headquarters until 1861, when 
it was used by the Confederates as headquarters. The population of San Antonio in 
1850 was 3,488, and had more than doubled by 1860, when it was 8,235. 

Albert Sidney Johnson, another of the great leaders of the Confederacy 
occupied the Vance building as his headquarters. He would be later mortally 
wounded at the Battle of Shiloh. After the Civil War, the structure became a hotel, 
known as the Vance House, until 1906. It was then torn down so the Gunter Hotel 
could be built. 

Lee, as well as Grant, Bullis and other famous military men were entertained 
in the Vance home, which was begun in 1847. Two white men, working with Indian 
laborers, worked for two years to construct this beautiful, two-story French Colonial 
house, with sixteen spacious rooms. The hand-cut stone blocks were hauled in 
oxcarts. The iron grillwork is said to have come from Spain. In the basement dining 
room, Aztec designs were painted on the flagstone floor. 

Tradition says that it was while walking in the grape arbor at the Vance home 
that Lee made up his mind to cast his lot with the South. The old home, at 3210 West 
Nueva Street is still standing, and was later used as the Employment Service offices. 

The progenitor of this Vance family in San Antonio was John Vance of 

@ Strabane, Ireland and his wife Martha Davis. They settled in New York City, and had 
three sons and one daughter: James, William, John and Martha. The sons were 
merchant tailors in New York, then in New Orleans. 

William then went to Little Rock, Arkansas and later to San Antonio about 
1846/7.. He married Frances Tabor. Their children were James Milton, who married 
Mary Tobin; Frances, who married Dr. John Rice of Missouri; Ida, who married 
Harvey Skinner; and Tilly, who married Dr. John Kenney. 

James had married Sarah Grey of New York. Their daughter Mary married 
Thomas Hall of New Orleans. Their son William married Annie Burney; their 
daughter Maria Eugenia married Mr. Winslow. The Winslows lived in the old 
homestead on the south side of Nueva Street at Dwyer Avenue in San Antonio. 

John married in San Antonio in 1850, Rowena Baldwin whose ancestors were 
from England. Their children were Abby Rowena who married William Noonan; 
John Thomas, Mary Elizabeth who married George M. Maverick; Sarah; Edwin B. 
who married Mary Stewart; and James William who married Constance Thomason. 

Martha, the only daughter of the emigrant John Vance, married Mr. Doughty . 
Their daughter Martha was adopted by the Vances and was known as Martha Vance. 
She married 17 Dec 1865 Columbus Spson, “‘one of Texas’ and San Antonio’s most 
brilliant, brainy, and honorable men."’ 

It is a bit unusual for the first generation emigrants to be so influential and 
successful, but this family certainly contributed to the growth of San Antonio, the city 
chosen by the Vance Family Association for their 1997 meeting.

Thomas Vause. While reading Claiborne and Jefferson County, Mississippi LDS films 
seeking information on other lines, Dorothy Cox, 1029 Sugar Mountain Court, Sugar 
Land, Texas 77478-2753 found a copy of a will of Thomas Vause dated 14 September 
1864. He owned 200 acres of land. His wife Elizabeth was named, sons Ephraim, 
William, daughters Mary and Bridget. All appear to be minors. Executors were Jesse 
Griffin and wife Elizabeth. Witnesses were Isaac Fife and Nancy (X) Fife. Member 
Rebecca Pyle has a David Vance Sr. #1246 and an Ephraim Vause #9337 line 
(another time frame - see NL July 1996 pg. 105). Ironically Dorothy is also descended 
from David Vance Sr. #1246, his son David Jr. #2169, his daughter Mary Vance #215 
who married Andrew Greer Sr. #2114. Does this Thomas Vause fit into someone’s 
line? 


Tennessee Before 1800 - Washington County, by Marjorie Hood Fisher, Published 
1996 (approximately 200 pages). This is also research of Dorothy Cox. The Watauga 
Settlement was established in 1776, mainly with settlers from North and South Carolina 
and Virginia. The area was believed be in Virginia, but when the lines were drawn 
they found themselves in North Carolina. In 1776 this area was organized into the @ 
Washington District, North Carolina. In 1777 Washington County was established, still 
a part of North Carolina, and it comprised the entire State of Tennessee. First court 
was held February 1778. Because of insufficient protection by North Carolina, in 1785 
the settlers banded together and formed the state of Franklin, consisting of the counties 
of Washington, Sullivan and Greene. Greenville was the new capital. North Carolina 
refused to accept this, and for a time two courts were held. By 1788 the area was once 
more a part of North Carolina and Tennessee was established in 1796. The author 
indexed Washington, Davidson and Sullivan Counties. The entries give the name, type 
of record (Court Minutes, Deeds, Tax List, etc.) book number or other identifying info, 
page number or militia unit, and the Microfilm Number. There are many Vances listed 
with all types of transactions. If you think you have family connections in this area, 
you may wish to follow up on this. 


Kentucky. Our Secretary, Robert F. Vance sent us a couple of pages from The 
Kentucky Explorer, P. O. Box 227, Jackson, KY 413390-0227. This publication has a 
Kentucky Genealogy Help Line section, as well as a Family Reunions and Special 
Events section.

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WILLIAM VANCE OF FINCASTLE CO./WASHINGTON CO. VA AND GREEN CO. KY 
(1761-1831; Vance Family Association #405)

William Vance was a son of Alexander Vance (est1730s - 1810 Green Co. KY; VFA #407) . 
According to a biography of his grandson, Silas Lee Vance (1 Oct 1837 Hart Co. KY - 1904 Hart Co. 
KY) which was published in 1886 in Perrin's Kentucky Ancestors and Genealogy, Vol I, pp. 101-2, 
William was "a native of Virginia, who married a Miss Wooldridge, of Kentucky, to which State he 
immigrated when nineteen years of age, and became connected with the families of the Hudsons, 
Milbys, Morgans, Markhams and Wooldridges who settled in Green County." Assuming this early 
account is correct’, since we know from testimony described below that William first came to Green 
County, Kentucky in 1780, this means that William was born about 1761, somewhere in Virginia. 


Alexander Vance's will, which was dated in 1805 and proved on December 24, 1810 in Green 
County, Kentucky (GC Will Book 1:58-60) named "wife" Jane, and Jane was identified as Alexander's 
wife in some deeds. However, we do not believe she was William's mother. Alexander Vance and 
Jane Matthews were charged with fornication in Fincastle Co. VA in 1778 by their neighbor, 
Abraham Crabtree. (Sommers, Annals of Southwest Virginia, p. 1006) If Alexander and Jane married 
(we have no record of it), the marriage probably occurred around 1778 to settle the charges against 
them. Most likely, Jane was Alexander's second or third wife, and was not the mother of any of the 
children named in Alexander's will. Based upon dates of marriage of these named children and their 
children, it seems probable that the four children named in Alexander's will were born well before 1778. 


We know that William had three sisters, because Alexander's will left the residue of his estate 
to "my four living children to be equally divided amongst them, namely — Ruth Trent, William 
Vance, Mary Belcher and An Skaggs." The spouses and children of these sisters will be described 
in a subsequent article. The fact that Alexander mentioned "living" children suggests that William may 
once have had siblings in addition to his three named sisters, but we have no information about this. 


‘Hester and Jim did the pioneering research on this line of Vances. Jim Morgan, who reviewed 
drafts of this article before his untimely death this summer, published his research in a book called 
Ancestors of James E. Morgan, Sr. and Maggie Lee Lawson Morgan which provides information on 
several lines of his direct ancestors, including Morgans, Perkins, Whitlows, Milbys, Larrimores, Marrs 
and Wooldridges. Copies can be purchased from the Green Co. Historical Society, Box 276, Greensburg 
KY 42743. Hester Garrett published her research notes in a book called Some Vances and Related 
Families, which also compiles notes on Belchers, Hudsons, Larrimores, Marcums, Milbys, Perkins, 
Straders, Wards and Wooldridges. Copies can be purchased from Hester's granddaughter, Shawn Rider, 
Dept. M, 1619 Clifton Ave., Lansing, Mi 48910. CAVEAT: Much of the information collected and 
published in the Garret book concerning ancestors of William Vance's father, Alexander, is inaccurate 
or unproven. See Vance Family Association Newsletter, especially Jan 1988, p. 11, regarding the hoax 
perpetrated by Major William G. Vance, whose notes are abstracted at pages 10-12 of the Garret Book. 
However, the book does collect much useful information on 19th century Vances and was used as a 
source of information for this manuscript. We do not know who were the parents of Alexander Vance, 
or even if he was of Scotch descent. 

“Another Perrins biography, concerning son-in-law Drury Hudson, stated that William was born 
in Maryland, and that "he died in 1832, over eighty years of age; his wife survived him by a few years." 
If this account was accurate [this seems less likely than the Silas Lee Vance version; the Hudson 
biography was written several years after the death of Drury Hudson's wife], then William was born 
by 1752, and William's family lived for a while in Maryland. 
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We are fortunate that William's grandson, Silas Lee Vance, recorded some of the family lore 
about his grandfather, William Vance, in a paper found among the effects of Nancy Vance Edwards 
which was in the possession of Jo Law Durham in 1978. He wrote: 


In writing a history of the Vance family, I will have to depend on family tradition as I 
have no records of the family history. My great grandfather, Alexander Vance, 
immigrated from Old Virginia to Holston River, [now] West Virginia, sometime prior to 
1780, then to Kentucky sometime in the 80s, settling at Pitman's Station, now in Green 
County, about five or six miles west of where Greensburg is now located and on the west 
side of Pitman Creek. . . So far as to what nationality the Vance family was descended 
from I cannot say. 


William Vance's role as a Kentucky pioneer is confirmed by deposition testimony given in a 
case brought in 1818 by the heirs of John Abney to evict Andrew Barnett from land in Green Co. 
KY which was claimed by predecessors in interest to each of them. (Abney v. Barnett, GC CC #5257). 
Decision in the case was not rendered until 1837. Many people gave depositions during the 19 years the 
case remained pending—several more than one, and several mentioned William Vance. Testimony in 
the case establishes that in March of 1780, William Vance joined William Pitman and his wife Sally, 
William Phelps and his children (Nicholas Phelps and Betsey Phelps Hamilton), and others in 
attempting to establish a station about five miles from the fort John Glover had built the year before, 
in 1779. The site they selected was near the place where the old "Cumberland Trace" forded the Green 
River, as it ran roughly diagonally from what is now Nashville on the Cumberland River in Tennessee 
to Boonesboro, Kentucky. At Boonesboro, the Cumberland Trace intersected the Wilderness Trail, 
which went north from the Holston River in Tennessee and through the Cumberland Gap, reaching the 
Ohio River at what is now Louisville. 


William Vance testified three times in Abney v. Barnett. Per abstracts by Barbara Wright, on 
22 May 1821, he testified that "Pitman's Station is about a mile from Green River. . .] lived at Pitman's 
Station in March 1780. I knew Pitman Creek by the name of Sinking Creek from March, 1780 to 
March, 1781 at which time I left the country. .. I went to Virginia in 1781 and didn't return until 1784." 
Four years earlier, on August of 1817, he had given similar testimony in a case called Craddock us. 
Matlock (GC CC #5942, filed August 16, 1816): "Trace Fork was called Middle Fork in 1780. I was not 
in the area in 1783 but returned in April, 1784 and it was still called Middle Fork. There was a buffalo 
trace on the western branch in the spring of 1780. I killed a buffalo on it. They were very common. 
I think I was in Virginia in 1782-1783. . . .I was acquainted with the fork in 1780 and 1781 and 1784 
and never heard it called Phelps Fork. A man named Phelps settled on it in 1785, so I imagine it took 
its name from him." 


In the spring of 1781 both Pitman’s Station and Glover's Station were abandoned as a result of 
Indian attacks, and their inhabitants disbursed. Some of the would-be settlers fled to other Kentucky 
stations. Others went back east to wait until the territory became safer for families. The Vances were 
among those who went back to Virginia. While there, Alexander Vance took the opportunity to obtain 
Treasury Warrant 9453, issued November 13, 1781 by the Commonwealth of Virginia. Most likely, this 
Virginia Grant was for service in the French & Indian War, as we have found no records indicating that 
Alexander had served in the Continental Line. Several years after he returned to Kentucky, Alexander 
used this Warrant to purchase land in present-day Green County, which he had selected during the first 
aborted settlement attempt. 


It is generally accepted that William Vance served in George Adam's company of the Lincoln 
County, KY militia in 1782. The area now known as Green Co. was in the larger area called Lincoln 
County at that time. His father-in-law-to-be, Richard Wooldridge also served in the Lincoln Co. 
Militia in 1782. The payroll of this Company, certified by Ben Logan, lists William Vance as receiving 
pay from June 29, 1782 to July 25, 1782 (Illinois Papers #156, Va State Archives and DAR National 
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No. 508797). Accordingly he is listed in the DAR Patriot Index, 1979 edition, Vol II, p. 215. If this was 
indeed our William Vance, and not some other man of the same name, his service was too short to 
@ qualify for a pension, and there is no record of his having done so.” 


On 15 December 1785, in what. was then Nelson County KY, twenty-four-year-old William 
Vance married Frances "Fanny" Wooldridge, daughter of Richard Wooldridge and Jane Roberts. 
Silas Lee Vance, supra, wrote of William and Fanny's marriage: 


My grandfather, William Vance, married a Wooldridge: I don't remember her name.‘ 
Their family consisted of four boys, Alexander, Richard, John and William, and nine 
girls, Virginia (Hudson), Elizabeth (Hudson), Margaret (Hudson), Nancy (Milby), 
Mary (Marcum), Fannie (Wilson), Ruth (Hutchison), Charlotte (Wilson), and 
Rachel who never married. My father, the second son, was born at Pitman's Station, 
now in Green County, Kentucky, December 15th, 1787 in a log cabin constructed with 
a thick door provided with strong bars to prevent the Indians from breaking into the 
house—with loop holes out in the wall of the house to shoot through at invading enemies. 
.. After the Vances immigrated to Kentucky, they lived on wild game for two years and 
after they had cleared land and raised grain, the women would sometimes forget to cook 
bread. My grandfather W. Vance never shot at an Indian nor was he shot at by one. I 
will now give one instance of his prowess and courage: He had chased a bear into a cave 
with an opening just large enough for the bear to craw] through, but the interior widened 
into a considerable room. He made a torch of dry wood and tied it to a pole, set fire to 
the torch and crawled into the cave. As he moved the torch close to the bear, the beast 
knocked it out with his paw. William then backed out of the cave, relit the torch, 
crawled back into the cave with torch and gun, placed the torch so that it would shine 
on the bear and shot the bear, killing him. He got out of the cave quickly for fear that 
@ the bear might kill him in his death struggles. 


On 15 Mar 1790 the Governor of the Commonwealth of Virginia issued a grant for 714 acres on 
the waters of Pitman's Creek in Nelson Co. which had been surveyed for Alexander Vance on 3 Nov 
1788, against the treasury warrant he had obtained in 1781. The acreage was bounded by land 
patented to John Brooks, David White, John Phelps and William Pitman. Three years later, 
Alexander partitioned this land, keeping about 300 acres for himself. Per Green County Deed Book ("GC 
Deed Book") 1:1-2, on March 14, 1793 Alexander and wife Jane Vance sold 100 acres of land to John 
Hall’ and 307 adjacent acres to William Vance "being a part of a survey of 714 acres dated by patent 


*William's testimony in 1822 that "I went to Virginia in 1781 and didn't return until 1784" and his 
testimony in 1817 that he thought he "was in Virginia in 1782-3" raises question as to whether the 
William Vance who fought in the Lincoln Co. militia was the man who is the subject of this article. 
According to Jilson, The Kentucky Land Grants, Part 1, p. 131, a William Vance was granted 982! 
acres on Pleasant Run in Jefferson County on 18 Jul 1783. 

“Silas Lee Vance was born in 1837, six years after his grandfather Vance died. When he wrote his 
will on February 5, 1831, William Vance stated that his wife "is in a helpless condition" and we suspect 
that she died sometime before December of 1831, when the land in which she was left a life estate, was 
divided among William's thirteen children, as directed in his will. Silas' own father, Richard Vance 
(12 Dec 1787 Green Co. KY - 11 Nov 1858) died when Silas was twenty-one. Thus Silas probably never 
knew his grandmother Vance, and had lost his father at an age before he developed interest in his 
forbears, helping to explain why he did not know his grandmother's first name. 

®By will dated January 27, 1821, Elizabeth Sandidge left to "daughter Mildred Sandidge (now 
Hall) and exclusive to her since her husband, John Hall is addicted to hard drinking. . . my personal 
property..." (GC WB2:130-133) This John Hall may have been the father of the John H. Hall who 
married Alexander Vance's granddaughter Dorothy M. "Dolly" Abbott on 3 Jun 1807 in Green Co. 
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March 15, 1790." These were the first two deeds officially recorded in Green County. In these and a 
few other early records found by Barbara Wright, the court clerk spelled the family surname "Vaunce", : 
suggesting that the Vances pronounced their name with a long "a" as in "Vaughn" or "fawn", rather than 
with a short "a" as in "dance."  ] 


William Vance served with his father, Alexander Vance, on a grand jury called 11 Mar 1794 
in Green County. The grand jury indicted James Chism for sabbath breaking, Andrew Barnett for 
retailing spiritous liquors, Jeremiah Hooper for drunkenness, David Chanalor for drunkenness, 
John Wornal for adultery, and John Johnson for retailing spiritous liquors. The 1797 tax list for 
Green County shows Alexander Vance, who must have moved, living on Little Barren Creek with 4 
cattle and no horses, while William Vance continued to live on the 307 acres of land he had received 
from Alexander. The 1799 tax list stated that Alexander's 100 acres on the Little Barren Creek were 
"1st rate" and that they were "patented in the name of A.[Alexander] Vance and T.[Thomas] Skaggs." 
The 1804 tax list shows Alexander with the same 100 acres on Little Barren Creek, plus an additional 
200 acres on Barren River "surveyed and patented in name of Thomas Hall." Curiously, the name 
"Alexander Vance" continues to appear on tax lists after 1810 when Alexander died. These listings, 
which do not show any property holdings, probably refer to William's eldest son, Alexander Vance (14 
Apr 1786 Green Co. KY - 10 Oct 1858 Taylor Co. KY; VFA #798), who was born in 1786 and married 
in 1810. 


On 20 March 1798, William Vance, William Barnett and John Chism were appointed 
guardians for the heirs of William Pitman, deceased. (GC Deed Book 1:217) By indenture dated 28 
May 1811, William acquired from Charles Brownlee and William Brownlee for $200, 1500 acres of 
land in Green Co. which were bounded by land of John Abney, Pitman's Creek, and Green River. (GC 
Deed Book 6:201) On 21 October 1815, William conveyed rights in 100 acres of Alexander's original 714 
acre tract to the children of John Hall dec'd (Michael W. Hall, James Hall, Edmond Hall, John 
C. Hall, John Dodd and wife Jane, and William D. Harlow and wife Frances), most likely to clear 
title to the land which his father had sold to John Hall several years earlier. (GC Deed Book 8:231) 


By indenture made 4 July 1818, Richard Wooldridge, then of the county of Adair, sold to his 
son-in-law William Vance for $200, a tract of land in Adair Co. located on the waters of Greasy Creek 
and bounded by land owned by John Coffee Wooldridge, S. [Salathial] Coffee, William Miller, 
and Henry Cooke, per a copy of a deed found in the tray in the Green County Clerk's Office relating 
to the settlement of William Vance's estate. In the same file was found a letter which appears to be from 
William's brother-in-law, David Wooldridge to "cousin" John Vance, which may relate to rights in 
this land. However, we doubt that William ever removed to Adair County, because he name continues 
to appear in Green County records in connection with land transactions. 


On 21 Oct 1818, William Vance purchased from John K. Abney and wife Tamer 135 acres on 
Green River for $250. (GC Deed Book 8:505) On 25 Oct 1821, he acquired from Abraham Hite and 
wife, Elizabeth of Jefferson Co. KY, 164 acres on Green River which were included in John Abney's 
1500 acre survey. On 2 Sep 1829, William Vance and Thomas Skaggs sold to William Thompson 
of Hart Co. 103 acres of land on the south side of Little Barren River which was part of the 200 acres 
patented to Alexander Vance and Thomas Skaggs. (GC Deed Book 13:136). On 1 Dec 1830, Britton 
Carter and wife Charlotty sold land to William Vance for $162.50 (GC Deed Book 14:59). William 
Vance's name appears many other times in the records of Green County, overseeing the upkeep of 
roads in his area, and so forth—the kinds of routine entries which were typical for responsible farmers 
of that time and place. 


William Vance was about 70 when he died. His will was dated 5 Feb 1831 and recorded on 21 
Mar 1831. (GC Will Book 2:193-5) It named four sons and nine daughters, one of whom died before ©} 
him. It reads as follows: 
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In the name of God Amen. I Wm Vance of the County of Green and State of Kentucky 
... do leave this as my last will and Testament — Namely —That whereas two of my 
daughters, Ruth Vance and Rachel Vance are still living with their mother, who is in 
a helpless condition, if they shall after my decease, and she is still living, see proper to 
continue to keep house with her, they have the privilege as long as their mother lives to 
rent the plantation whereon I now reside for their support, with corn, meat, household 
and kitchen furniture sufficient for a comfortable subsistence and accommodation. Their 
bed and furniture they now claim are theirs bequeathed. I likewise bequeath to my 
aforenamed two daughters twenty five dollars cash each; also as long as their mother 
lives they are to have a sufficient supply of stock such as horses, cows, sheep and hogs 
as will support them, all which after their mother's death shall fall back to the general 
estate - I also will and bequeath to my son, Richard Vance, fifty dollars after the above 
bequeaths. I leave it as my last will and testament that my lands and property shall be 
equally divided among all my children namely Alexander Vance, Richard Vance, the 
heirs of my daughter Jane Hudson dec'd are to have their mother's part and likewise 
to my daughter Margaret Hudson, Elizabeth Hudson, John Vance and Mary 
Marcum, William Vance, Nancy Milby, Ruth Vance, Fanny Wilson, Rachel 
Vance, Charlotte Wilson my lawful heirs, and I do appoint my sons Richard Vance and 
John Vance my Executors. This I leave as my last will and testament. Given under my 
hand and Seal this 5th Feb 1831.

Son Richard Vance responded to a complaint filed in 1831 by John Miller (GC CC #5304) 
seeking to attach James B. Wilson's share of the estate in connection with an unpaid note for $170.66 
from James B. Wilson, then living in Illinois. A default judgment was entered against James B. Wilson, 
who did not appear in the proceedings, and the executors were ordered to pay $60 to the plaintiff. In 
answering the complain, Richard Vance had admitted that 


"Wilson his co-defendant married one of his sisters and is one of the devisees of his 
testators estate, and has not as yet received anything from said estate since the death of 
his father William Vance. The amount precisely of the personal estate that said Wilson 
is entitled to is not ascertained as yet. . .He is of the opinion that not more than $60 of 
the personal estate will fall to the share of said Wilson. . .the land has been divided 
among the heirs and their shares allotted to the different devisees." 


We suspect that Fanny Wooldridge Vance died a few months after William. In the December 
term of 1831, Samuel L. Spencer, John L. Jackson, and J. L. Carter presented their report of the 
survey of William's 306 acres of land, which they had divided into 13 parcels. As was the custom, 
William's children had drawn lots to determine which parcel each would receive. 


We do not know where William and Fanny were buried. However, we suspect that it was on the 
plot which went to their daughter Fanny Vance Wilson, who had married James B. Wilson. In her 
will, dated 23 Jun 1850 (GC Will Book 3:164-5) Fanny, (Vance) Wilson had left "two acres. . .to the heirs 
of William Vance, my father, for a burying ground, including the present graveyard on my land upon 
which I now live." Many Vances and their kin are buried in this "Wilson Cemetery", on a farm near 
Gabe, Kentucky. A good many graves sites there are not marked at all, or are marked only by 
fieldstones. 


°Why was there only one witness? Was the original of the will holographic (eg, wholly in the 
handwriting of William Vance) or did the court clerk forget to name one of the witnesses when it was 
copied into the court record? Alfred Calhoun assisted Thomas Henry in proving the will, but the 
subject of his testimony is not known.

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JUDGE SAMUEL V. FULKERSON 


Samuel V. Fulkerson was the son of Abram Fulkerson and Margaret Vance and was bom 
on his father’s farm in the lower end of Washington County, Virginia, in the year of 1822. 
He was principally reared in Grainger County, Tennessee. He enlisted as a private in 
Colonel McClelland’s regiment in the Mexican War, and served throughout the war with 
Sa: es distinction. Samuel studied law and began practice of his profession at Estillville in 1846. 
ae In 1850, he was elected a member of the Constitutional Convention. In 1856, Samuel was 
4 «, elected judge of the Circuit Superior Court, defeating Joseph Strass of Tazewell County, 
; and served until the spring to 1861. In 1861, he was elected and commissioned Colonel 
of the Thirty-seventh Virginia Regiment of Infantry. Samuel commanded this regiment 
until June 27th, 1862 when he was mortally wounded while leading the Third Brigade in 
a charge upon Chickahominy. He died the following day, and his remains were interred 
in the Sinking Spring Cemetery, Abingdon, Virginia. His career, in the words of another, 
was bright, brief and useful, and his name deserves to be inscribed in the catalogue of the 
names of gallant men who died for their country. Judge Fulkerson was never married. 


COLONEL ABRAM FULKERSON 


Colonel Fulkerson was born on the 13th day of May, 1834, four miles north of Bristol, in Washington County, Virginia. 
His father was Abram Fulkerson, a captain in the war of 1812, and his mother was Margaret Vance. He graduated at 
the Virginia Military Institute in 1857. Abram Fulkerson taught school at Palmyra, Virginia 
and at Rogersville, Tennessee, and was at the latter when the Civil War began. He raised 
a company in Hawkins County, Tennessee, and joined the Ninth Tennessee Regiment at 
Knoxville, and was elected Major of the regiment. He was severely wounded at the battle 
of Shiloh. He assisted in organizing the Sixty-third Tennessee Regiment, and was 
commissioned Colonel on the 12th day of February, 1864 and was again wounded at the 
battle of Chickamauga. In 1866, Colonel Fulkerson began the practice of law, and rapidly 
rose to the front ranks. He was elected to the Virginia House of Delegates in 1871-1873; 
to the Senate of Virginia in 1877-1879. Abram Fulkerson died on December 17th, 1902 at 
his home in Bristol, Virginia.

2 Oct 1859) on the 21st of November 1815 in Washington County, VA. 


Judge Samuel Vance Fulkerson was born October 31, 1822 and died June 28, 1862. Colonel Abram Fulkerson was 
married to Selina Johnson. Abram and Margaret Fulkerson had two other children, James Lyon Fulkerson, who 
married Alice Gale Armstrong and Katherine Elizabeth Fulkerson (9 Jan 1832-14 Oct 1903), who married Floyd 
Breckenridge Hurt.

Cemetery, Abingdon, VA. Col. Abram Fulkerson is buried in Fast Hill Cemetery, Bristol, VA.

The National Union Catalog of Manuscript Collections, issued annually by the Library of 
Congress, provides succinct descriptions of manuscript collections in libraries all over the nation. 


Each volume is very well indexed. For example, if the Z. X. Smith collection includes 
correspondence with two dozen people, all twenty-four persons will be listed in the index (as well 
as Z. X. Smith himself). Each index entry refers the reader to a collection identified by a number 
such as 63-447. The first two digits indicate the year the collection was cited, and the following 
number (one to four digits) 1s the item number of that collection—like a page number, except that 
there are several collection summaries on each page. 


The following list identifies all Vance listings in the volumes 1959-1993. (1959 was the first 
volume in the NUCMC series, and 1993 is the most recent, at the time of this wnting, August 
1996.) Since everyone on this list was a Vance, they are entered only by their given names. Among 
the 64 collections cited, only six are actually Vance collections. The remaining entries represent 
information pertaining to the Vance named that appears in someone else’s collection, as indicated.

- Research of Maurice Vance 
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Some "German" Vances 
Submitted by Joseph H. Vance 
310 North Garfield Street, Lombard, IL 60168-2042. 

Recently, I renewed a long-ago correspondence with 
Virginia Vance Lovett. We are both VFA members. She 
told me that Kathleen Mason would like to have a 3-page 
summary of some "German" Vances for #4 Newsletter. | 
wrote about these families in The Vance Family Scrapbook, 
a book that I published in 1970. 

These families were living in western Pennsylvania in 
the late 1700's and then emigrated to Ohio about 1807. 

Actually, these families were not German nor did they 
consider themselves as such. The Holy Roman Empire sur- 
vived until 1806 in the region we now call Germany. From 
1806 to 1871 the political subdivisions of the area (duchies, 
kingdoms, bishoprics, provinces, etc.) were independent or 
allied in various loose confederations. In 1871 this area 
was consolidated into a nation known as Germany. Before 
that time we heard of Hessians, Palatines, Wurtemburgers, 
etc. Beginning in 1871, these people were called Germans. 
Early in American history these immigrants were bound to- 
gether by a common language. They tended to live in their 
own communities, attended their own churches and schools 
and intermarried with other German-speaking people. 

John and Jacob Wantz (Vance) headed households that 
settled in what is now Somerset Co., PA. Although I have 
found no primary proof, strong circumstantial evidence in- 
dicates that these men were brothers. 

Closson Press published in 1989: Church Records of 
Berlin, Somerset County, Pennsylvania. This is the com- 
bined Church Book of congregations of both Evangelical 
Lutheran and Evangelical Reformed, translated from Ger- 
man by E. C. Saylor. There are a number of entries for 
children of John and Jacob Wantz (Wentz, Vance). Their 
records were from 1793 to 1807. These families must have 
moved to Ohio en masse: they have no entries after 1807. 

I have not been able to find out from whence these 
families came. Our-.first records have them in Bedford and 
Somerset Counties, PA. They lived in German-speaking 
communities. attended Lutheran and Reformed Churches 
and intermarried with German-speaking families. Early 
spelling of the name as Wantz and Wentz indicates likeli- 
hood of Germanic origin. Most of these families and their 
descendants changed the spelling to Vance, but there are 
still a few who use the Wantz spelling. 

Somerset Co., PA was created 17 Apr 1795. cut from 
western portion of Bedford Co. In 1795 there were four 
church buildings in the county: at Jersey Church, Berlin, 
Addison and Salisbury. 

Strassburger's Pennsvivania German Pioneers: Ship 
Halifax, captain Thomas Coaten, from Rotterdam. last from 
Cowes. 22 Sep 1752, foreigners took obligations to the gov- 
ernment. Among the passengers: Michael Wantz. Rupp's 
Thirtv Thousand Names records this same ship arrival but 
spells the name Michael Wants. Relationship, if any. of 
this Michael Wantz (Wants) to John and Jacob is unknown.

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William Vance of Maine |

William Vance was born about 1759 in South Carolina and was educated as a lawyer. Near 
the beginning of the 1800's, William moved Maine. He became a resident of Baring and in 
1805 he erected a saw-mill. Baring was long known as Vance’s Mills. William first leased 
and then purchased a large amount of land around Barings for his large lumbering operations. 
He also had land holdings in New Brunswick, Canada. William was reportedly a man of 
strong personality and force of charactor. His large three story home in Baring was named 
Mount Defiance. 


William Vance was a member of the Constitutional Convention at Portland in 1819 and a 
representative in the Maine Legislature in 1823, 1825, 1827 and 1829 from Calais, Maine. 
William was appointed a justice of peace and quorum by Governor King. In the later years 
of his life, he moved to Readfield and represented that town in the Maine Legislature in 
1837. William Vance died in Readfield in 1841, aged 82 years. In his will (dated May 14, 
1840) he devised “my new brick School-house and one quarter of an acre of land, to School 
No. 5 Readfield to be used for the education of little Children.” 


William’s son, James P. Vance, was a lawyer and represented the town of Calais in 1837 
State Legislature, but afterwards left the law for the ministry and went west. William’s 
youngest daughter became the wife of Honorable Lot M. Mormll; Governor of Maine, 1858; 
U.S. Senator, 1861-1863, 1863-1869, 1869-1871, and 1871-1876 and was appointed 
Secretary of the Treasury by President Grant in 1876. 


Vanceboro, Maine 


The town of Vanceboro 1n the extreme northeastern part of Washington County, Maine was 
named in honor of William Vance. In 1871, the European and North American Railway, 
later renamed the Maine Central, was completed from Bangor to Vanceboro and opened this 
section of Maine. Vanceboro was incorporated as a town in 1874. A large tannery owned 
by F. Shaw & Brothers, later as United States Leather Company, operated in Vanceboro 
until 1910. 


Early settlers in the town were Clendening, Maxwell, Holbrook and Kellogg, storekeepers; 
Sprague, custom house office; Ross, hotel keeper and sheriff; Hanson, blacksmith and Keefe, 
a lumberman.

In 1808, John Vance and wife, Lydia Reiss, emigrated from Lexington, Kentucky to Clermont County, 
stopping in the vicinity of Bethel, on Clover Creek, where the father rented land of Jasper and John 
Shotwell, upon which he resided until the year 1810, and then removed to a tract situated on the east 
side of White Oak Creek, in the extreme northwestern part of the township, which he had purchased of 
the same men. Here Mr. Vance reared the little and crude log cabin, the home of the pioneer, and 
began the task incumbent upon all comers to a new country. He was the father of the following named 
children: Margaret, William, Sarah, Reiss, Elizabeth, John, Patrick, James, Lewis A. and Morris. 
William is now residing on the homestead, an is the father of twenty children all of who were born on 
that farm. He has been twice married. His first wife was Sophronia, daughter of the pioneer, Joseph 
Calvin; and his present wife was Margaret Jane Moore. 


Margaret married John McCain. John married Mrs. Elizabeth (Bratton) Sands. Patrick married 
Rebecca Brannon. James married Jane Cumberland. Lewis married, first, Matilda Dey, and second, 
Jane Stanford. Morris married Nancy Calvin. Sarah married Thomas Schroufe. Elizabeth married 
Daniel Runnels, and Reiss died unmarried.

That particular site is comprehensive and will 
lead you to many other relevant sites. ‘http://www.everton.com’ is_ the 
Genealogical Helper’s home page. There are useful tools to be found there but 
you may end up having to pay. The Rand site which was recommended by VFA 
member Mary Reed is a good one. It can be reached through the NGS site. Use 
Yahoo, Excite or the search engine of your choice and search for “Genealogy.’ 
Last time I did this, 590 places qualified and some were worthwhile. Don’t leave 
out the libraries when you are browsing. You can start with the Allen County 


' (Indiana) Library. One of the best for genealogy.

It even had the addresses of the courthouse where I would find early 
naturalization records for Cuyahoga County, Ohio.

LINEAGE SOFTWARE. The recent September/October 1996 issue of the National Genealogical 
Society/ Computer Interest Group featured an article by Richard W. Eastman of Billerica, 
Massachusetts titled ‘The Battle of the Giants; ROOTS IV versus The Master Genealogist.” Mr. 
Eastman notes that over 362 different genealogy programs are currently available. He continues ‘This 
article will examine two of the leading power house genealogy programs: ROOTS IV, produced by 
COMMSOFT, Inc., and The Master Genealogist, produced by Wholly Genes Software, Inc.’ His 
opinion is that these two programs stand above the rest. He proceeds to do an excellent job in several 
detailed pages proving his case. I mention this as over that past few years I have consistently 
recommended PAF and Family Tree Maker. The NGS/CIG is a reputable group so I suggest 
considering any software they recommend in addition to PAF and FTM. I don’t have any personal 
experience with ROOTS IV or Master Genealogist but would be glad to publish opinions from members 
who have used these two software packages. Genealogy and Computers can be very humbling! Mr.

PUMPKIN CAKE ROLL 


(This dish was a big hit at the Bluefield affair and attendees requested the recipe.) 


3 eggs 1 cup sugar 

2 - 3 cups cannned pumpkin 1 tsp. lemon juice 

3/4 cup flour 2 tsp. cinnamon 

1 tsp. ginger 1/2 tsp. nutmeg 

1/2 tsp. salt 1 cup finely chopped walnuts 


1 tsp. baking powder 


In a large mixing bowl beat eggs until fluffy (about 5 min. high speed). Gradually beat in sugar. Stir in 
pumpkin and lemon juice and blend completely. In a small bowl combine dry ingredients and with a 
folding motion mix into pumpkin batter. Spread in greased 15 x 10 x 1 inch pan. Sprinkle top with nuts. 
Turn out on towel sprinkled with powdered sugar Starting at narrow end, roll towel and cake together. 
Cool. Unroll. 


Temperature 375 degree for 15 minutes. 


For Filling 

In a small bowl soften 4 tbsp. butter or margarine and 3 oz. pkg. of cream cheese. Add 1 cup powdered 
sugar and 1/2 tsp. vanilla and beat until smooth. Spread over cake and reroll (w/o towel) chill. Makes 8 
servings.

Earlier this year we had the pleasure of issuing certificates to Virgina Vance Lovett, Grace Dotson and Mary Norleet © 
with the following message: 


In appreciation of your dedication to Vance family research and for your 
unbounded generosity in sharing that work, the Executive Committee of the 
Vance Family Association has named Kathleen Mason ‘Senior Historian’ and she 
in turn has named you ‘Historian.’ 


Following are brief autobiographic sketches of these outstanding individuals. 


VIRGINIA VANCE LOVETT. I was born in the farmhouse my grandfather, John Marshall Vance, built in 
Warren County Kentucky. While attending Louisville Girls High School and the University of Louisville, | majored 
in Art and Art History and was active in sports. Handcrafts and sewing have been my longtime interests. 


My father, James Blain Vance (1896-1971), and I took infrequent trips to Warren County to the 
old farm. On these trips he told me stories of the early Vances of Barren and Hart Counties, of 
my great-great-grandfather Tobias Vance the hatter, of my great grandfather, Huett Vance who 
was in the Civil War, of my grandfather "Old Jackie", and their various relatives.

My father descended of Vances through both of his 
parents Andrew Steward Vance and Nancy Helton. 


My grandfather, Andrew S. Vance, was the son of David Vance and his first wife, Levica Payne: Dave was the son 
of John Vance (1805-1883) and Miranda McKinney. This Vance family moved to Virginia about 1850 from Carter 
County Tennessee and from there into the part of Virginia which became West Virginia. 
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My grandmother, Nancy Helton, was the daughter of James and Rachel Brown Helton; James 
Helton was the son of Asa and Mary Vance Helton; Mary was the daughter of William and 
Nancy Vance; William was the second son of Abner Vance and Susannah Howard 


My husband is James Dotson, my high school boyfriend, we have three sons, Jim, Jr., Jeff 
and Brian and 3 granddaughters: Jesscia Lauren, Mary Elizabeth and Cassandra Grace.

Page 
325 #1322 is for VANCE (--------) deceased, and is undated, but is listed between Jan. 13, 
1820 and March 27, 1820. (This fits profile of Capt. Robert Vance) Robert Vance, a minor 
over 14 chose John Way, Esq. to be his guardian. John Way apparently was a lawyer. 


In Capt. Robert’s will, written in his own hand in 1818, he names his wife Jean Vance, 
Sons David, Samuel, Robert, John, William and Andrew and Daughters Sarah Ferguson 
and Jean McCabe. He also names his son David’s five motherless children: Robert, Mary, 
Alexander, Samuel, and Joseph. David’s wife Ann Pinkerton is buried beside her father- 
in-law Robert Vance in Montour Church Cemetery. 


Capt. Robert also had a daughter Elizabeth b. 1783, who died in infancy and a Joseph b. 
1784 who died in infancy, according to a family sheet of Violet Warren. This would fit the 
statement that Capt. Robert Vance wrote to Samuel Vance at Wolf’s Hill, VA in 1792, 
where he wrote “We have seven living and has two dead.” Son Andrew was born 1794 
after the letter was written. 


Was this Robert in Orphan’s Court the grandson of Capt. Robert, and son of David? 
For members who have Newell connections, there were several Newell references in the

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DAVID VANCE OF NORTH CAROLINA AND TENNESSEE 
By Mary Ewart 


The following information is what I have from family members or 
documentation that I know is probably true: 


David Vance (my great greatgrandfather) is shown on a Hawkins 
County, TN 1830 Census and this shows that he had three young sons 
and that he was 30-40 years of age. He also had one young daughter, 
three daughters ages 15-20 and one wife: I guess jage 40-50. 
I know that the sons were: John Rogers Vance (my great grandfather) 
b. 15 Dec 1816 Eastern TN 
d. 1 May 1877 Boone Co., Ark. 
Buried Bald Knob Cemetery, Rally Hill, Ark. 


Walter Johnson Vance 
b. 1823 TN - probably Hawkins Co. 
d. 1860 Conway Co. Ark. 


James Monroe Vance 
b. 27 Jan 1827 Hawkins Co., TN: 
d. sometime after 1880 —- CA 


Three of the girls were Liza who married a Burns or Burris, Luney 
or Looney and Elizabeth who married an Allen. Note that the three 
Oldest girls were born between 1810-1830. 


David Vance was apparently located in Hawkins Co., TN sometime 
around or right after 1816. On 5 Nov 1835 he and Joseph Gilliam 
received a TN Land Grant of 150 acres in Hawkins County. The descrip- 
tion briefly stated it was "on the North side of the Holston River 
area in Hawkins County. It states the land is in the Caney Valley and 
is on "both sides of Fishing Creek - joining Gilliams's line and others 
Also mentioned is "S. Johnson line". It sis interesting that David, 
age being 35-45 in 1835, obtained land with Joseph Gilliam who was in 
an age group younger (25-35 in 1835). It makes one wonder if there was 
a close relationship between the Gilliams and the Vances. 

Caney Valley and Fishing Creek are not far South of the Virginia border 
David must have been near the top of his age group as his wife was in 
' the next higher group. 


Hinchea Gilliam, the father, and David must have had a close 

' relationship. A deed was found made by Hinchea Gilliam dated 8 Sept 
1832. One witness was Stephen Johnson (a neighbor), another Wm. C. 
Reynolds and the other David Vance. The land described was described 
as in Marrian Co. Tn and being “on the N. side of the Holston River in 
Cany Valley". It is a 60 acre parcel "adjacent with Watterson and 
said Gilliam". 


Hinchea Gilliam and his family as a group moved to Marion Co. TN 
in 1832. Around this time David and his three sons named above moved 
down to Marion Co. Tn and settled on Battle Creek near the Tennessee 
River. They: were also probably near the Gilliam family. My great 
grandfather, John Rogers Vance, would have been only 16 or 17 at the 
time of this move. A grandson of David stated that David was settled 
in Marion County on Battle Creek but he also named Gunter's Landing 
which has caused some confusion for this Landing was located down the 
River at Guntersville, Alabama. 


David must not have been in Marion County by 1840 or had died by 
then for the only listing on the 1840 Census is a Sarah Vance. I 
suppose he could have remarried but I do not know. He either died in 
Marion County TN or Jackson County, ALA. 


In the meantime my John Rogers Vance had moved to Alabama and was 
living on Crow Creek in what is now Jackson County, ALA. According to 
family information he had a wife and two children that died. There was 
a family of Austins living on Crow Creek at that time. John Rogers 
married Emily Asbury Austin Beene (her husband, Wm. J. Beene, had been 
killed in the War-and left her with a small son - he was buried in 
Canton, MS.). John Rogers and Emily Austin Beene were married in ALA 
sometime between 1840-42 
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Some miscellaneous items found in Arkansas records are as 
follows: an entry on 19 June 1852 - John Allen and Elizabeth Allen 
to John R. of Marion County - witnessed by James M. Austin. 

An entry on 14 Mar 1857 - Wm. R. Austin and Elizabeth Austin to 
John R. Vance in Carroll County - witnessed by J. M. Boyd. 


In the 1860 Census for Boone County, Ark. entries are found for 
Mary Austin, age 63, born in TN, Daniel W. Austin, age 28, born in 
ALA, Delia, age 22, born in ALA, and Mary A. Austin, age 17, born in 


ALA, Apparently Mary Austin and her family followed the Vances to 
Arkansas. 


Uncle Morris enlisted at the age of 17 years and was with the 
3rd Arkansas Cavalry. He was bestowed the honorary title of General 
“over the South by the South at Tampa, Florida in 1926. This is 
shown at the Old Court Museum at Vicksburg. He was a Confederate 
Commander. His uniform is at the University Library in Fayetteville, 
Arkansas. ( Note: Uncle Morris came to visit us here in Tahlequah 
when I was a child and he would always bring his full Confederate 
uniform, medals, hat and all. He would put me on his knee with all 
of my neighborhood friends sitting on the floor and tell us tales 
of the Civil War. He remained a true Confederate Southerner‘ until the 
day he died and was very bitter about the War. I visited him in 1939 
in Little Rock and have also been to Fayetteville to Arkansas U. to 
see his uniform.’ 


My grandfather was Dr. Bascom James Vance, son of John Rogers 
Vance, My cousin Dr. Henry Vance Kirby (named after my father) wrote 
an enclosed article that tells about Bascom. Bascom married Fannie 
Bell Marshall in 1874 and they lived in Lead Hill, Arkansas, He 
practiced medicine there and also in Valley Springs, Arkansas. They 
moved to Harrison, Arkansas in 1899. He fell off his horse and hurt 
-himself so that he had trouble riding his horse to see his patients. 


He moved his family to Checotah, OK in 1904 which was before statehood. 


There he rode in a horse and buggy to continue practicing. Bascom was 
‘the first president of the Oklahoma Medical Assdciatinn. He finally 
bought a-car which was the only one he ever owned. His son, Asbury 
Johnson Vance (actually the II), was a Doctor also and was president 
of the Medical Association one time also. Bascom and Fannie had ten 
children: Maude Zora - b.

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-John Rogers Vance along with the Austin family built a houseboat 
. and left TN between 1840-42 taking their families up the Tn River and 
Ark. River stopping in what is now Conway County, ARK. John's 
@ brother, Walther Johnson Vance stayed here and died there. He farmed 
and died in 1860. He married Mary Jane Plunkett 28 Mar 1853 and 
Martha Clingham 24 Apr 1871., His children were William, Sarah, Thomas, 
George, Mary and Walter. 


John Rogers had enlisted and fought in-the Florida Seminole Indian 
War in 1836 enlisting at Fayetteville, Franklin County, TN and musterin 
out at New Orleans, LA. He received a Land Grant in Carroll County 
(later becoming Boone County) Arkansas and moved his family up to this 
County in Arkansas in 1846. He had stopped in Perry County for awhile 
before moving North. 


John Rogers founded a community in Southeast Boone County, Ark. 
and called it Rally Hill. There has been some speculation this might 
have been the Arkansas spelling for Raleigh, NC but I cannot verify 
this. His oldest son, Morris David, was born in Conway County, Ark. 
but the rest of his children were born at Rally Hill, Boone County, 
Ark. His children were:

Dr. John Rogers Vance died 1 May 1877 and is buried‘at Bald Knob 
Cemetery in Boone County Ark. Emily Austin Vance died 2 Feb 1885 and 
is also buried at Bald Knob Cemetery in an unmarked grave. 

John Rogers and Emily had a daughter, Louisa Emily, born 31 Jul 1850 
who died 15 Dec 1866 and she is buried at Bald Knob Cemetery. 


One of Uncle Morris David Vance's wives.- Matilda B. Hicks Vance - 
is buried at Bald Knob Cemetery also. 


James Monroe Vance, son of David, settled in Scott County, Ark. 
at Waldron, Ark. for awhile and married Mary J. Butler, daughter of 
John Butler, there. In 1856 he moved his family to Oroville, Butte 
| County, CA. He died in California sometime after 1880. His children 
@ were Mrs. Lizzie J. Taylor, Dr. Asbury Watson Vance and John B. Vance. 
In the CA 1880 Census of Solano County, James M. stated his parents 
were David and Annie E. and it is noted in the International 
Genealogical List that they were both born in North Carolina. 
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John Rogers Vance located on Hog Creek in Boone County, Arkansas 
in 1846. He and Emily were devout Methodists and named five of their 
boys for Methodist Bishops and two of their girls for presiding Elders. @ 


One of John Rogers' cousins led the Mormons into Utah. Which one 
I do not know. 


My Aunt Virgie Vance Kirby (my father's sister) talked about an 
Aunt Delilah Cox living on the hill above the Creek. Fannie Marshall 
Vance called her "Deelie" and also said Mary Good was a relative. I 
think that might have been spelled "Goode". 


I will try to shorten this by giving my direct genealogy: 


David Vance - b. N. C.? lived in Hawkins County and then moved 
to Marion County, TN or Alabama where he died. 
His wife's name is supposed to have been Annie E. 


David's son John Rogers Vance - born in Eastern TN, moved South 
to Marion County with his father and then he went 
to Crow Creek, Jackson Co., Alabama where he later 
married Emily Austin Beene (a widow with one young 
son). He built a houseboat along with the Austins 
and moved to Arkansas via the TN River and the Ark. 
River. He and his family ended up in Boone County, 
Arkansas (formerly Carroll Co.) at Rally Hill, Ark. 
where he died in 1877. 


Dr. John Rogers Vance's son, Dr. Bascom James Vance, practiced 
medicine in Arkansas for awhile before moving his 
family to Checotah, OK in 1904 before statehood 
where he died in 1922. Bascom was the first 
President of the Oklahoma Medical Association. _ 


Bascom James Vance's son, Henry Marvin Vance, was born in Lead 
Hill, Arkansas 26 Mar 1879 and eventually ended up 
in Tahlequah, Cherokee Co., OK where he died 15 Feb 
1976 at the age of 96. He had married Mary Telela 
Young on 30 May 1903 in Yellville, Marion Co., Ark. 
She had been born in Yellville on 10 May 1880 and 
died on 1 Sep 1946 at Tahlequah, Cherokee County, 
Oklahoma. 

H. M. Vance was a lawyer in Tahlequah after coming 
there in 1912 and practiced law until he had a 
stroke in 1975, 


Henry Marvin Vance and Mary T. Vance had two children - H. M. Jr., 
born 25 Feb 1911 and died 2 Aug 1930. He is buried 
in the Tahlequah City Cemetery at Tahlequah, OK. 
They also had a daughter ~ Mary Young Vance - born 
24 Apr 1923 who is still living and married to John 
David Ewart. They were married 21 Dec 1946 and 
have had four children - Mary Jane (Herbert), Carol 
Ann (Knox), Dr. David Vance Ewart and Rev. John 
Henry Ewart. ' 


Comments by Kathleen: The strong legend in Mary Ewart’s family is they were related to the family of Governor 
Zebulon Vance. See April 1995 NL where the live of Paul Mitchell’s ancestor was proven to be descended from 
Samuel and Sarah Colville Vance, ancestors of Gov. Zebulon Vance. Note that Callvin Sharp Vance's ancestry is 
traced back to Samuel and Sarah Colville Vance, and his last child Nancy Vance was born abut 1878 in Lead 
Hill, AR, Mary Ewart’s father Henry Marvin Vance was born in Lead Hill, AR in 1879. This was a small 
community, and it seems there surely is a blood kinship here, but at this point in time the evidence is lacking to 
document it. Help! 
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THE ROBERT VANCE FAMILY OF FAYETTE AND GRANT COUNTIES, KENTUCKY 
by Mary Jane Barnett Thorpe - Grandaughter of Amarias Vance (1829-1906) 


Our Robert Vance appears in Fayette County, KY in 1817. On December 10 of that year, he signed a marriage bond 
indicating his intention to marry Eliza Pearce. William Pearce, her father, signed as surety and gave his consent to 
the marriage. Robert Vance and Eliza/Elizabeth were married by R. Cloud and settled in Fayette County. 


In 1819 William Pearce/Pierce sold his 15 acres “more or less" to his son-in-law and moved to Pendleton County in 
the area which became Grant County in 1820. The deed was dated 6 March 1819. Two years later on 18 April 
1821, Robert Vance bought 9 plus acres adjoining his land from the estate of his deceased neighbor, Andrew Barber. 
Then on 8 February 1828, Robert and Elizabeth sold their 24 acres of land in Fayette County to John Williams and 
moved to Grant County, KY. 


William Pierce died on 26 Jan 1827 in Grant County, leaving his second wife, Margaret, and their four children; 
George, Jane, James, and Martha as well as his oldest daughter Elizabeth Vance. When the estate was settled in 
February, 1830, each of the five children received a one fifth share of William's 43 acres of land on the Turnpike 
Road where he had operated a tavern. Elizabeth, George, James, and Martha all sold their shares of the land to John 
Childers, husband of their sister Jane. Elizabeth's deed states that she received this land as an heir of William Pierce. 


Sadly, Robert Vance died in 1829 after he and Elizabeth moved to Grant County. The estate settlement, dated 23 
January 1832, indicates that Robert had family in Fayette County. John Childers, administrator, reported numerous 
trips to Fayette County. Brothers Patrick and Joseph are mentioned in the settlement as is Robert's sister Elizabeth. 
A Lucyan Vance attests to the amount Robert owed Patrick and a Catherine Vance attests to the amount owed sister 
Elizabeth. Neither of these women is identified. At present this is all we know of Robert's family. 


Apparently Robert was in the process of buying land in Grant County from James and Amelia Reed when he died. 
The deed dated 3 November 1830, conveys the 100 acres to the "heirs and legal representatives of Robert Vance 
dec'd”. The estate settlement includes payment for this land. 


Robert and Elizabeth had five children. Four of them; Amanda, Catherine, Elizabeth and Robert were born in 
Fayette County. The last, Amarias, was born in Grant County in November, 1829, some six months or so after her 
father's death. The Grant County Guardianship Records show that each child upon coming of age received $50 as an 
inheritance from their father; each also was entitled to a one fifth share of land. 


Elizabeth Vance stayed on the land near Williamstown as did her son, Robert. The 1850 census lists him as a farmer. 
In February, 1851, Robert bought the land inherited by Amanda and Amarias. That year the land was no longer listed 
under Elizabeth's name on the tax rolls but under Robert's instead. Elizabeth continued to live with Robert until her 
death at age 75 on 1 May 1875. She was buried in the Primitive Baptist Church Cemetery, now part of the 
Williamstown Cemetery. 


The Vance children: 

Amanda (Mandy), born 18 Jul 1819, married (1) Joshua Childers, Jr. in 1842. He died in 1849. They had three 
daughters: Lucy Jane, Atha Ann, and Martha E. In 1852 she married (2) Elisha Isaacks and they had one daughter, 
Sarah/Sallie. Amanda died in 1898 and is buried in the Williamstown Cemetery. 

Catherine (Kate), born 1821/22 married John H. Daugherty in 1846. They moved to Illinois about 1856. The 1860 
Logan Co., IL census shows two daughters -- Elizabeth and Sarah -- and two sons whose names are not clear. 
Nothing more is known of them. 

Elizabeth, born 1823/24, married James H. Harding in 1848. They also moved to Illinois about 1856. They appear in 
the 1860 Logan Co. census and in the 1870 Macon Co., iL census. They had six children: Richard, Elizabeth, 
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Margaret, James, Grant, and Mary. Another daughter, Amanda Catherine, is buried in a Logan Co. cemetery. 
Nothing more is known of them. 


Robert, born 19 Feb 1827, married Nancy Jane Gaugh in 1851. They had at least eight children: Mary, Martha, & 
Isabel, Virginia, Robert W., John F. and twins, Laura and Louisa. Robert died in 1908 and is buried in the Gaugh 
family cemetery in Grant Co., KY. 


Amarias, born 16 Nov 1829, married Thomas Asbury Barnett in April, 1851. They moved to Illinois in 1856 and 
stayed there, living in both Logan and Macon counties. They had six children: John Robert, Elizabeth Sarah, Matilda 
Jane (Jennie), Mary A., Martha A., and Joseph Anderson. Thomas died in 1900, and Amarias in 1906. Both are 
buried in Two Mile Grove Cemetery near Lathem, Logan Co., IL. John Robert Barnett became a doctor and married 
Mary Jane Morris (the author’s grandparents). 


Our Robert Vance, who was probably born around 1795 and died in 1829, is often confused with another Robert 
Vance living at the same time in some of the same area. This other Robert was born in either 1787 or 1793 in 
Kentucky to William and Rebecca (Hinton) Vance and grew up in Scott County, KY. According to papers in the 
Kentucky Historical Society, he too had brothers named Patrick and Joseph, but he did not have a sister Elizabeth. 
He apparently was married twice. "Eliza Pearce" is given as his first wife. The name, the date, and the place are the 
same as for our Robert's marriage. Since we know that our Robert married the daughter of the only William 
Pearce/Pierce who seems to be in Fayette County at this time, this could not be the marriage of the Scott County 
Robert. We can follow our Robert and Elizabeth through documents in Fayette and Grant counties from their 
marriage to their deaths. It does not seem likely that there would have been another Eliza Pearce in Fayette County 
who could be confused with ours. Probably this other Robert's first marriage took place in Scott County where 
courthouse fires in 1833 and 1837 are said to have destroyed all the marriage records. This Robert's second marriage 
was to Lucinda Trussell of Owen Co., KY. They lived in Grant County for a time and are found on the 1840 Grant 
County census along with our Elizabeth Vance. This Robert is said to have had four children by his first wife. He 
and Lucinda had nine children. Around 1842 they moved to Jennings Co., IN where this Robert died sometime after 
1870. Studying the documents pertaining to our Robert Vance makes it clear that the first wife of this Scott County 
Robert Vance was not "Eliza Pearce".

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JOHN AND JANE BLACK VANCE AND THEIR DESCENDANTS 
By Mary Vance Norfleet & 


Prefatory remarks: Tom Pinkerton’s article in the VFA Newsletter, April, 1988, established John Vance’s father as James 
Vance of Frederick Co., VA who died in 1762. However, two early manuscripts on this family, (one by Professor Phillip Ropp 
and one by Paxson Link) erroneously named John as the son of Samuel and Sarah Colville Vance. Unfortunately, this 
erroneous information continues to be reprinted in family genealogies. The following article is based on research of 
Washington Co., VA records, and may be redundant in some areas, but is presented to give a more complete record of what 
is known about this family and what is not. 


John Vance was born 12 February 1736 and died 20 August 1823; Jane Black Vance was born 12 Feb 1741 and died 2 Feb 
1824. It is believed that both were born in Frederick Co., VA and both died in Washington Co., VA. Dates of birth and death 
recorded on their tombstones located in Vance Cemetery on land that was owned by their son, James Vance. (High on a Windy 
Hill by Catherine McConnell.) Family bible records, printed in the VFA Newsletter, July, 1993 record the date of John and 
Jane’s marriage as 15 November 1759, probably in Frederick Co., VA. 


As mentioned, John’s parents were James Vance and his wife, (her name unknown) and his known siblings have been 
identified as Esther Vance who married Walter Shirley Jr., Margaret Vance who married John Snapp; and Samuel (C.) Vance, 
who died in Sullivan Co., TN in 1808. (See VFA Newsletter, April, 1995, p. 43-52). The parents of Jane Black were John 
Black and Elizabeth Colville; her known siblings are identified as Joseph Black; Christian Black who reportedly married 
Christopher Acklin; Martha Black; and Elizabeth Black who married William Blackburn, Information on the Black family 
from Joseph Black: Blount County Pioneer, by Jane Kizer Thomas. 


James Vance, willed to John Vance, his plantation of 250 acres on Buffalo Marsh in Frederick Co., Virginia. Will dated 21 
Jan 1762. John and Jane Vance subsequently sold 250 acres in Frederick Co., VA to James Willson in 1769, (See VFA 
Newsletter, April, 1988, p. 39-42). Sometime between 1769 and 1773, John, Jane and their children left Frederick Co., VA 
and moved to Wolf Hills Tract, an area that would become part of Washington Co., VA in 1777. 


John Vance and others signed a call to Rev. Cummings from the congregation of the Sinking Springs and Ebbing Springs 
Churches; 2 June 1773. John Vance and others, ordered by Fincastle Co., VA to clear the road between Eighteen Mile Creek 
and Eleven Mile Creek; 9 July 1773. John Vance appointed constable in Capt. Craig’s Company for Washington Co., VA, 
1781. (MB I, p. 115). In the History of Southwest Virginia 1746-1786, Washington County 1777-1870 by Lewis Preston 
Summers, John is listed as a soldier in the Battle of Kings Mountain in 1780. 


John Vance produced sufficient proof to this court that he is entitled to 200 acres of land under the King of Great Britain 
proclamation in 1780(7) and that he never received any satisfaction for the same which is ordered to be certified. 22 Aug 1782. 
(MB 1, p. 121). 


On the 23 August 1800, Francis Walker, executor and legatee of Dr. Thomas Walker, and his wife, Jane B. Walker grant to 
John Vance, yeoman, for the sum of 40£, 773 acres near sinking spring; line of Andrew Vance, line with out lots in Town of 
Abingdon, line with Michael Deckharts; Nicholas Grubbs corner, James Vance and John Boswell. In the body of the indenture, 
it is noted that John Vance paid Dr. Thomas Walker the sum of 36£ during Dr. Walker’s lifetime. Witnessed: A. Vance, 
Nicholas Grubbs, John Tonery, Benjamin Spyker, Elijah Gilenwater. (DB 2, p. 367). 


John Vance had been living on this property since his arrival in Washington County, which he purchased from John Huston, 
who purchased it from Dr. Thomas Walker. Huston had made some improvements, but owed Dr. Thomas Walker for the land. 
The property John claimed had not been surveyed; Dr. Walker accepted partial payment until the survey was completed. The 
price for the additional land would be 11£ per hundred acres. Dr. Walker died before the land was surveyed and his son, 
Francis Walker, advised John that he had only paid for three hundred acres and the remaining land that John claimed (443 
acres) could be purchased at 20 schillings per acre. On 5 July 1802, John Vance filed suit in Superior Court of Chancery 
against Francis Walker. (See VFA Newsletter, July, 1996, p. 77-8). 


On the 19 July, 1814, John Vance and Jane, his wife, grant to Lilburn Henderson, 773 acres for the sum of $4000, this being r 
the same tract of land granted to John Vance by Francis Walker, dec’d. on the 23rd day of Aug 1800, ‘except for the part of 
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said plantation whereon John Vance, Sr. now lives during the lives of the said John & Jane his wife and the survivor of them 
which said part of said plantation includes all the cleared land on said tract of land which has been in the actual occupancy 

@ of said John as part of his farm, aforesaid East of a direct line drawn across said tract from South to North so as to make an 
offset in the land between the part of the said tract called Samuel Vances farm and the said John’s house and the partition fence 
running northwardly in a direct line with said offset, part hereof This Exception is not intended to include any other cleared 
land east of the line aforesaid than the cleared lands composing the farm of the said John lying about and in view of the said 
John’s house. And the said John is to have liberty during his occupancy of said farm or during the occupancy thereof by said 
wife to take necessary timber and stone from the adjacent timbered lands for all necessary purposes of building on said farm 
or repairing the buildings or fences thereof and also for fuel and for no other purpose. And when the said Henderson is put 
into full and entire possession of said tract of land he is to pay the said John or his legal representatives the sum of $980 being 
the balance of Four Thousand dollars the purchase money remaining due after the payment of the debt due to Charles Everett 
administrator of Francis Walker dec’d amounting to the sum of Three Thousand & twenty dollars. And it is further agreed 
between the parties that the said Lilburn 8. Henderson shall have free access to any water on the said land at all times.’ Signed 
by: John Vance, Jane Vance. Recorded 19 July 1814. (DB 5, p. 437). 


The deed from John and Jane Vance to Lilburn 8. Henderson is the last official document found in Washington Co., VA records 
for either John or Jane Vance; no will or probate records were found for either one. 


The family bible record, published in VFA Newsletter, July, 1993, p. 85, lists the following nine children: James, John B. (born 
20 Nov 1762, who died as an infant), Elizabeth, Andrew, Samuel, Joseph, Easter, Christian, and John. Jt should be noted, 
Paxson Link's manuscript and Tom Pinkerton’s article, included a tenth child, Jane Vance (1790-1831) who is buried in Vance 
Cemetery. It is believed that Jane (1790-1831) was more likely the daughter of John and Jane's son, James Vance and his 
wife, Bethiah Kincaid. Jane (1790-1831) was not included in John and Jane's family bible record; Jane Black Vance would 
have been 49 years old at the time of Jane's birth. 


JAMES VANCE 


James Vance, the oldest child of John and Jane Black Vance was born 5 Sep 1760 in Frederick Co., VA and died 10 May 1836 
in Washington Co., VA. He married Bethiah Kincaid on 15 Aug 1782 in Washington Co. VA. According to Vance Cemetery 
records in High on a Windy Hill, Bethiah was born 10 Jun 1752 and died 11 May 1833 in Washington Co., VA. James is 
probably buried in Vance Cemetery, although, no tombstone exists for him. 


The History of Southwest Virginia 1746-1786, Washington County 1777-1870 lists the following references for James: 
James was an Ensign in the Washington County Militia from 1777-1780; listed as a soldier at Stone Mountain in 1780 and 
received a pension. (See VFA Newsletter, Jan, 1989, p. 6). James was a ruling elder in the Sinking Springs Presbyterian 
Church. James bought Lot 32 in Abingdon, July 1787 and Lot 42 in Abingdon, April 1789. 


On 23 August 1800, Francis Walker, executor of Thomas Walker, dec’d, and Jane B. Walker, his wife grant to James Vance, 
yeoman, for the sum of 18£ 3s 6p for 244 acres being part of 447 acres originally purchased by Henry Cresswell. Witnessed: 
Elijah Gillenwater, Samuel Vance, Benjamin Spyker, John Vance, A. Vance. (DB 2, p. 364). 


Andrew Cresswell and Dorothy Cresswell, wife of Andrew Russell of Sevier Co., TN to James Vance. Relinquished all claim, 
right and title to a certain tract of land on the Spring Branch of the North Fork of the Holston River, 244 acres of land to James 
Vance. Vance assignee of Andrew Cresswell, who was assignee of James Cresswell, heir of Henry Cresswell. February Session 
of Sevier County TN Court, 1801. (DB 2, p. 377). 


Francis Walker and his wife, Jane B. Walker to James Vance. Jane B. Walker, unable to appear in person, gives her consent 
to sell land to James Vance. (See DB 2, p. 364). 19 Jan 1803. (DB 3, p. 84). 


John Kincaid of Fayette Co., District of KY to James Vance “my trusty and well beloved friend”, Power of Attommey to sign 
deed of inheritance to Robert Kincaid, 250 acres of land. 12 Jul 1792. (DB 3, p. 148). 


oo Campbell to James Vance. $41 for 7 acres, 156 poles. David Campbell held deed of trust from Philip Kistner and wife, 


Elizabeth. 7 acres 156 pole part of a larger tract containing 423 acres, sold to James Vance, the highest bidder. Land on the 
dividing line between Vance & Philip Kistner and corner of Vance, Kistner, and Henry Menick. 26 Mar 1814. (DB 5, p. 390). 
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John Kistner and his wife, Rachel granted to James Vance, Joseph Vance and John Vance Jr, $117 for a tract of land acreage 
not stated; lines with Wolf Hills tract. 20 Jan 1818. (DB 6, p. 446). 


Mary Ann Potts of Jefferson Co., VA, daughter and only heir of John Potts granted to James Vance Sr. $112 for 112 acre tract, 
part of a larger tract patented to John Potts, dec’d. 6 Dec 1826. (DB 9, p. 336). 


Andrew Vance of Blount Co., TN & Joseph Vance, Executors of James Vance, their late father, granted to James D. Glasscock; 
lately of Fauquier Co., VA now of Washington Co., VA. $3189. 37% for 78 acres conveyed by John Kistner to James Vance, 
the father, and two sons: Joseph and John Vance. When “run out” by Edward Lathim, it was found to actually contain 450 
acres. Also references deeds from David Campbell, Mary Ann Potts, and John Kistner to James Vance. Land on waters of 
North Fork of Holston River; Henry Minnick’s line. 7 Oct 1837. Recorded 21 Jan 1839. (DB 13, p. 387), 


In the will of James Vance, dated 2 January 1836, he ‘orders that the tract of land purchased by Joseph Vance, John Vance, 
and myself of John Kistner be sold with my other lands and that the said Joseph & John Vance draw from the moneys arising 
from the sale of iny lands, their equal third of said tract of land so purchased by us in proposition per acre what all niy lands 
may sell for. Executors to pay my son, Andrew Vance $100 as a debt due him; $50 in cash and one lot of books to discharge 
the $100 debt and $50 cash for his not having received as much assistance from me as at the time of his marriage as my other 
children have done.’ Orders that executors pay the American Bible Society, $40; General Assembly’s Board of Foreign 
Missions of the Presbyterian Church, $40. Orders that daughter Elizabeth Logan to remain in his home until his land is sold 
or she chooses to leave. Elizabeth to have one half of the wheat, that is stored and one half of the wheat from coming harvest 
and as much of my farming land as she can support herself and her children until land is sold. Daughter Sarah Apperson to 
have full and equal share of the estate. Hetty Newhouse to have the same. Appoints Joseph Vance and Andrew Vance as his 
executors and declares that the remainder of his estate to be divided equally between all his children. Will witnessed by Abram 
Nordyke and James V. Logan. Filed on 23 May 1836. (WB 7, p. 104) An inventory of estate of James Vance, deceased was 
filed with the court on 25 July 1836 by Joseph Vance, executor. (WB 7, p. 115). “Dr.” Andrew & Joseph Vance, executors 
of James Vance Sr., deceased, account with the estate. Some items of interest: Joseph Vance for painting tombstones, $3; 
Joseph & John Vance’s portion of 78 acres of land sold to James D. Glasscock, $364; Specific legacy to Andrew Vance, $100; 
and amount paid Board of Foreign missions of General Assembly of Presbyterian Church, $40. 24 Jan 1839. (WB 8, p. 54). 


James and Bethiah Vance had seven known children: Elizabeth, Joseph, John, Sarah, Jane, Hetty, and Andrew. However, 
their order of birth can only be estimated since complete information is not known about each child. 


Elizabeth Vance 

Elizabeth Vance married James Logan Jr. on 12 Apr 1810 in Washington Co., VA. James Logan died prior to 19 Jan 1819 
when an appraisal of his estate was recorded; James Vance, administrator. (WB 6, p. 45). On the motion of James Vance who 
took his oath of administration prescribed by law, bond in sum of $1200 with John Apperson, his security. Certificate granted 
for the administration of the estate of James Logan Jr., deceased. John McCullough, John Apperson, John Mansfield & Adam 
Fudge appointed to appraise estate of James Logan Jr. 19 Jan 1819. (MB 2, p. 3). On 17 Feb 1829, James Vance named 
guardian of Elizabeth, Sally, James V. and John Logan, orphans of James Logan Jr., dec’d. Sureties: Robert Preston, Jr. and 
Joseph Vance. Robert McCulloch Jr. was named guardian of James V. and John B. Logan, orphans of James Logan Jr, dec’d 
Bond $1000. Sureties: James C. Hayter & Charles C. Gibson. 29 Jun 1836. Alexander McEwen named guardian of John B. 
Logan, orphan of James Logan Jr. Bond $600. Surety John Vance. 23 Jan 1837. Marriage records were found for the 
following children: Sarah V. Logan to Robert McCulloch Jr., 22 Nov 1832 in Washington Co., VA. James V. Logan to Mary 
Vance, 5 Jul 1838 in Washington Co., VA. Mary Vance believed to be daughter of John and Helena Barnes Vance and a first 
cousin. John B. Logan to Susan C. Fitzpatrick, 10 Nov 1840 in Washington Co., VA. 


Joseph Vance 

Joseph Vance was born 20 Aug 1784 in Washington Co., VA and died between 1840 and 1850. Joseph is listed on the 1840 
Washington Co., VA census, but in 1850, only Mary, age 59; John, age 22; William, age 18; and Mary J., age 15 are listed. 
Joseph married Mary Apperson on 25 Aug 1813 in Washington Co., VA. Mary Apperson Vance was born 7 Jul 1790, and 
after Joseph’s death, married William Gobble on 9 Sep 1854 in Washington Co., VA. No will or probate record, was found 
for Joseph Vance. 


Richard Apperson Jr. to Joseph Vance. Deed of Trust for $1. Livestock, household furniture and farming equipment. On or @ 
before 1 May 1822, Richard Apperson to pay Doctor John Apperson, Jr. the sum of $60. 21 Mar 1822. (DB 7, p. 523). 
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Joseph Vance to Andrew Russell. Deed of Trust. Joseph Vance being indebted to Cookerly Fleenor, Henry Mennick & John 
Morrell in the sum of $500 to be paid on or before 21 Oct 1837; tract his father, James Vance, died possessed containing 487 
acres; 78 acres whereof conveyed to James Vance, Joseph Vance & John Vance. 24 Apr 1837. (DB 12, p. 503). 


Joseph Vance & Mary, his wife and John Vance & Helena, his wife grant to James Glasscock their interest in 78 acres (which 
actually contains 455 acres, 100 poles) owned with their father, James Vance, dec’d. Oct 1837. (DB 15, p. 12). 


The exact number of children born to Joseph and Mary Apperson Vance is unknown, from census records it appears that they 
had eight children; two daughters remain unidentified. Those who have been identified are: George W.; James; Elizabeth 
Francis; John Apperson; William; and Mary J. 


George W, Vance 

George W. Vance and (his brother) James Vance deed of trust to W. C. Watson. $100 note executed by said parties to John 
Dickenson and by said Dickenson assigned to Eliza White, administrator of James White, dec’d. Signed by Iames Vance, Jno. 
W. C. Watson, no signature for George W. Vance. 6 Sep 1838. (DB 15, p. 111). 


George W. Vance also appears in several court cases: Wallis & Gibson vs George W. Vance; debt of $26.04. 1 Aug 1837. 
(MB 4, p. 86). Robert Preston, attorney for Samuel Knott vs Geo. W. Vance, Joseph Vance & Abram Nordyke; debt of $82.18. 
23 Feb 1839. (MB 4, p 127). George W. Vance bound on own recognizance to appear in court and in the meantime, to keep 
the peace with Levi Fleenor. Bond of recognize for himself in sum of $50 and two securities: William Apperson, $25 bond 
and John Newhouse, $25 bond; “conditioned that he keep the peace & be on good behavior towards the commonwealth and 
all its citizens and especially towards Levi Fleenor for a period of twelve months’. 28 Oct 1839. (MB 4, p. 111). Wallis & 
Gibson vs George W. Vance & Charles §. Beckam, debt of $38.62. 23 Sep 1839. (MB 4, p. 127). The Commonwealth vs 
George W. Vance & Abram Dickason. $22.82. 21 Dec 1839. (MB 4, p. 162). 


{In 1850, George W. Vance was listed in Randolph Co., VA census index and in 1860, in Scott Co., VA census index. 
Cemetery Records in Scott Co., VA list George W. Vance, born 17 Sep 1814, died 26 Dec 1879, age 65 years, 3 months, 9 days. 
George W. Vance is buried in Fincastle Church Cemetery near Stanleytown, VA. 


James Vance 

James Vance, born 24 Dec 1816 in Washington Co,, VA, died 5 Apr 1903 in Texas Co., MO. Married Mary Gobble (28 Sep 
1824-10 Jun 1906) on 14 Jan 1845 in Washington Co., VA. James, Mary and most of their children moved to Texas Co., MO 
in 1871. Family bible records printed in VFA Newsletter, July, 1991, p. 88-91 list the following children: Thomas Jefferson 
Vance (13 Dec 1845-Nov 1874 MO), Ann Eliza Vance (15 Apr 1848-12 May 1930 Sullivan Co., TN) married James Madison 
Latture, 19 Sep 1871; Mary Louisa Vance (26 Feb 1851-) married James F. Price; Isaac Newton Vance (5 Feb 1854-11 May 
1946) married Mary Elizabeth Lea, 27 Dec 1876; Nancy Deida Vance (23 Oct 1856-2 Jul 1858 VA); John Milton Vance (15 
Nov 1859-) married Addie Carpenter, William P. Vance (27 Sep 1862-23 Oct 1862 VA); and James R. Vance (21 Jun 1866-) 
married Grace Leidy. 


Ota Ward of Breathitt Co., KY to James Vance. $475 acres for 2 tracts of land on the North Fork of the Holston River; one 
purchased from Alexander J. Thompson 2 Feb 1847; one purchased from James K. Gibson and Samuel Logan on 29 Apr 1848. 
5 Apr 1856. (DB 23, p. 59). 


James Vance and wife Mary to James Dowell. $1500 for 211 3/4 acres on both sides of the North Fork of the Holston River. 
4 Apr 1857. (DB 23, p. 349). 


Ota H. Ward of Breathitt Co., KY to James Vance. 7 acres on the North Fork of the Holston River adjoining Isaac Gobble, 
William Dishman and the heirs of Josiah Talbert. 15 Oct 1860. (DB 25, p. 478). 


Elizabeth Francis Vance 

Elizabeth Francis Vance was born 18 Dec 1822 in Washington Co., VA and died 17 Dec 1910 in Linby, Jefferson Co., IA. 

On 6 Jun 1848, Elizabeth became the second wife of Abram Linder (22 May 1802-18 Apr 1881) in Washington Co. VA. 
& Abram Linder buried in McCulloch-Cuddy Cemetery, Washington Co., VA. After Abram Linder’s death, Elizabeth and 

several of her children moved to Iowa in 1882. Children named: Martha W. Linder married John F. Dunn, lived in Holston, 

VA; Margaret Alice Linder married Alexander Gibson Thompson, lived in Holston, VA; William Vance Linder married Annie 
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Mosely Gobble in Iowa; Thomas Melton Linder, lived in Iowa; Charlies H. Linder married Della Foreman, lived in Iowa; James 
Abram Linder married Clarinda Steele, lived in Iowa; Nannie Linder lived in Iowa. Information on this family provided by 
J. R. Gobble of Idaho Falls, ID and printed in Some Vances and Related Families by Hester Elizabeth Garrett. 


John Apperson Vance 

John Apperson Vance was born ca. 1828 and believed to have died during the Civil War. “J. A. Vance 1* Sgt, 18" Reg., 
Confederate Army died in Lewisburg, W. VA” from History of Southwest Virginia 1746-1786, Washington County 1777- 
1870. John married Emeline Eglantine Thompson on 11 Nov 1850 in Washington Co., VA. Eglantine Vance died 25 Jan 
1857, age 25 years, 9 months, 4 days and is buried in Thompson Cemetery, Washington Co., VA. A daughter, Nancy 
Epglantine “Nannie” Vance (1853-) married James Dove, 14 Nov 1882. On 23 Jan 1861, John Apperson Vance married Eliza 
A. Crawford (16 Nov 1836-16 Feb 1912). Eliza Vance is buried in Fleenor Baptist Memorial Cemetery, Washington Co., VA. 
John and Eliza’s daughter, Sarah L. “Venie” Vance (1862-1954) married William W. Cook on 20 Aug 1890, in Washington 
Co., VA. “Venie” Vance Cook is buried in Fleenor Baptist Memorial Cemetery, Washington Co., VA. 


Jacob Morell and his wife, Mary Ann to John Vance. $300 for 56 acres, 76 poles, being in the Poor Valley on West Fork of 
Wolf Creek. 24 Mar 1855. (DB 24, p. 568). 


John A. Vance to John Johnson. $500 for a tract of land in the Poor Valley on the waters of West Fork of Wolf Creek. 6 Dec 
1858. (DB 24, p. 569). 


William Vance 
William Vance, born ca. 1832, is shown living with Mary Apperson Vance in the 1850 Washington Co., VA census. Nothing 
further is known about him. 


Mary J, Vance 

Mary J. Vance, born ca. 1835, is shown living with Mary Apperson Vance in the 1850 Washington Co., VA census. On 21 
Oct 1852, Mary J. Vance married Ota H. Ward in Washington Co., VA, Deed records between Ota H. Ward and James Vance 
(see deeds of James Vance, son of Joseph) indicate that the Ward’s moved to Breathitt Co., KY. Nothing further is known 
about Mary J. Vance Ward. 


John Vance 

John Vance was born between 1790 and 1800 to James Vance and Bethia Kincaid in Washington Co., VA and died between 
1840 and 1850 in Washington Co., VA. No will or probate records were found for John. On 23 Nov 1815, he married Helena 
Barnes in Washington Co., VA. Helena, listed as ‘Lana’, age 56, born VA in the 1850 census and as Helena, age 63, born in 
NC in the 1860 census. 


John is listed in the will of his father James, and in DB 6, p. 446 and DB 15, p. 12 with his brother Joseph (all deeds previously 
listed). 


Census records indicate that John and Helena had four children, three daughters and one son. Children listed with “Lana” on 
the 1850 census: Ann, born ca. 1830 and James A., born ca. 1832. No further information is known about Ann. In 1860, 
living with Helena is James A. Vance, age 28, Master Carpenter, born VA; his wife, Mary (Martin) Vance, age 25, 
Housekeeper, born VA; and three children: William, 5; Virginia, 3; and an unnamed female, 5 months old. See letter following 
this article. Another daughter of John & Helena’s is believed to be Mary Vance who married James V. Logan, her cousin, on 
5 Jul 1838. 


Sarah Vance : 
James Vance names Sarah Apperson in his will as his daughter. Sarah possibly married William Apperson. 


Jane Vance 


Believed to be James and Bethiah’s daughter, born 26 May 1790 and died 14 Mar 1831. She is buried in Vance Cemetery, 
next to her mother, Bethiah, and grandparents, John Vance and Jane Black Vance, on the farm formerly owned by her father, 


James Vance. @ 
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Hetty B. Vance 
@ James Vance named Hetty Newhouse in his will. Washington Co., VA records show that Hetty B. Vance married John 
Newhouse on 4 Dec 1834. Nothing further is known about her. 


Andrew Vance 

Andrew Vance was born 23 Jul 1798 in Washington Co., VA and died 1 Nov 1872 Pleasant Hill, Meigs Co., TN Andrew 
married Nancy Wilson (28 Feb 1803-22 Dec 1844) on 19 Mar 1829 in Blount Co., TN. Andrew and Nancy are buried in 
Baker’s Creek Cemetery, Blount Co., TN. Andrew and Nancy were the parents of four daughters, all born in Blount Co., TN: 
Isabella Jane Vance, born 28 Feb 1830, who married B. Bennett Collins on 18 Jul 1850 in Blount Co., TN; Hetty Bethia Vance, 
born 14 Apr 1834, who married E. Armstrong Cawood on 28 Aug 1851 in Blount Co., TN; Ann Amelia Vance, born 3 Jun 
1838, died 26 Jul 1905, who married Wiley Adams on 14 Dec 1865 in Blount Co., TN; and Sarah Elizabeth Vance, born 9 Feb 
1842 and died 21 May 1915, who married Addison Price Chapman in Blount Co., TN on 12 Jan 1865. 


After Nancy’s death, Andrew married Eliza J. N. Stephens in Knox Co., TN on 26 Feb 1846. 


Andrew served as Pastor of Bakers Creek Church in Blount Co., TN from 1828 to 1871. Information on this family from 
Family Bible Records submitted to Holston Territory Genealogical Society, Vol. 14, No. 8, March 1996 by Anne R. Gowdy, 
a descendant. 


ELIZABETH VANCE 


Elizabeth Vance, born 6 Feb 1765 in Frederick Co., VA, was the third child of John and Jane Black Vance. Elizabeth married 
William White, who died before 10 Jan 1802. On that date, Elizabeth White and Andrew Vance (Elizabeth’s brother) were 
named guardians of John, Samuel, Mary, James, William, Jane and Elizabeth White, orphans of William White, deceased. 
Bond: $10,000. Sureties: Andrew Russell and John McCormack. An inventory of William White’s estate, dated 20 Apr 1802, 
and naming Eliza White and Andrew Vance as Administrators is found in WB 2, p. 316. 


In settlement of William White’s estate and guardianship accounts, Elizabeth White is replaced as administrator by William 
Richardson, states Elizabeth White married William Richardson. 1 Sep 1809. (WB 4, p. 238). Marriage records in 
Washington Co., VA, show Elizabeth White married William Richardson on 16 Mar 1809. 


John V. White, Samuel White, James White and James S. White, husband of Polly White, heirs of William White, dec’d. to 
Andrew Vance, Power of Attorney to sell all lands. 12 Nov 1816. (DB 6, p. 351). 


In the settlement of Andrew Vance’s estate, on 15 Jul 1828, William Richardson received settlement as well as the following 
White children: John V. White; Samuel White; James S. White (husband of Polly White); James V. White, Levi Oak (husband 
of Jane White) and Joseph Orr (husband of Elizabeth White). (WB 6, p. 164). Marriage records of Washington Co., VA show 
Jane White married Levi Oak on 17 Aug 1819 and Elizabeth White married Joseph Henry Orr on 9 Oct 1817. 


ANDREW VANCE 


Andrew Vance, born 12 Jul 1767 in Frederick Co., VA and died Oct 1818 in Washington Co., VA, was the fourth child of John 
and Jane Black Vance; Andrew never married... 


Francis Walker and his wife, Jane B. Walker grant to Andrew Vance. For sum of 20£ 12 p for 475 acres. $150 paid by Joseph 
Vance to Dr. Thomas Walker. Same tract of land surveyed to Joseph Vance and sold by him to James Lewis and by heirs of 
James Lewis sold to Andrew Vance. Line with James Piper, Rev. Mr. Cummings, John Vance and Abingdon out lots. 
Witnessed: Michael Deckhart, Samuel Vance, Benjamin Spyker. 23 Aug 1800. (DB 2, p. 365). 


Joseph Vance, Esq. of Sevier Co., TN to Andrew Vance. Relinquished all claim, right and title to a certain tract of land on 

the waters of the North Fork of the Holston River, adjoining Rev. Charles Cummings, James Piper, outer lots of the Town of 

Abingdon, John Vance, Robert Trimble and with ‘Old Patent’ line of Dr. Thomas Walker. February Session of Sevier Co. TN 
cour 1801. (DB 2, p.377). The Joseph Vance listed in both deeds was the son of Samuel and Sarah Colville Vance. 


Andrew Vance to (Col.) James White. $1830 for 313 acres on the waters of North Fork of Holston River being part of a tract 
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said Vance now lives on, beginning line of Francis Smith and line of James Cummings. James Vance (brother), Executor of 
Andrew Vance, dec’d. 21 May 1818. Recorded 18 May 1819. (DB 7, p. 54). 


James Vance, Executor of Andrew Vance, dec’d, to James L. White. $4000 for 256 acres on the waters of the North Fork of 
the Holston River; tract that Andrew Vance lived on at the time of his death; with Francis Smith’s line, corner to Piper, James 
Cummings line, James White’s line. 25 Jun 1826 (DB 9, p. 201). 


In the will of Andrew Vance, dated 10 Aug 1818, Andrew orders that all his land be sold and after all debts paid, remaining 
proceeds to be split between Andrew Vance, son of James (brother) Vance, Andrew Milton Vance, son of Samuel (brother) 
Vance, and Andrew Vance, son of John (brother) Vance. “David Clark, his Negro slave, to be hired out for a period of seven 
years and the proceeds applied to the support of aged parents (not named) and after seven years, David Clark to by free and 
my Executors be particular to give him his freedom.” Appoints James Vance and Robert E. Cummings, Executors. Recorded 
on 20 Oct 1820 and proven by Stephen Bovell, James Vance and Joseph Vance. Bond of $15,000 with James White and Robert 
McCulloch. (WB 4, p. 275). Inventory of Andrew’s estate. 7 Nov 1818, recorded 16 Sep 1828. (WB 6, p. 44). Settlement 
of Andrew’s estate. Family names listed: Stephen Bovell, Samuel Vance, Levi Oak, James S. White, James V. White, Joseph 
Orr, William Richardson, Samuel White, and Jno. V. White. 15 Jul 1828. (WB 6, p. 164). 


SAMUEL C. VANCE 

Samuel C. Vance, 5" child of John and Jane Black Vance, was born 27 Dec 1769 in Frederick Co. VA and died 6 May 1856 
in Paris, Edgar Co., IL. Samuel married Mary Jane Blackburn (28 Dec 1769-1 May 1852) on 31 Jan 1793 in Knox Co., TN. 
(Knox Co., TN Marriage records). Paxson Link’s manuscript lists their date of marriage as 4 Feb 1793. Mary Jane Blackburn 
was the daughter of William Blackburn and Elizabeth Black and was Samuel’s first cousin. (VFA Newsletter, Apr, 1996, p. 
67). Samuel and Mary were buried in the Presbyterian Cemetery in Paris, Il; their graves were moved to the Edgar Cemetery, 
Pans, IL. Most of the information on Samuel C. Vance and his family, is taken from the manuscript, The Vance Family by 
Paxson Link. 


There are no official records in Washington Co., VA that Samuel ever own land there, however, reference is made in John and 
Jane’s deed of sale to Lilburn S. Henderson, to Samuel Vance’s farm. It is believed that Samuel was farming part of the land 
owned by his father, John, Samuel is listed on the 1810 Washington Co. census with 10 children. 


In the Histery of Edgar County, Samuel Vance states that he was born in Virginia, but removed to Tennessee where he 
resided for ten years, then came to Illinois in the fall of 1822. Thus, sometime around 1812, Samuel moved to Blount Co., TN 
and on 24 Aug 1822, received grants for three islands in the Little Tennessee River containing 85 acres in all; Tucksegee 
Island, 34 acres, Grant # 7077; Tomotley Island, 31 acres, Grant # 7076 and another Tomotley Island containing 20 acres, 
Grant # 7078. On 16 Sep 1822, Samuel Vance sold the same islands to John McGhee for the sum of $840. Blount Co. Deeds, 
p. 331. 


In 1822, Samuel and his family, moved to the area now known as Edgar Co., IL. Samuel purchased his first piece of property, 
80 acres, in IL on 11 Oct 1822. Three additional tracts of land totaling 324.96 acres were purchased on 4 Jan 1823; 80 acres 
on 15 Apr 1823 and 80 acres, 14 Oct 1830. 


Edgar Co. was organized on 3 Apr 1823 and on 15 Apr 1823, Samuel Vance gave 26 acres for the establishment of the new 
county seat and town of Paris, IL. Samuel filed a bond of $10,000 payable to the county in case he failed to deed the 26 acres 
to the county. Samuel Vance assisted the county surveyor in the laying of the county seat. Samuel and Mary Blackburn Vance 
were founding members of the Presbyterian Church in Paris, on 6 Nov 1824; Samuel was chosen as one of the ruling elders. 
Samuel and Mary were the parents of twelve children. 


Jane Vance was born 1 Jan 1794 in Washington Co., Va and died, 26 Feb 1840 in Paris, Edgar Co., IL. On 5 Sep 1816 in 
Blount Co., TN, Jane married Samuel Utter (-17 Oct 1863). Jane and Samuel were the parents of four daughters: Elizabeth 
M. Utter; Nancy A. Utter; Malinda T. Utter; and Martha E. Utter. 

Elizabeth Vance was born 19 Mar 1795 and died 12 Dec 1795 in Washington Co., VA. 


William Blackburn Vance was born 3 Aug 1796 in Washington Co., VA and died 17 Sep 1875 in Paris, Edgar Co., IL. He 
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first married Nancy Shellady on 5 Feb 1805 in Blount Co., TN. Their children were Andrew Young Vance (23 Dec 1824-1] 
Aug 1859) and Nancy Vance (15 Ang 1826-15 Aug 1826). Nancy Shellady Vance also died on 15 Aug 1826. William married 

@ Ardilla Earley (28 Feb 1808-18 Sep 1833) on 22 Jul 1829 in Paris, Edgar Co., IL. Their children were John P. Vance (15 Apr 
1830-21 Jun 1864) and James Lemeuel Vance (22 Aug 1832-22 Apr 1917). William’s 3" wife was Sarah Stevens Wampler 
(6 Mar 1811-), married on 16 Mar 1840 in Grandview, Edgar Co., IL. William and Sarah’s children were: Joseph Wampler 
Vance (21 Mar 1841-), William Kavenaugh Vance (8 Dec 1843-31 Oct 1886), Samuel Blackburn Vance (18 Dec 1847-18 Feb 
1849) and Wesley Black Vance (18 Aug 1850-29 Nov 1906). 


John P. Vance was born 13 Feb 1798 in Washington Co., Va and died 10 Aug 1829 on the Wilderness Trail, KY. On the 27 
Sep 1821, John P. married Anna C. Hagy (18 Dec 1802-26 Dec 1887) in Washington Co., VA. On 15 Dec 1829, John P. 
Vance’s father, Samuel, filed an inventory of John P.’s estate in Washington Co., VA and was appointed administrator. (WB 
6, p. 108). “Dr”. Samuel Vance, Administrator of John Vance, dec’d in account with Estate. Ann Vance money collected by 
Martin Hagy from debtors to the estate. “The deceased having formerly resided in this countyand removed to the state of 
Illinois and having been taken sick and died in the state of Kentucky on his return to this county for purpose of settling some 
of his business which he had left unsettled when he moved.” 27 Jun 1831. (WB 6, p. 217). Final settlement of John P. 
Vance’s estate found in WB 6, p. 291). John P. and Anna Hagy Vance were the parents of two children: John Hagy Vance and 
Mary Vanice (19 Sep 1822-25 May 1898) who married David Cole. Thomas Pinkerton, in his article in the VFA Newsletter, 
April, 1988; mistakenly thought these records were for John Vance, Samuel Vance’s father, and assumed that John and Jane 
Vance had moved to Illinois late in life. Paxson Link’s manuscript indicates that John P. Vance owned two farms in 
Washington Co., VA; no records were found that John P. Vance ever owned land in Washington Co.,VA. 


James Vance was born 16 Feb 1800 in Washington Co., VA and died 10 May 1824 in Paris, Edgar Co., IL, never married. 


Stephen Bovell Vance was born 1 Dec 1801 Washington Co., VA and drowned in a river accident 12 Nov 1815 in Blount Co., 
TN. 


Andrew Milton Vance was born 3 Jan 1804 in Washington Co., VA and died 10 Sep 1868 in Cassville, Barry Co., MO. In 
May 1829, Andrew married Ester Shelledy. On 15 Apr 1823 in Washington Co., VA, John Vance was named guardian of 
Andrew M. Vance, son of Samuel Vance. The John Vance named as guardian af Andrew M. Vance was probably Samuel’s 
brother. The guardianship was perhaps for the inheritance that Andrew Milton Vance received from his uncle, Andrew Vance. 
The 1850 Edgar Co.,IL census lists Andrew's children as: Samuel E., 14; Julia Ann, 11, and James A., 9. 


Young Vance was born 5 Nov 1805 in Washington Co., VA and drowned in a river accident 13 Nov 1815 in Blount Co., TN. 


Joseph Black Vance was born 15 Feb 1808 in Washington Co., VA and died 29 May 1883 in Paris, Edgar Co., IL. His first 
wife was Eliza Bovell (1816-1856), daughter of John Bovell. In Nov 1865, Joseph B. Vance married Eliza Vance Russell. 


Eliza Blackburn Vance was born 15 Jul 1810 in Washington Co., VA and died 17 Jul 1847 in Paris, Edgar Co., IL. Eliza 
married James Jones on 14 May 1829 in Paris, Edgar Co., IL. Both are buried in the Edgar Cemetery, Paris, IL. Their children 
were: James H. Jones; Harvey Jones married Eva Sheppard; Harriet Jones; Carolyn Jones; Darusha Jones married a Webster, 
Elizabeth Jones married Ora Neal; and John C. Jones married Mary Sheppard. 


Samuel Colville Vance Jr. was born 2 Feb 1813 in Blount Co., TN and died 27 Mar 1864 in Paris, Edgar Co., IL. Samuel and 
his first wife, Amanda, had two children: Sarah J. “Jennie” Vance, who married Dr. Z. T. Stanley and Stephen Y. Vance.. 
Samuel and his second wife, Rachel A. had three children: Garland N. Vance, Mary Vance and Emma Vance. 


Mary Vance, the youngest child of Samuel and Mary Vance, was born 25 May 1817 in Blount Co., TN and died 24 Dec 1883 
in Paris, Edgar Co., IL. Mary never married. 


JOSEPH VANCE 
The family bible record of John and Jane Vance, lists Joseph’s date of birth as 21 Nov 1772, this is presently all that is known 
about Joseph. Professor Ropp’s manuscript names Joseph Vance, who married Nancy Bradley, as the son of John and Jane 


Vance. From the research of Carmen Bussard, “The Family of Joseph and Nancy Bradley Vance” (VFA Newsletter, 
January, 1996, p. 8-17), it is known Joseph Vance, who married Nancy Bradley, was born 10 Feb 1753. Paxson Link’s 
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manuscript names this Joseph as the one who married Mary Apperson. Family bible records indicate that Joseph who married 
Mary Apperson was born 20 Aug 1784; will and deed records indicate he was the son of James and Bethiah Kincaid Vance. 
The only other Joseph to appear in Washington Co., VA records was the son of Samuel and Sarah Colville Vance, who moved 
to Sevier Co., TN and died in 1822. 


EASTER VANCE 


Easter “Hetty” Vance, the seventh child of John and Jane Black Vance, was born 21 Jan 1776 in Washington Co., VA. On 
8 March 1798, Easter married Rev. Stephen Bovell in Washington Co,, VA. When and where Easter died is unknown, but 
her death occurred prior to 7 Oct 1824, on that date Stephen Bovell married Ann Craig Mitchell, widow of John Mitchell. 


Stephen Bovell, born between 1760 and 1770, came to Washington Co., VA from Kentucky, to serve as the 2™ minister of the 
Sinking Springs Presbyterian Church and served in that capacity from 1796 through 1802. In 1803, he returned to Kentucky 
to serve the Cabin Creek Church in Mason Co. In 1805, the congregations of the Sinking Spring and Green Spring Churches 
issued a call for ‘the continued labors” of Stephen Bovell. In September, 1806, Stephen Bovell accepted the call and continued 
to serve the Abingdon area through 1835. It is known that in 1811, 1812, and 1819, he served as a missionary to western Ohio 
and Indiana Territory. In 1836, Stephen Bovell and his family moved to Missouri and settled in St. Charles County. Stephen 
Bovell died on Jan 1840, the exact date and place unknown, as is the place of burial. Information from Sketches of Early 
Ministers of the County by D. E. Brown, Washington Co., VA Historical Society. 


Stephen Bovell to Nancy W. Bovell, his daughter. $1 for Negro boy, John King, one gray horse, two feather beads and 
bedsteads, and necessary furniture for said beds, one bureau, and one half of all the cupboard and kitchen furniture which the 
said Stephen Bovell is now in possession of and also the whole of the interest which he has in the estate of John Vance, 
deceased, which the said Stephen Bovell holds in right of his late deceased wife, who was a daughter of said John Vance. 
Witnessed: John H. Fulton & James Vance. 20 Oct 1824. (DB 8, p. 363). Nancy W. Bovell married Rev. Samuel C. 
McConnell on 2 Jun 1825 in Washington Co., VA. 


Stephen Bovell to John V. Bovell, William W. Bovell and Stephen Bovell, Jr. $1 for Negro man, Moses and his wife, Charlotte; 
two horses, seven head of cattle, eighteen head of sheep, his library and all household and kitchen furniture except was he has 
given daughter, Nancy. The said Stephen to have use of the above property during his natural life. Witnessed: John H. Fulton 
& James Vance. 20 Oct 1824. (DB 8, p. 364). 


From Deed Book 8, p. 363, Nancy W. Bovell was the child of Stephen Bovell and Easter Vance, what is not known, is whether 
the three sons Stephen Bovell listed in Deed Book 8, p. 364 are Easter’s sons. 


CHRISTIAN VANCE 


Christian Vance, the eighth child of John and Jane Black Vance, was born 28 Apr 1778 in Washington Co., VA. Presently, 
no further information is known about Christian. 


JOHN VANCE 
John Vance was the youngest child of John and Jane Vance. John was born 7 Sep 1783 in Washington Co., VA and died 15 
Oct 1830 in Edgar Co., IL. John married Sarah Boyd (27 Mar 1784-19 Apr 1850). John Vance is listed in the 1810 census 
of Washington Co., VA with one son and two daughters, but is not listed in the 1820 census. Andrew Vance’s will (John’s 
brother), names John’s son as Andrew. Paxson Link’s manuscript refers to a daughter named Elizabeth Vance, who testified 
in court case Vance vs Vance, Edgar County, IL Court Records, 30 Sep 1831. 


John Vance from Charles $. Bekham, trustee for William Ford. 57 % acres. Ford defaulted and Bekham sold land at 
courthouse. Moses C. Orr highest bidder, sold land to John Vance for $1. 10 Jan 1825. (DB 17, p. 100), 


John Vance and his wife, Sarah, to Joseph Stewart. $285 for 57 % acres, general warranty title, 10, Feb 1826. Adjoining land 
of White, Edmondson, McCall & others. 20 Feb 1826. (DB 17, p. 356). ® 
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October 6, 1996

Dear Mary, 


I read your queries in the VFA Newsletter (July 1994 &January, 1995) on your search for the 
ancestors of James A. Vance. 


From my research and accumulated notes, your James A. Vance was the son of John Vance and 
Helena Barnes. John Vance was the son of James Vance and Bethiah Kincaid. James Vance was the 
son of John Vance and Jane Black. John Vance was the son of James Vance who died in Frederick 
Co., VA in 1762 and his wife (name unknown). 


Unfortunately, I have very little information about John and Helena Barnes Vance, other than their 
marriage record, census records and mention in his father, James Vance’s deeds. 


John & Helena Barnes first appear in the 1820 Washington Co., VA census (00001-0201). 1830 
census (000001-102001), which translates: John 30-40, Helena 30 to 40, 2 daughters 10 to 15 years 
old and 1 daughter 0-5 years old. The 1840 census (0010001-9010101) translates: John 40 to 50; 
Helena 40 to 50; 1 daughter 20 to 30 yrs. old, 1 daughter 10-15 yrs. old and 1 son, 10 to 15 yrs. old.. 
By 1850, John is apparently deceased, census shows: “Lana” Vance, 56; Ann Vance, 20 and James 
Vance, 18--all born Virginia. The 1860 census shows: Helena Vance, 63, Housekeeper, NC; Sarah 
Clark, 69, Housekeeper, VA; James A. Vance, 28, Master Carpenter, VA; Mary Vance, 25, 
Housekeeper, VA; William Vance, 5, VA; Virginia Vance, 3, VA; Unnamed Female, 5/12, VA. 
(Census taken on 3 Jul 1860.) I suspect that the 5 month old unnamed female is probably your Sarah 
Laventa Vance, since the dates approximate those you gave in your query (17 Jan 1859/60). To be 
certain, you should check the 1870 census to see if James and Mary’s third child was Sarah. (I do 
not have the 1870 Washington Co. census immediately available to me.) 


James A. & Mary’s son was named William M (Martin?). Possibly for Mary’s father? Also in death 
records for Washington Co., VA, James A. and Mary had a son, David V. Vance, who died 2 Jul 
1858, age 1 year 8 months from fever. 


Also found the following marriage records in Washington Co., VA for James A. & Mary’s children: 


William M. Vance to Virginia C. Scott 25 May 1880 
Virginia A. Vance to Wallace Evans 30 Dec 1879 
Sarah L. Vance to William Clemens 17 May 1878 
Katie Vance to Peleg Defreece 14 May 1879 
Laura M. Vance to Peter 8. Campbell 18 Feb 1886 
Emma Vance to Eugene Croft 26 Jun 1888 
Mary E. Vance to William F. Davenport 4 Dec 1894

of ? Co.("Early VA Immigrants 1623-1666" by George Cabel Greer.) 


THOMAS VAUSE had made sufficient proof that he had due him 500 acres 
of land for the transportation of ten persons including Thomas 
Vause, Humphrey Vause, Jairott Hawthorne, William Crompe, Henry 
Hubart and five others, July 25 1648.(York Co. VA Bk 3 pg 390; See 
also VFA Oct. 1995 pe. 104) 


The author believes that the immigrant THOMAS VAUSE, cited in the 
1648 York Co. VA record, is of the Catteriyn line being the second 
son of Rowland Vaux/Vaulx of Cumberland England. Rowland's sons, as 
listed in St.Georges' "Visitation of Cumberiand"” were: 1. William 
the eldest and heir, 2. THOMAS, 3. Humphrey, 4. Richard and 5. John. 


The Cumberland Vaux/Vaulx's where chosen because of the family name 
Humphrey found in that line and the author's Colonial VA research 
which indicates that the immigrant THOMAS VAUSE had a son named 
Humphrey. THOMAS, second son of Rowland, surgeon of London would 
have been born c. 1590, making him about 58 years old when he 
immigrated to Colonial VA.(hereafter designated Thomas!)

@& House their Bk 1 pe 15, three documents prove that THOMAS! vVauise 
the immigrant was the father of Robert of York Co. (1l)OQctober 18 
1650 Governor Berkeley granted Thomas Vaulse 500 acres of land along 
the Nomini Creek.(then Northumberland Co. now Westmoreland Co). 
(2)A letter dated July 7, 1654 by Robert Vaulx from his home on 
Queens Creek.(York Co.) that said Robert is the oldest son an 
“lawful heir". (3)The letter also says that he has a sister.(The 
author believes that sister to be Margaret Vause). 


Robert Vaus of VA merchant. To my loving brother Thomas Vaus & Lewis

Proves that Robert? Vaus son of Thomas! has brother Thomas’ Vaus. 


That Humphrey is a brother of Robert? and Thomas’ is proved by a 
Westmoreland court order of November 1685 -—- which ordered that 
William Horton survey 6,000 acres patented by Robert Vaulx on June 
9, 1655 in accordance with petition of Mary Foxhall Vaulx, now 
Gorges to enter upon said land without the consent of Mr. Robert 
Vaulx of London, Merchant, now represented by his brother Mr. 
Humphrey Vaulx. Mrs. Mary Gorges complained to the court that some 
persons had confederated to deprive her of the 6,000 acres (called 
Vaulx land) on which "her husband had long lived."(VHM 37:349). 


The author found no mention of HUMPHREY after 1685. Apparently 
© Humphrey had returned to England because in 1654 ROBERT, SUSAN, 

ELIZABETH and HUMPHREY VANS were headrights for Francis Hammond of 
York Co. (Greer ) 


HUMPHREY's appearance in the records is primarily as a witness. 
An exception, Jan 26 1656/7 HUMPHREY and William Crumpe(fellow 
headright) patented 1000 acres of land in James Cittie Co. for 
transporting 20 person.(York Co. Bk 3 pg 208 & Nugent, peg 336.) 


Thomas Vaux/Vaulx was a justice of York Co. VA in 1670, is this 
‘Thomas? He found no proven wives or children for Thomas’ or 
Humphrey. 


(Valentine Papers 4:2210) has a court case of 1661. “Daniel Smith 
Pitf vs William Crumpe, attorney of Mrs. Rebecca Vaulx deceased...It 
is ordered that the said Daniel be paid his freedom & corn...". 
Because William Crumpe was in business with Humphrey Vaulx on the 
land deal; the author would like to guess that Rebecca was 
Humphrey's wife. (But then Humphrey would have been dead before 
1661 and the Humphrey in the Mary Foxall case was another Humphrey 


Vaulx.) 


The proof for Margaret Vause as sister of Robert?: Gerrard 
Hawthorne(headright for Thomas!) married Mary Stephens, presumably 
the sister of William Stephens who married Margaret Vaulx. A court 

@ record of Sept 10 1658, Daniel Wyld appeared as guardian of the 
orphans of William Stephens, late of Warwick Co. In Feb 26, 1671/2 
Daniel Wyld attested to a land deal for Robert Vaulx. 
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Tyler, editor of "Tyler's Quarterly Magazine"(1:110, 119) claimed 

the seal on the 1679/80 will of John Vause of Middlesex Co. was a 
Catterlyn seal. (Mr. Horsfall believes he is the 5th son of Rowland 

of Catterlyn.) John Vause's property was listed originally in 

Lancaster Co, VA but became part of Middlesex Co. in 1675 when that & 
county was formed from Lancaster.(See VFA Jan 1997 pg 29) 


A land deal of Richard Lewys Lancaster Co. was jointly witnessed by 
Anne & John Vause Dec 2 1664(Fleet 1:294). This Anne maybe John 
Vause's first wife and mother of the children named in his will. 


John Vause was a vestryman of Christchurch Middlesex, dates are from 
the published Parish Register(PR). 

John Vause m. June 14 1669 Elizabeth Calloway(PR pg 18). 
Elizabeth Calloway Vause buried Dec. 25 1679 and John Vause died Feb 
? 1679/80 buried in Mr. Christopher Robinson's orchard(PR pg 22). 


Named in the 1679/80 will of John Vause! were his wife Elizabeth, 
son John?2, daughters Diana? and Catherine“. 


The will(no date but BFR 1700) of John? names daughter Agatha®, wife 
Elizabeth, Wm. Daniel son of sister Constance*(maybe Catherine in 
will of John!) and my sister(in-law) Elizabeth Curtis & her children 
Averilla, & Chickley Curtis and nephew Christopher Robinson.

After lunch at 
the Alsatian Inn, June Secrist, manager of the Landmark Inn State Historical Park, treated us to a talk. June then 
accompanied us to the Park and we saw the Inn itself, which had been built largely by John and Rowena Vance, the Vance 
House built by John, and a grist mill where he had conducted much of his business. On our return to San Antonio we were 
shown the grave sites of John and Rowena and of several other early Vance settlers by Kevin Young, a Landmark Inn 
representative who has made a considerable study of the Texas Vances. We ate a fine Mexican dinner at the Casa Rio on the 
Riverwalk and enjoyed a late evening barge ride up the river. 


On Sunday morning we went to the Institute of Texan Cultures and saw many displays of early life of various ethnic groups. 
This was followed by a sack lunch at a Pioneer farm display behind the Institute. We then separated to find our various 


modes of travel hoine.

The reports were tricky at first, but now I appreciate how much I can do with them. | still have some 
complaints, but nothing that I can't live with. The research log is nice (once | got the hang of it!). Now, when 
I'm off to a research site I can print out a list of what I'm looking for at that particular place. Saves a lot of time 
and "dithering" once I'm there. 


I went from Brother's Keeper to TMG and didn't have much trouble learning it. My files transferred with no 
problems, though I've heard others have had some. It's a matter of getting the settings right BEFORE you 
transfer. Multiple databases are easy. | maintain a separate file of any Vance who is related to me in any way, 
shape or form. I'm hoping this will help me identify my elusive John Vance Taylor. I can switch back and 
forth with no problems. 


Finally, TMG has a very active support mailing list. Any time I've had a problem, I've thrown it out to the list. 
I've always gotten an answer, sometimes from Bob Velke, the developer himself. 


I could go on, but you get the idea. I feel it's a good investment. Feel free to use any or part of this note.

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CHILDREN OF WILLIAM VANCE AND FANNY WOOLDRIDGE i 
of Green County, Kentucky 
[Vance Family Association ##405 and 406] _

In the January 1997 issue of the Vance Family Association Newsletter, we provided information 
conceming William Vance and his wife, Fanny Wooldridge. This article compiles information on their 
13 children and 86 known grandchildren, using a combination of family lore, census data and information 
found in Green County court records, much of which has not previously been published. We believe that 
most of the Vances living in Green and Hart Counties of Kentucky in the nineteenth century were 
descendants of William Vance and Fanny Wooldridge. 


1. Alexander Vance (14 Apr 1786 GC KY - 10 Oct 1858 Taylor Co. KY: VFA #798) on 23 Oct 1810 in 
Green Co. KY married Frances ("Fanny") Hudson (c1793 VA - aft 1860; VFA #799), daughter of John 


Peter Hudson. On 20 Oct 1829, Alexander acquired 185 acres on Pitman Creek from William Buckner 

(GC DB 13:350). Per GC KY Vitai Statistics, ne died of "old age’ in Cambelisville KY at age 74. Alexander 

Vance did not make a will, but eight children were named as his heirs in the court proceedings 

concerning his estate (D. M. Williams, Administrator v. Heirs of Alex Vance, dec'd, GC CC #126, filed Dec 

20, 1858), in which son R.A.T. Vance deposed that his father was treated by Dr. Hodges, who also 

attended his sister, Fanny. The plaintiff claimed that the estate was indebted to Shreve Company, F. 

Miller, Thomas G. Thompson, John McGlasson and Drury Hudson, and asserted "Alexander Vance left 

no personal estate. He left a 180 acre tract on Sand Lick Branch in Green County. Since the personal 

estate will not pay his debts, the heirs must sell the land." In 1860, widow Fanny Hudson Vance was 
shown living in Green Co. with children Sarah E., John P. and Fanny E. Vance. Alexander and Fanny's 
children who were named as heirs in the litigation concerning Alexander's estate were: 

(a) Rev. Jesse H. Vance (c1811 GC KY - ?) married Elizabeth Ann Chaney on 13 Mar 1838 in Green 
Co. and had eight children. 

(b) Mary Frances Vance (c1815 GC KY - ?) probably died single; 

(c) William Vance (c1819 GC KY - aft 1880) married Caroline Nelson in Green Co. at James Nelson's 
on 6 April 1857 and settled in Taylor Co. KY where they raised six children. 

(d) Joyce Vance (c1820 - ?) married Sydney Smith on 8 Dec 1855 in Green Co. at the home of W. M. 
Williams. They were described as "non-residents" in the litigation concerning Alexander's estate. 

(e) Jane Vance (1824 - ?) married Hugh Warren before 1858 per GC CC #126; 

(f) Sarah Elizabeth Vance (1826 - ?) was still single in 1858; 

(g) John P. Vance (1829 - aft 1858) married Nancy J. Smith on 19 Sep 1854 at the home of R. Smith; 
They had one daughter before Nancy left the state with another man, and John obtained a 
divorce. 

(h) Richard Aiexander Taylor "R.A.T." Vance (17 Jun 1833 KY - 21 Nov 1912 KY) married Susan 
Mary Sutherland (5 Apr 1838 - 6 Mar 1915) on 2 Jun 1857 in Green Co. During their stormy 
marriage, which included a divorce and reconciliation, they had five children. 

(i) Frances "Fanny" E. Vance (1836 - aft 1858) was single in 1858. 


oe Richard Vance (12 Dec 1787 GC KY - 11 Nov 1858 Hart Co. KY; VFA #2046) married Mary Milby 
(21 Jul 1795 Rockingham NC - 17 Apr 1872 GC KY; VFA #2124), daughter of John Milby and Catherine 
Larimore, on 28 Dec 1814 in Green Co. KY, with the consent of her father. Richard was a planter who had 
been a teacher in his younger days. He died of congestive fever in Hart Co. KY, where he was buried in 
the Old Sulphur Springs Baptist Church Cemetery. Their 13 children were: 

(a) Cassandra Vance (c1815 GC KY - 1816 GC KY). 

(b) William Vance (c1817 GC KY - 16 Oct 1860 Hart Co. KY). & 
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(c) Alexander Vance (3 Jan 1820 GC KY - 25 Jul 1904 Hart Co. KY) married Eliza Katherine Puckett 
(31 Oct 1826 Halifax Co. VA - 3 Jul 1866 Hart Co. KY); daughter of Stephen Covington Puckett 
and his first wife Elizabeth Sparrow of Halifax Co. VA) on 18 Nov 1842 and lived in Hart Co. KY. 
They were Hester Garrett's great grandparents. She wrote that Alex was a talented musician and 
choir director at his Methodist church. As an abolitionist, he refused to keep slaves. They had 
nine children. 

(d) Narcissa Vance (c1823 GC KY - ?) married (1) her brother-in-law, Samuel Thomas Puckett, son 
of Stephen C. Puckett and Elizabeth Sparrow, then (2) Robert Bomar, and had two children. 

(e) Tarrissa F. Vance (1823 GC KY - bef 1866; Narcissa's twin) married James A. William Hall (c1816 
KY. - ?). 

(g) Richard Vance, Jr. (4 May 1824 GC KY - 7 Sep 1852 Hart Co. KY) married Sarah RR. _(b. c1831 
per the 1850 Census) and had at least three children. 

(h) James M. Vance (c1829 GC KY - ?) a doctor, lived in Hart Co. and married his brother Richard's 
wife Sarah (___) Vance after Richard, Jr. died. They had one daughter. 

(i) Mary C. Vance (c1830 GC KY - ?) married Lorenzo D. Jaggers (c1830 Hart Co. KY - ?) on 30 Nov 
1854. 

(}) John C. Vance (c1831 GC KY - ?), was a preacher. Wes he the John C. Vance who married as his 
second wife Elizabeth Ann Henderson, daughter of Baylor Henderson and Elizabeth Milby on 
14 Apr 1852 in Larue Co. KY? 

(k) Susan Jane Vance (c1835 GC KY - 9 Nov 1861 Hart Co. KY), a deaf mute, died single of pleurisy. 

(1) Silas Lee Vance (1 Oct 1837 Hart Co. KY - 26 Mar 1914 Hart Co. KY) married Sarah M. Shelton 
on 7 May 1868, and had one daughter. 

(m) Martha A. Vance (1840 Hart Co. KY - bef 1866 Hart Co. KY). 

(n) Cassander Vance (est 1842 Hart Co. KY - 7). 


3. Jane Vance (11 Oct 1789 GC KY - bef 1831; VFA #5254) married Henry Hudson (1782 ?VA - 24 
Nov 1862; VFA #5264), son of John Peter Hudson, on 23 Jan 1810 in Green Co. She died before 1831 


when her father's will refers to her as deceased, but the will said she had heirs (plural), so she had more 
than one child. Possibly their son—per Hester Garrett; no proof—Alexander Hudson who married (1) 
Sarah Chaudoin on 26 Oct 1830 in Green Co., then (2) Rachel Etherton (1834 - ?) on 23 Sep 1856 in Green 
Co. at Perry Money's, with cousin Jesse Vance performing the ceremony. 


4, Margaret Vance (31 Dec 1791 GC KY - 21 Mar 1875 KY; VFA #5255) married her brother-in-law, 

Pleasant William Hudson (c1791 Pittsylvania Co VA - 17 Oct 1843 KY; VFA #5265), son of John Peter 

Hudson and Joyce Fears) on 17 Dec 1810 in Green Co. Per a biography of their son, Drury, at pages 155- 

6 of Vol. V of Perrin's Kentucky History and Genealogy, they had three sons and four daughters “all of 

whom lived to be grown." We have names of only two sons and three daughters and a few grandchildren. 

(a) William Hudson (c1811 GC KY - ?), farmer, married Margaret J. Hudson (c1820 - 7?) on 4 Oct 1853 
at D. Hudson's, with Abel Hudson signing the bond. They had three children. 

(b) Joyce Hudson (c1821 GC KY - 20 Nov 1854 KY) was bonded to marry Robert C. Wooldridge 
(c1822 GC KY - aft 1883 MO; son of Richard Wooldridge Jr. and Sarah Vaughan) on 12 Sep 1844. 
They had two children. 

(c) Drury Hudson (5 Mar 1823 KY GC KY - 8 Feb 1888 GC KY), a merchant, married Elizabeth "Betty" 
Jane Vaughan (17 Mar 1833 GC KY - 23 Sep 1862 GC KY; daughter of Fielding Vaughan and 
Eliza Gum) on 8 Mar 1855 at F. Vaughan's in Green County. They had two children. 

(d) Margaret J. Hudson (c1825 GC KY - 3 Oct 1853 GC KY) married her first cousin, William M. 
Marcum (26 Jan 1820 GC KY - ?; son of Mary "Polly" Vance and John Marcum) on 25 Jan 1848 
in Green County, and had two children. 

(e) Elizabeth Hudson (est 1827 GC KY - ?) married John Peter Hudson, Jr. on 8 Apr 1841 with Alex 
Hudson signing the bond. They had two children. 
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5. Elizabeth Jane Vance (19 Jan 1794 GC KY -bef 1861 KY; VFA #5256) married brother-in-law 
Drury Hudson (c1782 VA - 14 Nov 1861; VFA #5266) son of John Peter Hudson, on 9 Jan 1812 in Green 


Co. When the 1850 census was taken in Green Co., Abel Hudson (c1813 - ?), possibly a son, was living @ 
next to them, and Margaret Hudson (c1820 - ?) was living with them, together with William Ward (c1837 
- ?) who was possibly a grandson. 


6. John Vance (28 May 1796 GC KY - 15 Jun 1865 GC KY: VFA #403) married his sister-in-law, 
Nancy Hudson (11 Nov 1800 VA - 10 Sep 1879 GC KY; VFA #404) daughter of John Peter Hudson, on 
23 Mar 1818 in Green Co. Per VFA member, Hazel Draper, at the time of the 1850 census, two-year-old 
Louisa J. Wilson was living with them. This was probably Louisa Jane Wilson (c1848 - 7), first child of 
Jesse Allen Wilson, whose wife Margaret (Hamilton) Wilson, had given birth to a son in 1850 shortly 
before the census was taken. The toddler may have been visiting next door with her uncle to give 
Margaret a rest. Nancy (Hudson) Vance was shown in the 1870 census living with Alice Hall, age 17 
(probably her granddaughter, Alice G. Hall) ) as her helper. On 18 Mar 1833, John Vance, Thomas 
Barnett and William Barnett were appointed to divide the land of Henry Hudson [brother of John Peter 
Hudson Sr.?], dec'd, among his heirs. (GC Order Bk 10, p. 449) On 10 Oct 1831, John purchased two lots, 
totaling 155 acres, on Pitman Creek from Joseph Day and Robert M. Abney (GC DB 14:247). In Sep 1847, 
John Vance petitioned to build a water grist mill on Pitman Creek, “he owning the land on both sides" 
of the creek. A jury was appointed to view the property to "ascertain as the law directs such damages 
as will be occasioned by the creation of said mill and dam, and make a report thereof." (GC OB 10:128). 
Permission was granted the following month. (GC Order Bk 10:135) On 25 Feb 1858 the heirs of Andrew 
Barnett sued John Vance, alleging that he was unlawfully cutting timber from 22 acres of land which 
they claimed Andrew had acquired in 1819. The heirs won. (GC CC #9296). John Vance died intestate 
in 1865. In March 1867, the court appointed D. [Drury] Hudson, F. [Fielding] Vaughan & Burr Hazel to 
divide his land among his heirs. (GC Order Bk 12, p. 269) His administrator, L. T. Vance stated that he 
left nine living children (Nancy, P. H. [Pleasant Hudson], Elizabeth Durrett, John H., E. S. [Emmanuel 
Swedenbourg], Mary S. Wade, James C., L. T. [Lucian Titus] and Richard) plus three Hall grandchildren 
by a deceased daughter. (GC CC #350) . Their known issue were: 

(a) Margaret Vance (21 Dec 1818 GC KY - Aug 1820 GC KY). 

(b) Richard Vance (27 Feb 1820 GC KY - aft 1890) married Lucy Hall (1825 Barren Co. KY - aft 1890) 
on 19 Feb 1847 in Green Co. Richard probably died before 1897, when daughter Margaret Vance 
married at "Lucy Vance's." They had eleven children. 

(c) Pleasant Hudson Vance(22 Dec 1821 [?] GC KY - c1876) married Nancy ___ and Settled in 
Simpson Co. KY where they raised four children. 

(d) Martha Jane Vance (23 Dec 1823 [?] GC KY - 29 Aug 1853) married William Jackson Hall (c1818 
Barron Co. KY - c1885) on 25 Dec 1846, and had four children. 

(e) Elizabeth Ann Vance (7 Jan 1828 GC KY - ?) married Henry "Harry" Durrett (16 Feb 1805 VA - 
1879 Taylor Co.) on 1 Oct 1857 at John Vance's house, as his second wife [first wife was Polly 
Young, mother of Martha Alice Durrett who married Pleasant Hudson Vance] and had five 
children. 

(f) Nancy Elmira Vance (c1828 GC KY - 13 Oct 1856 GC KY) died single of fever. 

(g) Parthenia Melvina Vance (12 Apr 1830 GC KY - 27 Feb 1846 GC KY). 

(h) John Henry Vance (13 Apr 1832 GC KY - ?) married Mary B. Wheat on 22 Jun 1855 and settled 
in Hart Co. KY, where they raised five children. 

(i) William Alexander Vance (25 Feb 1cS4 GC KY - 10 Oct 1856 GC KY) died of fever three days 
before his sister Nancy E. 

(j) Mary Susan Vance (15 Mar 1836 GC KY - bef 1864 GC KY) married Richard James Wade (c1836 - 
aft 1880: son of William Wade and Louisa Ann Woodward) on 21 Aug 1857 at John Vance's 
house, and had seven children. 

(k) Emmanuel Swedenbourg "E. S." Vance (15 Dec 1838 GC KY - July 1903 Simpson Co. KY) married 
Mary F. Bogan and lived in Simpson Co. KY. They had five children. © 
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(1) James Crawford Vance (15 Apr 1840 GC KY - 11 Jan 1928 Independence KS) married (1) Mary 
Dortha Hall (13 Mar 1845 Hart Co. KY - 13 Mar 1873 Hart Co.; daughter of James A. William Hall 
and Tarrissa F. Vance) on 22 Jun 1866, then (2) Anna Marriah Bland (1853 Marion Co. KY - 1924) 
on 30 Sep 1875 in Green Co. He had five children by his first wife, and two by his second wife. 

(m) Lucian Titus Vance (16 May 1842 GC KY - 1 May 1913 Hart Co. KY) married Louisa J. Swigley 
(23 Oct 1845 - 28 Mar 1917 Hart Co. KY) on 6 Dec 1860 in Green Co. Lucian served in the 13th 
Kentucky Infantry during the Civil War. He fathered two children. 

(n) Emaline Ellen Vance (1 Mar 1844 GC KY - 21 Sep 1845 GC KY). 


ve Mary "Polly" Vance (7 Jun 1798 GC KY - 10 Aug 1880 GC KY: VFA #5257) married John Marcum 
(sometimes spelled Markham; 5 Feb 1797 VA - 18 May 1875 GC KY; VFA #5267) on 4 Feb 1814 in Green 


Co. Ky. John signed the marriage bond with his mark, and William Vance witnessed it. John was the 

son of Barnett Marcum (c1770 Bedford Co. VA - c1864 Boone Co. KY) and Lucy E. Belcher (b. bet. 1770 

and 1775 per research of the late Ruth Marcum Line). John Marcum’s will, dated 3 Aug 1869 and entered 

Dec. 1875 (GC WB 4:10-11), makes bequests to wife Mary, and to children "Barnett Marcum, Fanny 

Dearen, Ruth V. Webb, William Marcum, Berry B. Marcum, Thomas B. Marcum, John R. Marcum, 

George W. Marcum, James H. Marcum, Daniel F. Marcum, Lucy J. Bland, Andrew B. Marcum and 

Lourainy Montgomery." In 1857 John Marcum sued neighbor Catherine (Bibb) Wade to partition land 

on which she lived, claiming two of her sons had agreed to sell him their interests in it. She was allowed 

to stay on the land until she died. Just days before his death, John Marcum gave a deposition in James 

Bale's suit against Bartlett Caudel. (GC CC #518). John age, 78, stated "I loaned Bartlett Caudel $325 

with 10% interest in September 1871. Caudel paid $200 of it and R. F. Craddock and A. E. Gooch as 

securities paid the balance." John Marcum's estate held notes from a number of his relatives and 
neighbors, aggregating about $2700. The notes of J. C. Vance, L. T. Vance, R. J. Wade, D. F. Marcum 
and M. E. Lasley were stated to be uncollectible. M. E. Lasley was appointed executor of John Marcum's 
will, but resigned (GC CC #1317). Following Mary Marcum's death in 1880, the children petitioned to 
divide the land. (GC CC #1314) Though John Marcum had expressly directed that daughter Lourainy 

Montgomery was to receive only $10, eight of the siblings petitioned to give her a share of the proceeds 

of the sale of John's land. They had fifteen children, per Hester Garrett, John's will, census data, GC CC 

#1317 and GC Marriages: 

(a) Barnett Marcum (c1814 GC KY - Feb 1901) married Lavinia Walker on 4 Nov 1835 in Green Co. 
KY, and had seven children. 

(b) Frances "Fannie" Marcum (c1817 GC KY - aft 1870) married (1) John E. Lasley on 25 Jan 1848 in 
Green Co., then (2) sometime after 1860, when Fanny Lasley, seamstress, was listed in the 
census with her parents, married W. G. Dearen or Dearing (c1810 - aft 1870), wagon maker 
(probably the William Dearen who witnessed the will of Tilmon Calhoun on 30 May 1878 (GC 
WB 4:10) which states "Fannie Dearen gets 1 pr. silver tongs” 

(c) William M. Marcum (20 Jan 1820 GC Ky - 18 Oct 1903) married (1) his cousin, Margaret J. 
Hudson (c1825 KY - 3 Oct 185¢; daughter of Pleasant Hudson and Margaret Vance) on 23 Jan 
1848, with Drury Hudson signing the bond, then (2) Harriet McClure (? Hart Co. -?) in 1857 and 
settled in Grayson Co., later moving to Hart Co. KY. He had two children by his first wife and 
eight by his second wife. 

(da) Margaret T. Marcum (7 Sep 1821 GC KY - 3 Aug 1858 GC KY) never married; 

(e) Ruth V. Marcum (c1i822 GC KY - ?) married Henry "Harry" S. Webb on 7 Jul 1840 with the 
consent of her father, John Marcum; 

(f) Benjamin Berry Marcum (10 May 1823 GC KY - 17 May 1885 GC KY) married Delilah Englehart 
(21 Nov 1824 MO - 28 Feb 1887) on 12 Jan 1846. They had four or five children. 

(g) John R. Marcum (30 Jan 1827 GC KY - 16 Nov 1911 GC KY), carpenter, plasterer, shoemaker etc. 
married (1) Nancy Light with the consent of John Light on 8 Jun 1853; (2) Jane Arnett (1842 GC - 
7): then (3) Elizabeth Bell (7 Mar 1833 - 7 Jan 1918). His father's will charged John R.'s estate with 
the monies John Sr. had spent defending him in lawsuits and raising two of Jr.'s seven children. 
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(h) Lourainy or Lurana Marcum (c1828 GC KY - aft 1870) married James T. Montgomery (1830 - 
?), farmer, about 15 Nov 1849 (James B. Moore signed the bond). They had eight children. 

(i) George W. Marcum (2 Jan 1829 GC KY - ?), farmer, married his distant cousin, Mary Jane Caven @ 
(c1837 -?; daughter of Ruth Wooldridge and John David Caven). They had ten children. 

(j) Thomas B. Marcum (25 Sep 1832 GC KY - 14 Mar 1883) may have married Louisa Elizabeth 
Dewitt; 

(k) James H. Marcum (28 May 1834 GC Ky - 10 Mar 1920 GC KY) married Elizabeth Catherine 
"Katie" Cochrane (Feb 1851 IN - ?), possibly the "daughter Elizie Marcum" named in the 10 Mar 
1898 will of Venira Vanarsdall (GC DB 4:211). They had eight children. 

(1) Daniel Fletcher Marcum (May 1835 GC KY - 18 Apr 1914) married Sarah E. Bland (Mar 1852 - 4 
Dec 1929) on 23 Feb 1867 in Green Co. They had seven children. 

(m) Lucy Jane Marcum (9 Mar 1839 GC KY - ?) married (1) Melvin Arnett on 25 Jan 1858 at John 
Marcum's, then (3) Thomas M. Bland, farmer, on 21 Mar 1867. She had two children by her first 
husband, and five by her second husband. 

(n) Mary T. Marcum (11 Jan 1840 GC KY - 23 Apr 1856 GC KY) died single of "diseased lungs’. 

(0) Dr. Andrew "Andy" B. Marcum (c1842 GC KY - 9 Jul 1912 Barren Co. KY) married Martha A. 
"Mattie" Jameson cn 5 Aug 1869 in Green co. at R. Jameson's, and had two children. 


8. William Vance, Jr. (27 Aug 1800 GC KY - aft 1870 and bef 1886: VFA #6606) married Naomi 
Caven (10 Jun 1804 VA - 3 Mar 1858 GC KY; daughter of Thomas Caven; VFA #6607) on 11 Dec 1824 in 


Green Co. He purchased 109 acres on Pitman Creek on 20 Oct 1836 (GC DB 16:511) then sold it to Gibson 
Woodard on 9 Sep 1843 (GC DB 19:120). Per Green Co. Vitals, Naomi, daughter of T. Caven, was 74 [must 
mean 54] when she died of "bilious colic’ in 1858. On 19 May 1886, William's heirs, William Thomas 
Vance and wife Mary, Mary Curle, Eliza Vance, Rachel Vance, Hilary Vance and wife, Nancy, Harriet 
Marcum and husband Alex Marcum, Coleman C. Vance and wife Nancy, Samuel B. Vance and wife 
Mattie, Fannie Vance, Richard F. Vance and Pauline Vance" assigned 100 acres of land on the south 
side of Green river to Alexander Vance for $700 "the same land our father, William Vance sold to 

Alexander Vance before his death and William Vance had not made a deed." William Jr. may be the 

William Vance who in 1834 became a shareholder in a company formed "for the purpose of purchasing 

a fine blooded [racing] stallion" which became the subject of Belfield Henry vs. James T. Carter, GC CC 

#6267 when James T. Carter, who owned a half interest in the stallion, Waxey, took him out of state 

and failed to account to his co-owners for stud fees and increased their expenses of sending mares for 

breeding. He was probably the plaintiff in William Vance vs. Samuel Wooldridge and James Wooldridge, 

GC CC #6246, filed 21 Oct 1844, seeking to recover on a judgement against Samuel Wooldridge for $85.25 

out of the proceeds of the estate of Richard Wooldridge. On 26 July 1860, Thomas L. Caven as 

Administrator for the estate of Hannah W. Caven sued William Vance "for $232 for the rent of her part 

of the farm of the late Thomas Caven in this county in 1851 to and including the year 1859 at $29 per 

year’ (GC CC #9457). Issue per 1850, 1860 and 1870 Green Co. Census, and research of Barbara Wnght 
and VFA member Mike Vance: 

(a) Mary A. Vance (c1827 GC KY - bef 1918) married David R. Curl or Creel on 29 Jun 1859 at George 
W. Davis' house, and had five children. 

(b) Eliza J. Vance (c1829 GC KY- bef 1918) probably died single. 

(c) William Thomas Vance (c1830 or 1 Jan 1832 GC KY - bef 1914) married Mary Ann Perkins (18 
Nov 1831 - 6 Aug 1906), daughter of Elam Perkins and Milly Milby on 21 Mar 1852 at the home 
of Elam Perkins with Jesse Perkins and James Milby as witnesses. They had four children before 
separating, and were great grandparents of VFA member Whitney Vance Nicholson. 

(d) James C. Vance (c1832 GC KY - bef 1918) married sand had two children. 

(e) John D. Vance (c1834 GC KY - ?) was not named in the conveyance above, or GC CC #2601, and 
probably died young but after 1860 when he was listed in his father's household as 26, laborer; 

(f) Hillary Milton Vance (9 May 1835 GC KY - 11 Jan 1923) married Nancy Thomas Mardis (3 Mar _ 
1846 -23 Apr 1898; daughter of Nathaniel G. Mardis, 1811 - 1894, and Ailcey Mardis, 1819 - ?) on 
3 Jan 1868, and lived in Eve KY, where they raised twelve children. 
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(g) Harriet E. Vance (c1838 - bef 1918) married her cousin, Valentine Alexander "Alex" Marcum 

(c1842 -?) on 3 Jul 1864 at Barnett Marcum’s; first marriage for each. GC CC #2601 states that 
@ she was deceased, leaving four children. 

(h) Coleman C. Vance (9 Sep 1842 - 20 Dec 1914 Hart Co. KY) married Nancy V. Prewitt or Pruett 
(11 Aug 1843 - 30 May 1911 Hart Co. KY) on 5 Nov 1863 in Green Co., and was shown living close 
to his father in the 1870 Green Co. census. Mike Vance notes that Nancy's year of birth per 
various census was 1841 or 2, and the birth year written on her tombstone may be in error. He 
writes" "She was a horsewoman. ..My dad remembers an English saddle and riding clothes that 
had been his grandmother's in their house when he was young. My grandfather used to tell how 
his mother would ride in horseshows, and often, she would ride horseback to visit her family in 
the next county. When Coleman died, he left a farm to each of his three sons." They were great- 
grandparents of VFA member, Mike Vance. 

(i) Samuel B. Vance (c1846 - 1918) married Martha E. "Mattie" Wilhelm (c1852 - aft 1918) on 9 Sep 
1879 but died without issue. 

(j) Frances "Fanny" H. Vance (c1844 - ?) married __ Vance, and had three children. 

(k) Alexander Scott Vance (c1846 - bef 1895?) married Louisa Caven (c1850 - bef 1941; daughter of 
John Caven and Elizabeth _; sumame sometimes spelled Cavin) on 14 Jan 1868 at the home 
of John Caven. They had five children. 

(1) Richard F. Vance (c1848 - ?) married Paulina Gum and had two children. 


9. Nancy Ann Vance (3 Jan 1803 GC KY - 20 Jan 1884 GC KY: VFA #5259) married John "Jack" 
Reuben Milby (c1800 Rockingham NC - 1835 GC KY; VFA #5268) on 17 Mar 1819 in Green County. Their 


children were: 
(a) Sarah Jane Milby (c1821 - 1 Apr 1843) was bonded to marty her cousin, James Henderson "Hen" 
Milby (c1820 - 1880) on 8 Jan 1838 with the consent of James Milby, father of James, and Nancy 


@ Milby mother of "Sary Jane". They had three children, and Sarah may have died bearing the last 
of them. 
(b) Richard Milby (1822 GC KY - 1888 GC KY) married Louisa Noe (c1822 - aft 1888) in 1843. They 
had eight children. 


(c) Charlotta Milby (c1823 GC KY - ?) married Daniel Wooldridge, possibly a cousin, on 20 Feb 1840 
in Green Co. They had five children. 

(d) William Beverly "Bill Belva" Milby (c1823 GC KY - c1894) marvied his cousin Nancy Milby (c1822 
GC KY - ?), daughter of James Samuel Milby and Rhoda Benningfield, in 1841. They had seven 
children. 

(e) John "John Finkle" Milby (12 Aug 1825 GC KY - 2 Mar 1906 GC KY) married his cousin Teresa 
Milby (20 May 1826 GC Ky - 4 Apr 1887 GC KY; daughter of James "Jimmy" Samuel Milby and 
Rhoda "Ruby" Benningfield). They had at least ten children. 

(f) Rachel Milby (c1827 GC KY - 25 Dec 1882) married Benjamin B. Marr on 19 Oct 1846. They had 
six children, and were ancestos of James ©. Morgan, Jr. 

(g) Alexander Milby (19 Jun 1823 GC KY - 18 Jun 1917 GC KY) married (1) his cousin Martha Ann 
Wilson (10 Jun 1831 GC KY - 20 Oct 1870 GC KY), daughter of Tarlton Wilson and Charlotte 
Vance, then (2) his cousin Rhoda Ellen Perkins (30 Jan 1840 GC KY - 2 Jun 1923 GC KY), widow 
of Robert B. Morris. He had nine children by his first wife, and seven more by his second wife. 
Alexander and Martha Vance are ancestors of VFA member Susan Henderson. 

(h) Edward Milby (? - 5 Jun 1859) married Elizabeth P. Sydner on 10 May 1857 at John K. 
Thompson's, with Gordon Corum and Edward Sydner as witnesses. He died in 1859 of 
consumption, leaving one child, and his widow remarried to Charles Hodges. 


10. Ruth Vance (4 May 1805 GC KY - aft 1860; VFA #5260) married Benjamin M. Hutcheson or 
Hutchasen (1808 - aft 1860; VFA #7015) on 16 Nov 1843 in Green Co. They were shown without children 


in the 1850 census of Green Co. 38-year-old Rachel Vance was living with them that year. In 1860, Ruth 
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Hutcheson, seamstress and 49-year-old Benjamin Hutcheson, no occupation, were listed without children 
in the household of gunsmith Simon Settle, 36, and his wife, Mary. @ 


11. Frances "Fanny' Vance (22 Apr 1807 GC KY - c1850 GC KY: VFA #5261) became the second wife 
of James B. Wilson (19 Feb 1798 Burke Co. NC - bef 4 Sep 1862 GC KY; VFA #5269) son of Jesse Wilson 


and Rachel Boone, a great niece of Col. Daniel Boone, around 9 May 1827 when the bond issued. 
William Vance gave consent: "I do hereby testify that I have gave up for my daughter Fanny Vance to 
you in matrimony with James B. Wilson, both of the county of Greene and State of Kentucky and you Mr. 
Barrett the clerk of the above county may be justifyable in granting lisens for the said couple. Given 
under my hand this 9th day of May, 1827." The consent was witnessed by John Vance and Alexander 
Hudson. Per VFA member Bonnie Rokas, Fanny and James had three sons who died in infancy before 
1850. It was once thought that Fanny was the mother of Jesse Allen Wilson, but family notes recently 
found in Indiana, confirmed by records a suit over James B. Wilson's estate, indicate that Jesse and his 
three siblings were James' children by an earlier wifenamed Jane ___.. 


12. Rachel Vance (27 Jul 1809 GC KY - aft 1870; VFA #5262) was living with hex sister Ruth (Vance) 
Hutcheson and family in 1850. In the 1860 census a 49 year-old Rachel Vance, seamstress, was listed 
as living with Beverly Marshall, age 74 and Elizabeth Marshall, age 65. On 6 Sep 1862, Rachel Vance 
sued B. Marshall to collect on a note for $300. (GC CC #10014). The dispute must have been settled, 
because 50 year-old [probably typo for 60] Rachel Vance was still living with the Marshalls at the time 
of the 1870 census. On 12 Nov 1869 Rachel filed suits against John I. Penick and W. T. Barnett to collect 
on notes given to her in 1864 and 1865. (GC CC #9812) 


13. Charlotte "Charlotty" Vance (15 Mar 1811 GC KY - Mar 1889 GC KY: VFA #5263) was bonded to 
marry Tarlton Wilson (4 Sep 1811 Burke Co. NC - 1 Mar 1899 GC KY; VFA #5270) on 7 Sep 1830 in Green 


Co. James B. Wilson, Charlotte's brother-in-law, and Tarlton's oldest brother, signed the bond. Around 

1859, Charlotte and Tarlton moved to the Owen Co./Monroe Co. Indiana border area where Tarlton's 

parents and most of his siblings, as well as other Wilson, Coffey, Boone, and Allen relatives from Burke 

and Wilkes Co. NC had settled in the 1820s and 1830s. Tarlton and Charlotte returned to Green Co in the 
1880s. Tarlton's will, recorded 1 Apr 1899 in Green Co. (GC WB 4:219), left everything to his two surviving 
children, Lucy and Susan. Issue per 1850 GC Census and 1860 Monroe Co. IN census: 

(a) Martha Ann Wilson (10 Jun 1831 GC KY - 20 Oct 1870 GC KY) manied her first cousin Alexander 
Milby (19 Jun 1829 GC KY - 18 Jun 1917 GC KY) on 17 Dec 1854. They are ancestors of VFA 
member Susan Henderson. 

(b) William Wilson (1835 GC Ky - aft1862 Monroe co. IN) may have married his cousin, Harriet 
Amanda Coffey on 8 Oct 1863 in Monroe co IN, before dying young; 

(c) Ruthy J. Wilson (1836 GC KY - 14 Aug 1856 GC KY) died single, of "congestive chills"; 

(d) Margaret Wilson (1838 GC KY- 31 Jan 1855 GC KY) died single, of "fever", 

(e) Mary Wilson (1840 GC KY - ?) was living with her parents in Elletsville IN in 1860, but not in 
1870; 

(f) Elizabeth “Betty” Wilson (1843 GC KY - aft 1880 IN) marmied her distant cousin, Stephen Corder, 
son of Betsy Coffey and David Allen. They raised seven children. 

(g) Emma Wilson (c1845 GC KY - ?) may be the Emma Wilson whose tombstone in Monroe Co. IN 
reads "30 Mar 1846 - 31 Oct 1872". 

(h) Lucy Catherine Wilson (1847 GC KY - 1901 KY) married (2) _ __ in Indiana, then (2) on 23 Jul 
1891 in GC KY, became the second wife of William Henderson, but had no children. 

(i) Susan Alice Wilson (c1851 GC KY - aft 1899) married John Wilson, possibly a cousin, in Indiana. 
She returned to Kentucky with her father and sister Lucy; we do not know why.

In the Rockbridge County Marriage Register No.1, 1778-1865, there is a long list in the back of the book, 
pages 567-569, of couples for whom marriage bonds or licenses are known to have been issued during the years 
1778-1790, but for whom there is no other evidence, such as a minister’s return, that the marriages actually 
occurred. This disclaimer appears at the beginning of the list: 


@ EARLY VANCE MARRIAGES, ROCKBRIDGE COUNTY, VIRGINIA 


Note: This is only a list of marriage licenses and not a record of an actual marriage. Just about all 
of the people listed either did not get married or were not married in Rockbridge Co., VA. These are 
only given as a means of obtaining information on earlier residents of Rockbridge Co. 


Whether or not all of the couples married, an examination of the marriage bonds themselves does provide 
information concerning some VANCE relationships. Typically, a bond of fifty pounds ($150, after the 
Revolution), was posted by the prospective groom and one other party, and the bond was signed by both of 
them. Sometimes a written statement of consent from a parent or guardian was included if one of the parties 
to the marriage was below the age of twenty-one. Data from the four VANCE marriage bonds listed in this 
section are as follows: 


26 Jan 1784 - William Cotter and Catherine VANCE 
Bond posted by William Cotter and Patrick VANCE 
There was no minister’s return. 


Comments: When this bond was copied into the Marriage Register the date was mistakenly written as 
24 Jan 1784. 


There is no doubt that this couple did marry. They moved to Union District, SC, soon 
@ afterwards. A deed in that county in 1786 names Catherine as William Cotter’s wife, and 
William Cotter’s will, proved in 1816, names his “beloved wife Catherine.” 


According to the family story, Catherine VANCE’s father disapproved of her marriage to William 
Cotter, but she was encouraged in it by her uncle! Her father supposedly forgave her after the birth 
of her first son, whom she named John VANCE Cotter. For this reason, it has been assumed that the 
father of Catherne VANCE may have been named John VANCE, and it is possible that Patrick 
VANCE was the uncle of Catherine. 


9 March 1784 - Moses Buntain and Mary VANCE 
Bond posted by Moses Buntain and Samuel Lusk. 
Mary VANCE is identified as “Daughter of John VANCE of this Parish.” 
There was no minister’s return. 


Consent form from John VANCE, dated 6 Mar 1784, giving permission for his daughter Mary to 
marry Moses Buntain. The form was witnessed by John McHinney and Agnes VANCE. 


Comment: Other documents in Rockbridge Co. in ensuing years which name Mary as the wife of 
Moses Buntain indicate that this couple, too, did indeed marry. 


16 Feb 1785 - Alexander Buntain and Agnes VANCE 
Bond posted by Alexander Buntain and Moses Buntain. 
Agnes is identified as “daughter of Jno. VANCE of this County”. 
There was no minister’s returm. 


Consent form from John VANCE, dated 15 Feb 1785, giving permission for his daughter Agnes to 
marry Alexander Buntain. The form was witnessed by John Lackland and Mary Buntain. 
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Comment: Agnes and Mary VANCE were probably sisters, with each one serving as a witness on the 
consent form for the other. _ 


9 Dec 1793 - Henry Spitzer and Catherine VANCE 
Bond posted by Henry Spitzer, Jacob Dederick, and Michael Wilhelm. 
No minister’s return. 


Comment: This was not the same Catherine VANCE who married William Cotter. By this time, the 
Cotters had been settled for several years in Union County, SC. 


Besides the foregoing probable marriages, three VANCE marriages were listed in the main body of the 
Rockbridge Co., Marriage Register No.1: 


11 Nov 1790 - William Davidson and Elizabeth VANCE. 
Bond posted by William Davidson and John Davidson. 
Elizabeth is named as the daughter of Sam'l VANCE of Rockbridge Co. 


Sam’! VANCE gives consent, in a note also dated 11 Nov 1790, for the marriage license to be issued, 
witnessed by David VANCE and John Stephens. 


Comment: Elizabeth VANCE Davidson was widowed. On 22 Sept 1795 she was married to Henry 
~ McKey (or Mackey). 


2 Sept 1799 - Samuel C. Evans and Margaret VANCE. 
Bond posted by Samuel C. Evans and David VANCE. 
Margaret identified as the daughter of Sam’l VANCE of Rockbridge Co. 


Consent form from David VANCE, brother of Margaret, attesting to the fact that she was above the 
age of twenty-one and that the intended marriage was with the consent of Margaret’s parents, dated 
2 Sept 1799. 


15 Aug 1803 - Hugh VANCE and Sarah Law. 
Bond posted by Hugh VANCE and Henry Law. 
Sarah Law identified as daughter of Henry Law of Rockbridge Co. 


Comment: This Hugh VANCE was probably the son of Patrick VANCE who died in Rockbridge Co. 
early in 1791 leaving a widow, Mary. In Dec. 1791, an “orphan of Patrick VANCE,” came into 
Court and chose Mary VANCE as his guardian. 


These records of marriages from the Rockbridge Marriage Register No. 1, occurring 1784-1799, show that 
a John VANCE, of that county, was the father of Mary VANCE and Agnes VANCE. They also show that 
Samuel VANCE, of Rockbridge Co., was the father of Elizabeth VANCE, Margaret VANCE, and David 
VANCE. Presumably, John Vance and Samuel Vance were of the same generation. Of interest is the fact that 
the records of Rockingham Co., VA (which lies just north of Augusta Co., whereas Rockbridge Co. is just 
south of Augusta Co.) show that both a John VANCE and a Samuel VANCE owned property in that county 
in 1774, and both were located on the Jackson River. An article on these two appeared in the VFA Newsletter, 
October 1995, pg 118/9. They definitely are not the same as the John and Samuel in Rockbridge County. Is 
there any known relationship between these four Vances, or is it merely a coincidence of names? 


N.B. Virginia Lovett found in A History of Shenandoah County by Wayland, pt. 645: “Moses A. Spitzer, 

son of Henry Spitzer and Catherine Wentz of Shenandoah, was a member of the Donner party, and with 

others of the group died of starvation at Donner Lake on the crest of the California Sierras in the winter of @ 
1846-1847...The Spitzers came from Lancaster County PA to Shenandoah.” Notice the men who posted 

bond for this marriage of Catherine Vance(Wentz?) in Rockbridge County did not have a Scotch/Irish 

name. Her name probably was Wentz. There was no minister's return in Rockbridge Co. VA. 
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SOME EARLY VANCE RECORDS: ROCKBRIDGE COUNTY, VIRGINIA

Rockbridge County, VA, home of the celebrated Natural Bridge for which it is named, is located in the extreme 
westem end of the state. It was formed in 1778 from Augusta and Botetourt Counties. Augusta Co. had been 
formed in 1738, and Botetourt in 1770. The main route of travel in Rockbridge Co. was the old “Indian Trail” 
which led southward from Winchester, VA, and through what is the present day county seat of Lexington. 
More than 200 years later, this is still the main artery for travel, only it is now called Interstate 81, having 
replaced the old U.S. Highway 11. 


However, before Rockbridge County there was Borden’s Grant, and it is there that we find the first record of 
a Vance in this area. A Thomas Vance was a settler of Borden’s Grant. Other Vances of record after the 
establishment of Rockbridge County included the names of Samuel Vance, John Vance, Patrick Vance, and 
Hugh Vance. 


In 1739, Benjamin Borden, a native of New Jersey and an agent for Lord Fairfax in Virginia, was given a grant 
of 92,100 acres located on the west side of the Blue Ridge (Mountains) in the county of Augusta. By far the 
largest part of the grant was on land which now lies in Rockbridge County. A condition of the grant, which 
was first applied for in 1735, was that 100 families must be placed on the land within two years. Due to 
insufficient response, the time had to be extended for another two years. Because of the extension, and aided 
by extensive advertising in Europe, enough families were found and the patent was granted. Each settler who 
built a cabin was given 100 acres and was allowed to buy more land at a minimum price. Many of these settlers 
were probably the progenitors of their families in America. 


Although not among the original 100, Thomas Vance was one of the settlers of Borden’s grant. He acquired, 
in 1765, one of the larger portions, consisting of 800 acres on the North River (now called Maury R.) about 

@ 6 mi. NE of present-day Lexington. Other settlers within a radius of about 4 miles included John Buntin (225 
a., 1750), John Davidson (353% a., 1751), Wm. Lusk (with Wm. Armstrong, 200 a., 1765), John McKay 
(390 a., 1747, adjacent to Thomas Vance), James Mckee (310 a., 1758), Jno. McKee (150 a., 1768), and Jos. 
(or Jas.) McKee (301 a., 1766). About 10 miles away, just across what is now the Rockbridge/Augusta 
county Ime, there were settlements by James Lusk (170 a., 1749), John Lusk (259 a., 1768), and Robert Lusk 
(241 a., 1768). In the years to come the Buntin (Buntain), Davidson, Lusk, McKay (McKee), and McKee 
(McKay or Mackey) families were often associated with the Vance family in various real estate dealings 
and marriages. 


The Rockbridge County, VA, Order Book, 1778-1784, contains two references to Thomas Vance and at least 
five to Patrick Vance. At a Court held 5 May 1778 Thomas Vance was appointed road surveyor, and Doctor 
Patrick Vance was appointed to serve on a Grand Jury. The next mention of Thomas Vance was at the Court 
held 6 September 1780 when he “was brought into Court charged on suspicion of declaring himself a Tory, 
Publishing false news and speaking words to terrify the people... ” He was released on recognizance after 
bond was posted by William Lyle and Robert McKinley, who each put up the sum of ten thousand pounds. 


In the following year, a Deed dated and recorded 5 Oct 1779 shows that Thomas Vance sold 200 acres of his 
plantation to Robert McCasney. Records do not show the disposition of his other 600 acres. Thomas Vance 
does not appear in the 1787 Tax List for Rockbridge County, VA. However, a Thomas Vance does appear 
in the 1790 Census, Union County, SC, so it is possible that the two are the same. 


On 7 May 1782 Patrick Vance was allowed 120 pounds for his service of 12 days collecting beef and clothing 

from the 7th District. He was also ordered on that day to pay 50 pounds tobacco to William McKee for 

appearing for 2 days as a witness for him in a pending case of Tresspass, Assault & Battery. The case was 
@ decided on 6 March 1783 in favor of the Plaintiff, Patrick Vance. 
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A Deed dated 5 May 1778, and finally recorded 7 July 1778, shows that Patrick Vance purchased from 
Hannah and Andrew McKuley, 226 acres on Whistle Creek, a branch of the James River. It was on this © 
property that the historic “Thomas J. Wilson” house was located, Wilson being the first owner of record. 

Patrick Vance, and his wife Mary, then sold this property to Robert McKee, the Deed being dated 8 Nov 

1786 and recorded 6 Feb 1787. Whistle Creek is located just a few miles from the area where Thomas 

VANCE was living from 1765 to at least 1779. 


The last mention of Patrick Vance appears in the Rockbridge County Order Book, 1787-1794. At a Court held 
5 April 1791, Mary Vance, widow of Patrick Vance, successfully petitioned to be named administrator of 
his estate. Then, on 6 Dec 1791, Hugh Vance, “Orphan of Patrick Vance,” came into Court and chose Mary 
Vance as his guardian.

“A 110 years old letter which discusses events that occurred more than 150 years ago, 
and which has not surfaced to public view, may be of interest to descendants of several 
Southwest Virginia families. In his May 30, 1885 missive to Joseph Looney, of what 
was then Tazewell County, now Buchanan County, Thos. C. Johnson mentions the 
Matneys, Easteps, Hortons, Vances and a Stiltner. It also mentions an armed trip to 
Pikeville, KY., an election, a drunken mob, a knifing victim, a killing and a resultant 
hanging. 


“The original letter, in unbelievable good condition, is a treasured possession of Mr. 
and Mrs. Carson Hobson. Joseph Looney was Mr. Hobson’s great-grandfather. The 
Johnson letter, written from Abingdon, speaks of a return from Pikeville to Abingdon 
some five years following the original trip. The letter is dated May 30, 1885: 


“Dr (dear) sir, an old acquaintance writes this letter. On the morning of the 
Ist Day of April, 1842, you traveled with me, from your home, down to Mouth 
of State, to the election. You carried my Double Barrel gun. I went on, - 
that night I staid at Easteps - I think that was the name. In the night a 
drunken crowd came on down - one of them cut all to pieces about the 

face with a knife. Also that night, or about night, came the School master 
Daniel Matney. He went on with me the next day to Pikeville - we got there 
after midnight. I believe I say you and I returned up Sandy, and back to 
Abingdon, in October 1847. I would like to hear from you. If only you can 
take the trouble to write truly. - Besides, I will tell you that I am getting up 
all the history of Southwest Virginia that I can. What you told me in regard 
to old Abner Vance, that they hung him for killing Lewis Horton. I haven’t 
forgotten. I should like to know all about the manner in which the Hortons 
had treated Vance - - and how he desired to kill John? - - and also how 
Lewis (unreadable) had acted. Tell Matney to write me a letter on all these 
subjects - - and others - -But besides I should like to hear from you. The old 
man Stiltner says he will hand you this letter in person. I should like once 
more to come to Sandy. I am your old friend, truly. 


Thos. C. Johnston 


P.S. The “C” in my name is for Colley - Thos. Colley Johnston. Old Dick 
was half brother to my grandfather, who was Thomas Colley, the old 
Baptist preacher. I was named for him. TCJ

In VFA Vol XII #2 April 1996 page 50: The will of Hugh Taylor of 
Cumberland Co. PA 1781 gives land to Sarah & Elizabeth Vance. Why 
would Hugh Taylor give land to someone who was dead? 


VFA Vol X #3 July 1994 pg 93: Sarah Taylor Vance died Aug. 10, 
1777. Elizabeth Houston & Patrick Vance's first child was born in 
1779, so it is unlikely that Sarah Taylor Vance death date is in 
error. 


Sarah Taylor & Patrick Vance did have daughters: Jane, Sarah, & 
Elizabeth. Jane Vance died 1778 before Hugh Taylor wrote his will. 
I believe that Hugh Taylor's will could read "to sister's (Sarah) 
daughter(s) Sarah & Elizabeth Vance". Would Hugh Taylor give land 
to minors? Patrick and Sarah Taylor Vance daughters were minors in 
1781; they also had sons. I have no reason for the sons being 
excluded from Hugh's will. Nor does this address the land that John 
Vance Jr. sold in Westmoreland Co. PA, or his mother Elizabeth's 
maiden name. 


VFA Vol XII #4 Oct 1996 pg 130 states “Dec. 9 1784 will of John 
Vance, husband of Elizabeth, was probated in Cumberland Co." I 
believe that this is a reference to John Vance of Guilford Twp. 
Franklin Co. PA. Franklin Co. was a newly formed county in 1784 
from Cumberland Co. Vol A Franklin Co. PA Orphan Court Records pg 
4, has Dec. 9, 1784 letters of administration granted to Elizabeth 
Vance & Matthew Wilgon. This and later entries indicate that the 
John Vance of Guilford Twp. died intestate. 


Vol 1 Kittochtinny Historical Society's Archives, Franklin Co. PA 
Orphan Court Records Docket A pg. 48; Sept, 1793 has a “Petition of 
JOHN VANCE eldest son of JOHN VANCE, late of Guilford Twp. dec'd 
states that JOHN VANCE the father of said petitioner lately died 
intestate leaving issue besides the petitioner 2 children: REBECCA 
VANCE and MARY VANCE since married to GEO McCULLOH and also a widow 
ELIZABETH VANCE, the petitioners's mother". 


I believe the connection of John Vance named in the will of George 
McCullough of Lancaster Co. to the John Vance of Franklin Co. was 
based on the following; l)John Vance named his son George and 
daughter I[sabella. 2)Thomas Grubb McCulloh & son George Vance were 
executors of John Vance Jr. Guilford Twp. will of 1834. 


Thomas G. McCulloh(1785-1848) was the Oldest son of Prudence Grubb & 
Robert McCullough(d.1824 of Antrim Twp. Franklin Co.) and the 
Rrandson of George McCullough(d. 1807 of Little Britian Twp. 
Lancaster Co. PA). Family History Library #382820 has an abstract 
of the will of George McCullough of Little Britian(d. 1807) with 
Jno. Vance as son-in-law anda daughter Margaret. I don't have a 
copy of the original will, the abstract has note “controversy over 
will not probated". But this leaves us with Marv Vance married to 
Geo. McCulloh BFR 1793; and a John Vance married to Margaret 
daughter of George McCullough not Robert. Did Mary and brother John 
marry siblings or cousins? Does someone have the legatees of the 
1807 will, it must have been probated sometime.

pe. 114 Session Meeting 1827 "Tt was also rumored "with strong 
presumption of truth" that JOHN VANCE and Richard Patton were 
"epuilty of drinking ardent spirits intemperately." Session did not 


have the opportunity to converse with them - it was advised that 
thev be disbarred from "sealing ordinances" until session could 
interrogate them. 


So, through rumor, we meet the most colorful character in this era 
of our church's history - JOHN VANCE. Throughout the minutes of the 
session he is complemented as a hard worker and likeable person with 
one weakness-liquor. He cannot seem to moderate his labor or drink- 
So we find him at odds with session in 1828 over a most grievous 
issue, being intoxicated "on the day the large timbers of the church 
were raised." 


On MAY 1, 1828, a libel was preferred against JOHN VANCE "fama 
clauosa" for the sin and scandal of intoxication and he was cited to 
appear before session. When asked how he would plead, he answered 
"not guilty". He therefore signified his readiness for trial. The 
session then proceeded to the investigation of "the cause". 
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William Sharp appeared as a witness and after being duly sworn, 
testified that VANCE was "the worse of liquor but not beastly drunk 
that day." He also testified that he had not seen VANCE drunk at 
any other time, nor use any improper language. 


No other witness appeared, so session decided the trial should be 
postponed until May 15th and the absent witnesses be again summoned 
to appear. 


On Mav 15, 1828 the trial of VANCE continued with the former minutes 
read. Session then advised VANCE that he could question the 
witnesses if he wished. 


Colonel James McKeehan testified he had see VANCE drunk one time 
while working out in his field "I first watched VANCE dropping some 
prain while I was shuckings and examining the shearers. T then told 
him to quit the work." 


John McCullough, son of James, testified that VANCE was "trifline 
and. quarrelsome" the day the large timbers of the church were 
raised. VANCE asked McCulloush if he seemed incapable of doing his 
working duty due to the drinking, and McCullough admitted there did 
not seem to he anv deficiency. 


William Thompson testified VANCE was drunk at the time of Mr. 
Wickes' funeral and on coming home from working in Mr. McKeehan's 
field. 


Thomas Linsey testified that he did not "take much notice of people 
that day as respects drinking" (dav of church raising) but he did 
notice VANCE's drunkenness the evening of Wickes' funeral. Linsey 
even advised William Crawford to take VANCE home. 


John McCandlish testified that VANCE was drunk that day (church 
raising) but it could have been caused by "excessive heat, hard 
labor, and frequent want of water. There was not a better hand 
there than Mr. VANCE." 


No other witnesses appeared and VANCE refused a continuance of the 
trial in order to produce relating testimonv, and also refused to 
testifv himself. After "pondering the libel, duly considering the 
remarks of Mr. VANCE and weighing the testimony," the session 
resolved unanimously that VANCE was guilty. "And whereas the 
accused has ageravated his offense by long and obstinate denial of 
the same and has not manifested condition, he is sentenced to a 
public rebuke and is excluded from the sacramental ordinances unti] 
he show signs of pentence.” 


On September 20, 1828, the session apreed to further consideration 
of the case of JOUN VANCE upon his application and request. VANCE 
wanted satisfaction and the abilitv to present some favorable 
witnesses. 

(Sept. 20 before Sept 15, 1828 in text) 
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William Crawford testified that VANCE was not drunk on the eve of _ 
Mr. Wickes‘ funeral. 


Samuel Galbraith and Jacob Myers testified to VANCE's soberness as a 
field worker. They claimed he only took one draw of liquor and 
sober even when provoked into a skirmish by a colored man who used 


foul language and threatened to “waylay him", and in fact did and 
hurt VANCE's hand. 


William Thompson testified that VANCE was drunk the day Joseph 
McKibbin's house was raised. "He fell going home and had to be 
helped out of some mud holes." 


On September 15, 1828, when the trial was continued, John 
McCullough, son of William, was called and asked if he had seen Mr. 
VANCE the dav Mr. McKibbon's house was raised. He said VANCE was 
intoxicated and not able "to manage his body so that he fell] several] 
times." VANCE then questioned McCullough about how freely liquor 
went around that day and forced McCullouph to admit his 
responsibility of being the person who “doled out the draws of 
whiskey." McCullough also had to admit that the roads were wet and 
muddv and these conditions could have caused some of VANCE's falls. 


John McKibbin was called and asked if he had seen VANCE intoxicated 
the day of his house raising. He testified that VANCE did not seem 
intoxicated. 


The last witness called was Jefferson Boles who testified that VANCE 
"felt liquor" but was not stappering. He also said VANCE fell on 
the way home but that he was able to help himself up. 


Unfortunately the church's account of the "JOHN VANCE affair" ends 
abruptly here. We never find out what happened and can only hope 
that VANCE was given a lighter sentence. 


But this entire episode proves that our forefathers lived by the 
letter of the law and expected others to do likewise. JOHN VANCE 
had quite a few contributing episodes of intoxication besides the 
one for which he was brought to trial. JOHN VANCE tis buried in The 
upper Cemetery in Newville in the row of gpraves moved from the 
Gravevard of the United Presbvterian in 1922.

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Politics as Usual 
James Ross versus Joseph Vance 


From the Pittsburgh Gazette 


James Ross sued Joseph Vance, 15 Nov. 1809, in Washington County Pennsylvania for 
slander during the Governor’s race in 1808. Mr. Vance, then a state senator, allegedly circulated 
a rumor that Mr. Ross had “administered the sacrament of the Lord’s supper to a dog”. Judge 
Allison and Mercer presided, President Roberts being absent. Mr. Campbell, Mr. Pentecost and 
Mr. Neville for the plaintiff and Mr. Mountain for the Defendant. 

William Stevenson of Washington County, testified in behalf of Mr. Ross, that in the A.M. 
of the 2nd of August 1808, he and Mr. Lewis Warner, returning from the eastward across the 
Allegheny mountains, stopped for breakfast at Metzgar’s Tavern in Bedford County where Joseph 
Vance and his wife arrived a few minutes later. While breakfast was being prepared, he and Vance 
entered into conversation when Vance asked how the election was going in Washington County. 
Mr. Stevenson replied that when he left about five weeks before, there seemed to be a change 
favorable to <r. Ross. Mr. Vance was sorry that the Democrats would give preference to Mr. 
Ross over Mr. Snydeer, but they would be better informed before the election. Mr. Stevenson 
mentioned that a Mr. Davis of Franklin County has been sued by Mr. Ross for circulating a story 
that Mr. Ross had given the scrament to a pack of dogs. Mr. Vance didn’t know about “a pack of 
dogs’, but it was a certain fact that Mr. Ross had administered the sacrament to “a dog” about 9 
or 10 years ago while he lived in Washington before McKean’s election. Mr. Stevenson thought 
it must have been more than that for he had lived there 13 years ago and Mr. Ross had not resided 
there in all that trme. Mr. vance sisn’t recollect the number of years, but it was a considerable 
time since. Mr. Stevenson wondered that notice had not been taken of it. Mr. Vance said “so it 
was reported”. 

Mr. Stevenson further testified he had not spoken to Mr. Ross before the start of the tral, 
that he hadn’t voted for either Mr. Ross or Mr. Snyder, He had quoted Mr. Vance on his road 
home and afterward frequently. He and Mr. Warner did not leave Metzgar’s together, but after 
16 miles of different conveyances, he and Warner joined again and travelled on foot and agreed as 
to the words used by Vance, Warner saying that Vance wanted to eat his first words. 

Lewis Warner deposed that he overheard the conversation between Stevenson and Vance 
when Stevenson was repeating the story of Davis and the pack of hounds, and Davis being sued 
for it. He repeated the incident Vance referred to of Mr. Ross administering the sacrament to a 
dog in Washington County. Stevenson had observed it was a bad thing and wondered that Mr. 
Ross had not been called to account about it. Vance had replied, “It was so reported”. Having 
listened closely, it was more than 5 minutes had elapsed between the words, “certain fact”’, until 
Vance said, “It was so reported”. Mr. Warner told Stevenson the charge should be publicly 
known and if false, contradicted, and he would tell Mr. Ross’ friends when he returned to 
Pittsburgh. 

Mr. Warner said that he and Stevenson were strangers when they met traveling and had 
not met again until the trial. During cross examination he said he paid close attention to the 
conversaton after the story of administering the Sacrament to the pack of hounds began. 

Mr. Campbell testified that Mr. Ross, by letter early in August 1808, had requested him 
to write to Mr. Vance, desiring an explanation of his conduct and explicity if he was persisting in

it’s truth or whether he would retract it. If not, then to bring suite and ask hom to come to trial 
before the election, for the truth to be established. Mr. Vance called upon Mr. Campbell and said © 
he had only intended to state it as a report which he had heard long ago. Suite was brought but 
Vance didn’t agree to a hearing until November, even though he had remained in Washington 

until 22 October 1808. 

Mr. Vance called a number of witnesses to prove his good character for truth and for 
moderation in his temper and language towards all his neighbors and toward political opponents. 
He had never been heard to use this report in Washington County against Mr. Ross’ election. 

The witnesses attesting to Mr. Vance’s good character for truth and his piety were, James 
Edgar, Henry Graham esq., Col. Thomas Acheson. All answered to his fairness and 
neighborliness. They all had respect for Mr. Ross. They had never known Mr. Vance to tell the 
story about the supposed use of the sacrament for a dog. 

Others who testified similarily were, Aaron Lyle, Thomas McKibbon, John Wilson, 
William Ray, Sheriff Anderson, Joseph Alexander, Richard Donaldson, James Brice, Judges 
Allison and Mercer and John Riddle. 

John Riddle said Mr. Vance told him he had no reason to believe the story was well 
founded. The testimony for the defendant closed without any attempt to weaken the credibility or 
respectibility of Mr. Stevensor or Mr. Warner. 

’ The plaintiff called Col. William Wallace who testified that many years ago, he was in a 
company who were carousing and drinking on a Saturday night till Sunday morning. In the 
moming a great bowl was filled and named Lake Erie. As they mingled about the bowl was 
broken and the group dispersed. He later heard a report that the sacrament had been profaned, 
but nothing of that kind was done or thought of by any of the company. Mr. Ross was not at this 
meeting. He was in Philadelphia at that time. 

Mr. Neville summed up the testimony on behalf of the plaintiff, stationg that the 
defamatory accusations against Vance were fully proved by the two witnesses. He dwelt upon the 
impiety of making an electioneering instrument of the Holy Ordinance of the Church and regretted 
he had to charge an elder of the church with abuse and violation of the sacred book. He begged 
the jury to discard all paarty feeling and give a verdict they might reflect on with satisfaction. 

Mr. Mountain for the defendant contended that the words were not indictable; that Vance 
had only given the story as a report he had heard and had proved at trial there was such a report, 
not to say that Mr. Ross had perpetrated the crime. He had abstained in using the report or other 
slanders against Mr. Ross to defeat his election. The good character of Mr. Vance forbid the 
belief that he had any ill design in relating the story in a tavern on occasion that gave rise to the 
suite. The story wasn’t anything more than an incautious expression, not well explained, but 
perhaps incorrectly understood. 

Mr. Campbell replied that if the slanderous words were not actionable he could scarcely 
imagine any that ought to be so. He said Vance had lived 30 years in Washington County where 
the report originated, and was well acquainted with Mr. Ross, was a leading member of the 
church where the elders had inquired into the story and found it fake. The result was well known 
to Mr. Edgar and Mr. Graham, members of the same session with Mr. Vance. Not using the story 
against Mr. Ross was proof of his disbelief and he declared to his witness Mr. Riddle that he had 
no reason to believe it. 

Mr. Campbell said as to damages, his client had already gained all upon which he had set 
his heart, a public tnbunal which proved the report had been long since been known to be utterly & 
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destitute of the shadow of truth. 

The Court then observed to the Jury that the words were actionable and the Jury was to 
form it’s opinion of the facts as given. 

The Jury retired at 8 P.M. and remained together all night. Appearing in co: -urt the next 
morning, they had not agreed and-asked the testimony on behalf of the plaintiff by the witnesses 
be repeated. They retired again and at 4 o’clock in the afternoon came into court and not being 
able to agree, they were discharged.

EZEKIAL VANCE 


New member Jim tenBroeke, 3 Princeton Court, lowa City, lowa 52245 noticed in the January 1996 NL pg 
27 a reference to an Ezekial Vance. He sent this summary of what he has on Ezekial. 


In Vol. VII of Ohio Pioneers, 1967 is a query from Hazel Burnett which mentions that Sarah, widow of 
Moores Burnett of Fayette County, PA married Ezekial Vance and went to Guernsey County, OH (Hazel 
Burnett lived in Seattle WA; social security records show she died in 1973, so he could learn nothing more 
from that source). Ezekial operated a tavern on the Pultney Ridge Road, and was JP in Oxford Twp, 
Guernsey County in 1830. It is surmised he died about 1846, leaving no will. 


Jim has been interested in Ezekial because he may have been related to his gggrandmother, Matilda Vance, 
who was born in Oxford Twp in 1818. The 1820 census shows two Vance households in Oxford Twp.: 
Ezekial (over 45, no young children), and William Vance (20-45 y/a, one female less than 10 y/a). Jim 
believes Matilda was probably William’s daughter, but can find no confirmation of this. His family 
tradition holds that Matilda was the daughter of an inn keeper, which would point to Ezekial, but the census 
shows no children in Ezekial’s household in 1820..perhaps he was her grandfather or uncle. 


Does anyone have any information that might help Jim learn more about Ezekial, William or Matilda? Has 
it been determined whether the Sam Harris in the 1819 deed transfer was the same as the Sam Harris 
related to John Vance? (NL reference)

William Sears, Josiah Hall and Robert Wiles. It is interesting to note that son Thomas Patton was born in 
Virginia, but died in Ohio Co. KY.

No record can be found of the 
trustees names prior to July 5, 1767. On that date the Board of Trustees entered into a contract with James Shank for 
the erection of the second Log Church Building. Members of the Board were: Col. Benj. Chambers, John Dixon, 
Richard Venable, Matthew Wilson, William Glass, Patrick Vance, Benjamin Gass, Robert Jack and Thomas Burney. 
On Jan 1, 1768, Col. Benjamin Chambers and wife Jane presented to the congregation a deed recorded Pgs, 210/3. The 
property was a picturesque Cedar Grove Tract for a Presbyterian Church, Session House, School Building, and 
Cemetery.

We do appreciate the fact that they respect and love 
this grand old house.

Copies were also sent to members from 
Patrick’s cousin James Alexander Vance’s line - surely he and David walked in that 
house while Patrick lived there.. Thanks Kathy. This indicates why VFA is a special 
organization. .

MEETING WITH MR. ED SHOEMAKER. DIRECTOR. OKLAHOMA HISTORICAL LIBRARY 


While doing research today at the Oklahoma Historical Library, I met with Mr. Shoemaker, regarding the VANCE FAMILY 
ASSOCIATION NEWSLETTER. Mr. Shoemaker assured me that the volunteers would put the Vance Newsletters in a 
binder when sufficient copies had been received to warrant binding them. Usually this would amount to two or three years of 
publications. 


Mr. Shoemaker also advised that since they were not a library that checked books out to individuals, such as the public library 
did, there was no way to tell how many persons had seen the Vance News letter. Newsletters are kept, like many other fragile 
documents are kept in the "closed stacks," until sufficient quantities are bound, and put on the library indexed shelves. 
However, the Historical Library, like so many others, is out of space, and this makes it difficult to store. 


I asked Mr. Shoemaker, if it would be of any help, if I kept the Newsletter, and had them bound. He replied, they preferred to 
do it, to be consistent with their program, and the cost of binding these newsletter could run around $10.00 a piece. We know 
there are a lot of VANCE'S in Oklahoma, an Auto dealership named Vance in OKC, the Air Force base, I met a Vance in one 
of my computer classes, and ken has known some in his career in the petroleum industry. 


Therefore, under the circumstances, I will glean the information from the Vance Family Newsletters, of interest to me and 
will donate my Newsletters to the Oklahoma Historical Society, where I know they will be available on request, whenever I 
need to see them.

Remarks by Kathleen Mason: Who was this John Vance who gave this deposition? He states he 
was intimately acquainted with the John Vance Sr. of Chambers Town, PA (Chambersburg, PA.) 
Note that John Vance Sr. was deceased by then, and this fits the profile/time frame of the John 
Vance in NL July 1994 pg. 91 where it is shown that this John Vance (Sr.) was deceased by 
1786. NE Oct. 1994 pg. 114 gives his death as 1784. The John who gave the deposition states 
to his knowledge John Vance Sr. never came to Kentucky. I find it interesting that Jno Machir 
was a witness to the John Vance deposition. When Andrew Vance of Frederick Co. Va. wrote his 
will in 1750 (probated 1754) he left a son John Vance 5 shillings and no more, but left his land 
to be divided between three sons, Andrew, Alexander and Samuel. Where his son John went to 
has not been documented to date. Alexander was killed by Indians, and Andrew and Samuel had 
the land surveyed and divided it. Andrew Vance (Jr.) son of Andrew who died 1754, sold his 
inherited land 6 Dec 1785 to Alexander Machir. This is such an unusual name, one might 
surmise there possibly could be a clue here to help identify the John Vance who made the

John Vance this day claimed a 
preemption to a tract of land in the district of Kentucky of 1000 Acres at the state price lying on 
the head Spring of Steel’s run, a branch of the South Fork of the Elkhorn and about 3 miles from 
the fork of the South Fork to include his improvement by building a Cabbin on the premises in the 
year 1776 in the Month of Jan’y satisfactory proof being made to the Court they are of opinion 
that said Vance has a right to a preemption of 1000 Acres to include the s’d improvement & that 
a Certificate issue accordingly.” (Was this John Vance the one who made the deposition??) 


Comments by Kathleen: These Certificates gives us further clues to help identify this John and 
David Vance. Careful study indicates again that John Vance (of Chambers Town, PA - see 
previous deposition) never came to Kentucky - that a certain David Vance made the claim for 
him on Mill Creek. David Vance also made a claim for Samuel Boggs. Note that Samuel 
Boggs’ land adjoins that of John Vance. David Vance also made a claim for himself. Since 
John Vance Sr. of Chambers Town, PA had a brother David, (who later moved to Mecklenburg, 
NC), would it not be logical that this is the same David? These three brothers, Patrick, John 
(Sr.) and David all served in the Revolutionary War. We seek to find records of what happened 
to the land that these men had been issued certificates for. They met the requirements of 
building a cabbin.

leases to Nicholas Helmick, of Frederick Co., Va., for 5 shillings, 126 acres...on a branch of 
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Crooked Run...bounded by the patent of said Joseph Vance and George Harrison. Surveyed by 

John Baylis...cites Thomas Fairfax to Joseph Vance 8 November 1754...corner to John Laricks. 

Signed Joseph Vance. No Witnesses. The property was released 3 March 1773 for 100 pounds. @ 
Recorded Book 16 pg. 5. 


2 March 1773, Frederick Co. Va. Joseph Vance sells to Abe Kendrick. Deed Book 16 Pg. 9. 
This deed sells 300 acres in Frederick Co., Long Meadow area, which was two different 
purchases he made from George Harrison and Jost Hite, 150 acres each. 


27 March 1781. Shenandoah Co. Va. Deed Book F., Page 503. Joseph Vance, of Frederick 
Co. Va. sells to Samuel Vance, of Shenandoah Co., Virginia, for 6 pounds, 12 shillings, 0.5 acres 
in town of Woodstock, known as No. 6...corner of Spring Street on west side of Queen 
Street...part of a larger tract that was granted to Jacob Miller, by deed from Proprietor of 
Northern Neck 2 April 1752 and by will of said Miller to his wife Barbara Miller. Said lot was % 
acre conveyed by Henry & Barbara (his wife, late Barbara Miller) Ott to Joseph Vance 8 May 
1771. Signed: Joseph Vance, in the presence of James Willson, Hugh Brown, George North and 
Josiah Jenkins. 


Note Joseph Vance is cited of Frederick County Va., in these documents where he buys 
and sells land. The above shows he sold all the land that we have a record of him 
purchasing. 


Some comments: No one has ever sent in any document that shows if Joseph Vance had 
children. Some logical candidates that were in the area: 


e George Vance who witnessed the will of David Vance (Jr.) probated 1768 has been a 
mystery as to what family he belonged to, as George was not a name frequently used in that 
area. In Frederick Co. VA Order Book 16 p. 21: Upon the attachment of George Vance 
against George Lusk, the Garnishee Bryan Bruin (who bought land from David Vance Jr. 
See NL April 1992, pg 36/7) was ordered to pay to George Vance what he owed Lusk to 
satisfy the judgment 15 Nov 1769. Virginia Lovett commented perhaps George could be the 
son of Joseph Vance , named after his father-in-law George Harrison. Also, see NL Oct. 
1987, pg. 81 where a George Vance, Scout, delivered a letter from John Vance (son of 
Samuel/Colville of Frederick Co./Washington Co. Va. to his brother Robert Vance at 
Vance’s Fort in Pa. Is this the same George Vance? 

e Joseph Vance (born 1753) who lived in Washington County, Va, and married Nancy 
Bradley. Could he be the son of the above Joseph, and moved with the group that left 
Frederick County to settle in Washington Co. Va See NL Jan 1996 pg 8-13.? 

* Samuel Vance’s Revolutionary War Pension Record (VFA NL Jan 1989) pg 7, and July 
1996 pg 86/7) filed in Greene Co. TN., states he was 78 years of age in 1832 (born 1754). 
He enlisted from Washington Co. Va. Logically, he came to that area with some other 
Vances known to be from Frederick Co. Va... At his estate sale in Greene Co. TN. it was 
interesting that a certain Joseph Vance bought sundry items, including a Hymn Book. Was 
he the son of this Samuel, who named a son after his own father? Can this Samuel qualify 
as a candidate to be son of Joseph Vance of Frederick Co. Va.? Mary Norfleet found these 
marriage records in Greene Co. TN. Joseph Vance married Rebecca Kilday on 16 Oct 1826. @ 
Harrison Vance married Hiley Rudder in Greene Co. TN. On 1 Mar 1847. In the 1850 
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Greene Co. TN. Census “Harrison” Wance is listed as George H. Vance, age 24, b. TN, 

wife Hilley Vance, age 26 born TN. and son William Vance, age 5/12. Need to identify these 

& men’s parents. The names George Harrison Vance and Joseph Vance add weight to this 
theory. 
e Others? 


Some men in Frederick County that we seek the parents/relationship to others: 


1. Samuel Vance #1871. This Samuel Vance b. 1746 was married to Hannah (Ann) Warth. 
See plat NL Apr 1987 pg.36. The comer of this Samuel’s land touched a comer of Joseph 
Vance’s land, subject of previous article. (This land of Samuel Vance was originally owned 
by R. Warth, whose son sold it to his brother-in-law Samuel Vance.) This plat does not 
include all of Joseph’s land. Can this Samuel be a candidate to be the son of Joseph, subject 
of previous article instead of the Samuel who moved to Washington Co. Va., later of Greene 
Co. Tn.? 

2. Ann Deveney Vance. Who was the Vance male who was married to Ann DeVeney (widow) 
in the Hite Trial? Her previous husband was Hugh, and son was Charles DeVeney.. 
Reference: Pg. 107 of the Hite & Green vs. Fairfax Trial. The deposition was dated 3 March, 
1770. Ann 1s stated to be age 60 upwards, and that about 24 years ago her husband Hugh 
Deveney was told at George Bowman’s (residence) that if he could find the Denny tract, he 
could settle it, on the same terms as the others. A deed was produced by Charles Deveney 
dated Oct. 7, 1750. 

3. David Vance who died Independence Co. Ark. Terr. See Oct. 1988 NI pg. 104 for his 
pension record which states he was born in Winchester, Va. Aug. 25, 1757. His profile of 
where he enlisted, where he resided in 1780-98 in S.C. fits the profile to be the son of Samuel 
Vance, Sr. born 1726 and died in Surry Co. N.C. May 26, 1789. A David is the first child 
named in Samuel’s will, dated 29 March 1789 in Surry Co. N.C. . Several of Samuel’s sons 
lived in Laurens Co. SC. See NL Oct. 1996, pg. 114-123 - note a David Vance was shown 
also on the census.. It is of interest to note that Samuel of Surry Co. named a son Nathaniel, 
who named a son Nathaniel Carr Vance. (pg 117 above cited NL) It is thought, but not 
proven that Samuel’s wife Aley (Alice?) might be a Carr. On 7 March 1765, Frederick Co. 
Va. Will Book 3, Page 259 the settlement of the estate of Reese Pritchard by Joseph Jones 
and Eleanor his wife, executors, several names are mentioned, among them are Nathanial Carr 
and Samuel Vance. Was this the Samuel Vance who later moved to Surry Co. NC?. Here 
we have a Samuel Vance and Nathanial Carr mentioned in the same document. Does this 
help us establish that Samuel Vance of Surry Co. NC. once lived in Frederick Co. Va. at least 
for some period of time where his son David was born? Samuel bought 640 acres of land in 
Haw River and Belews Creek on November 3, 1784, recorded Book C pg 146 in old Surry 
County, North Carolina. Without this Revolutionary War pension record of David Vance, 
we would not have a clue that this Samuel once lived in Winchester, Va. Is this 
circumstantial evidence valid? 

4. James Vance. See NL July 1989 pg. 79. Calendar of Virginia State papers and Other 
Manuscripts Vol. 4, pg. 438, dated May 10, 1788, Richmond, Va. Three judges review 
several cases, among them was a James Vance, late of Frederick Co. Va., who was 

© convicted of horse stealing. We don’t have a clue as to who his parents were.

A DREAM COME TRUE - THANKS VFA

Our historian and good friend Kathleen Mason called me one day in 1995 with the good news she 
had found my great, great, great, great Grandfather David Vance (#2933) of Mecklenburg, North 
Carolina, the father of my James Vance (#1075) of Wayne County, Mississippi. She had written 
an article about him in the October 1988 VFA Newsletter, page 102. I had wanted to go to 
Charlotte and Raleigh, North Carolina to research David Vance since I had read her article. 


Last fall my friend, Becky Chaney and I went to Raleigh. We stopped in Charlotte to see if we 
could locate the Steele Creek Cemetery where David Vance was buried in 1800. Before we left 
home I called several places hoping to get the exact location of the cemetery. No luck! One of 
Becky’s fellow workers mentioned he had traveled a Steele Creek Road when he visited his 
daughter in Charlotte. I was not expecting to find a cemetery that was 200 years old in the short 
time we had. Most old cemeteries are out in the woods somewhere. We were driving down 
Steele Creek Road and I was telling Becky I had read in Kathleen Mason’s article that the 
cemetery had a stone wall around it. Just about that time I saw a church and a cemetery with a 
beautiful four foot stone wall around it. I shouted to Becky to STOP! I thought this was it, and 
it was. There is no record of a specific date for an organized church at Steele Creek, but it is 
generally conceded that a congregation was organized in 1760. Long previous to that time, 
probably mid 1740’s there was occasional preaching in the Steele Creek community by 
missionaries and traveling preachers. 


We went into the old part of the cemetery and found the graves of David Vance, his son William 
and wife Rachald, baby daughter Ruth, James L. and Robert D. Vance. The tombstones were still 
standing and readable even though they were weather beaten and almost 200 years old. His 
tombstone had a coat of arms on it. I humbly stood where my great great great grandfather James 
Vance stood almost 200 years ago when his father David was buried. After taking photos, we 
went into the church office and met the Secretary, Pastor and others. They had a book The 
History of Steele Creek Presbyterian Church 1745-1978. Y purchased a copy which I treasure. 
Early history of that area was included as well as all tombstone records. 


My David Vance was on the roll of Capt. Clement Hall’s Company, in the 2™ Battalion, 
commanded by Col. John Patton, White Plains, Sept. 9, 1778 (pages 506/7). A list of warrants 
for lands granted by law October 14, 1782, shows the officers and soldiers in the Continental 
Line were granted land, and David Vance, Pvt. was issued Warrant #1319, for 228 acres, for 30 
months service. He died February 28, 1800. He did not leave a will, but a quit claim deed was 
recorded in Book 18, page 135, June 3, 1801 Mecklenburg Co. N.C. His wife Ruth is named, as 
well as his children James, David, Martha - wife of John Wilson, Jane - wife of Gideon 
Thompson, Ruth - wife of David Abernathy, William and Samuel. 


Note from Kathleen: Rubye joined VFA in 1991. If she had ordered the back Newsletters then, she would have 
immediately found the article with her James Vance shown as son of David Vance. It was not until I sent in some 
Bible Records to Bruce for the Data Base that this hookup was possible. These Family Record Sheets and Bible 
Records are very important. So are the back Newsletters!! The newsletters are not a part of the data base.

They moved to Bedford County, TN 
sometime before 1811., and Samuel died there on March 13, 1849. 


One of Samuel’s and Christina’s children was named David R. Vance and he 
was born in Bedford County, TN in 1817. He married Ann E. , before 1848 
and he died sometime before 1862.”

Pg, 145. Court Record Page 212 - Ab L. Landers, admr upon the estate of Leighton Ewell,

A few days after making 
this cocicil, the testor, who resided in Bedford County and in which the land referred to are situated, died, 
and at April term 1849 of Bedford County court siad will and codicil were proven and admitted to record in 
said County Court and your orator David R. Vance and Willis Blanton executors. Robert B. Vance was in 
possession of the homestead until his death m 1852. Robert B. left a widow Elizabeth Vance in or about 7 
or 8 months after the death of her husband, gave birth to a son, who she named after his deceased father 
Robert Vance, all of which now live in Arkansas. Samuel and Christina Vance lived in their homestead 
about 30 tears in Bedford County. Robert B. Vance built a house on said land, dwelling made of good 
frame house with brick chimmeys, worth $300.00.

4" - He willed 
and bequeathed that all his personal property, including his slaves be sold at public sale by his executors on 
12 months credit bond and good security to be taken from purchases. 5"- After the death of his mother, 
he willed and bequeathed that his executors should sell his land to the highest bidder at public sale on a 
credit of one, two and three years, bond and good security to be taken and a lien retained till purchase 
money should be paid, and the money when collected should be loaned on good security for the benefit of 
his daughters, Sally, Susan C and Virginia C. Vance. 6"- He appointed Scott & Whitson as executors. 
Samuel K. Whitson wrote said will, and thinks the terms of the same are substantially set forth. At  __ 
Term 186_ of Bedford County Court, said John I. Davidson was appointed guardian for said minor heirs, 
who are the only legatees and Mrs. Christina Vance, is still living, but is quite an old lady. Her son David 
R. Vance lived with her and they carried on the farm im partnership, and the provision in the will that she 
should be provided for, was intended, so understood and acted on by the family, to allow her to divide the 
stock and provisions on hand until she could be satisfied and to remain upon the Old Homestead during the 
remnant of her days, where she still resides.

“Tn an old statue of North Carolina, 1785, ch 13, Sec 17, David Vance, Edward Hunter and Russell Jones 
were appointed auditors for the district of Morgan. And, m Chapter 14, Sec 4 of the same year the name 
David Vance appears in connection with others relating to land in the Morgan District. David Vance, had 
in middie Tennessee, in Bedford County, and in Lincoin County, a good many grants for land in these 
counties. He willed one tract jomtly to my mother and her sister Sarah McLean near the line between 
Bedford County and Rutherford County. He willed a large tract in Lincoln Co. to his son Samuel Vance; 
and had several tracts in Bedford County to his sons David and Robert. 


I bought suit when a young lawyer about the year 1845 and recovered considerable amount against parties 
who had adverse possession. He, our grandfather David Vance, was himself a surveyor and a curious fact 
came out in a suit more than 50 years ago. A witness said he was with the surveyor, David Vance, who 
was old and one-eyed,.... and he, the witness took the old man on his back and carried him over (a rocky 
area).”

Prefatory Remarks by Kathleen Mason: Just as I had finished putting together the article on 
Samuel Vance, William Vance sent me an e-mail containing the will of Christina Weaver Vance. 
This contained names of children not mentioned in the previous documents! I began to wonder 
how one could ascertain when one had found the complete facts. Since all the children were not 
mentioned by name in the land transactions, this will, and family records we will have hopefully 
the complete family of Samuel and Christina Weaver Vance. 


Abstract of Christina Weaver Vance’s Will, dated 9 Feb 1865, recorded in Court House of 

Bedford County, Shelbyville, TN. _ 

e To my daughter, Margarette Osborne two negro boys, John and Thomas, to have as her own, 
separate property from her husbands. 

e I desire that all m household furniture of every kind and kitchen articles to be equally divided 
between my three daughters or their children, Caroline, Jane and Margaret. 

e My daughter Caroline’s three daughters to have their mother’s share of household and kitchen 
goods or furniture. (assume Caroline is deceased?) 

e I direct all stock and out plunder of every kind all moneys and notes and bonds of every kind, 
the stock to be sold for cash as my Executor may think best and the proceeds to be equally 
divided between all my children and their heirs. 

e My desire and request is that my old and faithful servant Jim, a colored man - that if I should 
die before he should, that my Executor shall take care of Jim and see that when he dies, that 
he may be decently buried. 

e Lastly, I nominate and appoint John E. Hall my Executor.

Signed, sealed, published in presence of John D. Davidson, John E. Hall. 

State of Tennessee, Joseph H. Thompson, Clerk of Bedford County, County Court certified the 
foregoing was a full, true and perfect copy of the original will of Christina Vance, deceased, 
proven and admitted to record at the term 186 _. Of said Court. (The last digit of that date was 
omitted, so we only know she died in 1860’s after date of her will.) 


Blanche Robertson, a friend of William Vance, who sent in this information, also has a list with 
more complete information of children in the family, not named in documents.

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NOTES ON SOME DESCENDANTS OF DAVID VANCE SR. 
of Ireland and Fayette Co. KY 


Submitted by Susan A. Henderson 


The first proven Vances in what is now Fayette Co. KY were David Vance Jr. (? Ireland - 1789 KY) 
and his brother John Vance (? Ireland -c1805 Fayette Co., KY), who settled there in 1775. They were followed 
to Kentucky in the 1780s by their father, David Vance Sr., three siblings, and John’s daughter Jane. Other 
Vances appeared in Fayette Co. before 1800, including two Patrick Vances and a William Vance for whom 
we have not accounted. They were not issue of David Vance Sr., but might have been nephews. These notes 
are offered in the hope that one or more members of the Vance Family Association will recognize kin or clues 
leading to kin, and take up the work of sorting out these Vances. 


In the January 1994 issue of its newsletter at pages 8 - 10, the Vance Family Association published 
some excerpts from Fayette County Kentucky Records," relating to this family, but not the abstract of the record 
in Robert Tucker and Jane Tucker his Wife v. David Vance that was recorded in Fayette Co. Record Book "F" 
at page 460, on 29 Sep 1819 (I Fayette County Kentucky Records 352-3). This abstract provides significant 
additional information about the family: 


By agreement of attorneys, certain facts admitted: 


(1) In consideration of preemption treasury warrant No. 281, issued March 1780, granted to 1,000 
acres of land, by survey dated February 10, 1783, in Fayette County on Town Fork of Elkhorm. 

(2) That David Vance was born in Ireland but migrated to America before 1775, and in 1775 came 
to Kentucky and never returned to Ireland nor left the United States. 

(3) That David Vance, patentee, departed this life in 1789 without children, intestate, 
having held land under his patent and in actual possession. 

(4) That the patent emanated to said David Vance on his own right of preemption. 

(5) That David Vance left living at the time of his death, his father David Vance, Sr., and 
his brothers, John Vance, James Vance, Joseph Vance, and sister Jane Vance, wife 
of John Porter. 

(6) That David Vance, Sr., the father of James, Joseph and Jane Vance, and his children, were 
born in Ireland and migrated from thence to America about 1787, excepting Jane, who 
migrated in 1785 or 1786, and were never naturalized at any time before death of David Vance, 
the patentee. 

(7) That John Vance, brother of David the patentee, migrated from Ireland and came to 
Kentucky at the same time—say 1775—and ever afterwards made Kentucky his place 
of residence until his death, in 1804 or 1805, intestate, leaving Jane Tucker his only 
child. 

(8) That Jane Tucker was born in Ireland about 1773 and intermarried with Robert 
Tucker about 1794, being then of full age. 

(9) That said Robert Tucker and Jane his wife migrated to this State from Ireland, 
Robert about 1787 and Jane about 1788, and have resided in same ever since. 


*Copies of this excellent five volume set of early Fayette County court and marriage records, compiled by

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(10) That defendant was in possession of the land in declaration mentioned at 
commencement of this suit. 


Defendant's answer: In year 1789 David Vance, Sr. took possession of this preemption 
claiming as his own as heir at law to his son, David Vance, grantee. He divided it into several 
parts by lines plainly marked, and the parcel embracing the tract now in controversy was 
assigned to his son Joseph Vance who accordingly took possession and lived on it until his 
death in 1807, and his daughter Jane has since continued on it as her own estate. 


Also, Fayette County Kentucky Records I, pp.38-39 provides abstracts of depositions that confirm the 
early presence of the Vance brothers in Fayette Co. Page references are to Fayette Co. Record Book A. 


p. 355, Deposition of Seneca McCracken (taken in Franklin County at his home, April 21, 
1800): In the month of April or May 1776 he in company with Cyrus McCracken, Ovid 
McCracken, David Vance and John Vance went to a Cove spring which he now knows to be 
in Scott County being on the north side of north fork of Elkhorn, which water running from said 
spring is known by name of McCracken's branch and that they then and there did proceed to 
make an improvement at said spring by building a cabin and deadening trees and he in company 
with said men did proceed on nearly a south course half or % a mile from said spring to a 
branch known by name of Yellow Bank and there made another improvement by building 
another cabin and deadening trees and deponent says he has been at the above spring 3 or 4 
months ago and knows it to be the same spring that improvement was made at. 


p. 356, Deposition of John Vance (taken at tavern of Robert Megowan in Lexington on April 
28, 1800): That about the month of May 1776 he was at a Cove spring (where Robert Allen, 
Sr. now lives in Scott county) in company with Cyrus McCracken, Ovid McCracken, Seneca 
McCracken and David Vance, and this deponent saith the party at that time made an 
improvement at that spring which was done by order of Cyrus McCracken. Further saith that 
the same day that the above mentioned improvement was made, he went with the same 
company as named above to the place which he showed the Commissioners James Johnson 
and John Rodes in the latter part of the year 1799, and where they had made a common 
improvement cabin and girth a number of trees, which Cyrus McCracken said was for his 
brother William McCracken. 


p. 358, Deposition of John Vance (taken at Robert Megowan's Tavern in Lexington, June 14, 
1800): In 1776 he was requested by Cyrus McCracken who was disabled by a wound he had 
received to assist in repairing some improvements he had before made. They went out he 
thinks some time late in May and that year, on the north side of Fork of Elkhorn and remade 
several improvements and came to what is now called the Cove spring although they did not 
know it by that name, where they built a cabin and encamped all night. The next day this 
deponent says they started to go home towards Main Elkhorn and steered a south or south west 
course and there made another cabin, the distance was a mile one from the other. Deponent 
asked Cyrus McCracken at the last place why he improved so far from the water and the said 
Cyrus McCracken told him he made the improvement for his brother Bill, and that if he could 
not get the water to the cabin he would take the cabin to the water. The name of McCracken's 
run was applied to the water as named by Mister Maxwell. The improvement at the Cove 
spring in 1776 when I was there with Cyrus McCracken was some deadenings and some @ 
letters on a tree but no cabin, but we made a cabin before we left it. At the second place we 
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built a cabin of common size and made large deadenings. Cyrus McCracken, Ovid 
McCracken, Seneca McCracken, David Vance and myself were along. The branch nearest 
to it is now known by the name of Yellow Bank. 


p. 380, Deposition of John Vance (taken at house of James Lindsay on August 5, 1801, before 
Lewis Nuchols and Samuel Shepard, Justices of the Peace for Scott County): That in the year 
1776 he in company with others assisted William Lindsay, deceased, to build a cabin near a 
cave spring where Henry Lindsay now lives and from that time until the present I have 
understood the branches running from said spring making the principal of what is called 
Lindsay's run at that branches coming in on either side ought not to be considered the run so 
properly as the one leading down from said Lindsay's improvement at said Cave spring. 
Question by plaintiff: Did you in the year 1780 understand or know anything of a survey called 
Edmund Taylor's? Answer: I did hear such a survey talked of which I understood to lay on 
South Elkhorn. Question by defendant: What part of the waters of Elkhorn did you understand 
to be called the south fork in the year 1780? Answer: From the mouth of the Town Fork upward 
being the branch that McBride's mill is on and I understood some part of Edmund Taylor's 
survey to be above the mouth of Town Fork but did not hear that any part was below the mouth 
of Town fork as I recollect. Question by plaintiff: Did you understand in the year 1780 that 
the branch that McBride's mill is on was called South Elkhorn below the mouth of Town Fork? 
Answer: I considered it so. 


Many years later, James Vance gave a deposition which was recorded in Fayette Co. Record Book G 
at p. 361 (abstract from I Fayette County Kentucky Records 132-3): 


p. 361, Deposition of James Vance (taken at dwelling of Francis Moore, April 5, 1822, in 
Fayette county): I came into this neighborhood in the fall or winter of 1789 and have lived 
within one mile of the land in controversy ever since. The controversy over this land has been 
talked of in the neighborhood for years. There was a great deal of talk about it after Richard 
Steele returned from Pennsylvania where he bought up the claim of Barnard MecNitt. I first 
heard my brother David speak of the interference between him and McNitt's preemptions. 


From the records quoted above, wills of Joseph and James Vance published in the January 1994 issue 
of the Vance Family Association Newsletter, and marriage records reported in II Fayette County Kentucky 
Records, we have developed a preliminary sketch of this family. 


I. David Vance Sr. (bef. 1740 Ireland - aft 1819 KY) came to Kentucky from Ireland around 1788. We 
assume that he was at least in his 30s in 1773 when he became grandfather to Jane Vance, per the stipulations 
quoted above. This is the source of our estimate that he was born before 1740. There was a twenty-some year 
gap between the births of David Jr. and John in the 1750s, and their younger siblings Jane and James in the 
1770s. Our hunch, but it is no more than supposition, 1s that David Vance Sr. married two or more times, and 
the younger children were of a second set. The stipulations do not mention David’s wife, and we suspect that 
she or they died in Ireland. The stipulations name four sons and one daughter: 


A. John Vance (bef 1757 Ireland - c1805 KY) married Hannah , or perhaps a first wife, around 1772. 
His only known child, Jane, was born in 1773. We have assumed he must have been at least 16 at the 
time she was born, and this is the source of our “bef 1757" estimate of his birth year. It seems odd that 
John would have left wife and child behind for a dozen years. We suspect that he married young, was 
grief-stricken when his young wife died, perhaps as a result of bearing Jane, and that when he left for 
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Kentucky, he left daughter Jane in the care of relatives. David Vance Jr., but not John, appears on 
the tax rolls of Fayette Co. in 1787. Had John gone back for his family? 1787 was the year his father 
and siblings came over. Curiously, per the above stipulations, his daughter Jane did not remove to 
Kentucky until the following year. This suggests that she came over with another family, possibly 
maternal relatives who raised her. On June 17, 1800, John Vance and “Hannah his wife” sold 98 acres 
of land in Fayette County to John Himes. (Cook's, Fayette County Kentucky Records II, p.216.) We 
suspect that this was a second marriage. Jane was identified as John’s “only child” in an 1807 deed, 
quoted below, so unless Hannah was Jane’s mother, this marriage did not produce any surviving 
children. On 14 Jan 1805, "On the petition of Robert Tucker, administration of the estate of John 
Vance, decd. was granted him, he entering into bond with James Vance and William Stone his 
securities in the penal sum of £2,000. Ordered that William Stone, Henry Payne, James Riche and 
Lewis E. Turner, or any three, appraise the personal estate of the descendent." (Cook's Fayette County 
Records I, p.89, abstracting Order Book 1, p. 247) Possibly, Hannah died before John. She was not 
mentioned in the 1819 litigation regarding land inherited from David Vance Jr. 


l. Jane Vance (1773 Ireland - ?) married Robert Tucker (? Ireland - ?) in 1794 in Fayette 
County. On 10 Feb 1806, Robert Tucker and Jane Tucker his wife, conveyed to John Porter, 
a “tract in Fayette County being remainder of tract granted to David Vance, next to 
McConnell's line, Martin's and one other tract conveyed to John Vance by John Steele and 
William Steele in June 1804, corner to Nathaniel Ashby and Richard Gray, Francis Keen, 
Lewis E. Turner; also all other tracts which have descended to Jane Tucker as heiress of her 
father John Vance, in trust. Said Jane desiring that her husband Robert Tucker would be 
vested in fee simple. . .Now true intent of this indenture, that John Porter shall convey same to 
Robert Tucker within ten days. . .John Porter of Fayette County reconveys to Robert Tucker 
the above named tracts. Fayette Co. Order book C, p 479. On 30 Jan, 1807, "Robert Tucker 
and Jane Tucker, his wife, late Jane Vance, daughter and only child of John Vance, decd. of 
Fayette County” sold to Jane's uncle, John Porter, 339 acres of land that had been part of 
David Vance Jr.'s preemption, bounded by land of James Vance, the waters of the town fork 
of Elkhorn, the Leestown road, and the road from Bethel Meeting House to Scott's fulling mill. 
(Cook's Fayette County Records II, p. 520, reporting an entry at page 198 of Fayette County 
Circuit Court Book C). Their issue probably included Sarah Tucker who on 27 Jul 1831 was 
bonded to marry John Lockhart with John Tucker as surety and consent of her father, Robert 
Tucker, and Hannah Tucker who on 12 May 1834 was bonded to marry William Riche, with 
John Riche as surety and consent of her father Robert Tucker. 


David Vance Jr.(est 1750s - 1789) came to America sometime before 1775, when he went to Kentucky. 
In March 1780, treasury warrant No. 281 was issued to him, and he used the preemption in 1783 to 
patent 1000 acres in Fayette Co. that seem later to have formed the foundation of his brothers’ wealth. 
The land he chose on the Fork of the Elkhorn was prime Kentucky bluegrass land. See also Gilson, The 
Kentucky Land Grants, citing Book 1, p. 284. This was a soldier’s pre-emption, and indicates that he 
joined the Virginia Continental Line and served in it for three years as a private. He (but not his brother 
John) was one of the signers of an Articles of Agreement made by the inhabitants of the town of 
Lexington, in the County of Kentucky” on 25 Jan 1780 (Cook's Fayette County Kentucky Records, p. 
357) whereby 46 men who were founders of the town of Lexington agreed to take 4 acre tracts of 
"town" land to be drawn by lot and clear them by the first of June. David Vance Jr. died single in 1789. 


Joseph Vance (? Ireland - c1807 Fayette Co. KY) married Jane__(? - aft Jan 1807). On 12 Nov 
1804, it was "Ordered that Peggy Neely, orphan of Thomas Neely, decd., who was 11 years old on 
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December 13, 1804, be bound as apprentice to Joseph Vance until she reaches age of 16 years, to be 

Sg taught the art of weaving, spinning and sewing." (Cook's Fayette County Kentucky Records IV, p.79, 
abstracting Order Book 1, p. 218) On 14 Apr 1806, on the petition of Ann Needy, an order was issued 
to Joseph "to show cause why Peggy Needy should not be taken from him and her apprenticeship 
dissolved, on complaint of ill treatment. (Cook's Fayette County Kentucky Records IV, p. 142, 
abstracting Order Book 1, p. 372) On 12 May 1806, the court dissolved Peggy Needy's apprenticeship 
to Joseph, and remitted her to the care of David Logan. (Cook's Fayette County Kentucky Records IV, 
p. 147, abstracting Order Book 1, p. 381). On 10 Aug 1807, "The last will of Joseph Vance, decd. was 
proved by the oaths of Joseph Fleming and William Little, and ordered to be recorded. James Vance, 
one of the executors therein named, made his bond with George Brown and James Fleming his 
securities in the penal sum of $3,000. (Cook's Fayette County Kentucky Records I, p. :195, abstracting 
Order Book 1, p. 487). Joseph’s will, dated 5 Jan 1807, named wife Jane Vance, grandson William 
Vance not then age 21, granddaughters Elizabeth Vance, Jean Vance and Ann Vance, and daughter 
Jean Vance and her husband and children. Guardians were to be appointed for granddaughters 
Elizabeth, Jean and Ann Vance , but daughter Jane and her husband were granted the right to use the 
land willed to the girls as their own until the girls came of age. This suggests that the girls were Jane’s 
daughters, and that Joseph was insuring that the land would not be sold by their father, as might have 
happened if it had been willed to their mother and the land had thereby come under their father’s 
control. The 1819 stipulations included a statement that Jane Vance was her father’s heiress, suggesting 
that no other heir survived to that date, and also that Jane had married another Vance. 


D. James Vance (? Ireland - 21 May 1824 Fayette Co.) married Margaret _. On 10 Dec, 1804 the 
Court ordered "James Vance is appointed guardian to John Needy, infant orphan of Thomas Needy, 
decd., who entered bond with Joseph Vance his security in the penalty of $200." (Cook's Fayette 
County Kentucky Records IV, p. 85, abstracting Order Book 1, p. 237) On 11 Aug 1806, James resigned 
as guardian of the boy. (Cook's Fayette County Kentucky Records IV, p. 155, abstracting Order Book 
1, p. 403) His will was dated 5 May 1824 and probated in June Court 1824 (Jan 1994 Vance Family 
Association Newsletter, p. 10). It named wife Margaret, and children William S. Vance, Jane Vance, 
Sally Vance, Mary Vance, James Vance, Samuel Vance, Marthy Vance, John Vance, Alexander 
Vance and Montgomery Vance and daughter Nancy McDowell. James seems to have died wealthy. 
His will made bequests of several slaves and land in both Missouri Fayette Co., and referred to three 
notes from Samuel Scott, each for $1,000 to be paid with interest in 1824, 1825 and 1826 in gold or 
silver. The will provided that the slaves should stay with wife Margaret “until the respective legatees 
marry or come to the age 21, and left money for the education of sons John, Alexander and 
Montgomery, suggesting that several of James’ children were still minors in 1824. The family 
attended Bethel Presbyterian Church in Fayette Co. KY , located about 7/2 miles from Lexington, off 
the Leestown pike. From its Session Book dated 1823, as reported in Mrs. Henry McAdams, Kentucky 
Pioneer and Court Records (1929) p. 171: “Members in full communion, "James Vance, since died", 
Margaret Vance. James Vance, departed this life May 21, 1824. Aged 49 years. Alexander and 
Montgomery Vance, children of James Vance (deceased) and Mrs. Vance, were baptized Nov. 1824. 


E. Jane Vance (? Ireland - ?) married John Porter in Ireland, and emigrated with him to Kentucky around 
1786. 


A new member, Mary Harris, has joined the Vance Family Association, and the article that follows 
e provides her research on Jane Vance and John Porter.

e John Porter (wife Jane Vance) paid taxes on land in Fayette Co. KY in 1791 until 1800 when no & 
record was located. He was listed with 333 acres from David Vance’s original land Mormon film 
#007,957 Tax Records 1787-1804. In 1801 he is shown with 273 acres Fayette Co. Ky, Town Fork 
and 150 acres Licking West We do not have a record of how this 150 acres was disposed of. In 1803 
and 1804 John Porter was shown with 275 acres in Fayette Co., Town Fork. 

° Kentucky Records Series pg. 524: John Porter, Fayette Co. Ky sells 245 acres to Adam Woods 
dated Oct. 23, 1806 - will give possession Mar 1, 1807. This was recorded Mar 28, 1807. (There 
was some disputed land involved which might interfere with David Logan’s claim) 

e Fulton Thompson is appointed to replace John Porter on the Leestown Road. April 13, 1807. 

e John Porter and Jane Stewart administrator of William Stewart estate. Made final report Feb. 8, 
1808. It would appear this John Porter family is making plans to leave the county.

and Butler Co. The John Porter in Warren County appears to be the one we are interested in. It 
shows 1 m under 10; 2 m 10-26; 1 m 26-45; 3 funder 10; 1 f 10-16, 2 f 16-26; 1 £ 26-45. . 

e 1834, Warren County, Kentucky, Will Book page 89. An instrument was presented in Court 
purporting to the the Last Will & Testament of John Porter, deceased. The question was raised as to 
the sanity or insanity of the said testator. It was ordered that said will be registered on the motion to 
have it recorded and overruled. On motion of John Porter (Jr.), Vance Porter and Isaac Smith 
(son in law), at the request of Jane Porter, widow and relict of John Porter, deceased, this request 
was granted. Bond in the penalty of $6000 was posted, with Joseph Farland, Joseph Covington, 
Robert W. Og _, William L. Christian and John A. Fraker, their securities and administrators. 

e This indenture made 5 day of Sept 1834 between Jane Porter, widow and relict of John Porter, 
deceased, Isaac Smith and Margaret his wife, late Margaret Porter, John Porter and Susan is wife, 
Vance Porter, John Neel and Rebecca his wife, late Rebecca Porter, Mary Porter, James McElwaine 
and Lidia Ann his wife, late Lidia Ann Porter, William Gladish and Nancy Ann his wife, late Nancy 
Ann Porter, all heirs of said John Porter, deceased of the County of Warren and State of Kentucky of 
the first part and James Nell now of the county of (blank) and state of Missouri, of the second part, 
witnesseth that they agreed their ancestor John Porter in his lifetime by bond of 12 June 1824 obligated 
himself his heirs, to convey to the said party of the 2™ part, the tracts of land in Warren County on the 
waters of Gaspers Rivers, to said James Neel. (Land John Porter purchased from John Tigent, 
contaming 100 acres - His widow Isabella Tigert on 18 Aug 1834 relinquished any claim of dower on 
same land). All heirs signed. It was ordered (pg. 292, 296, 317 and 332) that Jane Porter be 
allowed her dower. An inventory and appraisement was made and recorded. 

e The above document now gives us a clear picture that John Porter and wife Jane Vance Porter at the 
time of his death in 1830. Jane died ca 1846/7 and both buried in Warren Co. Ky. They had two sons, 
Vance Porter b. 1798 John Porter b. 1799, and five daughters, Margaret Porter Smith b. 1792, 
Rebecca Porter Neel b. 1802, Mary Porter b. 1803, Lidia Ann Porter McElwaine, Nancy Ann 
Porter Gladish. 

e Mary Harris’ line: Rebecca Porter Neel, whose husband John died Apr 18, 1839, buried Richelieu 
Cemetery, Logan Co. KY, Rebecca died July 2, 1875, buried Shiloh Cemetery, Johnson Co., 
Missouri. She had moved to the area of her daughter Julia Ann Neel, who married David Snodgrass. 


(Mariage records Fayette Co. KY, relationship to above John Porter/Jane Vance unknown. John Porter bonded to marry Eliza @ 
Steele on 17 Oct 1831 with Brice Steele as surety and consent of bride’s father. The same or different John Porter bonded to 

marry Margaret Carson on 31 Aug 1841 with Hiram Jeter as surety. Also a John Porter bonded to marry Mary Ann Neale with 

William H. Neale as surety, on 30 Jan 1848. - Submitted by Susan Henderson)

(Cloud Creek flows into the Little Santee) Who was this David/Davis who lived in 
that area long enough to have the ferry named after him? Did oc operate it? (No timeframe 
given, but probably late 1700’s, early 1800’s.

William Vere Vance, 281 Maple St., Brevard, NC 28712 2852 has indeed confirmed that his 
Elias Vance #10114 was the son of Hiram Vance #633 and Phoebe Skidmore #634, son of John 
Vance #766 and Nancy #767, son of Alexander Vance #768 and Jane Martin #769, son of John 
Vance #2040 and Elizabeth #1041. The last John Vance’s will was probated in Frederick County, 
Virginia in 1760. Our Cross Reference Index indicates William is member #13 from the John 
Vance line. Note: His success in connecting to this line was buying the back issues and making 
contact with members. He had a flaw in one name that kept the computer from connecting. 


It pays to leave your name in public places! Gwynne Daniel, 235 Mount Paran Rd NW, 
Atlanta, GA 30327-4601 found the name of VFA member Margaret Webb in the Jonesboro, 
TN. Library. She made contact with Margaret regarding her Sarah and Mitchell McFarling. 
Margaret quickly informed her about the will of Joseph Vance #3993 printed in VFA NL April 
1996 pg. 81, which mentioned heir Sarah McFarland and Mitchel McFarland. Gwynn had no 
idea of the maiden name of Sarah McFarland - furthermore she was seeking McFarling 
information. She was delighted to add a maiden name, and Joseph Vance #3992 and his parents 
Samuel Vance #74 and his wife Sarah Colville Vance #75. 


Gwynn quickly joined VFA and informed her cousin MacElaine Elliot, 5326 West 42™, 
Amarillo, TX 79109, whose line uses the spelling McFarland. Her line is from John McFarland 
son of Mitchell and Sarah McFarling/McFarland and Gwynn’s line is from Joseph McFarling, 
brother of John. These two ladies have really been doing a professional job of research since they 
got this information. I informed them there were McFarlands in Frederick County, Va. Further 
research has uncovered the father of Mitchell McFarling/McFarland in Shenandoah Co. Va. which 
was taken from Dunmore and Frederick County Va. =‘ They are also researching the Acklin, 
Travis and Berry line mentioned in Joseph Vance’s will, and articles will be forthcoming when 
this is completed.

After inquiries, it was determined this was an 
expensive item at that time, used at a fire place. Some were made for out door use, but some for 
the fire place inside the home.

Recently I spent a couple of hours (yes, hours) browsing genealogical sites on the web. As those who 
regularly ‘surf knows, each site generally lists and provides links to other sites with the same subject 
matter. There are even sites that are devoted to these links. 


At first the quantity and quality of the genealogy sites impressed me, particularly when compared to a 
few months ago. Then the second impression hit me. The quantity of sites was overwhelming and 
under organized. I can't in good conscience critique the quality, as it would be physically impossible to 
browse each site to ascertain the usability of the data. 


I compare the experience to entering a huge library where the users donated all the books, magazines 
and pictures and each one set up his/her own section of the library and with their own system. 


Internet participants are fighting any kind of government involvement and I concur with this effort. 
However, without organization, this part of the web will fall from it's own weight. I wonder what other 
subject areas are having the same experience. 


Don't get the wrong idea, I have found the web to be very useful. I have used it productively for airline 
and lodging information, for computer support, as a phone book, as a medical encyclopedia and of 
course for international e-mail. 


PAF 3.0 


After the July newsletter, as promised, I prepared to convert our VFA database to PAF 3. Then I 
remembered that I use the Family Records Utility to provide extracted data from our PAF database. 
This is needed to produce the Condensed Pedigree, Cross-Reference and Notes Report and the 
condensed pedigrees for the newsletter. Whoops! I quickly wrote the authors of FRU and they assured 
me an update would be forthcoming. No date, just forthcoming. 


There has been quite a bit of information published on conversions to PAF 3.0. Converting through 
GEDCOM rather than using the supplied conversion module is recommended. Above all, keep your old 
system so you can go back. 

A couple of the new features are great. For one, you can use a note for more than one person. They 
caught up with Family Tree Maker by supplying notes for marriages. The expanded fields will be a 
blessing, making up abbreviations is not my field. 


We just went over 11,000 records in our VFA database so I am perfectly content to watch and wait a 
bit longer rather than have any major problems. 


If anyone has converted, please let us know how it went.

Jane Vance of Aughavea, Coagh married William Meneely on 24 July 1828 in Brigh 
Presbyterian Church. This was witnessed by William Vance. 

Mary Vance of Aughavea, married Robert Young farm worker of Magherfelt at hospital 
bedside on 20" April 1854. Her father was William Vance, a farmer. Mary & Jane are sisters 
Mary had 2 boys and 1 girl. She died young, and Robert Young re-married. 

Ellen Vance of Coagh, daughter of William Vance (dyer) married James Hughes, baker of 
Coagh on 13" December 1863. 

Policeman Samuel Vance and wife Mary had a son Samuel, baptized on 5" June 1842 in 
Tamlagh Parish Church (at Coagh). 

William Vance of Endenagh, Stewartstown, helped at the foundation of the Presbyterian 
Church in Coagh on 20 July 1708. Coagh Presbyterian Church was formed out of the Brigh and 
Moneymore Presbyterian Churches (Moneymore and Ballyclog parishes).

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A VISIT WITH THE VANCE/ARMSTRONG FAMILY 
IN NORTHERN IRELAND 
By Valerie Vance Parker 
Edna, Texas 


My husband, Gerald, and daughter, Sarah, and | traveled independently in a rental car to Northern treland 
in 1997 in search of Vance roots. My great-great-grandfather, Edward Vance, emigrated from Country 
Derry in 1849 to Mississippi and later to Texas. We have had a large framed picture of the John Vance 
monument near Coagh on our wall for many years taken before it was cracked. My grandfather's name was 
John Vance and | had always wanted to see the monument and the area of its location in person. We dis- 
covered that the church where the monument is located is in County Derry within view of the town of 
Coagh in County Tyrone. (We were saddened to find that the monument is now badly stained and deteri- 
orating and something needs to be done to preserve it!) 


Buddy Vance, my cousin of Bryan, Texas had given me Glynis Vance Armstrong’s address which is 
located between Coagh and Stewartstown. We inquired about the telephone number at the general 
store in Stewartstown. A customer in the store overheard our conversation and said that she knew Glynis 
Vance Armstrong very well. She asked us to walk across the street with her to her home. We did, and her 
husband had cemetery records of Glynis Vance’s family in the Brigh Presbyterian Church near Stewart- 
stown. (All the Vances in the Stewartstown area are Presbyterian.) Then this congenial man, Mervyn 
Megaw, took us a short distance outside Stewartstown to the home of Glynis Vance Armstrong and hus- 
band, William Armstrong, . At “Prospect House” we met their sons, William, Jr. and Philip. The parents 
were in Cookstown counting votes for an election . (William was running for a local council membership as 
a representative of the Ulster Unionist Party.) 


William, Jr. (“Junior”) took us to Cookstown City Hall to meet his parents, Glynis and William. The City Hall 
Was being protected by several British military police with machine guns while the votes were being count- 
ed. Junior had to get permission to go in and get his parents. They came out for introductions and a very 
brief visit. They were most cordial, and Glynis stated that she had received my letter from Texas, but she 
had been too busy with the election to answer. She said that if we could stay for a day or two we could get 
together for dinner or tea and get to Know each other. 


William has done some gathering of Glynis’s family history which he is putting on computer as time permits. 
Glynis stated that her father, Joseph Vance, now deceased, had located the John Vance monument at St. 
Luke's Church outside Coagh several years ago and cleaned it. William told us that he was 99.9 % sure 
that Glynis was descended from the John Vance on the monument, but he was lacking one or two genera- 
tions to tie it together. 


William told us of finding an old Vance thatched roof homestead a few years ago which is located on pri- 
vate land not now controlled by any Vance heirs. To William’s knowledge, no Vance relatives from America 
had ever visited the house. Junior took us to visit the house for pictures as well as showing us the home 
where Glynis was reared and the house of her first cousin, John Vance, son of Russell Vance (still living 
but in advanced years) and neither of whom have any interest in family history. William later told us ina 
phone conversation that he believed that Joseph Vance, Glynis’s great-grandfather, may have been born 
in the thatched roof house in the 1840’s. The Vances living in the old thatched roof house ran out of 
male heirs and the females took it over. William believes that the name of the last people to live in the 
house was Badger. There is a woman named Vale (or some such name) who lives nearby who may know 
the history of the house. William believes the house to be somewhere between 150 and 250 years old 
and would probably have been the first house of the Stewartstown Vances descended from the John 
Vance of the Coagh monument. He said he would try to talk to the woman who may know the history of 
the house. He has a picture of the house when people were still living in it. 


He said that he had heard that some of the Coagh Vances had lived in Donegal but he knew no names. 
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(This would be consistent with the William Balbirnie Vance history which indicates that County Donegal 
may have besn the first home of the Vances in Ireland. We also got a name from Fred and Ann Millis, who 
now own the Bambarroch gatehouse in Scotland. Gerald M. Vance, Woodlands, Rafhoe, County Done- 
gal had also visited Barnbarroch.) William also mentioned County Down as a place where some Vances 
may have lived but did not give any specifics. William said that he had found records of a Vance who was 
involved with the establishment of the Presbyterian Church in Coagh. He did not give any dates or 
names. ‘

Congratulations, Jeanne Hand Henry 


VFA has the distinction of having Jeanne Hand Henry, CG as a long time member. See her photo front 
page NL April 1994, also article pages 46/8. On Board, a Newsletter of the Board of Certification on 
Genealogist, September 1997 issue, spotlighted Jeanne in an article by Regina Hines Ellison, CGRS. 
Jeanne has been a Certified Genealogist for nearly 30 years - longer than any other person, with the 
exception of the Board’s former executive director, John Frederick Dormon, a well known name to all 
serious researchers, 


This interest in genealogy began very early in Lauderdale County, Mississippi, where she asked questions 
about her grandparents. The questions contmued and the outgrowth of this lifetime interest has been the 
publication of nine volumes of genealogies and record abstracts. She has helped countless clients learn 
more of their heritage. 


As an Air Force wife, Jeanne traveled all over the world, pursuing self-education in genealogy at a time 
when few classes were being taught. During her husband Jesse’s tour of duty in Washington, D.C., in the 
1950’s she had the opportunity to spend much time in the National Archives, the Library of Congress, and 
the Library of the Daughters of the American Revolution.

The photo 
on page 19 indicated at the time (unknown) of that newspaper publication the house was owned 
by Alex Roberts.

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OTHER VANCE FAMILIES OF WASHINGTON COUNTY, VA 
Research by Mary Vance Norfleet 


Preface: The following families either lived part or all of their lives in Washington Co., VA. Unfortunately, very little 
@ information has been found on these families. We seek help in making a positive identification of these individuals. 


Hugh Vance 


Hugh Vance was named as the oldest son of Dr. Patrick Vance and his wife, Mary Graham of Rockbridge Co., VA, 
in a personal copy of his book, The Vance Family In Ireland, Vans in Scotland by William Balbirnie. The two other 
children of Dr. Patrick and “Miss Graham” named in Balbirnie’s manuscript are David Graham Vance and William 
Kirkpatrick Vance. (VEA Newsletter, July, 1987, p. 55) Only two records have been located in Rockbridge Co., VA 
for Hugh Vance. On 6 December 1791, Hugh Vance, “Orphan of Patrick Vance” came into court and chose Mary 
Vance as his guardian. Also recorded in Rockbridge County records is Hugh’s marriage to Sarah Law, the daughter 
of Henry Law, on 15 August 1803. (VFA Newsletter, April, 1997, p. 49 & 51) 


Hugh Vance, age 26 to 45, is listed in the 1810 Botetourt County, VA census with his wife, 3 sons and 1 daughter, all 
under the age of 10. Botetourt County is adjacent to Rockbridge Co., VA. A search of the 1820 census records 
revealed no listing for Hugh Vance. However, a Hugh Vance is listed as a non landowner in the 1819 tax list of 
Washington Co., TN and possibly listed in the same county on the 1826 tax list as Hugh “Vown”. (VFA Newsletter, 
July, 1994; p. 87) Hugh’s two brothers, David G. and William K. Vance are listed on the same tax roles in Washington 
Co., TN. (The 1820 census for the eastern half of Tennessee was lost.) 


In 1830, a Hugh Vance, age 50 to 60, is listed in the Washington County, VA census with his wife, age 40 to 50 and 
eight children: a son and daughter, age 20 to 30; a son, age 15 to 20; a son and daughter, age 10 to 15; a son and 
daughter, age 5 to 10; and a son under age 5. The early census records for Washington Co., VA were alphabetized, 
So we do not know in what part of the county Hugh resided. If the Hugh of the 1810 Botetourt Co. census and the 1830 
Washington Co., VA census are one in the same, then two sons listed in the 1810 census either were no longer living 
with him or had died prior to 1830. The census is the only official record of Hugh to be found in Washington County, 
VA. He does not appear on any other census records and no deed, court, will or probate records were located for him. 
However, there is a tombstone for a Hughey G. Vance, 1776-1862, in Deck Cemetery, Washington Co., VA. Deck 
Cemetery is north and east of the intersection of County Road 630 and US 421 & 58 in Washington Co., VA near the 
Scott Co., VA and Sullivan Co., TN line. (High on a Windy Hill, by Catherine McConnell) 


If we presume that the Hugh Vance listed on the 1830 Washington Co., VA census and the Hughey G. Vance buried 
im Deck Cemetery are one in the same, then the question becomes why is Hugh not listed on any other census. Records 
in other states and areas of Virginia, have been searched for Hugh on the 1840, 1850 and 1860 census, all to no avail. 
Perhaps, Hugh was extremely adept at evading the census taker or he may have been living with one of his married 
children. The most probable explanation seems to be that Hugh died in Washington Co., VA between the 1830 and 
1840 census and the date of his death on the tombstone is incorrect. It is possible the tombstone was erected sometime 
after Hugh’s death or may have been a memorial rather than an actual grave site. 


Since so few records have surfaced for Hugh, there is always concern that we may be linking him to the wrong family. 
In this mstance, we have Balbirnie’s written document which states Hugh was the oldest of three sons. It is known that 
the third son of Dr. Patrick Vance was William Kirkpatrick Vance, who was bom m 1780. If, David G. Vance was 
bom about 1778, then Hugh’s date of birth of 1776, listed on the tombstone, seems to be of the correct time frame to 
be the oldest son of Dr. Patrick Vance. Assuming that 1776 is the correct date of birth for Hugh, he would have been 
age 34 in the 1810 census and 54 in the 1830 census, which agrees with the time frames listed in the census records. 
Also, Balbimnie noted that Hugh had one son, Patrick. A Patrick Vance, born in 1804, is buried near Hughey G. Vance 
in the Deck Cemetery. A Mary J. Vance, 1814-1835 is also buried beside Hugh in Deck Cemetery. 


Of the ten children listed for Hugh on the two census records, Patrick and Mary J. Vance could reasonably be identified 
as two of his children. Who were the other children of Hugh Vance? 
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Patrick Vance 


In Balbimie’s notes, he states ““Hugh Vance had one son, Patrick, what became of him my informer knoweth not.” 
According to Patrick’s tombstone in Deck Cemetery, he was bom in 1804 and may have been the oldest child of Hugh 
Vance and Sarah Law. Patrick died in Washington Co., VA in 1875. Through deed records, Patrick’s wife was 
identified as Katherine Fleenor, daughter of Jacob Fleenor. Katherine F. Vance, 1816-1876, is buried between Patrick 
and Hughey G. Vance in Deck Cemetery. 


The first record of Patrick in Washington Co. VA is the 1840 census where Patrick, Katherine, and a daughter under 
the age of 5, are listed. In several records found for Patrick, he is often listed as “Patton” Vance. From the deed 
records, Patrick lived near Mendota, an area of Washington Co. called the Kinderhook District (near the Scott and 
Russell Co., VA line). By the 1860 census, his address was listed as Three Springs Post Office. The community of 
Three Springs is located in the southwest comer of Washington County. The following deed records were found for 
Patrick: 


Patrick Vance to Robert C. Bradley. Deed of Trust. Patrick Vance indebted to Joseph Pullum for $64.34. 
Property in trust: negro, Harriet, and mulatto, Connedy, the property of Jacob Fleenor, decd. and Patrick 
Vance’s interest in the real estate of Jacob Fleenor, decd. 22 January 1844. (DB 16, p. 380.) 


Patrick Vance from Starke Jett & wife, Sarah; Jane Fleenor; Peter Fleenor & wife, Elizabeth; Ellen Fleenor; 
Gasper Fleenor & wife, Margaret; Nancy Fleenor; Levi Fleenor. All heirs of Jacob Fleenor, decd. $242 for 
90 acres on the North Fork Holston River, bordered by Starke Jett & Henry Fleenor. 1 March 1844. (DB 17, 
p. 40.) 


Patrick Vance & wife, Catherine to Jordon Leonard. Deed of Trust for $200. 26 December 1854. (DB 22, 
p. 472.) 


Patton [Patrick] Vance to Henry C. Gibbons. Deed of Trust. Sums owed to Jacob Merchant: J.B. & J.C. 
Dunn; A.T. Litchfield; George Shaffer; and Walter Johnson. 14 May 1854. (DB 23, p. 378.) 


Patrick Vance & wife, to Jordon Leonard. 30 acres, 16 pole in two tracts of land on the north side of Walkers 
Mountain and waters of Abrams Creek. 7 October 1857. (DB 24, p. 203.) 


Patrick Vance & wife, Catherine, to Jacob L. Clayman & Harrison Hobbs. $200 for tract of land on Abrams 
Creek. 15 November 1865. (DB 26, p. 238.) 


Patrick Vance and Katherine Fleenor were the parents of seven known children, information from census, marriage and 
cemetery records. Their children were: 
1. Margaret Carolme Vance was bom 1840 and married Isaac L. Fleenor on 29 October 1868 in Washington 
Co., VA. Caroline M. Fleenor died in 1923 in Washington Co., VA and is buried in Deck Cemetery. 
2. Emmett B. Vance was born 1843 and married Sarah W. Warren on 6 May 1973 in Washington Co., VA. 
Emmett was a Private in Company F, Confederate Army and was wounded at Bennett’s Mill. Emmett died 
in 1935 and is buried in East Hill Cemetery, Bristol, VA. 
3. Susan F. Vance was bom 7 May 1846 and married Warren Crawford 15 February 1892 in Washington 
Co., VA. Susan Crawford died 16 February 1913 and is buried in Cedar Grove Cemetery, Washington 
Co., VA. Susan Vance had one daughter, Henrietter Vance, born about 1867 who married William D. 
Beckelhimer on 6 July 1884 in Washington Co., VA. 
. Nicholas Vance was bom about 1848 and died before 1860. 
. Mary E. Vance was born about 1853 and married F. C. Ringley on 24 Dec 1884 in Washington Co., VA. 
6. Peter F. Vance was a twin, born 1855. Peter married Martha J. Deck on 25 October 1877 in Washington & 
Co., VA. Peter died in 1894 and is buried in Deck Cemetery. Washington Co., VA. 
7. Nancy Vance was a twin, bom 1855 in Washington Co., VA. Nothing further is known about her.

Some information for this family was taken from “John Vance, The Vance Family of Kinderhook”, published in 
€ Families of Washington County and Bristol, Virginia 1776-1996 by The Holston Territory Genealogical Society. 


John Vance married Elizabeth Haydon/Hayton on 23 October 1834 in Washington Co., VA. According to cemetery 
records, John was bom 15 September 1814 and died 3 July 1888. He is buried in Gum Hill Cemetery, Washington 
Co., VA. Gum Hill Cemetery is located on County Road 799 in the Kinderhook District of Washington Co., VA. 
Elizabeth was born about 1815 in Virginia; no record of date of death or place of burial has been located for Elizabeth. 
(The marriage record for their daughter, Nancy, lists her father as John H. Vance and the marriage record for daughter; 
Sarah, lists her mother as Elizabeth W. Vance.) Where John was bom is not certain, the 1850 census states Virginia; 
the 1860 census states Tennessee; and in 1870, he was listed twice, in one listing as born in Virginia and the other as 
bom in Tennessee. In the 1860 census and one of the 1870 census listings, John is listed as not being able to read or 
write; in the 1850 and one of the 1870 census, he is listed as literate. If the date of birth listed on the tombstone is 
assumed to be correct, the census record further adds to the confusion: 1850, he was 37; in 1860, age 49; in one 1870 
listing as age 60 and in the other 1870 listing as age 53 or 63. 


Although John was listed as a farmer or laborer on census records and appears to have lived in the same general area 
all of his adult life, no deeds were found for him and census records indicate that he did not own land. 


The information for John H. Vance and his family comes from census, marriage and cemetery records. John and 
Elizabeth first appear in the 1840 census, both being between the ages of 20 to 30, with two sons under the age of 5, 
one daughter 5 to 10, and one daughter under 5. Apparently one son died between the 1840 and 1850 census. 


The nine known children of John H. and Elizabeth Haydon Vance were: 

1. Mary Jane Vance was born about 1835 and married Milton Dodson Collins on 5 November 1860 in 

Washington Co., VA. Mary & Milton had two children: James W. Collins and Levisa Collins. Mary 
@ appears to be widowed by the 1870 census, and is living with her parents. 

2. James H. Vance was bom about 1837 and married Rachel Gobble about 1857. James H. and Rachel 
Gobble Vance were the parents of thirteen children, nine of whom lived to adulthood: Henry Vance, Emmett 
Jefferson Vance, Rachel E. Vance Gobble, Mary Vance Wright, William Anderson Vance, Martha Vance, 
Isaac Dickerson Vance, Nicholas Vance, and Charles Vance. 

3. Martha Ann Vance was born about 1838 and married Andrew Williams on 7 February 1854. They were 
the parents of eleven children: Louisa Eliza, Mary Elizabeth Williams Bott, Jesse, John, William, Susan 
Emeline Williams Vance, Margaret, Edna, Sarah, Julia, and Charles. 

4. George W. Vance was bom about 1841. George is listed on the 1850 and 1860 census, but not listed on 
the 1870 census. 

5. William Vance was bom about 1844 and died before 1860. 

6. Dulaney Vance was born about 1846 and died before 1860. 

7. Nicholas I. Vance was bom 15 September 1847 in Washington Co., VA and died 16 March 1927 in 
Appalachia, Wise Co., VA. Nicholas married Sarah Emeline Thompson on 16 December 1875 in 
Washington Co., VA. Sarah was bom was born in 1854 and died in 1925. Nicholas and Sarah are buried 
in Gum Hill Cemetery. Their children were: Thomas J., James, Charles Gilmer, Ida, Calvin A., Cora N., 
Bertie, and Bessie Mae. 

8. Nancy Catherine Vance was born about 1851 and died 14 August 1895 and is buried at Birdville, TX. 
Nancy married John Thomas Bott on 19 August 1869 in Washington Co, VA. John was bom in 1842 in 
Washington Co. VA and died in 1929 at Appalachia, Wise Co., VA. (VFA Newsletter, Jan, 1996, p. 7) 

9. Sarah Isabelle Vance was born ca. 1855 and married John S. Akers on 30 July 1885 in Washington Co., 
VA. 


@ Can anyone identify John H. Vance’s parents? 
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Jane Vance Larimer 


The following information came from a manuscript on the Larimer Family, author R .C. L. (Larimer?), sent by 
Virginia Williamson, Meadowview, VA.. A portion of the entire manuscript is reprinted here, with only minor 
changes to clarify the individuals listed. Information in italics is new information and not in the original manuscript. 
Can anyone identify Jane’s parents? 


John Larimer Jr. was born in 1775 in Mount Joy Twp, York (now Adams) County PA to John Larimer Sr. and 
Jean/Jane Larimer. He married first, Jane Vance in about 1803 (oldest known child was born about 1802) in 
Washington Co., VA. Jane Vance Larimer died before 1820. John Larimer, Jr. moved with his parents to Washington 
Co., VA in the 1780's. John Larimer Jr. lived near Lodi in Washington Co., VA until his death in about 1869. He is 
buried in a private plot 6 miles southeast of Abingdon on the Laurel Fork of the Holston River. John Larimer Jr. 
married second, Mary McKee on 20 January 1820 in Washington Co., VA. 


The five known children of John Larimer Jr. and Jane Vance, all born in Washington Co., VA., were: 
1. Sarah Larimer, born about 1802, married William Collins on 7 October 1819 in Washington Co., VA. In 
the 1850 census, William and Sarah were living in Lee Co., VA. William was age 55, a farmer, and Sarah 
was age 48. Their children listed on the census were: Mary, 24; Sarah, 22; Nancy E., 20; William A., 
17; Hiram, 15; Thomas J., 12; Catharine, 10; Cynthia, 8; and James, 4. 


2. John Larimer (II) was born 20 April 1804 m Washington Co., VA. After the death of his mother, Jane (nee 
Vance), he and his brother, Thomas Jefferson were apprenticed to a wagon maker on Kinderbook Farm in 
Scott Co., VA; and after a few years they moved to Lee Co. where they remained. In 1837, both John and 
his brother omitted the middle “1” from the family name, and thenceforth descendants have been “Larmer”’. 
John died 20 April 1871 at Hickory Flats, Lee Co., VA. On 16 September 1831, John married Elizabeth 
“Betsy” Allen, daughter of James Allen & Hannah Hanger, in Lee Co., VA. Betsy was bom 12 February 
1811 and died 5 Jul 1896 in Lee Co., VA. John and Betsy had eleven children all born in Lee Co.: 

1. Sara Jane, born 1832, married Martin V. Duff on 20 November 1862. Two children: Sam & 
Ballard. 

2. Thomas Jefferson, born 20 July 1836, married Molly Jessee on 12 May 1873. 

3. Hannah Katherine, born 1839, married William P. Sims on 21 January 1858. Four children: 
Hanger, Edger, Nellie & Lucy. 

4. Emmett B., bom April 1840, married Rosa A. Carnes on 1 October 1871. 

5. Minerva A., born 18 May 1843, died 8 August 1932; married Alexander L. Lloyd on 17 January 
1865. 

6. Doctor Vance, bom December 1845, died 1920; married Mary Lloyd on 1 January 1869. 

7. Mary E., born 1850, married Elyah W. Bishop about 1870. Five children: Will, Charles, Emmett, 
Dorsey, & Martha. 

8. John S., bom 1 September 1852, died 20 December 1870; married Minerva _.. 

9. Rebecca A., bom 9 October 1853/4, died 6 Feb 1934; married her cousin Evan Spencer Larmer. 

10. Evan Stubblefield 

11. James 


3. Vance C. Larimer was born about 1809 and married Margaret McSpadden on 8 January 1838 in 
Washington Co., VA. In the 1850 census, Vance C. Larmore, age 41, a farmer, born VA and Margaret 
L., age 32, born VA, were living in DeKalb Co., AL. Their children were: Letetia L, 11; Hugh P.C., 6; 
Sarah W., 4; and Samuel E. G., 2. The 1860 DeKalb Co., AL census shows Vance C. Larmore, 51; 
Margaret L., 40; Letitia J., 20; Hugh P.C., 15; Ellen, 13; Samuel G., 11; Thomas W., 9; Mary J., 7; 
Asker, 5; Charles, 3; and Laura, 1. All children were born in AL. 


4. Thomas Jefferson Larimer was born 3 September 1811 im Washington Co., VA. He moved to Lee Co., VA 


with his brother John and remained there the rest of his life, dying 24 June 1887 at Hickory Flats. He also 
changed his name to “Larmer”; family legend indicates that this occurred with the birth of his son, Samuel, 
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when the medical attendant had certified the birth without the middle “i” and suggested that this was a better 
way to spell the name, as otherwise he would have to fill in a new certificate. On 22 August 1833, in Lee 
Co., VA, Thomas married Catherme H. Allen. She was the daughter of James Allen & Hannah Hanger and 
a younger sister of Elizabeth Allen Larmer. Catherine was bom 28 November 1814 and died 3 June 1897 
in Lee Co., VA. Thomas J. and Catherine were the parents of nine children all bom in the Hickory Flats 
area of Lee Co.: 

John Vance, born 30 August 1834 and died in infancy. 

Samuel Patton, born 32 July 1837 and died 19 February 1900; married Elizabeth Jane Rose. 
James Allen, born 5 May 1839, married Nancy Pennington. 

Rebecca Elizabeth, born April 1841, married George Hickham. 

Hannah Jane, born 6 April 1843 and died 24 November 1894; married James Henderson Graham. 
Eight children: Laura, Emmit Vance, Ralph, Rosa, Eliza, Henry, Samuel H., Bradley. 

Evan Spencer, born 17 Feb 1845, married his cousin, Rebecca Larmer. 

Sarah Catherine, born 18 Jul 1847, married William Bishop on 2 September 1869. 

Thomas Jefferson, born 19 Jan 1850, married Elizabeth J. Hickam. 

Peter Hanger Allen, bom 18 December 1853 and died 1933; married Lutitia F. Lloyd.

5. Jessie Larimer was the 5“ child of John Larimer and Jane Vance, named in the manuscript. No further 
information has been found on Jessie. 


Points to Ponder: One name that is not commonly found in the Vance family is the name “Emmett”. Yet, Patrick 
Vance named his oldest son, Emmett B.; John and Elizabeth’s son, James H. Vance named his second son, Emmett 
Jefferson; and Jane Vance Larimer’s son, John Larimer/Larmer named his second son Emmett B. 


It is also interesting that John Larimer/Larmer named one of his son’s “Doctor Vance Larmer”. Is this a clue to 
his ancestry? Was Jane Vance Larimer a daughter of Dr. Patrick Vance and Mary Graham? What is known about 
the family of Dr. Patrick Vance comes from the handwritten notes of William Balbirnie. Balbirnie’s “informant” 
is believed to be Dr. William Nicholas Vance, son of William Kirkpatrick Vance; grandson of Dr. Patrick Vance. 
It is possible that Dr. William N. Vance identified only the three sons for whom he had personal knowledge and not 
the entire family. From Balbirnie’s notes, it was stated that William K. Vance was the youngest son and from family 
sources that William was born in 1780. Since Dr. Patrick Vance did not die until 1791, it is possible that more 
children were born to Dr. Patrick and Mary Graham Vance after 1780. 


In the Larimer Manuscript it is stated that John Larimer/Larmer was apprenticed to a wagon maker on Kinderbook 
Farm in Scott Co., VA. While researching this area, a Kinderhook Farm originally owned by the Kendrick family 
was located near Mendota in Washington Co., VA near the Scott Co. line. This is the same area of Washington Co., 
VA in which Patrick and John H. Vance lived. 


There is another interesting connection between the Larimer family and the Vances. VFA member, Bill Allen, sent 
information on Thomas Vance(1770/4-1835) who married Sudney Lewis on 12 January 1804 in Knox Co., TN. 
Thomas and Sudney’s son, George G. Vance married Dorcas Condra. Dorcus Condra was the daughter of John 
Condra and Margaret “Peggy” Larimer. From the Larimer manuscript, Margaret Larimer Condra and John 
Larimer Jr. (husband of Jane Vance) were brother and sister. Is there some relationship between Thomas Vance 
and Jane Vance Larimer or is this merely a coincidence? 


While John H. Vance lived in the same general area of Washington Co. as the descendants of John/Jane Black Vance 
and Samuel/Margaret Laughlin Vance, he does not appear related to them. Hugh Vance had at least one son in the 
same age range as John.. However, Hugh’s daughter, Mary J. Vance, born in 1814, the same year that John was 
reportedly born. If John is Hugh’s son, we can only assume that he and Mary J. were twins. John H. and Elizabeth 
named their oldest daughter, Mary Jane, who was born the same year that Mary J. Vance died. Was she named after 
John’s sister? Since twins are sometimes found in the same family lines, it is interesting to note that Patrick's 
youngest children, Peter and Nancy were twins. Patrick also named a daughter, Mary E.; both John H. and Patrick 
named children Nicholas and Nancy.

Samuel B. Vance 

On the 19" of October 1829, David W. Vance, Samuel Grant and S. W Camey all from Montgomery Co., 
TN apply to courts in Montgomery for an admmustrators bond for Samuel Vance, deceased. (RB F, p. 6) The 
inventory of the personal estate of Samuel B. Vance was filed in the April term, 1830; D. W. Vance, 
administrator. (RB F, p. 81) Eliva Jane Vance, R. Moody, James Carr and M. Gordon are bound to the court 
in the sum of $8000 for the benefit of Samuel B. Vance, infant heir of S. B. Vance, deceased. Eliva J. Vance 
appointed Guardian. July Term 1831. (RB F, p. 226) Guardian report by Daniel R. Merritt, guardian for 
Samuel B. Vance, lists normal expenses of boarding, clothes and “expenses in traveling to State of Mississippi 
and back and while there divided time between Guardian and ward; also expense of surveying and dividing a 
tract of land. 1832. (RB F, p. 435) 


Samuel Barnett Vance was bom 8 February 1800 and died 19 July 1829, son of James Vance, who was the 
first Vance to be listed in the 1820 Mississippi census. (See VFA NL, January, 1994, p. 6 & 7 for bible 
record..) | 


Mary Vance Grant 

Samuel Grant, listed in the administrator’s bond for Samuel B. Vance, was the husband of Mary Vance. 
(Note bible record listed above indicates Ruthy Vance married Samuel Grant.) On the 10" of August 1822, 
Samuel Grant purchased 135 acres on Spring Creek, property bordered on the Kentucky State line. (DB K, 
p. 498) Cemetery records were found for Grant Cemetery located on the Port Royal-Guthrie Road, District 
#1 on a farm owned by Bemard Wofford (March 1969). The cemetery is enclosed by an Osage Orange fence 
and covers about an acre. “Mary Vance Grant, wife of Samuel Barnett Grant, mother of CG, MAG, MGM, 
EMG, EG, SBG Jr.” “Samuel Barnett Grant husband of (1) Mary Vance and (2) Eliza Bowling, father of 
(1) CG, MAG, MGM, EMG, EG, SBG Jr. (2) JG, DHG, EMC, TVR, WG.” There are no dates on either 
tombstone. Two of Samuel and Mary Grant’s children are also buried in this cemetery. Martha Ann Grant, 
1822-1906. and Emeline Merritt Grant, first number blank-1922.

A group of volunteers has indexed the Sumner County, TN loose recordsfound boxed in the courthouse. These records 
have been microfilmed (approximately 180 roles) and are available at the Sumner County Archives, 155 East Main 
Street, Gallatin, TN 37066 (hours 8:00 a. m. to 4:30 p. m., Monday through Friday) or at the Tennessee State Library 
and Archives, 403 Seventh Avenue North, Nashville, TN 37219. If you are unable to visit either location, a 
professional genealogist could be employed to sift through the records for you; both facilities have a list of qualified 
genealogists. The author of the index, Shirley Wilson, cautions that the following records be used as supplemental 
information to official records found in the various Sumner County records. 


WILLS 
Most of the wills found appear to be original, since many of the wills did not have a probate date on them, the date listed 
in the index is the date the will was actually written.

ESTATES 
When using the estate index, it is important to remember that two men with the same name might have been combined 
into one estate or that one man’s estate could be listed two or more times. Guardianship records can also be found in 
estate papers.

LAWSUITS 


The category of lawsuits includes records from the various courts and may include two or more entries for what is 
actually one lawsuit. Some unusual documents were indexed in this category including land plats, power of attorney, 
marriage bonds, citizenship records, pension applications, guardianship records, apprenticeships, adoptions and name 
changes. Many depositions were indexed which contain testimony of the individual and often age and place of birth. 
It is suggested that all cases relating to your surname be researched.

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THE CONFEDERATE SERVICE OF COUSINS CALVIN AND JOHN VANCE 


(This is part of the family history of Larri Jennings’ Vance ancestors written by husband, Dale. They live at 194 
Vance Road, Benton, LA 71006) 


The identity of William Calvin Vance has eluded Vance family chroniclers and descendants. Calvin or "Cal" is 
referred to as a cousin in relationship to some members of Nathaniel Vance's family line, but his parentage is a 
mystery. An obituary profile of Calvin states that he was bor in Spartanburg, South Carolina. His date of birth is 
known only to the extent that he was born in 1840. The same obituary tells us that he attended school first in 
Columbia, South Carolina, and later finished his education at the Citadel. Nineteen-year-old W. C. Vance is placed at 
the Citadel in Charleston, S.C., by the 1860 census, the first census report in which he can be found. Information 
furnished by the Citadel confirms that sixteen-year-old W. C. Vance was admitted to "Arsenal" January 1, 1857, and 
transferred to the Citadel January 1, 1858. Arsenal Academy, located in Columbia, was part of the state military 
academy system and was attended by all freshmen cadets. Also furnished was the information that Calvin graduated 
April 9, 1861, three days before South Carolina forces fired on Fort Sumter in Charleston Harbor. Calvin's address 
was given as Abbeville District (county). 


South Carolina became the first Southern state to secede from the Union on December 20, 1860. Washington 
and South Carolina then entered into a "stand-down" state of negotiations over Federal occupation of Charleston's 
harbor defenses. Union commander, Major Robert Anderson, aggravated an already tense situation by moving his 
troops under cover of darkness from the land-based Fort Moultrie, to the uncompleted but more defensible Fort 
Sumter at the entrance to Charleston Harbor. Governor Pickens learned that the merchant steamer “Star of the 
West" was under steam for Charleston with 200 troops and supplies for reinforcement of Fort Sumter. He ordered 
Citadel superintendent, Major P. F. Stevens, with a detachment of cadets to Cummings Point on Morris Island to 
emplace and man a battery of heavy guns. Calvin Vance was one of those cadets. The steamer in its entry through 
the harbor ship channel would come under the cadets' 24-pounders before coming into range of other South Carolina 
batteries at Forts Moultrie and Pinkney. 


On January 9, 1861, the Citadel cadets fired what could arguably be considered the first shot fired in the Civil 
War as they volleyed at and scored one hit on the "Star of the West." Other batteries at Fort Moultrie opened up & 
with a few rounds with no effect. The captain of the steamer receiving no support from Fort Sumter turned back 
with only light damage. History has not preserved the names of all of these young men (the Charleston Mercury 
reported that forty cadets took part). All of William Calvin Vance's obituaries cite his participation. Calvin's Bossier 
Banner obituary of October 13, 1898, relates that from the Citadel, "... he went with a corps of cadets who fired the 
first gun of the war on the "Star of the West" when that ship attempted to reinforce Fort Sumter Jan. 9, 1861." 


Cool heads on both sides delayed the attack on Fort Sumter for three months. Governor Pickens had 
mobulized State troops to Charleston and was now expecting an imminent seaborne invasion in an attempt to lift the 
siege. John and Cal Vance were part of this force and were present upon the opening bombardment of Fort Sumter 
on April 12, 1861, and its surrender the next day. 


("The hounds of war were off the leash." The next four years would see Vance pitted against Vance. The Index to 
Compiled Confederate Military Records--although containing much duplication as many served in multiple units--lists 
the names of more than 500 Vances. On the other side, Pennsylvania alone contributed more that 60 Vances to the 
Union cause. Here the Confederate service of two Vance cousins is put into context of a broader framework of that 
Civil War. Much is owed William M. Obering, a John C. Vance descendant living in the Jackson, Wyoming, area, for 
sharing his material.) 


John Chappell Vance was the son of Allen Vance of Laurens County, S.C., and his wife, Mary Matilda 
Chappell, of nearby Chappell's Depot in Newberry County. John was born near Cross Hill, Laurens County, August 
25, 1843, soon moving with his family to Greenwood, Abbeville County. In 1860, he entered the freshmen class of 
South Carolina College (now the University of South Carolina) in Columbia. During the patriotic fervor which 
prevailed following secession, John joined the "College Cadet Company." They were mobilized to Charleston in 
response to the governor's appeal for troops; presented themselves for duty in the defense of Charleston; and were 
present at Fort Moultrie upon the opening of hostilities. 


The 2nd (Palmetto) Regiment, South Carolina Infantry was called into State service about April 9, 1861, for a © 
period of twelve months. The Greenwood area supplied one of its companies, the Secession Guards, which 
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according to family tradition was financed by Allen Vance. Elected captain of the "Guards" was William Watson 
Perryman, a wealthy Abbeville County plantation owner and a Vance relative. Perryman's company was raised on 
January 10, 1861; was ordered on April 14 to rendezvous as Company A with the 7th South Carolina Regiment in 
Charleston; and left Greenwood on the 17th. William Calvin Vance, originally carried on the rolls: as "Calvin W. 
Vance," was enlisted as a private in the Secession Guards at Greenwood on April 14, 1861. He was "joined for duty 
and enrolled” in Charleston April 20, with "miles to place of rendezvous 00." In Charleston, the men of the Secession 
Guards volunteered to go to Virginia. The company was reassigned to Colonel Joseph B. Kershaw's 2nd South 
Carolina Volunteer Regiment on April 30, and soon left to join the four companies which had already departed for 
Richmond. One of Calvin's obituaries reads in part, "When the late war broke out, he was in the Senior Class of the 
Citadel, Charleston, S.C., was stationed with cadets on Morris Island, before and during the bombardment of Fort 
Sumter. Receiving his diploma immediately after this, he joined Capt. Perryman's Company from Greenwood, S.C. 
and went to Virginia without even coming home." John C. Vance, a cousin of both W. Calvin Vance and W. W. 
Perryman, would wait until after his eighteenth birthday to enlist in the company. 


General Milledge Bonham, commander of State troops, took the small brigade consisting of the lst and 2nd 
South Carolina Regiments to Richmond. There the 2nd was joined by Captain Perryman's Company F, and all were 
mustered into Confederate States service on May 22 and 23. They were immediately dispatched by General Robert 
E. Lee by rail to Manassas Junction to join a small Virginia force beginning a build-up in that strategic area. Calvin's 
brigade of four South Carolina regiments would be posted to Mitchell's Ford on Bull Run Creek, between Manassas 
and the Union approach from Washington. When the ensuing battle's outcome hung in the balance at its focal point 
on Henry Hill, the 2nd and 8th SC Regiments were rushed there from Mitchell's Ford. Their insertion into the battle, 
followed closely by the brigades of General Kirby Smith and Colonel Jubal Early, forced the retreat of the Federals. 
The troops of the 2nd South Carolina, as part of the Confederate pursuit, were contributory witnesses to the historic 
toute of Northern forces at First Manassas (Bull Run). 


The long lull in activity in the Virginia theater following Manassas allowed for reorganization of forces on both 
sides. The 2nd SC Regiment became part of General Kershaw's Brigade, General Lafayette McLaws' Division, Army 
of the Potomac (soon renamed Army of Northern Virginia). John Vance enlisted into Company F and joined his 
cousin Cal near Manassas. 


In the Spring, McLaws' Division helped oppose General McClellan's Peninsula Campaign, culminating in the 
successful defense of Richmond during the Seven Days' battles. Corporal Calvin Vance was slightly wounded during 
the Seven Days, his 2nd Regiment taking heavy casualties at Savage Station and Malvern Hill. Calvin and John 
missed the Battle of Second Manassas as McLaws' Division remained to protect Richmond until the vanquished 
Federals completed their evacuation on the James River. Flush from victory at Manassas, Lee embarked on his 
invasion of Maryland. General McLaws hastened north with Kershaw's and his other brigades passing through the 
Manassas battlefield with its yet unburied dead, to Harpers Ferry. They combined efforts with the forces of General 
"Stonewall" Jackson to capture that arsenal and Union stronghold as a part of Lee's Maryland strategy. The battle of 
Sharpsburg, or Antietam, was the bloodiest and most hotly contested single day of the war. Confederate divisions 
contained the onslaught of Union corps until Lee could retrieve his divisions from Harpers Ferry. Disaster was 
narrowly averted with the timely arrival and exemplary performance of McLaws' Division. A shaky stalemate at 
Sharpsburg spelled the failure of Lee's Maryland campaign and he withdrew back across the Potomac. Nearly one- 
third of his Rebel army had become casualties--one of those wounded along Antietam Creek was Calvin Vance. 


In October 1862, General Lee reorganized the Army, one result being a more manageable two-corps army. 
McLaws' Division became part of General James Longstreet's I Corps. The II Corps was given to Stonewall Jackson. 
In the reorganization and reelection of officers, Cal Vance was elected 2nd lieutenant. Calvin and John fought in 
most of the major engagements of the Army of Northern Virginia, to include Fredericksburg in December. McLaws' 
Division, from their strong defensive position, inflicted nearly 9,000 of the Union's 13,000 casualties suffered at 
Fredericksburg. The terrible carnage prompted Lee to remark to Longstreet as they looked on, "It is well that war is 
so ternible--we should grow too fond of it." General Longstreet soon required a courier. He wrote General Kershaw 
to send him "one who would enter Hell if sent." John was selected. He would perform his new duties on a fine 
Arabian mare given to him by his father. As a gallant courier for General Longstreet, whose counsel and ability Lee 
relied on most, John would witness and participate in events which greatly impacted history. 


General Lee's defeat of general Hooker at Chancellorsville in the Spring of 1863 encouraged him to undertake 
another invasion of the North. The armies of Lee and Meade collided near Gettysburg, Pennsylvania, on July Ist. 
McLaws' Division headed the offensive of the second day which smashed through formation after formation of the 
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Federal army before finally being stopped. Decimated in the fighting, the Division played only a supporting role in the 
failed assault against the Union center on Cemetery Ridge the next day. (Company F's heavy casualties of July 2nd 
included the mortal wounding of Captain McDowell, who had only recently succeeded Captain Perryman, 
incapacitated for field duty by typhoid fever.) Calvin was promoted to Captain of Company F effective July 3, the 
last day of the battle. Lee withdrew the army back to Virginia. Doctor Tom Vance, John's second cousin, was left at 
Gettysburg to treat the wounded, and was captured the next day, the Fourth of July. The war continued. 


Following Gettysburg, Longstreet persuaded Lee to allow him to take McLaws' and Hood's Divisions west to 
bolster the reeling Army of Tennessee. They arrived in time to join General Bragg in the successful conduct of the 
Battle of Chicamauga in northern Georgia. The fighting closely rivaled that of Sharpsburg in its ferocity and 
casualties. Very heavy losses were felt on both sides--David and Matilda in Laurens lost their 22-year-old son, 
Sergeant William Arthur Butler Vance, at Chicamauga. General Longstreet was forced to retire eastward after his 
failed campaign against Knoxville and Bragg's defeat at Chattanooga. He committed elements to include Kershaw's 
Brigade to a rear-guard action at Bean Station in East Tennessee in December. Here, Captain Vance received a 
wound of serious enough nature to warrant a furlough home. Calvin was once again present and in command of his 
company in the Battle of the Wilderness in Virginia on May 6, 1864. He was again wounded and furloughed home 
for 90 days. He gave his address while home as Greenwood, Abbeville District, South Carolina. The date of his 
retum was not noted, but he was again present for the May/June muster roll on June 30. 


John Vance's duties as courier for General Longstreet were tragically interrupted when the corps commander 
was severely wounded by his own Virginia troops at the Wilderness on May 6. He probably continued courier duty 
for Longstreet's successor until Fall. Captain John Hampton Brooks was at that time tasked by Generals Lee and 
Beauregard to organize a foreign battalion from the Federal prisoners at Florence, S.C. John joined his cousin, 
Brooks, in this effort. The Brooks Battalion was sent in December to the defense of Savannah, but its membership 
proved unruly and mutinous, and were soon returned to prison. 


Captain Vance's typically incomplete military records do include a series of requisition/issue documents which 
pinpoint his whereabouts on specific dates. On July 31, 1864, near Petersburg, Virginia, he signed for 2 jackets, 12 
pairs of pants, 6 shirts, 16 pairs of drawers, and 9 pairs of shoes. This was no doubt in preparation for the campaign 
shortly to begin. General Kershaw's I Corps Division was attached to General Jubal Early's II Corps Shenandoah 
Valley Campaign in July 1864. The expedition was sent north down the Valley by Lee to threaten an invasion of the 
North, thus relieving pressure from the besieged Petersburg and Richmond. The ill-fated campaign culminated in the 
Confederate defeat in the Battle of Cedar Creek in mid-October. In the battle, Early's forces were initially successful 
in putting the enemy to flight and capturing large amounts of equipment and commissary stores. The Confederate 
pursuit lost momentum as destitute Southern troops paused to secure items from the abundance of captured Northern 
foodstuffs and clothing items. General Sheridan rallied his troops and in a determined counterattack, Early's forces 
were thoroughly routed and badly scattered. D. Augustus Dickert in his History of Kershaw’s Brigade says that 
officers were lost from their companies, colonels from their regiments and generals from their commands and staffs. 
Despite the seriousness of this unexplainable stampede by an inferior force, each man later had an amusing tale to tell 
on his neighbor or on himself. Captain Vance with his friend, Sergeant Myer Moses, captured a horse and were 
making their way south through the thickets in the darkness when stopped by a squad of Federal pickets. The lawyer 
from Sumter, S.C., tried to talk his way through by pretending to be a Yankee. (Myer, who was Jewish, was born in 
New York, but raised in South Carolina.) He claimed a New York regiment, but failed the query on specifics. At the 
commencement of this parley, Calvin slipped off the back of the horse and quietly made his escape. 


Calvin writes home to a cousin of an earlier fiasco--damaging, but less disastrous--just after its occurrence near 
the mouth of the Shenandoah in West Virginia in August. First, as told by Dickert, "The Federals had surveyed the 
field, and seeing our pickets so lax, and in such bad order for defense, undertook to surprise them. With a body of 
cavalry concealed in the forest in the front, they made their way, under cover of a ravine, until within a short distance 
of the unsuspecting pickets. Then, with a shout and a volley, they dashed upon the line and over it, capturing nearly 
all, made their way to the rear, and captured Lieutenant Colonel Maffet and many of his reserves." 


Calvin recounts the incident in his letter home, the first page of which is missing, so begins on the second page: 
",..horrifying to our callous hearted soldiers, who have become thoroughly inured to everything tenant 
upon a three year campaign. From Winchester to Charlestown we made a running fight, but the enemy 


made us stubborn resistance. Charlestown is a place of some notoriety from the fact that it is where 
John Brown performed on the tight rope. Now begins the awful part of my story. On the 25th the race 
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ceased and we confronted each other about one mile from town. I as usual had the misfortune to be on 
the picket line and was warned of the proximity to the enemy by the whistle of an occasional minnie, but 
a sound so common as to hardly evoke a passing remark. It had a meaning however this time, and soon 
the keen bark of the rifle and a loud huzza told us that they were upon us. Now comes the tug of war, 
give them hell boys and other terms suitable to the occasion rang along, but to my surprise I saw the line 
on my right give way and soon my company stood unprotected with a heavy force on flank and front. I 
saw the precarious condition we were in and ordered a retreat, & then it was devil take the hindmost. 
We made good time across an open field midst a perfect shower of bullets but not without some light 
loss. I had five men wounded (two I am afraid mortal) and three taken prisoners, which is a heavy list 
of casualties for companies that number so few. The regiment lost thirty men. The 15th Regt lost 
eighty three, nearly all prisoners. I detest these insignificant skirmishes where it amounts to nothing and 
gobbles up our men. I don't like these transient armies. I prefer the main army. If we had rail road 
communications it would be all nght, but an army without a base of supplies must necessarily suffer. 
The men are already beginning to feel the want of chow, clothing, & by the time this campaign is 
through they will be perfectly destitute. We have stirring news from Richmond today, but we are too 
old to be much elated or depressed by reports. We know our duty and it requires no stimulant to make 
us perform it. The Northern news is very encouraging. The peace sentiment prevails throughout the 
country judging from the tenor of the press. We have not been greeted with any stirring news from 
Georgia recently, & I think it is time they should enter into some play there, as our performance would 
be more interesting with competition farther South. Well I expect you are sick of war news." 


The fourth page--the last--is only partly readable, and deals with a situation back home. The content 1s open to 
conjecture, but my effort to decipher Cal's last page is on the following page. "Suber" was a family name common in 
South Carolina's Newberry District. "Aunt Matilda" was probably David Vance's second wife, Matilda, who died in 
March 1865. The remark passed on from John W___ to Calvin's cousin appears to be in jest and to have nothing to 
do with the content of the letter. 


John rejoined Calvin's Company F of Kershaw's old brigade of South Carolinians, now commanded by General 
John D. Kennedy. They were transferred back to their home state at the request of South Carolina's governor in the 
face of General Sherman's invasion of the deep South. The brigade was consolidated into the army of General Joseph 
E. Johnston attempting to counter Sherman's swing up through the Carolinas from Savannah. He saw his opportunity 
near Bentonville, North Carolina, to throw his force of less than 20,000 against a divided wing of Sherman's army 
numbering more than 30,000. The Battle of Bentonville on March 19-21, 1865, was the last great battle of the war. 
When Sherman consolidated his army, Johnston broke contact under cover of darkness on the night of the 21st and 
made his escape. John was severely wounded in the thigh, left on the field, and reported mortally wounded. The last 
chance to reverse the fortunes of the Confederacy had failed. 


John was laid out with other wounded in a ruined church serving as a makeshift hospital. The wounded were 
then loaded on freight cars for transport to the nearest town. Loose cotton put down on John’s car floor as comfort 
for the injured caught fire from engine sparks. Many of the wounded died from the fire or from crashing to the 
ground as they rolled out of the car. It was not John's time to die as he rolled out of that flaming car and down a 
steep embankment. As soon as he recovered sufficiently, he cut a sapling from which he made a crude crutch and 
hobbled and crawled to the nearest house. From there, he hobbled on crutches and caught short rides between 
burned bridges on his long, slow journey back to Greenwood. On one of these rides, he said he was lifted into a 
boxcar by General John C. Breckenridge, who had in there all the archives and records of the Confederacy. 
(Breckenridge was a Kentucky Senator and Buchanan's Vice President before the war. He is now the undaunted last 
Secretary of War, CSA). John was given a seat on a keg containing silver coin which he said was afterward divided 
among the Davis bodyguard at Abbeville, S.C., fourteen miles beyond Greenwood. 


Allen Vance, upon hearing of his son's death and not being able to travel himself, sent an old servant with a 
wagon and coffin to bring back the body. When John finally hobbled in, even his mother didn't recognize him until he 
yelled "Get back from me, Maw. I'm full of body lice!" This pitiful, ragged creature stood in stark contrast to the 
spoiled young dandy who left for war four years before. His happy family cleaned John up and nursed him back to 
health. 
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_ Captain Vance surrendered with Johnston's army at Goldsboro, NC, on April 26, under the same terms agreed 
upon between Lee and Grant on April 9. He was paroled at Greensboro, NC, on May 2, 1865. Calvin had been at 
war for more than four years in eight states and had been wounded five times (according to a later statement by his 
widow). He and his cousin had seen it through from start to finish, and now the war was over for Calvin and John.

John Vance’s name is on a survey in the 
same area of Fage’s Manor, Londonderry Twp., Chester County, Pa. Betty Silfies found this 
information on Faggs Manor:.. Located between New London and Octorara area, owned by 
Penn’s daughter Letitia and named in honor of Sir John Fagg. The Fagg Manor United 
Presbyterian Church was founded in 1730. Address: Rt. 2, Cochranville, PA. Most Scotch Irish 
from this church landed at New Castle, Delaware and other points in Delaware. See NL Apr 
1996, pg. 63/4 for article on John Vance. . 


Andrew Vance and George Corsby/Correy (7?) were administrators of the estate of a David 
McClesky in 1732, in Chester County, PA. This may the same reference as referred to July 
1996 NL pg 82, where the name was transcribed as David McGireston. The survey shows the 
spelling as McClesky. 


Administrators. of the estate of David McGuffie, dated 19 Apr 1732 were Andrew Vance, 

George Correy and. Henry Small (X). Vance and Correy signed their name. The bond of 
adminstration was to Peter Evans, Regr of probate of wills. They were to make accounting of 

same by 19 April 1733. Document witnessed by Timoty Morton (?) X, and Jas. Parker. The 6 
bond was filed 19 April 1732, No. 440. 


Those named on November 12, 1732 as owing the estate were John Cook, Hugh Miller, James 
Donnelk (7), Thomas Taylor, Walter Rodgers, Widow Gowry, Walter Carson, James Beaty, : 
James Moor. Another list shows additional names of John Callender and Ann Mcguinery(?). 
Andrew Vance submitted a list aggregating 7-3-4 % for his expenses administering this estate. 
This document was signed with (X). The list of expenses included a trip for himself and two men 
to Chester for two days as well as also going to Chester for the August Court for himself and 
another man. Of course it included one gallon of rum for the venue. That seemed to be standard 
procedure. :

The next VFA Conference will be held in Columbus, Ohio on June 17-20, 1999. We will be staying at the Doubletree 
Guest Suites Hotel in downtown Columbus.

Featured parts of the program as presently planned will include: 

e A guided tour of the recently renovated Ohio Statehouse with an emphasis on Governor Joseph Vance who served from 
1836-1838. (He was aWhig from Champaign County). 

e A bus tour of selected sites in the Columbus area including Camp Chase Cemetery (dating from the Civil War), where 
2260 Confederate Prisoners are buried among them, a David E. Vance who died in 1865; German Village; and the historic 
Franklinton area, the original central Ohio settlement dating from 1797. This was the home of another Joseph Vance who 
came to this area from Virginia in 1800. He was the first Franklin County Surveyor, was a captain during the War of 1812 
and was the Central Ohio agent for the land speculator, Jonathan Dayton (this Joseph Vance was the subject of an article in 
the VFA Newsletter of Jan.,1993); 

‘e A visit to the Ohio Historical Society complex which includes a large museum, a genealogical library, and Ohio Village (a 
re-created Civil War-era town). We'll probably eat a meal at the period Colonel Crawford Inn in the Ohio village. 

e A visit to the Franklin Park Conservatory & Botanical Gardens. 

e Anevening dinner with a speaker versed in local history who can include some of the early Central Ohio Vance 
connections in his talk.

THOMAS VANCE - MARYLAND/GEORGIA

According to the 1850 census, Thomas Vance was born 1815 in Baltimore, Maryland, and was a merchant 
clerk at that time. The name of his father has not been documented. The 1810 Maryland census index 
listed a W. Vance and a William Vance from Baltimore A Thomas and John Vance were listed in the 
October 2, 1820 Register of Cabinet Makers and Allied Trades. Beside their name is the notation “Cut 
glass per Brig. Minerva.” _In 1820 listed in Baltimore census were Adam Vance, Ellen Vance, John 
Vance, Thomas Vance, Valentine Vance and William Vance.. By 1830 only a William and Thomas 
Vance was listed in Baltimore. The 1840 census lists a John and William Vance. It is likely that either 
William or Thomas Vance was his father. 


The family tradition is that Thomas Vance went to St. Marys, Georgia to build cotton gins Marnage 
records of Camden County, Georgia documents that Thomas Vance married Elizabeth Pratt on 7 May 
1849. The 1850 census of Camden County, Georgia lists Thomas Vance, the grandfather of VFA 
member Florence Vance Owen. He was 35 years of age, a merchant clerk, born in Baltimore, Maryland. 
Wife Elizabeth was 25 years of age, born in Georgia. Nothing was found in the 1860 census concerming 
this family. However, one cannot depend on the index to always be accurate. 


Thomas A. Vance was a blockade runner in the Civil War. He was lost at sea. on 15 August, 1861. It is of 
interest to note this Thomas Vance that was killed in the Civil War, has a living granddaughter - VFA 
member Florence Vance Owen. The 1870 census lists Elizabeth with children Thomas A. Vance 19, 
Charles M. Vance 16, (father of Florence Owen), John W. 14, Jane E. 12, and Anita aged 10. The 1880 
census shows all the children at home except Jane who would be 22, and probably married. The spelling 
in 1870 was Anita, but in 1880 was Amelia. 


Cemetery records in St. Marys in Camden County, Georgia shows Elizabeth Vance, wife of Thomas 
Vance, died 30 April 1885. Her eldest son Thomas A. Vance died 10 August 1884. Charles M. Vance, 
father of Florence Owen, died 28 October 1912. His wife Mattie M. Vance had preceded him in death on 9 
Feb. 1910. .

Who are these heirs? 


Prefatory Remarks by Kathleen Mason. The will of Joseph Vance has long 
been studied for it posed questions as to the relationship of his heirs. 
Furthermore, what was the relationship of the heirs to each other?. The 
family legend was he had no children. This oddessy began when Gwynne 
Daniels found VFA member Margaret-~ Webb's name in a library in Tennessee. 
Margaret advised Gwynne that her ancestor's name was listed as an heir 
to Joseph Vance's will. We thought perhaps this connection would be 
the Rosetta Stone as to the relationship of the other heirs. Mac Elaine 
Elliott, a cousin of Gwynne's was contacted and the research began on 
all these families. All of the historians, Grace Dotson, Virginia 
Lovett, Mary Norfleet joined in the search with Gwynne, Mac Elaine and 
Margaret. Grace Dotson found a query on the internet by Phillip Noland 
Lowe, and he was quickly contacted. He, too joined VFA and shared his 
research. This further involved Mary Norfleet's interest, as she is a 
descendant of Joseph's brother John Vance. These findings are being 
printed with the anticipation that someone may have other peCUNSn Eaton 
that will enhance our knowledge of this family.

1. Joseph has been identified as the son of Samuel and Sarah Colville 
VANCE. The heirs of the will seem to have strong family ties in that all 
the heirs are named SAMUEL, SARAH, JOSEPH and VANCE, with the exception 
of Malinda and David Ramsey.

*Sarah MCFARLAND was not named in giving furniture, only that she was to 

have 1/3 monies from sale of balance of acres. 


3. The name of Malinda/Malindy could also be RAINSEY, in lieu of RAMSEY. 
The name appears like 

Rainsey/Ramsey. In giving $40 to David, the name might appear as 
Rainsey, having a dot above the ‘%i" or it could be just a fragment on 
page. Then it shows David as son of Malinda Rasey/Raisey. Malinda is to 
receive 1/3 share of monies from sale of acres, plus 1 feather bed and 
furniture "at whatever time she may “happen” to marry." Could this imply 
she is a single woman with a child? Divorced? Widowed? 


4. The name of Joseph MOSER appears in the will, to receive $40. In the 
Oct 1997 VFNL, p 134, Margaret Vance Webb has recorded Abstracts of 
Jefferson Co TN. In Article 412 MOSER Account: Phillip MOSER, b. 1774 
married Sarah VANCE on 4 Apr 1796 and had a son JOSEPH VANCE MOSER. 


5. The name Sarah JOHNSON, alias MCMEANS appears in the will to receive 
$40. Something I have run across is that Joseph Vance's sister, . 
Elizabeth VANCE married George BLACKBURN. They-had but one daughter, 
Sarah BLACKBURN. I have discovered Sarah BLACKBURN married John 
MCMEANS. Could this be the Sarah McMeans that remarried a Johnson? 


6. Joseph BERRY is an heir of Joseph Vance will. A Joseph and Hugh 
BERRY are shown as owing to the estate of Mitchell "MCFARLING"™ in 1835 ° 
Lawrence Co AL. A Joseph BERRY married Hannah MCFARLAND, 7 May 1806 
Frederick Co VA; Hannah being a sister of Mitchell MCFARLAND. Mitchell 
MCFARLAND'S son John MCFARLAND goes into Saline Co AR. I find a Joseph & 
BERRY b 1808 in TN and Hugh BERRY b 1805 TN, and several other Berry 

names living in the Saline Co AR. Their children shown as born in AL. 

These could be second generation from the Joseph BERRY of Joseph Vance's 

will 1822. Or, even possible, that the Joseph BERRY b 1802, could have 

married by 1820 and had a son called Vance BERRY by 1822. 

Court held 6 May 1789 Greene Co TN, Elizabeth BERRY, relict of Hugh 

BERRY, enters into bond herself with Joseph "VAUNCE" and William 

DAVIDSON, her securities. | 


7. Samuel Jefferson ACKLIN b 1790 TN married 23 Jan 1816 Blount Co TN 
Rebecca HICKEY. (David HICKEY signs as witness on Joseph VANCE will 
1822). Known children: Joseph Vance ACKLIN 

b 5 Feb 1819 TN, d 30 Dec 1890 Edgar Co IL, married Sarah Simms; Warren 
Montgomery ACKLIN b 18 Apr 1821, d 27 May 1890 IL, married Elizabeth 
Jane CUSICK. If Samuel ACKLIN is one and the same of 1830 Monroe Co 
TN, there is a possibility of two missing daughters/females in his 
household, b 1815-30 and 1820-25 


8. Joseph TRAVIS b 1800 TN, has wife Lovenia "Viney" b 1802 TN. Joseph 
is also in Monroe Co TN in 1831, and 1840 census. 1850-70 he is of Rhea 
Co TN and the following are children gathered through census and 
marriage records. Samuel 1830, Nathaniel 1836, Rachael 1837, VANCE 1838, 
Elizabeth 1840, Elvira 1842, Caroline 1845, John H. 1847. Joseph and 
Viney TRAVIS later seem to have perhaps grandchildren living with them 
named: Joseph 1850, Samuel 1854, Thomas 1857, John 1861, James 1863. 
Rhea Co TN connects to Hamilton Co TN where I find "J. V." TRAVIS 
married Josephine KNOX 18 Mar 1860 Hamilton Co TN. In the 1860 census of 
Hamilton I find "Joseph" TRAVIS 23 TN(1837-38), Josephine 20 GA. I have 
reason to believe this is Joseph VANCE TRAVIS, son of Joseph TRAVIS that _ 
was heir in will of Joseph Vance 1822. 
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9, Samuel VANCE named in the will was identified in the will as being 
the "oldest son of brother John", making him nephew of Joseph Vance, 
"and to Joseph Vance, son of Samuel" making him a great nephew. 


10. Sarah VANCE was identified as Joseph Vance's wife. She was to 
receive all the real and personal estate of Joseph, unless she died or 
remarried. If she remarried, she was to receive "only" her dower rights. 
Then Joseph Vance adds a codicil or amendment to his will, "it is 
expressly declared by this will that it is my WISH that my wife shall 
LET Samuel J. ACKLIN and Joseph TRAVIS “live” on my land while she 
lives, on such terms as can agree on". This could imply that Joseph 
might have thought that Sarah could possible "make" Samuel ACKLIN and 
Joseph TRAVIS leave their homes and land since she was heir. This would 
be a strange "wish" to add to a will, if in deed ACKLIN and TRAVIS 
married "daughters" of Joseph and Sarah VANCE. 


11. It appears that at the death of Sarah VANCE that Samuel ACKLIN and 
Joseph TRAVIS would receive the greater portion of inheritance. 
Joseph TRAVIS 247 acres, Joseph's house, Bed/Furniture, 1/2 Distillery, 
and Mattock and Silver Knee Buckles 

Samuel ACKLIN 150 acres, Acklin's/Springs, Bed/Furniture, 1/2 
Distillery, and Mattock 

(Joseph had another 239 acres to be sold and monies divided by 1/3)

It would appear that the only "gifts" Joseph VANCE made in this will, 
without restriction, is to Samuel ACKLIN and Joseph TRAVIS, to each have 
a mattock (a work tool designed as ax/pick). Joseph TRAVIS to have 
Silver Knee Buckles, Vance MCFARLAND to have Silver Stock Buckles, and 
Samuel VANCE, son of John, to have Fire Doggs. Sarah VANCE, his wife, 
was to receive all of his estate, but, if she remarried, she was to get 
only her Right of Dower. 

**Dower=Black's Law Dictionary 

(1) The provision which the law makes for a widow out of the lands or 
tenements of her husband, for her support and the nurture of her 
children. 

(2) Dower is the life estate to which every married woman is entitled on 
death of her husband, intestate, or, in case she dissents from his will, 
one-third in value of all lands of which husband was beneficially seized 
in law or in fact 


Mitchell McFarland/McFarling and wife, Sarah 
by Mac Elaine McFarland Elliott and Gwynne McFarling Daniel 


Mac Elaine is descendant of John McFarland and Gwynne is descendant of 
Joseph Vance McFarling, both sons of Mitchell and wife Sarah. 
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Mitchell McFarland/McFarling (ca 1780-1835) and Sarah (ca 1785- ) © 
were married, probably in Sevier Co, TN, in the early 1800's. The 
Sevier Co. Court House burned in 1850 and no date of marriage has come 
to surface. We have discovered that Mitchell was the son of John 
McFarland and Mary Reed of Shenandoah and Frederick Co VA. (John 
"McFarlin" ~ Mary Reed 3 Jan 1774 Shenandoah Co. VA). It is possible 
that as a young man, Mitchell may have followed Joseph and Sarah Vance 
to TN, where he probably met and courted Sarah. 


By 1807, Mitchell was receiving mail at the Knox Co TN Post Office 
and in 1809, he was listed as a Knox Co. land owner. According to old 
maps, he had settled on the French Broad River, where Joseph Vance had 
also settled. Mitchell’s sons, John and Joseph Vance were probably born 
in Knox Co TN. 


Mitchell and Sarah were in Limestone Co AL by 1818--"just passing 
through" as by 1820 Federal Census they were listed in Lawrence Co AL, 
where the family settled and reared their family of ten children. 

Elizabeth "Betsy" married James R. May in 1829 
John married Polly Eddy around 1831, and is a subject of this 
article 

Joseph Vance married Lydia Emmaline May in 1830, and is another 
subject of this article 

Sarah married Samuel Geippey in 1831 

Mary married William Eddy in 1833 

Jane married Joel Griffith in 1836 

Armanda married Albert G. Williams in 1836 

James W. married (1) Amanda Ann Hubbert 1842 in Saline Co AR and (2) 
Mary M. Metcalf in 1856 Saline Co AR. | 
There were two unidentified males in census observations. No one knows 
the exact order of the births of the children born to Mitchell and 
Sarah; yet we believe that John was the first son and Joseph Vance was 
the second son. 
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Mitchell and Sarah owned 120 acres of land in Lawrence Co AL. The 
land was the "south half of the Northeast of Section 32 in 
Township/Range West and the north half of the East half of the South 
East of Section 32 Township/Range West. (Order Book Orphans Court 1834- 
1836 Lawrence Co AL, Book 3, page 306) Today this property is near the 
Speake Community in the north part of Alabama close to Moulton, the 
County Seat. 


Mitchell was Constable for Lawrence Co, and he and Sarah were 
small-time farmers of the county. Some time in the first half of 1835, 
Mitchell died. The cause of death is unknown. There was no will and 
there were many debts to be paid. Sarah had to petition for her Dower 
Rights. An Inventory was made of all personal belongings, which has 
shed some light on the life that she and Mitchell must have led. From 
the list of items listed in the inventory, it appears that they owned a 
good bit of livestock for that time period, viz. horses, cows, lambs, 
etc. We believe that they were also Bee Keepers as Sarah purchased from 
the household inventory implements for raising bees. She also purchased 
equipment for shearing sheep. Neither the date of death for Sarah is 
known, nor the place of burial for she and Mitchell has been 
discovered.

Not much is known about their son John McFarland. We do know that 
on the inventory of Mitchell "McFarling" (1835) that John "McFarling” 
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eS bought 1 rifle gun, and sorrel colt and he and Joseph Vance "McFarling" 
both owed an account to the estate. John married Polly Eddy, daughter of 
Lloyd Eddy, also of Lawrence Co AL. 


In 1840 we think he is the John McFarland of Morgan Co AL, next to — 
Lawrence Co. We have not been successful in finding John or Polly in any 
1850 census. . According to articles written by one of their sons, Elias 
A. McFarland, states "He was left an orphan at the age of 6, and he was 
the 8th of nine children of John.and Polly Eddy McFarland, natives of 
MS."(AL. was first MS Territory). Elias claims to have been born in Pine 
Bluff, Jefferson Co. AR, however, no record of John and Polly McFarland 
were found there. ; 


What we did find was in Saline Co AR (next. to Jefferson Co) 5 Jul 
1853 Probate B, pg 226, John McFarland, Dec'd. In a Probate Court, 
J.W. McFarland (John's younger brother) was appointed Guardian of 
Mitchell, Joseph, Mary, Walton, Elias and John McFarland, minor heirs of 
John McFarland, dec'd. (This was our first knowledge of some of Elias' 
sibblings.) In 1855 James W. McFarland, brother of John dec'd, asked 
the court to dismiss him as guardian and recommended John R. Gamble be 
appointed. In 1859 John R. Gamble approched the court and advised his 
ward Mitchell McFarland had died 1 Aug 1859. He also advised the court 
that his second ward Joseph McFarland had died 1 Mar 1859 and he was 
willing to maintain the other four minor children without cost of the 
court. John R. Gamble was discovered’ as having married Elizabeth 
Caroline McFarland, daughter of the dec'd John McFarland. . 


From the above records and Marriage Records of Saline Co AR we have 
gathered the following family of John and Polly Eddy. McFarland. 

Matilda (1832AL) married Thomas Allee 1850 Saline Co AR and had: 
Sarah, Mary, Isaac, John and Buford Allee. 

Eliabeth Caroline (1834) married John R. Gamble 1854 Saline Co and 
had: Mary E., Richard H., and James A. Gamble. No further record after 
1860 census of Saline. 

Mitchell (1835) died 1 Aug 1859 unmarried? 

Joseph (1837) died 1 Mar 1859, aged abt 18 yrs. 

Mary (1839) married William J. Scofield 1859 (she was 20yrs old in 
Marriage record) In 1860 they had no children. 

Walton (1841?) have found no other record of him, other than he was 
still living 1860 census. 

Elias A. 1843/46 married Louisa Catherine Clegg about 1866, daughter 
of John Polk Clegg and Martha Shurd Boon of NC to Jefferson Co AR. 
Elias and "Cat" had 10 children: Nancy Ann Elizabeth, John Robert 
Luther, Mary Ida Eugenia, Martha Cornelia Rebecca, James Thomas 
Benjamin, Sarah Katherine Malissa, Lucy Myrtle Ellen, Dora Millie 
Amezine, William Henry Elias *my grandfather (MacElaine Elliott), Eva 
Ardellia. (looking at names looks like 29 children, and why each had 3 
names is not known) 

John (Jr) (1848/51) and no further record. 


After the 1860 census we lose records of any of the above families, 
except Elias, who was a spy in the Civil War and later moved with his 
family to Wilson Valley, Bell Co TX. 


PART 2 - Joseph Vance McFarling 

Shortly after his father's death, Joseph Vance McFarling moved his 
family to Itawamba Co MS. He paid taxes as a land owner in 1836, and is 
listed in Itawamba County history books as being an early settler. The 


land Joseph Vance paid taxes on was surveyed but never recorded in a 
deed book. It is not known if he actually ever owned the land. In any 
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event, the 164 acres the family lived on was located in the very “heart" 
of Fulton (Itawamba Co) MS. Joseph married Lydia Emmaline May and the 
family was still in Itawamba County for the 1840 Federal Census. 


Soon after the 1840 census was made, the family once again 
relocated. This time they moved just over the county line into Pontotoc 
Co MS. Joseph Vance McFarling is listed on the 1850 census as being an 
"Overseer". In August of 1850, Joseph Vance and Lydia, along with nine 
other persons, formed the Hickory Grove Baptist Church. It was a simple 
log structure located in the Village of Harrisburg. Today, that Church 
is called the First Baptist Church of Tupelo, MS, and enjoys the largest 
membership of any Baptist Church in that part of North Mississippi. 


It was in the Village of Harrisburg that Joseph Vance and Lydia 
lived and reared their 10 children to adulthood. In 1866, Harrisburg 
and Pontotoc Co experienced county line changes. A new county, Lee, was 
formed. Joseph Vance and his family now lived in Lee County even though 
they never physically moved. A Civil War Battle was fought in July 1864 
at Harrisburg. The Village was almost totally destroyed. 


The children of Joseph Vance McFarling and Lydia are as follows: 

John married Syller A. Hurley in 1854. He and his young family 
moved to TX upon his return from the War. 

Elizabeth married M.G. Raines in 1853. No trail of this couple has 
been found. 

Sarah married Melmouth G. Phillips in 1853. The couple had three 
children: Hiffeta, Rachel E. and Leah S.M. By 1860 Sarah was back in 
the household of her parents. It is believed she remarried to a P.L. 
Miller in 1867. . 

William* was killed in battle near Coffeville, MS on 5 Dec 1962. 
There is a tombstone in the local cemetery. He never married. 

James Thomas* married Adah A. Dabbs in 1868. They had ten children; 
six to reach adulthood. James Thomas was the son that returned to MS 
after his service in the War. He made his home in Lee County. 

Mary married James Smith in 1852. No other facts are known about 
Mary. 

Nancy married R.D. Riggan in 1867. They were in Lee County in 1870; 
but by 1880, they had relocated to Arkansas. She and "Rhodoluphus” had 
several children. Three of them were John L., James N. and Sammie. 
Nancy was called "Nannie” by this time. 

Leona F. - no information has been found on her. 

Joseph, the youngest son of Joseph Vance and Lydia, moved to Shelby 
Co TN. He married Jane Elizabeth Keel in 1872, and they had a large 
family. 

Amanda - no information has surfaced on her. 

* William and James Thomas (J.T.) joined the Confederate Army on the 
same day in 1861, and fought side-by-side until the day William was 
killed. 


Shortly after the Civil War, the Joseph Vance McFarling family more 
or less seperated. They all went their seperate ways, and no one has 
been able to locate any records to determine their whereabouts, except 
for James Thomas. He had met a young lady, Adah (Ada) Dabbs at a make- 
shift hospital during the Battle of Harrisburg whom he much admired. 
After the War, "J.T." returned home to Lee County, MS. He was married 
to Ada 2 Jan 1868. One of their sons, Albert Hoyle, was my (Gwynne 
McFarling Daniel) grandfather. 
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The Family of Sarah Vance and Philip Moser 
by Mary Vance Norfleet 


Preface: Philip N. Lowe, VFA member and a descendant of Philip and Sarah Vance Moser, has provided 
much of the following research including a 10 page booklet, History of the Eckel-Moser Families by 
Alexander Eckel, 1930, Record-Republican Print, Sevierville, TN. Mr. Eckel apparently compiled his booklet 
from personal knowledge and a bible record. Additional research disputes some of the information 
contained in the booklet and will be noted. Just as this article was being readied for print, Margaret Webb 
sent additional research done by George A. Vitzthum, which has provided additional dates of birth for some 
of the grandchildren of Sarah Vance and Philip Moser. Variances in dates of birth will be noted in 
parentheses. 


Sarah Vance was born 10 December 1776 and died 6 July 1849, in Jefferson Co., TN. Eckel states that Sarah 
Vance Moser was born in Scotland, however the 1850 Jefferson Co., TN mortality schedule indicates that 
Sarah was born in Pennsylvania, age 72 when she died in July (1849) from “chills”. Sarah married Philip 
Moser on 4 April 1796 (probably in Sullivan Co., TN). Philip was born 17 May 1774, Eckel states he was 
born in Germany. However, in History of Tennessee by Goodspeed Publishing, 1887, a biography of Philip 
and Sarah’s grandson, William A. Moser, states ‘Philip Moser was a Virginian, and immigrated to Tennessee 
in the early days of the history of the state.’ Philip died 17 July 1830 in Jefferson Co., TN. No tombstones 
were located for either Philip or Sarah, both are probably buried in the Moser Cemetery, off Spencer Hale 
Road and Long Creek Road, Hamblen Co., TN. (The area of Jefferson Co., TN in which they lived became 
part of the newly formed county of Hamblen in 1870.) Eckel states “Philip was a cabinet maker and there are 
many pieces of his skillful work in existence among the friends that attest his handiwork.” According to Eckel, 
Philip was a Methodist while Sarah was a Presbyterian who claimed to be a descendant of the Covenanters of 
Scotland. 


Sarah Vance Moser was likely the daughter of John Vance and Sarah Marquis of Frederick Co., VA; PA; and 

Sullivan Co., TN. (VFA Newsletter, January, 1995, p. 11-19) Although no primary records have been found 

which provide a direct link between Sarah and her parents, the names of her children and other documents 

provide supporting evidence. | 

e Sarah Vance Moser was born in Pennsylvania. John and Sarah Marquis Vance lived near John’s siblings, 
Robert Vance and Sarah Vance Vail in Pennsylvania before moving to Sullivan Co., TN by 1783. See 
John’s letter to Robert in which John asks Robert to see if brother-in-law, John Vail, has sold John’s land 
and if not, would Robert sell it. (VFA Newsletter, Oct, 1987, p. 81.) 

¢ Philip and Sarah Vance Moser named one of their daughters, Sarah Marquis Moser; named after Sarah’s 
mother. 

e Sarah and Philip named their oldest son Joseph Vance Moser. Joseph Moser is named as an heir in the will 
of Sarah’s uncle, Joseph Vance of Sevier Co., TN. 

e Sarah and Philip named their second son, John Wilson Moser. Sarah’s sister, Elizabeth Vance Blevins of 
Meigs Co., TN and brother, David Vance of Sullivan Co., TN both named sons John/Jonathon Wilson. 

e Sarah’s sister, Elizabeth Vance Blevins named a son, Philip M. (?Moser) Blevins. 

e Another daughter was named Priscilla Richards Moser. Sarah’s brother, Thomas M. married Katherine 
and Eleanor Richards and sister, Ruthea Vance married Richard Richards. 

e Another son was named Samuel Moser, Sarah’s grandfather, uncle and brother were named Samuel. 

e Samuel Moser witnessed a power of attorney between his cousins, John V. & Catherine E. Richards and 
their brother E. L. Richards (orphaned children of Richard and Ruthea Vance Richards) on August 27, 
1850 in Jefferson Co., TN. 

e A deed between siblings, Priscilla R. Moser and Samuel Moser, on 23 December 1841 was witnessed by 
their cousin, J. V. John Vance) Richards. (DB W, p. 527) 

e Philip Moser first appears in Tennessee records as a non landowner in the Sullivan Co., TN tax list for the 
year 1797; the year following his marriage to Sarah Vance. 
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6. John V. Moser, born ca 1841; married Nancy J. Witt on 8 April 1862 in Jefferson Co., TN. 
7. Sarah Moser, born ca 1846. 


2. Elizabeth “Eliza” Moser was born 27 August 1800 in Tennessee and died 6 July 1876 in Greene Co., TN. © 
Eliza married Adam Dunwoody 26 July 1821 in Jefferson Co., TN. Adam Dunwoody was born about 1795 
in TN, his occupation listed as “Fuller” in the 1850 Greene Co., TN Census. Elizabeth Dunwoody was to 
receive one fourth share of the undivided lands in Philip Moser’s will; Adam Dunwoody was to receive 
items from the old grist mill ‘mill stones, irons, hopper hoop, meal chest, hopper boxes and boulting giers 
at seventy dollars to be deducted out of the money. I owe him if he sees proper to take it at that price.” Their 
children as listed in Eckel and 1850 Greene Co., TN census were:

. David R. Dunwoody, born ca 1827, listed on 1850 census as a Mill Right.

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3. John Wilson Moser was born 29 November 1805 in Tennessee, and died 27 July 1897 in Hamblin Co., TN 
according to Eckel. John’s tombstone in Moser Cemetery shows date of death as 29 July 1897. Philip’s 
will provides ‘my two sons John W. Moser and Augustin F. Moser one hundred acres of land which shail 
be laid off above any of the interfearing claims of Jarnagins survays, and if my title should prove good that 
part shall be theirs also (see land grants), which hundred acres shall be laid off in such a manner as to 
include the new mill and all the creek from Jarnagan’s up to back water in the new dam so as not to interfear 
with Samuel’s mill seat, one half of the above named land shal! belong to John, the other half to Augustine 
together with the new mill and all the profits arising tharefrom, one third part of the mill shall be as 
compensation to John for his labour don on the mill after he was twenty one years of age, and one third shall 
be also John’s as an heir with the rest and the other third part of the mill shall be Augustin’s.....”. John W. 
Moser is listed as a Millwright on the 1850 census. Goodspeed (1887) states: “John W. Moser is a 
millwright by vocation, though for a number of years he has been farming, and is now one of the oldest and 
most respected citizens of Hamblen County. He is a member of the Presbyterian Church and is an upright 
and worthy citizen.” John W. married Ann J. Dunwoody on 24 November !831 in Greene Co., TN. (Eckel 
lists date of marriage as 29 Nov 1832). Ann Dunwoody Moser was born in Greene Co., TN and died 1 
May 1838, reportedly during the birth of her youngest child. Ann is also buried in Moser Cemetery. John 
W. and Ann’s children were: 

1. William Augustine Moser born 15 December 1833 and died 3 January 1930. W. A. married Jane 
Adeline Hayworth on 22 November 1865, in Jefferson Co., TN. 
2. Martha Isabel Moser was born 10 July 1835; married William H. Griffin on 4 August 1861 in 
Jefferson Co., TN. 
3. Samuel Vance Moser was born in 4 October 1837; married Martha D. Davis on 13 November 
1867 in Jefferson Co., TN. 
4. AnnI. Moser was born 1 May 1838. (Not listed in Eckel.) 
John Wilson Moser’s second marriage was to Caroline M. Snoddy on 15 March 1883. Caroline was born 
12 August 1828 and died 30 October 1908 and is buried in Church in the Pines, Jefferson Co., TN. 


4, Samuel G. Moser was born 25 April 1808 and died 12 April 1857 in Jefferson Co., TN. In Philip’s will: 
‘Samuel Moser willed 100 acres of land adjoining the lands of John W. & Augustine F. Moser so as to 
include Samuel’s mill seat....Samuel shall not build any mill for grinding on his land any kind of grain.’ © 
‘Samuel to have the use of my saw mill (on land left to Joseph V.) to saw his timber for his fulling mill and 
dwelling house.’ The negro boy Jesse was to become Samuel’s property “if he should be afflicted again 
with his desease or pains, but if Samuel remains in health till that time, then John and Augustin shall have 
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An early reference for Philip Moser was located in Greene Co., TN Minutes of the Court of Common Pleas: 
“The jury appointed at the last Court to view a part of the public road in this county leading from Jonesborough 
to Babbs Mill, where the same passes the plantation at present occupied by Philip Moser, this day make this 
report....April 18, 1807.” 


Jefferson Co., TN deed records indicate Philip Moser purchased 200 acres of land lying on both sides of Long 
Creek from William House for the sum of $1333 on 20 July 1807. (DBI, p. 14) On 4 February 1813, Philip 
Moser purchased 100 acres joining his own land, on the south side of Long Creek from Benjamin Harrison for 
the sum of $300. (DB K, p. 243) Philip Moser sold one acre of land for the sum of $10 to George McKinney 
on 3 April 1820. (DB P, p. 270) George House of Greene Co., TN sold to Philip Moser 150 acres on Long 
Creek above land owned by Moser on 25 February 1822. (DB Q, p. 164) Philip Moser sold 17 acres of land 
on the head of Cedar Fork of Bent Creek to Aron Tylar for the sum of $30. (DB Q, p. 261) Land Grant 
#16288 from the State of Tennessee to Philip Moser, 10 acres adjoining Moser’s land registered 21 January 
1833. (DB S, p. 396) Land Grant # 3818 from the State of Tennessee to Philip Moser, 82 acres on Long 
Creek registered 21 January 1833. (DBS, p. 397) 


Philip’s will was written 10 April 1830, witnessed by Charles Harrison, Henry Smith and James Carmichael. 
and was filed September Session, 1830 Jefferson Co., TN. Philip named his sons, Joseph V. Moser and John 
W. Moser as administrators. (WB 3, p.116-8) From Philip’s will it is learned in addition to his land, he also 
owned a saw mill and two grist mills, one old and a new one that was being built at the time of his death. 
Philip’s will names all of his living children and makes several references to his wife, Sarah, but he never names 
her. ‘I will that there shall be laid off a certain boundrey of my land after my death on which my wife and three 
daughters shall have maintenance.......’ ‘It is my will that my wife shall have possession of my dwelling house 
and the affore named boundrey of land or so much of the profits arising tharefrom as will be sufficient for her 
maintenance during her natural life or so long as she remains a widow.” ‘...if my wife should again marrey 
with another man she shall be no longer intitled to the land or possession of my dwelling house...’ ‘And if my 
wife should again marry she shall then have one horse saddle and bridle, two cows, two feather beads and 
furniture and one fourth part of the house and kitchen furniture.’ ‘negro boy Jesse to be left in the care of my 
wife to assist her during her natural life or as long a she remains a widow’. 


Philip and Sarah Vance Moser were the parents of eight known children: 

1. Joseph Vance Moser was born 31 December 1798, census records indicate born in Virginia. Joseph’s date 
of death in Eckel’s History is listed as 1 December 1857, however, his tombstone in Moser Cemetery, 
Hamblen Co., TN shows his date of death as 4 February 1858, age 51 years, 1 month, 5 days. In Philip’s 
will, Joseph received 100 acres of land which included the old grist mill and saw mill with the provision that 
‘Joseph V. Moser or any other person claiming under him by any conveyance he may make from building 
a grist mill or any mill for grinding grain on the above name primmices for and during the time that my new 
mill shall remain in the hands of my heirs.’ Joseph was listed as one of the ruling elders of the St Paul 
Presbyterian Church in 1832 and was a farmer on the 1850 census. Joseph V. Moser married Sarah Biddle 
on 28 May 1824. Sarah Biddle Moser was born 9 June 1805 and died 16 September 1860 according to her 
tombstone in Moser Cemetery. Their children were: 

1, Mary Ann Moser, born 27 (17) November 1826; licensed to marry Thomas F. Robinson on 14 

January 1850 in Jefferson Co., TN. 

2. Philip Moser, born ca 1828; married Ruth Beard 16 May 1849, Jefferson Co., TN. Listed in Philip 
Moser’s will to receive ‘50 acres of land including the house where Joseph V. Moser now 
lives...land to be leased to some person to clear some then to be rented out and the profits tharefrom 
to be for his schooling and books untill he arrives at mature age and if he should die without an heir 
it shall be the property of his sister Mary Ann Moser.’ 

. James Biddle Moser, born 30 December 1831(1830). 

. Eliza Jane Moser, born ca 1836; listed on the 1850 census as an ‘idiot’. 

. Elmira Araline Moser. (Listed in St. Paul Presbyterian Church records as being baptized July 

1837, not shown on 1840 or 1850 census; not listed in Eckel.) 
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equal part with Samuel in Jesse (Negro boy).” Samuel Moser was a ruling elder of St. Paul’s Presbyterian 
Church in 1837; named by the county court to be one of the men to superintend the erection of a new 
courthouse in 1846; and was a farmer on the 1850 census. Samuel Moser married Margaret Russell on 7 
September 1830 in Greene Co., TN. Margaret Russell Moser was born 7 November 1805 and died 26 
September 1848. Both are buried in Moser Cemetery. Samuel and Margaret were the parents of eight 
children: 
1. Robert Vance Moser, born 30 November 1832, married Mary M. Robinson on 27 January 1855 
in Greene Co., TN. 
2. Thomas Snoddy Moser, born 18 May 1834; married Amanda Harrison on 31 October 1867 in 
Jefferson Co., TN. (Listed in St. Paul’s Presbyterian Church records but not listed in Eckel.) 
3. Philip Theodore Moser, born 23 October 1835 (1833), died after 1880 in TX; married Nancy 
Almina Tally about 1857. P. T. Moser was a wagon builder in 1860; in 1870, as a wheelwright; 
the Hamblin Co., TN Registrar, 1874-76; and in 1880 as a farmer in Limestone Co., TX. 
4. Margaret Eliza Moser, born 18 April 1837, died 12 September 1854; buried in Moser Cemetery 
(St. Paul Presbyterian Church records list her as being baptized in September 1837, not listed 
in Eckel.) 
5. Sarah Ann Moser was born 6 April 1839. (Not listed in Eckel.) 
6. David Russell Moser was born 18 November 1841; married Emma H. Maze on 25 October 1865 
in Jefferson Co., TN. 
7. Samuel Calvin Moser was born 12 April 1843 and died 30 June 1843; buried in Moser Cemetery. 
8. Priscilla Jane Moser was born ca 1847; married William Seadden/Shadden on 30 October 1863 
in Jefferson Co., TN. 
Samuel Moser married for a second time to Mary R. Long. Mary was born 8 August 1812 and died 20 
November 1882, buried in Church in the Pines, Jefferson Co., TN. Samuel and Mary Long Moser were 
the parents of two children: 
1. Elizabeth Parthena Moser, died 27 August 1854, age 1 year, 3 months, 21 days and is buried in 
Moser Cemetery. (Not listed in Eckel.) 
2. William Moser was born 14 May 1855 and died 26 January 1900; married Kathern Ann Chilton. 
William and Kathern are buried in Church in the Pines Cemetery in Jefferson Co., TN. 


. Augustine “Gus” Fore Moser was born 18 August 1812 in Jefferson Co., TN and died 17 April 1885 in 
Hamblen Co., TN, buried in Moser Cemetery. Augustine Fore Moser was apparently named after Dr. 
Augustine P. Fore, an early resident of Jefferson Co., who moved to McMinn Co., TN about 1824. 
Presently, it is not known what relationship, if any, existed between the Mosers and Dr. Fore. Augustine 
Moser’s share of his father’s inheritance is listed with his brother, John Wilson Moser. Augustine was a 
farmer on the 1850 census. At the time of his death, Augustine was a ruling elder of St. Paul’s Presbyterian 
Church, the following tribute was found in the church minutes: “Whereas it has pleased our Heavenly 
Father in his all wise and___ provident to remove from our midst by death April 17° 1885 our beloved 
brother A. F. Moser in his 73™ year of his age having been a member of St. Paul Church for 39 years we 
feel that it becomes us to give expression to our Deep regard for one so fine, so noble in character so 
generous so faithfull and so fraught in the discharge of every Christian duty. Society will miss him as a 
genial gentleman a good citizen and a zealous supporter of every worthy and benevolent work. His bereaved 
and grief stricken family will miss him as a devoted Husband and a fond father...” G. (Gus) F. Moser 
married Malinda Caroline Harrison on 4 April 1839 in Jefferson Co., TN. Malinda was born about 1820 
in Tennessee. Augustine and Malinda were the parents of: 

1. Charles P. Moser, born ca 1842. 

2. Sarah Elizabeth Moser, born 17 April 1849 and died 19 January 1877; buried in Moser Cemetery. 

Sarah married D. T. Witt 15 February 1868 in Jefferson Co., TN. 
3. William B. Moser, born ca 1860. 


. Sarah Marquis (listed in Eckel as Marguis) Moser was born 18 December 1813 in Jefferson Co., TN and 
died 6 Jul 1875 (according to Eckel) in Hamblen Co., TN. Her tombstone in Moser Cemetery lists her date 
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of death as 8 April 1875. Sarah married Thomas Biddle on 22 July 1836. Jefferson Co., TN marriage 
records show Thomas Biddle married Sarah “Boulder” on 22 July 1836, evidently an error in transcription 
© of Sarah’s last name. Thomas Biddle was born about 1811 in Tennessee and was listed on the 1850 census 
as a farmer. Sarah was named in her father’s will to receive her fourth share of ‘lands not otherwise 
disposed of in this will.” Thomas and Sarah Moser Biddle sold 57 acres of land inherited from Philip Moser 
to William Minnis on 26 January 1843. (DB X, p. 350) Sarah and Thomas were the parents of four 
children: 
1. Priscilla Catherine Biddle, born ca 1841; married Bradley Bettis on 23 April 1860 in Jefferson Co., 
TN. | 
2. Columbus A. Biddle, born ca 1843; married Mary Ann Williams on 11 April 1866 in Jefferson 
Co., TN. 
3. Mary Eliza Biddle, born ca 1849; married 24 July 1872 to James Black in Jefferson Co., TN. 
4, James Edward Biddle, born 1852 (1837). 


7. Catherine Kelly Moser was born 27 March 1815 and died 25 July 1857 in Jefferson Co., TN. Catherine 
also received one quarter share of lands not otherwise disposed of in the will. Catherine married William 
Calvin Jarnagin on 30 August 1832 in Jefferson Co., TN. (Eckel lists date as 31 August 1832.) William 
C. Jarnagin was born 29 November 1809 and died 26 July 1833 in Jefferson Co., TN; one son was born 
to Catherine and William C. Jarnagin: 

1. William Calvin Jarnagin Jr. was born 25 November 1833; married M. C. Dick on 30 August 1855 
in Jefferson Co., TN. 
Catherine’s second husband was Jacob C. Smith whom she married on 4 February 1836 in Jefferson Co., 
TN. Jacob was born about 1802 in Virginia. Their children were: 

. Francis M. Smith, born ca 1839; married Nancy Crow on 29 November 1865 in Jefferson Co., TN. 

. Edward H. Smith, born ca 1843. 

. Sarah Emma Smith, born ca 1845. 

. Jacob C. Smith Jr., born ca 1847. 

. Catherine K. Smith, born ca 1848; married David Moorehouse, 7 August 1862 in Jefferson Co., 

TN. (Not listed in Eckel) 

6. Keff Smith, born ca 1851. 

7. Hugh Smith, born ca 1853. 
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8. Priscilla Richards Moser was born 14 November 1819 and died 20 September 1874 in Jefferson Co., TN. 
Priscilla also received her one fourth share of land from Philip’s will. Priscilla sold her interest in land to 
her brother, Samuel on 23 January 1841. (DB W, p. 527) Priscilla married William Householder Eckel 
on 25 November 1841. William was born 11 November 1815 and died 2 February 1894, Both are buried 
in Eckel Cemetery, Jefferson Co., TN. According to Eckel, William H. Eckel apprenticed himself as a 
young man to Priscilla’s brother, John W. Moser, a widely known millwright. After serving his 
apprenticeship he was presented with a fine set of tools. He continued to work with his master until the 
health of both failed and they retired to their farms and remained until death. The 1850 census shows that 
William H. Eckel was a farmer. Priscilla and William were the parents of nine children:

. John Eckel, born 6 October 1844 and died 24 May 1887. 

. Samuel Eckel, born 14 January 1847 and died 27 March 1867.

. Julia Eckel, born 1 April 1851 and died 24 June 1921; married John F. Blackburn, 16 November

7. Hugh Eckel, born 10 February 1857; married Emma Rozilah Henry, 8 May 1878. 

8. Sarah Eliza Eckel, born 2 June 1860 and died 5 April 1935; married George Swingle Felknor, 22 
October 1884. 

9. Augustine Eckel, born 17 November 1862; married Sarah Henderson Bettis, 16 November 1887.

Birth Records from “Leaf from Concordance of the Holy Scriptures” of the old Campbell Bible, published 1803 by 
John Brown. 


“Sarah Vance was born January 5, 1772 in Pennsylvania, near Philadelphia,” so wrote a Campbell 
descendant, “but her parents were living in Franklin County, so she was probably born there - 
indeed, not far from Philadelphia.” The family moved from Chambersburg, Pennsylvania to Knox 
County, Tennessee in the mid 1790’s. Sarah married John Campbell, child of Archibald and 
Elizabeth Baker Campbell on December 18, 1796 in Jefferson County, Tennessee. This marriage 
record was recorded in Knox County by A. Meek, J. P. 


John and Sarah remained in the same locale as their parents in Tennessee where he was engaged 
in farming until 1817 when they moved to ‘the wilds’ of Preble County, Ohio. This county 
adjoins Indiana, and is located between Dayton, Ohio and Richmond, Indiana. They lived about 
eight miles northwest from the county seat. They had ten children born in Tennessee and the 
eleventh in Ohio. 


John Campbell was allowed :a pension, Claim W 1713, based on an application dated September 
32, 1832 while living in Jackson Township, Preble County, Ohio. He died March 14, 1847, ‘aged 
87 years, 3 months, 9 days’. His service records indicates “While residing in Bedford County, 
Virginia, he volunteered in June 1778, served 3 months as a private in Capt. B. Adams’ Co., Col. 
Lynch’s Virginia Regiment, guarding the lead mines in Virginia‘ He volunteered in February 
1781, servéd as private in Capt. James Dickson’s Co., Col. Williams’ Virginia Regiment; was at 
the battle of Wetzell’s Mills; shortly afterwards was attached to Col. Lynch’s Regiment; was in 
the battle ‘of Guilford Court House. Length of service 6 weeks. He enlisted in August 1781, 
served 2 months in Capt. Beard’s Co., Col. Trigg’s Regiment, marched to Yorktown, and was 
there until after the surrender of Cornwallis, October 19, 1781. Sarah Campbell, his widow was 
allowed a pension on her application executed April 11, 1849, when she was seventy-five years of 
age and still living in Jackson Township, Ohio. 


James Vance, a brother of Sarah, in a deposition for the pension for Sarah Vance Campbell, 
widow of John Campbell, stated in 1850 he was born in 1773, and he went to the Clerk’s 
Office with John Campbell, when he went to obtain the marriage license to marry his sister, Sarah 
Vance. He further states that they were married at his house, and John Vance, another brother of 
the widow Sarah Campbell was born in September 1770, and John Vance was also a resident of 
Jeffersén County, Tennessee in 1850. Reference is also made to a sister Elizabeth, who was in 
Jefferson County Tennessee at the time of the marriage. 


The descendants of John and Sarah Vance Campbell: (all born in Tennessee except the last one) 


1. Samuel Campbell, b. November 15, 1797, married Elizabeth Frame on September 15, 1823 in 
Preble County. (Book A, pg. 115). They removed to Indiana, descendants unknown.

January 14, 1819 in Preble County (Book A, pg. 86) to John Walker, who served in the 
Revolutionary War. This family lived in Sterling, Indiana. Their children: Melinda Walker 
Rowland, Sarah Walker Cochran, Franciney Walker, and Franklin Walker, who moved from 
Indiana to Iowa.

Known children: John W. Snodgrass, Andrew Harvey Snodgrass 
and Sarah Snodgrass. : 

4. Archibald Campbell, b. February 5, 1803 married October 21, 1824 (Book A, Pg 129) to 
Indiana Larsh. They had 13 children: Cornelius V. Campbell, Lewis B. Campbell, Eldred R. 
Campbell (moved to Kansas), Benjamin F. Campbell (moved to Ohio), George Washington 
Campbell (twin - moved to Indiana), Thomas Jefferson Campbell (twin - moved to Indiana), 
John Vance Campbell, Minerva J. Campbell, Archibald Monroe Campbell, Infant son, Mary 
Ann Campbell (moved to Indiana) and Sarah Ohio Campbell. 

5. Mary (Polly) Campbell married John McCown in 1824 in Preble County. In 1880 as a widow, 
she was living with daughter Elizabeth McCown Cail, ancestress of VFA member Catherine 
Cail Rossier. Other children, James McCown, Sarah An McCown, John C. McCown, 
Alexander McCown. | 

6. James Campbell b. August 11, 1807 m. Mary Raper and they moved to Missouri. 

7. Andrew Campbell b. May 27, 1810. Children: Leander Campbell, Levy Clinton Campbell. 
They remained in Preble County. | 

8. Robert Campbell b. October 7, 1812 married Mary Sheffer and moved to Ohio. 

9, William Campbell b. January 22, 1815 married February 5, 1832.Patsy Fisher (Book A pg. 
362) He married after the death of Patsy to Keziah Brubaker on January 28, 1882. Children: 
William Harvey Campbell, Benjamin F. Campbell, Sarah Campbell, Frank Campbell. 

10. Alexander P. Campbell (does this ‘P’ stand for Patrick, her father?) b. June 11, 1817 m. 
March 3, 1842 to Malinda Fisher. Children: John Benjamin Campbell, Loreta Campbell, 
Virinda Campbell, Walker W. Campbell, Nancy Campbell. 

11. Nancy Campbell, b. June 20, 1820 in Jackson Township, Preble County, Ohio, married 
Lemuel White. es 


Sarah Vance Campbell was named in her father Patrick Vance’s will dated 24 August 1801, 
probated in Knox County, Tennessee. Her brothers David, Patrick, William and Robert were to 
sell a tract of land and pay Sarah Vance Campbell forty dollars. She evidently had received a 
portion when she married. In a letter dated March 27, 1873, P. A. Vance, a half nephew of Sarah 
(son of William Houston Vance) stated that “I forgot to say my half aunt Sarah Vance married 
Jno. Campbell, my mother’s uncle. Set their negroes free and went to Ohio.” See NL July 1994 
pg. 89. Of interest is the fact that William Houston Vance’s wife Elizabeth Campbell was named 
in the will of her father James Campbell dated 18 Feb 1826 in Jefferson County, East Tennessee. 


Her sons were to receive 1/6 of proceeds of sale of slaves, and three of her daughters to receive a 
slave. 


P. A. Vance knew what part of the country all his aunts and uncles settled in, so the family must 
have stayed in touch with each other indicating a close bond between the siblings.

Mr. Colville lives within four miles of the North Mountain on the bank od cedar Creek, a small deep 
brook. The bank of this creek on the othr side of the house is forty feet high. 

Monday June 5...Mr Colville gave me yesterday’s collection...there was thirty-four pieces of silver 
in cut money, quarters of dollars, pistareens and half-bits. After dinner I visited old Mrs. SARAH 
VANCE. She was in her early life acquainted with Mr. Hunter, of Cohansie, and once they were 
on the borders of being married, before Mr. Hunter went to grammar school. But said the honest 
woman, he was born to a better fortune. Winchester, Sunday June 18. Over the North mountain I 
rode to Mr. VANCE’S meeting house at Back Creek. 93 communicants. 

Tuesday June 20 1775 - Rose by 3, rode over the Potowmack, the bottom solid rock, high banks 
of 40 feet... The Presbytery (Donegal) met. Mr. black gave the sermon. Present, Messrs. Cooper 
Thompson, Hoge, Mc Farquar. Correspondants, McPherin, Craighead, Ray, VANCE.

The following letter is from Carmen Bussard. She continues to seek the parents of her Joseph 
Vance who married Nancy Bradley in Washington County, Virginia. If you can assist her by 
identifying those persons she mentions in her letter, please contact her at 26007 Atherton Avenue, 
Laguna Hills, CA 92653. 


My reason for writing at this time is to share with you some tax records which | found in Kentucky 
where George Vance apparently settled in Lincoln County on Dicks River. You discussed him in the 
October 1997 newsletter, pages 129 and 130. Tax records of Lincoln County showed Joseph Vance in 
only one year, 1795. Lincoln County Deeds turned up nothing on George Vance, but Joseph Vance sold 
John L. Martin 990 acres on Hanging Fork in 1805. This John Martin had literally thousands of acres 
in Bourbon, Harrison, Madison and Lincoln Counties. You may know that our Joseph Vance had a 
daughter who married a Harry Martin, but because there are so many Martins, it is unknown who 
Harry's father was. It would make some sense that Joseph Vance was with a brother, George in 1805 
and from reading the tax data it looks they both might have left Lincoln County in 1796 or so. Do you 
still think our Joseph may have been the son of Joseph as indicated in the newsletter?

Another interesting connection to Lincoln County was that John Bradley, the father of Nancy Bradley 
who married our Joseph Vance, and was a veteran of the Revolution, authorized Alexander 
Breckenridge to sell property on Green River on September 20, 1791. Virginia established its first 
miilitary district south of the Green River, and only a soldier could enter a survey in the district. John 
Bradley's properties were:

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WILLIAM AND SARAH VANCE 
Orange/Augusta County VA & Orangeburg County SC

Background of the settlers in Beverley Manor, Augusta Co. Virginia: Reference: .Kegley’s Virginia 
Frontier, Part 1. Pg. 36 states that in October 1734, William Beverley was granted 60,000 cares of 
land on the west side of the great mountains....land later in Augusta County, and marks the beginning 
of the Scotch-Irish settlement in the Valley...it is believed that all the earliest settlers west of the Blue 


Ridge came from Pennsylvania. — 
Orange/Augusta County, Virginia 


From bits and pieces in the VFA Newsletter to be cited, it now seems possible to ‘put together’ a probable 
family, and follow the migration pattern of this family. . 


1738- A survey in an Old Field Book shows land surveyed for William Vance, beginning at Robert 
Cambles, Carthia’s Kreek about 9 May 1738. This is in the Chalkey Records, Vol I, pg. 372. Also cited 
pg. 509 William Vance is shown as being on Capt. John Willson’s County Augusta Militia in 1742, as per 
the Preston Papers. VFA NZ April 1987 page 29. 


1740 - Deed dated July 23, 1740 from William and Elizabeth Beverly to William Vance. 


1741 - Records of Tinkling Springs Meeting House show that William Vance was the father of Moses 
Vance, who was baptized October 20, 1741. Baptism records also show that a George Vance 
was the father to Margaret Vance who was baptized 12 September 1748. James Vance was 
the father of Thomas Vance who was baptized 11 January 1747 and Mary Vance who was 
baptized 25 February, 1749. What was the relationship between William, James and George 
Vance? 


1744 - July William Vance and wife Sarah, sold land to Andrew Pickens, lying on middle branch of 
Shannado called Cathey’s River in Beverley Manor in that part of Orange called August. Moses Thompson 
witnessed both the purchase of William Vance’s land and the sale of it. William Vance signed the deed 
by his mark. VFA NL Jan 1987, pg. 5. 


1746 - A suit was filed regarding William Vance and a deed from William Beverly to William Vance 
dated 23 July 1746. This was cited in Chalkley’s Vol ll, pg. 31. VHA NL Apr 1987 pg. 29. 


1755 - March 17, 1755 William McPatters Sr. to William Vance Jr. , 332 acres nn Beverly Manor, comer 
of William Vance. This is cited in Chalkley Vol I, pg. 332. This appears to be the son, as William 
Vance Sr. was deceased by November 8, 1751 when his son George Vance was baptized in 
Orangeburg, South Carolina. 


It is of particular interest to note that on the map of Beverly Patent, the William Vance land 1s 
located in the northwest corner of the patent. His closest neighbors were James Vance, Robert 
Crockett, Robert Young, James Young, Robert Campbell. Going east from William Vance’s 
property, the 10" neighbor was Moses Thompson. James Lusk lived south of him, about 7 

~ neighbors below his property. Thomas and John Tate lived south east of him. This land where

William Vance (Jr.) served sixty days in the militia under Capt. John Moffet and Col. Bratton. (AA. 
8013; L444) “VEA Jan 1987 pg. 2. It is of interest that the 1790 South Carolina census of Camden 
District, York County, Col. William Bratton is on the same page 28 as James Vance (James Alexander 
Vance Sr. # 189) and a widow Bratten is next door to James Vance. Did these Vances from Orangeburg 
Co. know James Vance of Camden District? This James Vance #189 is not the same person as the 
James Vance, a neighbor of William Vance in the Beverly Patent. He is yet unidentified as to his 
relationship to William Vance.

1777 - On 12 and 13 December 1777, Thomas Hughes of Orangeburg District, South Carolina deeded to 
Nathan Green of same county, 100 acres on branch of Savannah river called Tinker’s Creek, granted to 
Richard Hall 11 Feb 1767. Witnesses: Daniel Green, Senr., Patrick Vance, William Ashley. 


Studying the above references we can ascertain that William and Sarah Vance were man and wife. With @& 
the Moses Thompson signing documents in both Orange/Augusta County Virginia, and Orangeburg, SC it 
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seems likely that Sarah Vance could have been a Thompson before marriage. With the fact given that 
© Moses Vance was bom in Virginia, the possible children of William and Sarah Vance begins to emerge. 

George’s baptism records proves he was a son. Other possible children besides George and Moses are 
William (Jr.) (who went back to Augusta Co. Va. to reclaim his father’s land, and was involved m a 
lawsuit about it), Patrick, and Elizabeth. Does someone have further records on this family? It appears 
William Vance Sr. probably died in South Carolina ca 1751, as that is the first reference to his death on 
George’s baptism record.. No land records of the Vances are available in Orangeburg County, South 
Carolina. . By 1790 none of these men are in the South Carolina census. Did they move elsewhere, or die 
in South Carolina? Census records often have errors and omissions. 


Who is this William Vance? Is he a descendent if any of the above men? A certain William 
Vance(1779?-1824) was a prosperous planter who owned property in both St. Matthew and St. 
James Goose Creek parishes. According to - the 1810 federal census, he possessed 50 slaves in 
Orangeburg District. After his death, a tax return on the estate listed 2,280 acres and 41 slaves 
in St. James Goose Creek. In addition to his planting activities, he operated a ferry over the 
Santee River (1805-1815). He was elected to the House, representing St. Matthew in the 
Twentieth General Assembly (1812-1813). Locally, he served as a vestryman for St. Matthew 
(1808-1809, 1819) and militia major (ca 1812-1824). He and his wife Frances, were parents of at 
least seven children: William (m. 1826), Frances Lawson, Margaret Tate, John Lawson, Sarah 
McMichael, Letitia James, and Mary Elizabeth. Survived by his wife and six chidren, William 
Vance died 18 August 18, 1824 in his fifty-fourth year. (note that a John and Thomas Tate were 
neighbors of William. Vance in Augusta County, Virginia..and this William Vance had a 
daughter who married a Tate, Biographical Dictionary of the SC House of Representatives, Vol.

In the last newsletter I mentioned finding an Andrew Vance on the 1748/49 
and 50 Tax.Lists for.Lunenburg County Virginia. Subsquent research has not 
produced many more details on this elusive. man. 

Virginia Lovett has found an Andrew Vance.in Bedford County, VA in 1754 
which gives.us a place to. start.as we_know.a little of a John Vance who died in 
Bedford in 1755/56. 

John Vance accompanied Col. John Buchanan on a journey to the New River 

in October 1745 and lived at present Max Meadows, on Reed Creek, a branch 
of the New River (just east of present Wytheville, V.a).until c1755 when Indian 
problems caused the whites to leave the area. John Vance relocated to Bedford 

County and died within 3 years. 

There were several other Vances living near John.at Max Meadows. A Patrick 
who.sold some of the land which had been granted to John, a Robert Vance 
who was granted 180 Acres on Reed Creek near John, a Samuel Vance who 
was_in_a_milita company-_in 1758/59 commanded by Alexander Sayers who had 
been.a neighbor of John.and.anEdmond Vance, of whom, we know nothing. 
The Vances at the New River Settlement seem to have been related and seem 
to connect with the Andrew Vance of early. Lunenburg County. 

We need to learn more of this Vance family who distinguished themselves.as 
being the first Vances to venture to western frontier.

Nothing is known at present about the parents of Davis Vance. The first record of him was 
found was in Washington County, North Carolina where Davis Vance received a grant for 400 
acres from the state of North Carolina on October 24, 1782. This county later became 
Washington County, Tennessee, and the records are found there. The land was located on the 
banks of Buffalo Creek, bounded by Christopher Cunningham, Andrew Taylor, Thomas Earley, 
and Robert Lusk. 


Washington Co. TN Court Minutes, Book One (LDS Microfilm 570,854) 
Ordered that Ed Williams, James Stuart, Jacob McNabb, Saml Henry, Jr., And. Taylor, Marth 


Talbot, Davis Vance, James Henry, Robert Lusk, Jos Tipton, Sam’l Henry Sen., Valentine 
Sevier, William Cox, Joshea Houghton, Thomas Gentry, John Potter & Michl Hides review the 
road from James Stuart Esqr plantation to sicamore (sycamore) shoals and that Wm. NcNabb 


esqr qualify them, (Nov. 1782, pg 185) 


On petition of Davis Vance to have one acre of land condemned the property of Chriso Caring

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THE CAMERON FAMILY 
Submitted by Carolyn Scott 
From an article written in 1895 


The first of this family who came to America was Dr. John Cameron, son of Cameron of 
Fasifern, a grandson of Sir Evan Dhu Cameron, and nephew of Lochiel, the last chief of the 
Cameron clan. One of Campbell’s best poems, “Lochiel,” describes Sir Lochiel just before his 
defeat at the battle of Culloden. 


The Camerons were Catholics and embraced with eagerness the cause of the Pretender, The 
Pretender was a son of James II, of England. He was born after his father was dethroned. After 
his father’s death in 1701, he was declared by the French King, the rightful King of England, 
and was called in France, the “Chevalier St. George,” in England, “the Pretender.” Some people 
in England, and particularly in Scotland, took up the Pretender’s cause from time to time and 
many lives were sacrificed, and much misery occasioned. It was in the reign of George the 
Second that the Pretender made his last appearance. Being an old man by that time he, and the 
Jacobites (as his friends were called) put forward his son Charles Edward, known as the young 
Pretender. He was called the young chevalier. The Highlanders of Scotland espoused his cause. 
He joined them, and there was a Scottish rebellion to make him King, in which many noble and 
gallant men lost their lives. The battle of Culloden was fought April 1746 and the Scotch were 
terribly defeated. It was a hard matter for the Pretender to escape abroad again with a high price 
on his head, but the Scottish people were very faithful to him and after undergoing many 
romantic adventures, he escaped to France. 


Dr. John Cameron carried the colors of his clan at the battle of Culloden. After the defeat of the 
Scotch, a number of his relations with many prominent persons who were engaged in the 
rebellion were taken to London and executed. Dr. Cameron made his escape on a Spanish 
vessel to Spain. He soon went to the West Indies and was there a short while; he then went to 
New York City. 


In New York he met his wife and married her. She was a widow, Mrs. Margaret Murry, whose 
maiden name was Margaret McBarron. Her first husband was a wealthy merchant who had 
come from Liverpool to New York. She had two daughters by her first marriage, Sarah and 
Mary Murry. She was a native of Ireland, of Scotch descent, and a member of the Presbyterian 
Church. 


Dr. Cameron came to Norfolk, Virginia, soon after his marriage, and there his two children 
were born. Charles Edward, his eldest son, was born February 22, 1753, and his son, George 
Hugh, was several years younger but do not know the exact date of his birth. Charles Cameron 
was named for the young Pretender. He was first named George Hugh. When he was several 
years old his father gave a dinner to some Scotch gentlemen who had fought for the Pretender 
and they became so excited over their wine that his father sent for a Catholic priest and had him 
baptized the second time, and named him for their beloved Prince, Charles Edward, the last of 
the Stuarts who claimed the crown of Scotland.

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Dr. John Cameron lived in Norfolk until his son Charles was six years of age; he then moved 
his family to Staunton, Virginia. After the rebellious Scotch subjects were pardoned they could 
return to Scotland and take possession of their property. Dr. Cameron sailed for Scotland 
expecting to recover his property and return and live in Virginia, but he was lost at sea. His son 
Charles knew that his father had a large estate in Scotland, that he inherited a good estate, and 
that his father’s uncle, and so many relations were executed, and that if he had lived to recover 
his property he would have owned an immense estate that went to the English crown. Charles 
Cameron was a child at his father’s death and had nothing to prove that he had a right to the 
estate in Scotland. He clerked in a store in Staunton when he was a boy, and a few years later 
went to the Mossy Creek Iron Works to keep store and to book keep for Henry Miller, who 
owned and built the first iron works in the Valley of Virginia. When he was very young, 
nineteen I think, he married Mr. Miller’s daughter Nancy. His wife died about six months after 
their marriage. 


In 1774 he and his brother George were at the battle of Point Pleasants and, just before the 
battle, as the battle was not expected so soon, he and some other soldiers were ordered to hunt 
to get meat for the soldiers. 


When they returned the battle was over and his brother George, and his brother-in-law, Col. 
Charles Lewis, were killed. Col. Charles Lewis’ wife was Sarah Murry, a half sister of Charles 
and George Cameron. George Cameron was very tall and dark, with dark hair and eyes. and a 
very prominent forehead, strikingly like his father. When he was a child his playmates would 
tell him that if an Indian would shoot him he would be shot in the forehead as it was so 
prominent. 


When his brother Charles found him among the slain, he did have a bullet hole in his forehead. 
Col. Charles Lewis was a brother of General Andrew Lewis who was commander at Point 
Pleasants. Charles Cameron served through the Revolution as a Lieutenant, and was at the 
surrender at York Town. 


In Peyton’s “History of Augusta County,” Charles Cameron is mentioned as one of the 
“gentlemen Justices of Augusta County” in 1790. 


On December 14, 1790, the counties of Bath and Pendleton were formed from Augusta. He 
received a grant of land in Bath County for services in the Revolution, and must have gone to 
Bath to live about the time the county was formed. He added to the grant and had a magnificent 
estate. He built a stone house, one of the handsomest in the county at that time. He was the first 
clerk of Bath County and served as clerk of both Courts a number of years. 


His nephew, Charles L. Francisco, so long clerk of Bath, succeeded him. Mr. Cameron’s office 
was over a stone spring house near this residence where he first kept the legal records over a 
hundred years ago.

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The spring house 1s still in a good state of preservation. He became a militia Colonel soon after 
the Revolution. When Gen. La Fayette visited America, Col. Cameron went with the old 
soldiers to welcome him. General La Fayette presented Col. Cameron with a handsome gold- 
headed cane as a token of friendship and esteem, which he used until his death. Col. Cameron 
married his second wife, Rachel Primrose Warwick, when he was 40 years of age in 1793. 

She was born March 13, 1772. Her father was Jacob Warwick, and her mother’s maiden name 
was Mary Vance. Rachel was named for her mother’s mother whose name was Rachel 
Primrose. She was born in what is now Pocahontas County, West Virginia, at that time Augusta 
County, Virginia. Her parents were among the earliest settlers of that part of the country and 
may be regarded as the founders of the Presbyterian church in that region. They owned a fine 
estate which they appropriated generously to the support of the Gospel. 


The house of Mr. Warwick, as was also that of his daughter, was not only a house but a place of 
public worship for the first preachers sent by the Presbyterian church to that part of the country. 
Mrs. Cameron, very early in life, made a profession of religion and connected herself with the 
Presbyterian church at Windy Cove. Supported by her kind and liberal husband, her house 
became what that of her parents’ had been. She labored faithfully and gave generously for the 
support of the ministry and church of her fathers. At the time of her death there were ministers 
living who spoke in strong terms of the important service rendered by her to them, and the 
cause of Christ, in the beginning of their ministry. She was literally one of those women who 
labored with them in the Gospel. | 


She was the mother of three children, two dying in infancy, and her son, Col. A. W. Cameron, 
was the only child she raised. After the death of their two little children they were childless for 
some years. Col. Cameron and his wife adopted two nephews, Andrew Gatewood, a son of Mrs. 
Cameron’s sister, and Charles Francisco who was a son of Col. Cameron’s half sister, Mary 
Murry, who married Mr. Francisco. They intended to give their nephews their property, but 
when these boys had lived with them ten years their son Andrew Warwick Cameron was born, 
June 6, 1806. They provided liberally for their nephews. They educated them, and Mrs. 
Cameron gave her nephew Andrew Gatewood, who was a physician, a farm in Pocahontas 
County and Col. Cameron gave his nephew Charles Francisco a farm in Bath County. 


Mr. Charles Francisco used to say of his Aunt, Mrs, Cameron, that “Her affectionate heart 
appeared to embrace all the children of want around her, and her house was open as her heart 
for the accommodation of all who needed and desired her help.” They raised no less than five or 
six nephews or nieces, besides several others who were in no way related to them. Col. 
Cameron died at his home, “Fasifern,” in Bath County, June 14, 1826, in the 77th year of his 
age. He always said that he was like his mother in personal appearance. He was about the 
middle height, his eyes blue, and his complexion fair, his hair brown until touched with years. 
In old age he was quite bald but his teeth were sound to his dying day. He was a citizen without 
reproach, a brave soldier, one of the best husbands and fathers, and well may his descendants 
cherish the memory of this noble ancestor. His wife, who was much younger, lived many years 
after her husband’s death. She was thrown from a horse when she was thirty-six years of age, 
her hip was broken, so she was always lame afterwards and had to use a cane. After her

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husband’s death she always used his cane, the gift of Gen. La Fayette. Col. Cameron’s only 

son, Andrew Warwick Cameron, was a man of liberal education and a great reader. He went to @ 
school at the Warm Springs to Mr. Cutchfield who was a fine teacher, and then to Rev. Dr. John 

Hendren of Augusta County who was one of the best teachers of his day. He then finished his 
education at the University of Virginia. When he was at Dr. Hendren’s school, he met his first 
wife. She was Margaret Grattan Miller, a daughter of Capt. Samuel Miller who owned the 
Mossy Creek Iron Works. She was a niece of his father’s first wife and a strong friendship had 
always existed between Col. Charles Cameron and his first wife’s family. Capt. Samuel Miller 
was one of the wealthiest and most prominent businessmen of his day. He was Presidential 
Elector on the Clay Ticket in 1832. When Mr. Cameron first met Margaret Miller she was a 
little schoolgirl of 13 and he a schoolboy of 17. He always said that he loved her then and 
married her when she was 18 and he was 22. They were married January 25, 1828. Her 
mother’s maiden name was Margaret Grattan, daughter of John Grattan who was one of the first 
trustees of Washington College. Mr. Cameron’s first wife died April 13, 1829, aged 19 years. 
She was a devoted, gentle Christian woman and was remarkable for her beautiful person, as 
well as her lovely character. She is described as being medium in height with brilliant black 
eyes and hair. She had a brilliant color and a fair brunette complexion. She left an infant 
daughter, Margaret Grattan Miller Cameron. Mr. Cameron married the second time, May 1832. 
His wife was Ellen McCue Hyde. Her father was Mr. John Hyde who was high Sheriff of 
Rockbridge County, and her mother’s maiden name was Sallie Crawford and she was from 
Augusta County. Mr. Cameron became a militia Colonel when he was a young man and was 
always called Col. Cameron. He represented his county in the Virginia Legislature a number of 
times. In 1840 he moved his family to Rockbridge County where he owned a fine estate. His 
mother, Mrs. Rachel Cameron, always lived in a separate house until they moved to 
Rockbridge. She was then too old to live alone and she spent the remainder of her life with her 
son under whose roof she closed her long and useful life in a peaceful and happy death. For 
many months previous to her death she was closely confined to her bed and suffered much pain, 
but a more uncomplaining sufferer was never seen. She retained her mental powers to the last 
and spoke frequently and always peacefully of her approaching end. She had a remarkable 
knowledge of the scripture and quoted them with great fluency and accuracy. She was wholly 
free from bigotry but loved her own church with sacred tenderness. She died December 6, 1858, 
aged 86 years. She raised her son’s eldest daughter who always spoke of her grandmother with 
the greatest tenderness and veneration. She always thought her grandmother the best, truest 
Christian and the noblest and most perfect character she had ever known. 


When the war commenced, Col. Cameron was too delicate and had passed the age for service. 
He had four sons in the Confederate army. He was always anxious about his boys and would 
say that so many of his Scotch ancestors had died in battle that he had always had a 
presentiment that he would not die a natural death himself and felt that his sons might meet 
death on the battlefield. 


Just after the battle of Manassas he rode to Lexington to hear the news from the battle. A large 
number of persons had collected in front of the hotel all eagerly waiting for the mail. When the 
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stage came up, one of the passengers in the act of taking from it a Minnie Rifle, struck it in 
some way against the seat, causing a discharge by which Col. Cameron was immediately killed 
and William McClung mortally wounded, he was 16 years old. Mr. William Smith of the 
Virginia Military Academy was slightly wounded in the wrist. William McClung lingered for 
several days and died. Col. Cameron died July 18, 1861, in the 55th year of his age. He was one 
of the largest land and slave owners in Virginia. He had splendid property in Rockbridge, Bath, 
Pocahontas, and Webster Counties. He was a loving, thoughtful, devoted husband, a wise and 
affectionate father, a true friend, and a kind and considerate master. He thought it wrong to buy 
or sell Negroes but thought it his duty to take care of the slaves he had inherited. He was a man 
of great family pride. He did not boast to strangers, but instilled it into his children that it was a 
great privilege and blessing to have a gentle and honorable ancestry. He was a tall man, over six 
feet, his features regular, his hair brown, and his eyes dark. He was a little bald but had a lovely 
set of teeth. His hands and feet were remarkably small. His wife still survives him and has lived 
to a green old age. 


She was born April 22, 1814, and is now 81 years of age. She was a great beauty in her youth 
and has always been admired and loved for her sweet, gentle disposition and her lovely 
Christian character. It can be said of her, “That her children rise up and call her blessed.”

SIR EVAN DHU CAMERON 


The seventeenth of the house Lochiel was born at the castle of Kilchurn, the residence of the 
family of his mother, the Campbells of Glenorchy. From his 12th to his 19th year he was under 
the care of the Earl of Argyle, by whom he was educated. At 18 he took command of the Clan 
Cameron, which he gallantly led in many expeditions. 


At an early age he espoused the Stuart cause, being the last person to hold out against General 
Monck in the north. He took a distinguished part at Killicrankie, which victory was largely due 
to him. He gave over command of the clan in 1696 to his eldest son, John, but lived to the age 
of ninety years, dying in 1719. He was g-g-g-g-g-g-g-g grandson of Robert III, King of 
Scotland, and great-great-grandfather of Col. Charles Edward Cameron of Fasiferne, Virginia. 


He was married three times, Charles Edward being descended from the second wife, Isabel, 
daughter of Sir Lachlan Maclean of Duart.

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THE PREMATURE DEMISE OF MISS MOLLIE VANCE 
& Submitted by Larri and Dale Jennings 


To paraphrase an old adage, you can’t believe anything you read, and only half of what you 
see. A case in point is an obituary notice appearing in the February 16, 1884 Shreveport Times: 


DIED 


Vance - At Buckhall plantation, Bossier Parish, of hereditary heart disease, on Monday, the 
11th inst. Miss Mollie Vance, Aged 20 years, the only daughter of the late Dr. S. W. Vance and 
Mrs. S. E. Vance. 

We extend our deepest and most heartfelt sympathies to the bereaved mother and relatives of 
the deceased. 


The matter was cleared up for the Times readership by the perplexed editor the next day. The 
February 17th edition carried this: 


A SENSELESS JEST. Our notice in yesterday morning’s issue of the death of Miss Mollie 
Vance was prompted by the receipt of a notice by mail of the demise of Miss Vance and the 
funeral notice was the substance of the card received. The notice was on a slip of commercial 
note paper, written in a delicate female style of chirography and addressed to the Editor of the 
Times. We received the communication in good faith and published it, thinking it reliable. We 
have been imposed upon but are sincerely and heartily glad to discover that our announcement 

© of Miss Vance’s death was a mistake. She is alive and well, and in the enjoyment of good 
health. The perpetrator of the joke we trust has fully reaped the reward of his, or her smartness, 
and will doubtless feel much pleasure in the pangs excited in the breasts of anxious relatives 
and friends, We shall be pleased at any time to record the demise of the too previous perpetrator 
of so heartless and senseless a jest. 


Mary Boutwell Gilmer (Mollie) Vance lived for another fifty years after the publication of 
her first obituary notice. Mollie was married to Mr. James Conway Logan in 1893 and would 


leave many descendants, to include a grandson, VFA member, John F. Geary. She died at her 
Cash Point plantation home, about a mile from her Buckhall birthplace, on October 5, 1934.

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FIVE VANCE BROTHERS 
@ By Dale Jennings 


The January 2001 Vance Family Association Newsletter featured the family of Nathaniel and 
Mary McTeer Vance of South Carolina. Their eldest, Samuel, had only one son, James Kincaid. 
James and his first wife, Laurens Louisa Watson, had thirteen children. Of the ten who lived to 
maturity, five were boys. The oldest son saw service in the Civil War, as did thei father. Their 
grandfather, Samuel Vance, served in the War of 1812, and his father Nathaniel was a soldier 
and patriot in the Revolutionary War. The five brothers received good educations and had 
professional careers, somewhat unusual for the agrarian post-Civil War South Carolina "Up 
Country." The three oldest were mentioned in Peter Wilson’s 1927 book, "A Southern 
Exposure," as the "three Vance boys" in the "Southern boys group" that attended the University 
of Edinburgh in 1867. The brothers are all believed to have been born in Cokesbury, Abbeville 
County, South Carolina. No living descendants have been found, and no serious research seems 
to have been done on these Vances. The following brief biographical sketches offer glimpses of 
their fuller and possibly even more interesting life stories. 


James Wistar Vance was born September 16, 1845. He attended the Cokesbury Conference 
School in Abbeville County and Arsenal Academy before attending the University of 
Edinburgh. James attended Arsenal Academy in Columbia in 1865. Arsenal was part of the 
state military academy system, and was attended by all freshmen cadets aspiring to attend the 
Citadel in Charleston as sophomores. The 1865 classes were activated for the war as the 
"Battalion of State Cadets." The Citadel cadets formed Company A and the Arsenal cadets 

© Company B. The Arsenal superintendent, Captain John P. Thomas, commanded Company B 
and led his company m a skirmish with elements of General Stoneman's cavalry at 
Hendersonville, N.C. just over the state line from Greenville, §.C.) on April 23, 1865, This was 
said to have been the last fight of the war east of the Mississippi River. James obtained a 
medical degree and removed to Memphis, Tennessee, where he married Susan Shelby Vance on 
December 2, 1875. Susan was the daughter of William Little Vance and his wife, Letitia Hart 
Thompson, the ancestors of VFA member, Edith James. That Vance line went back through 
Samuel Vance I and Sarah Colville. If any of the contemporary Vances knew the relationship of 
the marrying couple, that knowledge has since been lost. It seems likely that their meeting 
might have been coincidental. Doctor Vance and his family are found back in Greenville, South 
Carolina, in 1880. The 1880 census shows Susan to be thirty years old and born in Kentucky. 
"Leta," their three-year-old daughter, was born in Tennessee, and William W., eight months 
old. was born in South Carolina. In all probability the Vances would have had more children, 
and Doctor Vance a long practice, but they cannot be found thereafter in South Carolina or 
elsewhere. 


The second oldest brother, Samuel Watson, was born November 6, 1847. He also attended 
Arsenal Academy, Cokesbury Conference School and the University of Edinburgh, as well as 
South Carolina College, now the University of South Carolina. Samuel became a planter, 
insurance broker and state civil servant. He evidently never left South Carolina, the only brother 
to stay. He married Mazy Caroline Young November 21, 1871, when he was twenty-four and 
she was seventeen. The 1880 census finds the family in Hunter Township, Laurens County, and 
the 1900 census places them in Columbia, S.C. Their seven children were all shown to have 
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been born in the state. They were Jesse K., Young H., Louise L., Lillie G., Norwood, Caroline 
C., and Frank G. Samuel Watson died on August 9, 1901. 


William Washington Vance was born April 25, 1849. He attended the University of Edinburgh, 
but it is not known where he obtained his law degree. He practiced law in Greenville, S.C., with 
J. W. Gray as “Gray & Vance" from 1872 until 1879, when he went to Louisiana. Gray was 
probably J. Walter Gray, his future brother-in-law. "Will" and his two younger brothers were 
the third generation to migrate from South Carolina to Louisiana. The first was his grandfather's 
brother, Doctor James Washington Vance, in 1840. In the intervening years, no less than seven 
of his father's cousins. made the move directly and individually from Laurens and Abbeville 
counties to Bossier Parish. William made his home in Bellevue, the Bossier Parish seat of 
government, where he entered practice in partnership with J. A. W. Lowry. He also acquired a 
considerable amount of property in the parish. He was elected to the state senate in 1886, and 
served until July 1888, when he was made State Assistant Attorney General. Will had been 
allied with state senators, John C. Vance, a cousin, and Murphy J. Foster, on many issues to 
include the fight against the Louisiana State Lottery. Foster was elected governor in 1892, and 
sometime during his double term, he persuaded his political and personal friend, Will Vance, to 
become his personal secretary. Will married Sydney Ballard in New Orleans December 6, 1892. 
They had two children, William Ballard Kincaid and Alice Shaw. About three years before his 
death in 1900, William bruised his leg. This developed into a cancer which would eventually 
cause his death. Treatment in New Orleans was not successful and he went to New York for 
specialized treatment. This was also unsuccessful and his leg was amputated, but to no avail. 
William Washington Vance died at his home in Baton Rouge on February 16, 1900. 


Norwood Kincaid Vance, not to be confused with a cousin with the same name, was born 
September 19, 1858. Norwood received his medical degree from the University of Maryland in 
1883. Doctor Vance followed his older brother Will to Bossier Parish, LA, where he practiced 
medicine at Willow Chute, Benton and. Vanceville. He was. the fifth and last of the Vance 
doctors to come to Bossier Parish from Laurens and Abbeville counties. He followed Will to 
Baton Rouge where he practiced for many years. In the fall of 1893, their father, in his 
seventieth year, came to Baton Rouge to visit his sons. He died shortly after his arrival and his 
body was taken back for burial in Greenville, S.C. In March 1900, following the death of his 
brother Will in February, Norwood returned to north Louisiana to practice in Shreveport. 
Norwood Kincaid died there a lifelong bachelor in 1906. 


Not much is known about Frank Hampton, the youngest Vance brother. Little help was 
provided by the Greenwood, S.C. The Index-Journal, a major source of basic information for 
this article. Its "Our Old Roads" series, December 6, 1947 issue, told only that Frank was born 
May 23, 1863. Margaret Watson's 1982 book, Greenwood County Sketches, which relied 
heavily on "Our Old Roads," did provide the additional information that Frank "removed to 
Louisiana, and did not marry." Little trace can be found of Frank in Louisiana, but enough to 
verify his presence. In the eatly 1890's, Frank H. Vance had spacious ads in the Shreveport, 
Louisiana paper as State Agent for the Travelers’ of Hartford, Connecticut, Life and Accident 
Insurance Company. He was involved in a civil lawsuit with the company over his 
commissions. He lost the suit and apparently left the area, and cannot be traced further.

FRANK VANCE, GENERAL MANAGER OF HIGHLAND GAMES, 


GRANDFATHER MOUNTAIN, NORTH CAROLINA

Frank Vance, 58, Linville, North Carolina, was born in the shadow of Grandfather Mountain 
near Linville. Family history is bragging rights in this part of the country and his ancestors 
arrived in the hills of NC in 1778, just in time for the American Revolutionary War effort. He 
grew up with the games, which began in 1956, and said, “I haven’t missed a one.” He is the 
long time game organizer and the fellow people approach to get things done or undone. 


From an article on the 2004 (49th) Grandfather Mountain Highland Games in the Knoxville 
Tennessee News Sentinel, the writer, Fred Brown, described Frank Vance as a “spitting image 
of Civil War North Carolina Governor, Zebulon Vance, (a distant relative).” Dressed in his 
tartan kilt, Frank was among the many Scots in skirts at the annual games and the ornate steel 
Wilkinson sword he carried was inscribed with the words “Victory or Death.” 


The Grandfather Mountain Highland Games is the granddaddy of highland games in the nation 
and attracts the largest gathering of Scottish clans anywhere on Earth. At the 2004 games more 
than 40,000 people attended. One gentleman observed, “There is nothing like this. Besides, 
where else in North America could you wear kilts in July? You will see more kilts here than in 
Scotland, and that’s because most people can’t afford to buy them in Scotland.” 


Linville and the office and grounds of the games was flooded 3 times in 3 weeks in September 
2004 and the building was so contaminated it had to be burned. The organization is looking for 
donations to build again, in “Scottish style.”

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THE VANCES DOWN UNDER 
100 MILES SOUTH OF SYDNEY 
IN NEW SOUTH WALES, AUSTRALIA 


THIS ARTICLE WAS SENT TO LEON VANCE IN AUSTRALIA BY JUDY DEAN, OF SYDNEY, NSW, AUSTRALIA. 


In the eighteenth century my Vance family were farmers at Oghill, near Edemey, in northem 
Fermanagh, Ireland. 


Thomas, born 1785, married Mary Irvine and they had six children that I know of. Their fourth 
son was Joseph, born about 1816, who married a neighbour Isabella Armstrong in 1837. Later 
that year Joseph’s father Thomas died and the following year Joseph and his new wife 
emigrated to Australia arriving at Sydney in October 1838 aboard the Parland. Their first child 
was born in Sydney only nine days 
after their arrival. 


Two months later Joseph’s brother 
William, who was about a year 
older than Joseph, arrived in 
Sydney on the Fairlie with his wife 
from Ireland, Margaret Crawford. 
Many people were making the same 
journey and soon they were also 
joined by Isabella’s family; her 
parents, James and Jane Armstrong, 
and her eight brothers and sisters 
who arrived in Sydney in February 
1839 aboard the ship Susan. Joseph Vance 1816-1883 Isabella Vance 1818-1890 : 


The families travelled south to Wollongong and Joseph established a farm which he named 
“Garden Hill” where two more children were born. 


In 1842 William and Joseph’s cousin, Isabella, arrived in Sydney. She was the daughter of Jane 
(neé Sproule) and William Vance, Thomas’ brother in Oghill. Isabella had married George 
Grey in Fermanagh and the couple, with their three children, came out on the Brothers. A fourth 
child was born on. board ship and the family soon joined their former neighbours in the 
Illawarra. 


In 1843 a group of these settlers banded together and moved further down the south coast 
another 30 miles to Kiama. William and Joseph Vance and James Armstrong all held property 
in the township and in 1848 Joseph bought some more land on the coast where he built a 
homestead and called it “Wesley Park.” The Armstrongs also established a farm in Kiama in the 
heavily-treed gully slightly further inland from their son-in-law and daughter. 


In 1855 the growing community was joined by William Vance, a grandson of William of 
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Oghill, who arrived in Sydney on the Exodus, with his wife, formerly Jane Cullen, also of 
& Oghill. Eight years later William was followed by his parents, James and Mary (neé Chittick) 
who arrived in Sydney in 1863 on the John Vanner. 


THE FAMILY OF JOSEPH AND ISABELLA VANCE 


Joseph and Isabella stayed in Kiama for more than twenty years and had twelve more children, 
two of whom died as infants. Their eldest child, Mary, married Nicholas Hawken in Kiama in 
1861 and later moved to Sydney. There were eventually thirteen children in the Hawken family. 


As the country was opened up, the inland settlement of Kangaroo Valley became more 
available to people who wanted to farm new land and in 1868 Joseph Vance and his eldest son, 
Thomas, now aged twenty-eight, both took up land in the valley. 


Joseph called his holding “Violet Bank” and the farm that Thomas worked was known as 
“Cedar Grove.” Three years after his arrival in Kangaroo Valley, Thomas married a girl from 
the valley, Elizabeth Susanna Nugent, whose parents had emigrated from Dublin. They had 
eleven children and were a well-known family in the valley. Their fourth son, Wesley, 
continued the farm until his death in 1965 when his son, Ian carried on until financial 
considerations forced him to move on in 1979. 


Joseph and Isabella’s third child John was married in Kangaroo Valley in 1872. His wife was 
Mary Hird, the daughter of the first school teacher in Kangaroo Valley. 


6 On Christmas Day in 1875 Joseph’s second daughter, Anna, was married to painies Noble but 
Anna died only eight and a half years later, leaving six children. 


Joseph, the fifth child of Joseph and Isabella, was married in 1872 at Gerringong to Jane 
Mitchell and they had one daughter. Jane died in 1890 and Joe married secondly, Emily Kelk in 
1897. There were five children of this marriage. Joe did well in life and managed to help all his 
siblings financially. For some years he was a commission agent in Sydney in partnership with 
his brother-in-law, Nicholas Hawken. Joe was also a co-founder of Clyde Engineering which at 
one stage built all the trains in New South Wales. 


Margaret, the sixth child, did not marry and died in the valley in 1888, aged forty. Robert, 
Joseph and Isabella’s seventh child, married Isabella Robinson in 1889 in Kiama and had four 
children. 


Enoch, their eighth child, was killed in a timber accident in 1879, aged twenty-seven. 


Wesley married Margaret Black in 1888 and took over the farm at “Violet Bank” when his 
father died but later moved to Campbelltown. They had seven children. Caroline and Matilda, 
the tenth and twelfth children in the family (number eleven was a daughter who died soon after 
birth) never married and lived together in Chatswood, Sydney, near brother Joe’s family. 
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George, the next son, was one of twins. His brother Edward died a month before his first 
birthday but George grew up and enlisted in the Sudan campaign in 1885. He returned and 
married Kate Ryan in Cootamundra in 1888 and they had three children. The youngest child in 
Joseph and Isabella’s family was Josiah who, mm 1884, married Janetta Mitchell a younger sister 
of Joe’s wife, Jane. They had five children. 


Joseph, the first of this line of the Vance family to arrive in Sydney, died in 1883 at “Violet 
Bank,” and Isabella died in Sydney in 1890. They and many Vance descendants are buried in 
the beautiful cemetery at Kangaroo Valley. All those mentioned lived in the State of New South 
Wales. The name is well entrenched and widely known in the areas where they settled.

We think Elihu Vance was born 1802 in Laurens County, South Carolina, but we can’t 
prove it. We know he died 1858 in Liberty, Liberty County, Texas. He married Jane 
Harrington, (February 28, 1814 - January 18, 1869) on October 14, 1829 in Perry, Alabama. 
Children: James, Mary, Elizabeth, Samuel, Charles Henry, and Joseph. Jane Harrington 
travelled to Millican, Brazos County, Texas, after the death of her husband, Elihu (or Elihue). 


Joseph Vance (1849-1919) born in Vivian, Caddo Parish, Louisiana, died Millican, Brazos 
County, Texas. Married January 6, 1875 to Caroline Elizabeth Noling, (1850-1925) in Ruston, 
Lincoln Parish, Louisiana. Children: Charles Henry, Mary Elizabeth, Cornelia Jane, Joseph 
Theodore, Frances Juliet, and Samuel Coleman. 


My grandfather, Charles Henry Vance, born November 25, 1877 in Alpha, Louisiana, died 
October 9, 1915 in Navasota, Grimes County, Texas. We know he was a veteran of the 
Spanish-American War. He married Margarite Corine Moore (1884-1969) on January 8, 1902 
in Millican, Brazos County, Texas. Children were my father, Charles Elmer, and his 3 sisters; 
Theresa, Aubry, and Comelles. 


Charles Elmer Vance, born April 8, 1903 in Waco, McLennan County, Texas, died September 

12, 1960. Married, 1926, to Anne Gladys McLennan, born May 16 1904, Sydney, New South 

Wales, Australia. Children: Gene Allan Robert (1927-1932), and Elmer Leon James, born 
®& October 24, 1928. Both were born in Sydney, NSW. 


Elmer Leon James Vance (called Leon and the submitter of this information), married, August 
31, 1956, to Barbara Joan Hill (born August 1, 1927) of Sydney, NSW, at Randwick, NSW. 
Children: Alison Leonie Anne, born October 13, 1961 and Michael Francis. Donald, born. April. 
8, 1964. 


Michael Francis Donald married October.21, 1989 to Janette Weatherup. in Mulgoa NSW. 
Child: Samuel Joe, born December 23, 1990, in Penrith, NSW, Australia. 
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THE SCOTTISH WHO CAME TO AUSTRALIA 
Submitted by Leon Vance from 'The Scots in Australia’ by Malcolm D. Prentis. 1983 


Early Scots. Pride of place as Australia’s first Scotsman goes to Captain John Hunter, who 
arrived with Phillip in 1788, and became his successor as Governor of New South Wales in 
1795. Hunter set the pattern for a Caledonian influence in the colonial administration. 

As New South Wales was under military rule, early Scottish mfluence arrived as Royal 
Marines. Major Robert Ross was the commanding officer from 1788 to 1791, he was also 
Lieutenant Governor. Also with the marines was Lieutenant George Johnston from 
Dumfriesshire. 

In the colonial period, three Scottish regiments served in Australia. First was Macquarie’s 
unit, the 73rd Regiment of Foot, later known as ‘the Perthshires.' The second from 1833 to 
1839, the Royal North British Fusiliers, the 21st Regiment of Foot. After six years of duty they 
departed for India. Thirdly, the famous King’s Own Scottish Borderers, the 25th Regiment of 
Foot. The regiment that relieved the 73rd was the 46th, commanded by Lieutenant-Colonel 
George James Molle from Chimside, Berwickshire. The 46th was relieved in 1817 by the 48th 
Regiment, commanded by Lieutenant-Colonel James Erskine. 

Scottish Convicts. There were 8,207 Scottish convicts among nearly 150,000 transported to 
Australia. Interestingly only 4.8% of male convicts were Scottish, and 9.3% were female. A 
relatively large number of Scottish convicts were transported for larceny (burglary and breaking 
and entering) committed in or around Glasgow and Edinburgh. Often, also, they were multiple 
offenders. John Flynn was gaoled for theft, escaped, committed another theft while free, and 
was transported to Van Diemens Land in 1843. Robert Gilchrist was convicted in January 1834 
in Glasgow of housebreaking with aggravation and transported to NSW for seven years. The 
famous Andrew Thompson was convicted of burglary at Jedburgh in 1790 and transported for 
fourteen years, William Highat was sentenced to fourteen years for sheep steeling in Ayshire in 
1816. James Reid was a young apprentice who absconded, and was later reported to have been 
an old offender and escapee. Thomas McGavan was a larcenous soldier from the 88th Regiment 
who was handed over for trial to the civil courts for sentencing: he and two others were 
transported for stealing 3 pounds 10 shillings at a tollgate. Elizabeth McGuire, had been 
convicted over twenty times for drunkenness. And a very high proportion of the Scottish 
women convicts were prostitutes, many had been on the streets a long time, up to fifteen years 
in some cases. Estimates for later in the nineteenth century place the number of Glasgow street- 
walkers at six to seven thousand. 

The two best known Scottish convicts in the earlier years were Thomas Watling, ‘the limner 
of Dumfries,’ transported for forgery. The second, was Andrew Thompson who died in 1810 a 
wealthy man, the pall-bearers at his funeral were Cox, Lord, Arndell and Gregory Blaxland. 
Mrs. McLeon of Skye was transported in the 1810’s for burning down a neighbour’s house in a 
fit of jealousy. Even more interesting were two batches of Scottish political prisoners sent out in 
1793 to 1795 and 1820. The so-called 'Scottish Martyrs’ of 1792 are far better known than the 
Radicals of 1820. Their case inspired Robert Burns’s patriotic effusion 'Scots Wha Hae.’ The 
martyrs numbered five, strictly speaking: Thomas Muir, an advocate; Thomas Fyshe Palmer, a 
Unitarian cleric; Maurice Margarot, a wine merchant; Joseph Gerrald, a planter and barrister, 
and William Skirving, a tutor. A sixth man, a weaver of Dundee called George Mealmaker, was 
sent out in 1800 and is sometimes included among the Scottish Martyrs because he was 
connected with their sedition in 1792. In fact, only two of the Martyrs, Muir and Skirving, were 
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Scottish, or three if we count Mealmaker. Their cases were notorious, their exile was famous, 
@ and Muir’s escape, subsequent adventures and death, were bizarre and more than sensational. 

Scottish unassisted immigrants from 1832 to 1850 were about 25,000, or about twenty to 
twenty-five percent. Janet Templeton, a widow from Glasgow, brought her nine children, 
employees, some merino sheep and a considerable amount of capital on the chartered Czar in 
1830, she settled in Parramatta, but later moved to Melbourne in 1840 where she had a 10,000 
acre run. Other settlers in the 1830’s were the Imlay brothers, Alexander Hunter of the Monaro 
and Gippsland. John 'Tinker' Campbell in 1833, and Ernest G. B. E. Dalrymple in 1839 were 
Darling Downs squatters. 

Scottish Immigration. On 18 May 1798 the Barwell arrived carrying two Scottish families 
destined to make modest but worthy contributions to the colony. Andrew and Elizabeth 
McDougall. A John and Honor Bowman and sons George and William came from East 
Lothian, where John had experience building corn mills. Walter Stevenson Davidson of 
Aberdeenshire arrived on the Argo in 1805 and was granted 2,000 acres in the Cowpastures. 
William Howe, a Scottish borderer, left the army after Waterloo, and settled in New South 
Wales, he was granted 3,000 acres at Minto. One who had a much more spectacular career was 
ex-Royal Marine officer, James Mudie, who arrived in. 1822. His partner was John Lamach, 
who arrived from Caithness in 1823. 

Among the immigrants, a number of tacksmen and other well-to-do Highlanders were; 
Donald Mackay, brother of the clan chief Lord Reay in 1821, and Alexander Macrae, tacksmen 
of Glenshiel, in 1822. The majority were Lowlanders, many from prominent families, Francis 
Irvme, son of Irvine of Drum, head of the name in 1822, and Peter Hay of Melrose in 1825, 
who received a grant of 6,000 acres. One of the best examples was George Ranken, third of 

®@ eight sons of Ranken of Whitehill in Ayrshire, who was recommended to the Colonial Secretary 
by local notable Sir Alexander Boswell of Auchinleck. 

Apart from straightforward settlers there was a small group drawn to Australia by the 
prospects of trade. William Douglas Campbell of Elgin came in 1797. Robert Campbell, his 
family has been lairds of Ashfield and Duntroon, and Alexander Berry became Laird of the 
Shoalhaven. Charles Hook from Argyll, and Fife-born William Walker, were other early 
merchant arrivals, along with Benjamin Boyd and A. B. Spark. 

Assisted Immigrants first arrived on the 350-ton ship Stirling Castle. There were two 
ministers, the Reverend John Cieland and Thomas Thomson, and three professors for the 
Australian College, Henry Carmichael, John Anderson and William Pinkerton along with their 
wives or sisters. The famous ‘Scottish Mechanics’ comprised fifty-four adult men plus their 
families: stonemasons and bricklayers, carpenters and joiners, blacksmiths, plasterers, etc., and 
all members of Christian churches and congregations. The Reverend J. D. Lang made many 
other trips, bringing more tradesman and their families to Australia. Between 1832 and 185¢@ 
approximately 88,988 assisted immigrants arrived in Australia, about 14,000 were Scottish. or 
15.11%. 

A number of members of a Scottish-Norwegian family, the Archers, arrived in 1834 and 
1838. The wide-ranging pastoralist-author Gideon Scott Lang arrived in 1841. Other Scots who 
emigrated to Port Phillip were Phillip and George Russell of the pastoral Clyde Company, 
Thomas and Somerville Learmonth later of Ericildoun Station, and Dr. Alexander Thomas, who 
was involved in the pastoral, political, religious and economic affairs of early Geelong and 
Melbourne.

Types range from small presentation frakturs given by schoolmasters to 
religious texts of Scriptures and hymns, all brightly decorated and colored to delight the 
children for whom they were made.

An article in The Huntsville Times August 12, 2004, indicates that a Vance has made it big in 
the security business. The headline read, “Army hires private security guards to protect bases,” 
and the article was credited to T. Christian Miller, of the Los Angeles Times. It mentions that 
Vance Federal Security Services and Wackenhut Services, Inc. were subcontracted by 
Alaskan Native firms to provide security guards to help protect dozens of American military 
bases. The two contracts issued to the Alaskan companies, Alutiiq Security and Technology, 
partnered with Wackenhut, and Chenega Technical Products, partnered with Vance, are worth 
up to $500 million each over five years.

A quick search of the internet revealed that Vance 
International, Inc., a unit of SPX Corporation, has been in business since 1984, doing business 
providing executive protection services, uniformed guards, security consulting, and education 
and training, for U.S. and foreign industry and corporations, as well as U. S. and foreign 
governments. To quote one article, “’Terrorists go after the softer targets,’ said former Secret 
Service agent Charles Vance, founder of Vance International, a pioneer of executive 
protection, “As governments take more precautions, business targets become more inviting.” 
“Chuck [Vance] saw a need to provide for the Saudis the type of security the Secret Service 
was giving government officials,’ said Joe Ricci, marketing director for Vance International.

From Leon Vance—’During my family searches I came upon the name of “Vance” in the state 
of Victoria in Australia and extracted a few facts which may be of interest; 


Between 1852 and 1879 there were 47 Vances known to have immigrated to Victoria. They 
came from both Scotland and Ireland either after gold or something to eat, perhaps both. 

Between 1837 and 1888 there were 90 Vance Births, 36 Deaths and 35 Marriages. 

Between 1889 and 1901 there were 64 Vance Births, 22 Deaths and 24 Marriages. 

Between 1902 and 1913 there were 49 Vance Births, 18 Deaths and 30 Marriages. 

Between 1914 and 1920 there were 35 Vance Births, 12 Deaths and 25 Marriages. 

Between 1921 and 1942 there were 98 Vance Marriages. 

Between 1921 and 1985 there were 172 Vance Deaths. 


I am not sure of the significance of the figures or whether they mean very much to you, but 
there they are.” 
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
